Aug.  «.— The  reply  of  Queen 
Victoria  to  the  address  of  parllamenr  te 
the  throne,  moved  July  31.  with  reference 
to  the  assas.sination  of  King  Humbert  of 
Italy,  thanks  parliament  for  the  address 
and  says: 

•I  unite  with  you  in  the  expression  of 
indignation  and  deep  concern  at  the  tld 
ings  of  the  assassination  of  ray  illustri- 
ous all  v.  the  king  of  Italy.  I  hiive  not 
failed  fo  convey  to  his  successor  your 
sentiments  of  abhorrence  of  such  a  crime

Washinton:  I'n  >fflcial  report  believed 
reliable;  about  16.000  allies  heavily  en- 
gaged Chinese  at  Peti  Sang,  daylight  of 
the  r.th.  REMEY." 

Peti  Sang.  Is  the  first  railroad  station 
about  six  miles  northwest  of  Tien  Tsin, 
enn.ute  to  Pekin. 

Taussig,  who  signed  the  first  dispatch, 
is  in  command  of  the  Yorktown.  which 
is  at  Che  Foo. 

It  is  said  at  the  war  department  thit 
there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  an  en- 
gagement has  taken  place.  While  no 
oflicial  infc.rrnation  has  been  received,  It 
is  said  that  such  an  engagement  was  not 
unexpected. 

VIEWS  OF  THE  EXPERTS. 

Thay  Laok  Far  a  Dasparata  Engag a- 
mant  Soan. 

Washington,  Auff.  6.— Interest  in  th-:' 
Chinese  situation  was  intensified  this 
morning  by  the  receipts  of  the  two  dis- 
patches from  naval  officers  at  Che  Fo'>, 
l^peating  unofficial,  but  apparently  re- 
liable reports  of  active  and  extensive 
hostilities  between  the  allied  forces  and 
the  Chinese  on  the  line  between  Tien 
T.^iii  and  Pekin.  The  dispatches  indi- 
cate unmistakably  that  the  relief  column 
has  started  in  earnest,  and  that  it  is 
meeting  with  determined  opposition. 

Although  neither  of  the  naval  di.'=- 
patches  mention  the  presence  of  Ameri- 
can troops  in  the  reported  engagement, 
it  is  generally  assumed  at  the  war  de- 
partment that  at  least  a  part  of  Gen. 
Chaffee's  s^mall  army  was  on  hand  and 
took  an  active  and  aggressive  fan  In  the 
affair. 

According  to  the  information  in  p 'S- 
ses>-ion  of  the  war  department,  the  town 
of  Peti  Sang  is  at  the  head  of  tidewater 
on  the  Pei-Ho.  between  eleven  and 
twelve  miles  by  road  beyond  Tien  Tsin. 
ir  is  a  village  of  mud  huts,  of  cimsider- 
ahle  size,  but  not  walled.  The  r:\er  at 
this  point  is  not  navigable  by  anything 
larger  than  a  good-sized  steam  launcii, 
and  it  is  thought  that  the  troops  prob- 
ably reached  there  in  small  boats,  towed 
bv  the  naval  launches. 

"The  country  all  almg  the  river  be- 
tween Pekin  and  Tien  Tsin  is  a  low. 
alluvial  plain,  almost  impassable  for 
wheel  or  vehicle  in  the  wet  season,  and 
under  quite  a  high  state  of  cultivatirn. 
It  presents  no  natural  defensive  features 
and  the  war  department  knows  no  stra- 
tegic reason  why  the  Chinese  should 
have  made  a  stand  there  rather  than  at 
any  of  the  other  dozen  villages  east  of 
the  walled  town  of  Tung  Chow,  where 
is  stored  an  immense  amount  of  arovi- 
sions  upon  w  hich  the  city  of  Pekin  would 
have  to  depend  in  case  of  siege. 

From  the  fa<  t  that  the  engagement 
'a^ted  seven  and  a  half  hours,  it  is  ar- 
gued in  the  department  that  either  the 
Chinese  must  have  been  heavily  en- 
benched  or  that  there  was  an  Immense 
horde  of  them  to  so  stubbornly  contest 
the  advance  of  the  16,000  international 

trooDs. 

It  is  figured  by  military  experts  that 
a  loss  of  1200  killed  and  wounded  on  the 
Dart  of  the  allifs  probably  means  a  loss 
of  from  three  to  six  times  as  many  by 
the  Chinese.  It  is  possible  that  a  blow 
of  this  magnitude  may  break  the  re- 
sistance of  the  Chinese  to  the  advance 
of  the  foreign  olumn,  but  on  the  other 
hand  it  is  nossible  that  this  may  be  onf- 
of  a  large  number  of  places  on  the  noaa 
to  contest  the  advance  so  as  to  delay  as 
long  as  possible  the  arrival  of  the  for- 
eigners at  Pekin. 

Unless  the  opoosition  suddenly  breaks 
down,  the  military  experts  look  for  a 
desperate  engagement  when  the  tt->ops 
reach  the  walled  city  of  Tung  ChmN. 
which  is  said  to  be  even  more  favorably 
located  for  purpoees  of  denefse  than  wa.-

The  position  of  the  United  States 
diplomatically  remains  unchanged 
This  government  will  not  consent  t.i  the 
removal  of  the  ministers  and  foreigners 
from  Pekin  until  there  \s  free  com- 
muication  by  the  powers  with  their 
ministers.  Nor  will  this  government 
consent  to  communication  in  plain 
language  alone,  but  Insists  that  cipher 
messages  must  pass  freely  betweeii

It  is  stated  that  If  .ill  the  international 
forees  in  the  vlcinilv  of  Takii  can  oe 
landed  and  the  supplies  brought  up,  there 
is  sufficient  force  to  overcome  any  army 
the  Chinese  mav  bring  forward  to  prevent 
the  march  on  Pekin.  It  also  is  believed 
at  the  war  department  that  the  informa- 
tion received  through  the  navy  depart- 
ment of  a  battle  is  correct. 

NOT  INFORMED. 

English  Oavarnmant  Did  Not  Learn 
of  tha  Engagamant. 

London,  Aug.  6.— The  parliamentary 
secretary  of  the  foreign  office,  Mr.  Brod- 
erick,  said  in  the  house  of  commons  that 
the  government  had  no  information  re- 
garding the  reported  advance  of  the 
British  and  other  relief  forces  towards 
Pekin,  nor  as  to  the  present  position  of 
the  foreign  ministers  there,  adding  that 
ciMTimunications  from  I'Oth  the  legations 
and  the  relief  force  had  to  be  borne  by 
runners  and  dispatch  boats. 

The  first  lord  of  the  admiralty.  Mr. 
Goschen.  said  the  colonial  contingents 
in  China  would  consist  of  200  officers 
and  men  from  Victoria.  300  ofli'^ers  and 
men  from  New  South  Wales  and  a  gun- 
bi:at  and  112  officers  and  men  from  South 
Australia.  The  cost,  he  added,  will  be 
partly  borne  by  the  colonies.

THE  ANTI-FOREIGNERS. 

Thay  Again  Oat  tha  Uppar  Hand 
In  China. 

London,  Aug.  6.— The  anti-foreign 
party  again  has  the  upper  hand  at  Pe- 
kin. According  to  reports  emerging 
from  Li  Hung  Chang's  lodgings  at 
Shanghai,  his  baggage  is  packed  prepar- 
atory to  his  departure  for  Pekin,  but.  it 
is  added,  he  has  applied  to  the  throne 
for  twenty  days  sick  lea%-e.  Li  Hung 
Chan  claims  that  his  representations  to 
the  Yan  Tse  viceroys  and  Taotai  Sheng 
will  be  denounced  by  Li  Ping  Hong,  be- 
cause they  are  friendly  to  the  foreign- 
ers. 

A  news  agency  dispatch  from  Shang- 
hai, dated  today  (Aug.  6),  says  it  is 
rumored  that  the  powerful  viceroy. 
Yuan  Shi  Kai,  governor  of  Shang-Tung. 
who  disapproved  o-f  Prince  Tuan,  has 
been  killed. 

Correspondents  at  Tien  Tsin  are  un- 
able to  get  anything  fresh,  though  a 
dispatch  from  Shanghai,  dated  Aug.  6, 
avers  that  the  allies  are  making  slow 
progress  towards  Pekin,  on  account  of 
differences  of  opinion  among  the  gen- 
erals. The  American.  British  and  Jap- 
anese commanders  favor  one  plan,  this 
dispatch  affirms,  and  the  Russians, 
Frencb  and  Germans  favor  another  plan. 
Prince  Tuan.  it  is  added,  seeks  to  in- 
spirit his  army  by  proclamations  order- 
ing every  foot  of  the  road  from  Tien 
Tsin  to  Pekin  to  be  disputed. 

All  the  Chinese  troops  have  evidently 
been  paid  in  full,  and  money  and  sup- 
plies are  going  to  Pekin  from  the 
Southern  provinces.  It  is  deemed  quite 
probable  by  military  men  in  London  that 
the  Chinese  will  make  a  fierce  fight  at 
Pekin.  on  a  much  greater  scale  than 
during  the  defence  of  Tien  Tsin. 

A  dispatch  received  at  the  war  office 
in  St.  Petersburg  from  Gen.  Grodekoff, 
dated  Khabasovsk,  Aug.  4.  says  two 
squadrons  reconnoitering  near  Teche  en- 
gaged 1000  Chinese  with  two  guns  and 
250  cavalr.v.  After  a  stubborn  fight  the 
Russians  were  reinforced  by  another 
squadron  with  two  guns  and  defeated 
the  Chinese,  killing  200.  "Hie  Russian 
loss  was  eight  men  killed  and  eight 
wounded 

This  dispatch  adds  that  the  battle 
around  Aigun  was  continued  Aug.  3,  the 
Cossacks  losing  six  men  killed  and  twen- 
ty-five wounded,  and  driving  back  thc- 
Chinese,  killing  200  and  capturing  two 
guns  and  two  flags.  An  InscriDtion  on 
one  of  the  flags  read: 
"The  People  of  the  Large  Fist." 
Aigun.  w^hen  the  dispatcti  was  sent, 
was  burnins. 

Other  dispatches  report  Russian  suc- 
cesses near  Port  Arthur.

CANNOT  AGREE. 

Depart  That  Aiiiad  Commandara  Ara 
still  Quarraiing. 

New  York.  Aug.  6.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune   from   London  says: 

Rumors  that  the  allied  army  had  ad- 
vanced toward  Pekin  were  varied  with 
the  details  of  an  eight  hour  engagement 
with  Chinese,  but  this  theory  simmered 
down  into  a  skirmish  a  few  miles  west 
of  Tien  Tsin  which  hud  already  been 
reported. 

There  were  persistent  reports  from 
Chinese  sources  that  the  allied  com- 
manders had  disagreed  on  various 
points  and  could  not  be  induced  to 
order  an  advance  upon  the  capital. 
These  differences  of  opinion  were  pro- 
bably exaggerated,  but  there  was  pro- 
bably a  sub-stratum  of  truth  in  the 
Chinese  fictions.  The  American,  British 
and  Japanese  commanders  are  described 
a.'^  eager  for  a  decisive  action,  whereas 
the  Russians  and  Germans  do  not  con- 
sider the  United  States  column  strong 
enough  for  the  work,  and  assume  that  It 
will  be  forced  to  return  to  Tien  Tsin  if 
it  starts  prematurely  and  inadequately 
.supplied  with  food  and  ammunition. 

The  responsibility  for  inaction  is 
.saddled  upon  every  (untlnsent  except 
the  American  column,  which,  according 
to  all  press  accounts,  is  pulsating  with 
energy  and  anxious  to  march  to  Pekin 
with  the  least  possible  delay. 

Two  facts  stand  out  among  all  these 
rumors  of  dissensions.  One  is  the  re- 
luctance of  the  Chintse  viceroys  and 
imperiol  officials  to  have  the  relief 
columns  set  in  motion,  and  the  other  is 
the  impracticability  of  having  an  army 
conducted  by  a  consulting  board  of  six 
generals,  or  admirals.  Two  sections  of 
the  allied  forces,  the  Russian  and  the 
German,  are  believed  t"  he  hanging  back 
on  the  ground  that  Vice  Admiral  Sey- 
mour's mistake  must  not  be  repeated, 
and  that  marching  orders  must  be  de- 
ferred until  the  transport  is  in  perfect 
order  and  the  troops  are  ready  to  go 
up  to  the  capital  with  an  irresistab'.e 
rush.

Ambassador  Whita  Said   Emparar 
Wiiiiam  Navar  Adviaad  Slaughtar. 

New  York,  Aug.  6.— Ambassador  White, 
who  arrived  today  from  Germany,  said, 
in  answer  to  questions  regarding  affairs 
in  China,  that  Emperor  William's  speech 
to  the  soldiers  who  were  going  to  China 
was  generally  misinterpreted. 

"He  never  meant,"  the  ambassador  said, 
"to  tell  them  to  give  the  Chinese  no  quar- 
ter. Nobody  so  understood  his  speech  until 
some  papers  put  that  constructiim  upon 
it.  The  first  time  I  heard  of  such  an  in- 
terpretation was  when  I  received  a  certain 
Paris  paper.  The  emperor  is  an  emo- 
tional man  and  may  be  Inclined  to  yield 
to  the  impulse  of  the  moment,  perhaps, 
but  he  knows  how  to  control  himself,  and 
he  certainly  never  meant  to  command  his 
soldiers  to  be  merciless.  What  he  did  say 
to  them  was  that  thev  should  bear  in 
mind  that  they  were  going -to  face  a  des- 
perate foe. 

"Germany  deeply  feels  the  assassination 
of  her  minister."  Mr.  White  continued. 
"Baron  von  Ketteler  was  a  superior  man. 
He  was  much  admired  and  his  sad  death 
made   a   deep    impression." 

Speaking  of  the  general  situation  m 
China.  Ambassador  White  said  with  en- 
thusiasm: "The  present  conflict  means  the 
birth  throes  of  a  new  era.  It  means  the 
beginning  of  the  opening  of  China  to  the 
civilized    world." 

"Is  there  any  talk  of  partition  in  Ger- 
many?" was  asked. 

"Oh.  no.  this  trouble  will  never  termi- 
nate In  such  a  way.  The  war  will  end  In 
the  allied  powers  dictating  terms  to 
China.  ,      ^^. 

"Admiral   Kcmpffs  conduct   In   China. 
Mr.    White    said    further,    "was    at    first 
misconstrued,  but  now   the  Germans  ap- 
prove of  his  policy. 

"Russia  is  looked  upon  with  the  usual 
distrust,  but  the  fact  that  she  and  Ger- 
many fight  shoulder  to  shoulder  In  China 
tends  to  improve  the  feeling  between  the 
two  countries." 

In  conclusion  the  ambassador  touched 
upon  the  admiration  felt  in  Germany  for 
our  arms.

in  the  Chinese  conflict  has  opened  the  eyes 
of  Europe  and  made  it  see  a  great  deal

San  Juan,  Porto  Rico  Aug.  1.— (Corre- 
spondence of  the  Associated  Press.) — To- 
day  marks   the   begining  of   a  general 
raising  of  prices  throughout  the  island, 
caused  by  a  misunderstanding    of    the 
exchange  of  currency.    Until  a  week  ago 
it  was  widely  known  that  after  Aug.  1 
no  more  Porto  Rican  silver  would     be 
exchanged,    but   the   rotice   of   the   in- 
definite extension  of  ti  ne  was  publls'.ied 
far   and   wide.    Still    the   Idea    prevails 
that  hereafter  the  peso  will  l)e    of    no 
value.      Yesterday      the      banks      were 
crowded  after  hours.    ThrAjgh  a  com- 
bination of  the  traders  throughout  the 
island   foodstuffs  and   other  necessities 
rose  in  price.    With  a  very  large  num- 
ber it  was  moving. day— a  day  for  flit- 
ting from  excessively  increased  rents  to 
cheaper  lodgings.    It  \vas  also  a  day  on 
v.hich  money  that  usuf  Uy  bought  break- 
fast and  dinner  bought  breakfast  alone. 
Eggs   that   heretofore   were   bought   for 
2  or  3  centavoa.   cost  10  centavos;    the 
carbon  for  boiling  these  eggs,  instead  of 
costing  10  centavos  cost  25  centavos.  The 
cost  of  every  other  article  of  food    was 
raised  in  about  the  sane  proportion. 
The  wail  of  complaint  was  general. 
Houses  which  have  rented  for  50  pesos 
($30)    are    now    supposed    to    bring    $.50. 
Furnished  rooms  at  10  pesos  ($6),   now 
bring   $10.    The   laborer   who   has    been 
getting  a  peso  a  day  (50  cents),  now  de- 
mands $1. 

It  was  commonly  reported  that  all 
laborers  were  to  strike  today  for  the 
same  amount  in  American  money  for- 
merly paid  them  in  pesos. 

This  raise  in  prices  :s  the  result  of  a 
gradual  increase,  a  centavo  or  so  at  a 
time,  commenced  a  month  ago.  It  is 
evident  that  a  combination  exists,  as  the 
proprietors  of  stalls  a:  the  market  wei». 
asking  the  same  price:<,  and  the  increase 
is  uniform  about  towr  among  the  stores 
selling  staples. 

Several  instances  W'jre  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  newspapers  where  pur- 
chasers were  told  that  commencing  with 
today  all  prices  will  be  in  American 
money. 

According  to  telegrams  received  in 
this  city  from  many  interior  towns  the 
shops  are  closed,  and  the  peso  is  refused 
in  payment  for  goods. 

It  is  feared  that  riots  and  bloxlshed 
will  result  before  the  matter  is  adjust- 
ed.

ALLIES  TO  ADVANCE. 

SoxarsAra  Raiding  Viilagas  South 
af  Tian  Tsin. 

New  York.  Aug.  6.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Herald  from  Tien  Tsin  says:  The  allies 
are  to  make  a  reconnaissance  at  once, 
starting  with  4000  men  against  Gen.  Ma's 
army. 

The  Fourteenth  United  States  infan- 
try has  arrived. 

Preparations  for  the  advance  on  Pekin 
are  being  pushed  forward.  A  large  num- 
ber of  native  boats  have  been  comman- 
dered.  All  lighters  have  been  seized, 
which  will  stop  business  with  Tien  Tsin. 
The  combined  forces  are  ignoring  all 
commercial  interests.  This  could  not  be 
avoided  with  detriment  to  the  military 
operations.  Land  transport  will  be  dif- 
ficult, as  heavy  rains  are  reported  to  the 
north. 

The  Boxers  are  raiding  village's  south 
of  Tien  Tsin.  One  thousand  Mohamme- 
dans were  massacred.  The  Chinese  are 
said  to  be  operating  from  Shan  Hai 
Kwang  to  Tung  Chow. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Chinese  have 
made  overtures  to  ransom  the  Pekin 
diplomats  and  close  the  war. 

The  emperor  and  dowager  empress  are 
believed  to  be  still  in  Pekin.  Their  flight 
tr  death  would  produce  a  great  change. 
The  Chinese  now  silent,  or  nominally 
loyal,  will  become  progressive  when 
they  have  nothing  more  to  fear.  The 
fate  of  those  who  have  heretofore  dared 
to  utter  pro-foreign  sentiment?  terrifles 
even  the  semi-enlightened  oflflcials. 
Chang  Yen,  son  of  a  former  Chinese 
minister  to  Washington,  is  still  exiled. 
Yung  Wing  is  in  hiding.  The  Manchy 
party  once  exterminated,  the  people  will 
welcome  reform.

BECOMES  MORE  SERIOUS. 
Paris.  Aug.  6.— The  French  consul  at 
Chung  King  telegraphs  under  date  of 
Aug.  3  that  the  situation  is  becoming 
more  serious  on  the  upper  Yang  Tse 
kiang.  The  English  consul,  he  says,  has 
left  with  the  custom  house  staff,  and  tiie 
French  consul  intends  to  leave,  with  his 
Japanese  colleagues.

LUCHENNI  PLEASED. 

Condamnad  Anarohist  Glad  to  Hoar 
of  Humbort*s  Daath. 

Geneva.  Switiseiiand,  Aug.  6.— When 
the  news  of  the  assa.ssination  of  King 
Humbert  of  Italy  was  announced  to 
Luchenni.  the  Italian  anarchist  who 
slabbed  and  killed  the  empress  of  Aus- 
tria here  Sept.  10.  1898.  he  manifested 
groat  joy,  .saying  there  was  no  doubt 
that  Ijefore  long  all  the  sovereigns  would 
undergo  the  same  fate,  commencing 
with  the  king  of  Italy.  Luchenni.  who  is 
undergoing  a  sentence  of  imprisonment 
for  life,  refused  to  answer  any  questions 
on  the  subject  of  the  assassination  ^f 
the  king  of  Italy. 

Milan.  Aug.  6.— Bresci.  the  assassin  of 
King  Humbert,  has  abandoned  the  atti- 
tude of  calm  which  he  had  assumed 
since  the  murder  was  committed,  and 
has  been  giving  way  to  fits  of  passion. 
This  has  necessitated  placing  him  in  a 
straight  jacket  for  ten  hours.

THE  POWERS  TRIAL. 

Dafansa  Wiii  Not  Concluda  its  Tasti- 
mony  Until  Friday. 

Georgetown,  Ky.,  Aug.  6.— The  fifth 
week  of  the  trial  of  firmer  secretary  of 
state,  Caleb  Powers,  for  alleged  com- 
plicity in  the  Goebel  murder  conspiracy, 
began  this  morning.  Ex-Governor 
Brown,  chief  counsel  for  the  defence, 
announced  that  the  defense  will  con- 
clude its  te.stiinony  prijbably  on  Friday, 
but  possibly  not  til  Saturday.  After 
that  the  presecution  will  consume  three 
or  four  days  in  rebuttal. 

Capt.  D.  B.  Walcott,  who  has  charge 
of  soldiers  that  were  quartered  in  the 
arsenal,  at  Frankfort,  prior  to  the 
assassination,  and  wio  were  called  out 
immediately  after  th.'  tragedy,  was  the 
first  witne.ss  called  today.  The  troops, 
he  said,  were  placed  n  the  arsenal  Jan. 
4,  the  day  the  legislature  met.  Capt. 
Walcutt  .stated  that  it  was  about 
fifteen  minutes  aften  the  assassination 
when  the  company  v  as  called  out.  On 
cross-examination  he  said  he  had  never 
before  seen  the  state  arsenal  under 
guard  for  the  same  length  of  time.  He 
got  his  orders  from  Adjt.  Gen.  Collier 
and  did  not  know  for  what  purpose  the 
guard  was  placed  there.  He  said  it  was 
merely  incidental  that  the  soldiers  were 
equipped  with  side  arms  and  equipments 
and  ready  for  active  .service  when 
Goebel  was  shot,  al  hough  it  was  not 
customary  for  the  men  to  be  equipped 
inside  the  arsenal.  He  denied  that  the 
men  were  already  ir  line,  but  said  he 
formed  them  after  they  heard  the  first 
of  the  shooting. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  Capt. 
Wolcott  withdrew  the  witness  to  recall 
him  with  a  view  to  contradicting  W.  H. 
Culton.  Culton  will  also  be  called  agam 
as   a   witness   this  af-.ernoon. 

Alexander  Trost,  a  Knox  county  coal 
minor,  said  the  men  .sent  to  Frankfort 
were  to  go  there  t(  contend  for  their 
rights  and  prevent  the  vote  of  that  coun- 
tv  from  being  thrown  out. 
"r.  C.  Blandford,  Marion  county,  .w:as 
present  at  the  conference  at  Frankfort  at 
which  W.  H.  Culton  presided.  Sheriff  Bur- 
ton, of  Breckinridge  county,  made  a  wild 
speech,  saying:  "The  only  way  to  stop 
the  contest  was  to  explode  cartridges  In 
the  neighborhood  of  the  capitol  hotel.  ' 
He  was  rebuked  by  Powers.

BIS  PACmC^ LINERS. 

Two  of  James  J.  HilPs  Ocean  Ves- 
sels Under  Constrvction. 

New  London.  Conn..  Aug.  0.— James  J. 
Hills  leviathans  which  are  being  built 
at  the  immen.se  yards  of  the  Kastern 
Shipbuilding  company  of  this  city,  are 
m.iking  rapid  progress,  and  two  of  them, 
the  number  ordered  at  the  pn-sent  time, 
will  l)e  ready  for  business  by  fall.  IHOI. 

The  keels  are  laid  and  much  work  has 
been  done  on  t!he  framew  irk.  so  that  an 
'  utline  of  the  general  shape  of  the  ships 
may  now  be  obtained. 

While  in  length  they  will  not  be  as 
lung  as  some  of  the  fast  Atlantic  passen- 
ger greyhounds,  they  will  have  fully  as 
great  <  arrying  capacity,  and  that  is  the 
only  thing  Mr.  Hill  is  after.  The  length 
of  the  twi>  ships  now  on  the  ways  is  6:10 
feet.  They  will  be  73  feet  wide  and  56 
feet  deep,  with  a  disnlacement  of  i'S.OdO 
tons,  which  will  give  a  carrying  tonnage 
of  about  20.000  tons.  The  f>ceanic.  of  the 
White  Star  line,  which  is  704  feet  In 
length,  has  no  greater  displacement  than 
the  two  Hill  boats,  the  extra  length'bcing 
used  to  accommodate  immense  engines 
fir  speed  purposes.  The  Hill  boats  will 
not  run  more  than  14  miles  an  hour,  con- 
sequently the  saving  in  boiler  and  engine 
room  and  weight  is  given  over  to  cargo 
space.  It  is  imderstood  that  eight  of 
these  shiris  will  l>e  built  in  this  city. 
When  they  arrive  on  the  Pacific  coast 
they  will  make  a  tremendous  sen.sati  >n. 
Thty  will  have  many  features  unique  in 
the  shipning  wt>rld:  for  instance.  aut'>- 
mati<-  apparatus  for  feeding  the  fur- 
naces. There  w  ill  be  over  fifty  lai>or  and 
time-saving  devices. 

The  greatest  feature  will  be  in  the  ap- 
•iliances  for  saving  time  ami  labor  in 
lo.iding  and  unloading.  The  shiiis  will 
l>e  loaded  directly  from  cars  and  into 
car?,  without  the  use  of  warehouses, 
thus  saving  an  immense  amount  of  time 
and  labor.

BUT  THEY  MAY  NOT  GO 


Another  Heteege  From  Minis- 
ter Cenger  Is  Forwarded 
By  Consul  Goodnow. 


Washington.  Aug.  C— A  be^ated  mess- 
age from  Minister  Conger  was  received 
today  at  the  state  department.  It  came 
through  Consul  General  Goodnow  at 
Shanghai,  who  transmitted  the  message 
received  by  Mr.  Rangsdale  from  Mr. 
Conger  and  Mr.  Squires,  secretary  of  the 
United  States  legation  at  Pekin.  In 
effect  the  advices  are  the  same  as  ttiose 
received  a  day  or  two  ago  by  the  state 
department  from  Cjnsul  Fowler.  Mr. 
Goodnow's  message  was  transmitted  to 
rjresident  McKinley  at  Canton,  and  Mr. 
Ade,  acting  .secretary  of  state,  issues  the 
following  statement. 

"Consul  General  Goodnow,  in  a  cable- 
gram dated  Shanghai,  Aug.  5,  which  was 
received  at  the  department  of  state  at  4 
o'clock  yesterday  aftern  )on.  reports  the 
receipt  by  Consul  Kangsdale  at  Tien 
Tsln  of  message  from  Mr.  Conger  and 
the  secretary  of  the  legation,  dated  July 
21,  to  tht  following  effect:  "All  well,  no 
fighting;  enough  provisions;  hope  far 
speedy  relief." 

Mr.  Goodnow  adds  t'lat  the  director  of 
the  post.  Shang.  had.  on  the  5th,  com- 
municated to  him  an  imperial  edict, 
dated  July  30.  ordering  Jung  Lu  to  pro- 
vide an  escjrt  for  the  ministers  to  Tien 
Tsln.  when  the  ministers  are  to  fix  the 
date.  The  edict  .says  the  ministers  can 
receive  messages  not  in  cipher,  but  not- 
withstanding this,  plain  messages  were 
returned  to  some  consuls  on  Aug.  18. 

While  the  message  from  Minister  Con- 
ger bears  date  of  July  21.  the  belief 
founded  not  only  upon  them,  but  also 
upon  collateral  and  later  information,  is 
that  the  legationcrs  are  yet  safe  from  at 
least  immediate  liarm.  At  present  there 
is  no  moans  of  knowing  v.hether  the 
ministers  will  accept  the  ofter  of  the 
Chinese  imperial  government  to  provide 
an  escort  to  Tien  Tsln.  .Should  they 
leave  for  Tien  Tsin,  in  all  probability  it 
would  be  because  they  regarded  It  the 
safer  course  to  pursue. 

It  is  tliought  to  be  not  unlikely  that 
the  Chinese  government  may  be  very 
insistent  upon  the  departure  of  mini.'- 
ters,  in  the  hope,  if  they  can  be  gotten 
to  Tien  Tsln  in  safety,  the  storming  of 
P«kin  nuiy  be  averted. 

The  inhibition  of  cinher  dispatches  to 
the  ministers,  while  a  seri  )us  breach  of 
dislomatlc  usage,  is  not  regarded  here 
with  apprehension.  The  (Chinese  gov- 
ernment, it  Is  !>f)lnted  out.  is  suspicious 
of  the  actions  and  intent  of  the  i>ower». 
and  probably  has  ulopteij  this  precau- 
tion to  prevent  communlcati  tn  to  the 
ministers  as  to  the  details  of  military 
movements.  It  is  »  vident  from  the  adop- 
tion of  this  mea.'-nire  that  the  im|)erial 
governnunt  regards  itself  as  antagonistic 
to  if  not  actually  at  war  wiHi  the  powers. 
Thus  far  no  inhibiti  m  has  been  »daced 
uptjn  cijiher  dispatches  passing  between 
the  various  governments  and  their  <on- 
sular  representatives  in  China  outside  of 
Pekin.  The  state  ilepaitinent  has  taken 
the  ground  that  the  dispatch  from  the 
tsung  li  yainen.  deliveied  at  tfie  de- 
partment yesterday  by  Minister  Wu.  is 
not  an  answer  to  the  disiiatch  of  Secre- 
tary Hay  sent  Aug  .'!.  In  that  dispat-h 
Secretary  Hay  finall.v  and  decisively  in- 
sisted that  /ree  communication  with  the 
ministers  would  be  established  before 
any  sttos  w  »uld  be  taken  by  this  gov- 
ernment (fiward  a  peace  proelamation  >f 
the  present  trouble.  That  dispatch  was 
sent  to  Consul  fieneral  <joodnow  to  be 
by  him  transmitted  to  Li  Hung  Chan^r. 
The  message  delivered  by  Minister  Wu 
to  the  state  department  relative  to  the 
Inhibition  of  cipher  dispatches  was  sent 
by  the  t.-^unrg  li  yamen  jn  July  30.  On 
that  date  it  already  had  been  com- 
municated to  the  department  by  Consul 
Fowler.  Obviously  it  couid  not  be  a 
reply  to  the  dispatch  sent  to  Mr.  Good- 
now by  Secretary  Hay. 

On  Aug.  12  a  d.  Unite  reply  to  Hay's 
dispatch  of  the  1st  is  awaited  with 
Seine  concern.  It  is  the  final  word  of  the 
I'nited  States  in  the  pending  negotia- 
tions.   The  demand  must  be  acceded  to. 


A  FRIENDLY  VICEROY. 
London.  Aug.  6. — Admiral  Seym  nir 
telegraphed  t  >  the  admir.-'lty  that  he  nad 
seen  the  viceroy  of  Nankin  July  26.  that 
the  viceroy  was  very  friendly  and 
seemed  anxious  to  maintain  peace  in  t.'ie 
Yang  Tse  valley.  The  vi(  eroy  returned 
the  admiral's  visit  the  next  day  and  re- 
newed his  assurances  of  frientlship.  An 
agreement  was  arrived  at  for  mainten- 
ance of  order  in  the  Yang  Tse  valley.

Destroyed  By  Fire  at 

Ashland. 

Ashland,  Wis..  Aug.  6.— Nearly  a  million 
tlollars'  worth  of  lumber  was  burned  in  the 
Barker  &  Sttwart  and  Keystone  Lumber 
company' .s  yards  at  Ashland  Saturday  af- 
ternoon. Almost  50,000.000  feet  of  lumber 
was  burned  and  two  of  the  Keystone 
tramways  and  four  out  of  live  of  the  Bar- 
ker &  Stewart  tramways  were  burned  to 
the   water's  edge,   with  all   their  lumber. 

The  lire  started  in  the  Barker  &  Stewart 
yard.s  at  1  p.  m..  jumped  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  to  the  Keystone  yards,  setthig  tire 
to  the  west  traniway,  leaped  overthe  mid- 
dle tramway,  which  did  not  burn,  and 
caught  on  the  east  tramway.  The  tire  next 
leaped  across  to  the  lime,  salt  and  cement 
dock,  destroying  the  warehouse  containing 
several  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  mer- 
chandise and  licking  iu>  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  dock  and  railway  track. 

Over  four  thousand  pou:ids  of  dynamite 
was  used  in  blowing  up  the  lumber  piles 
and  after  a  three-hours'  desperate  ligiit 
both  mills  were  saved.  Of  the  the  lumber 
destroyed  2,IK.*,(X)0  feet  belonged  to  Gil- 
bert and  nearly  all  of  the  rest  on  both 
docks  belonged  to  the  tklward  Hines  I..um- 
ber  eoinpanv  of  Chicago. 

Edward  iHnes  said:  "My  loss  is  $800,000. 
fully  covered  by  insurance.  The  entire 
loss,  including  mv  lumber  and  that  be- 
longing to  otlurs,  is  about  $l.(HKi,(K)0.  The 
luml)er  binMie<i  is  equally  divi<led  between 
white  pine  and  Norway,  the  latter  mostiv 
heavy  stuff  and  special  bill  stuff.  The  fact 
that  the  mills  wt-re  not  l)uriud  Is  a  goii- 
send.  The  tramways  will  be  rebuilt  in  a 
few  d.iys.  as  there  are  enough  l<tgs  In  the 
booms.  The  mills  will  soon  be  running 
again." 

Nothing  but  the  direction  in  which  tlif 
wind  was  blowing  ssixed  the  ei^dit  big 
lumber  nulls'  yards,  the  ore  docks  and  a 
good  part  of  the  city.

AMERICAN  GENIUS. 
When  Kimherlm-  was  besi'^ged  by  the 
Boers  tht  mechanics  of  the  De  lierrs  Min- 
ing company  sui-eeeded  in  constructing  a 
siege  gun  much  more  powerful  than  any 
possessed  bv  the  garrison  defending  the 
town.  It  was  in  feet  long  and  had  a  4-inch 
bore.  Just  before  the  siege  a  billet  of  still 
10  feet  long  and  I0V4  inches  In  diameter, 
had  been  shipped  into  Kimberley  for  use 
as  shafting.  There  was  al.so  some  steel 
there  in  the  shape  of  bars,  6x2*4  inches,  in 
section.  From  these  materials  the  gun 
was  made.  The  shafting  was  turned  down, 
bored  and  rifled.  Rings  were  made  from 
the  heavv  bar  steel,  and  after  being  ma- 
chined to  size  were  shrunk  on.  In  twenty- 
four  davs  of  continuous  work  the  gun  was 
completed  and  at  once  christened  "I^mg 
Cecil."  In  all  255  shells  were  fired  from  it. 
the  shells  being  also  home  made.  They 
weighed  29  pounds  each  and  were  very  de- 
structive. Thrv  were  loaded  with  sporting 
powder  and  primed  with  ordinary  shotgun 
percussion  caps.  The  really  brilliant  engi- 
neering feat  of  making  this  gun  and  Its 
ammunition  under  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding a  beleaguered  town,  says  the 
New  York  Sun,,  was  the  work  of  an 
American— George  Labram— who  was  killed 
a  few  days  before  the  relief  of  the  town.

Minneapolis,  Aug,  6. — "Unless  the  Gjd 
above  intervenes  in  the  present  Clilnese 
trouble  tae  greatest  war  this  planet  has 
ever  seen  will  take  place,  and  the  Chi- 
nese rivers  will  run  blood  until  the  Yel- 
low sea  is  a  crimson  pool," 

These  were  the  words  of  Bishop  Isaac 
W  .  Joyce  at  the  Hennepin  Avenue  Meth- 
odist church  last  night,  and  this  sentence 
was  onlv  one  aniang  the  many  that 
startled  the  aulience  that  had  gathered 
there  on  a  hot  evening  to  learn  someth- 
ing concerning  what  is  called' the  "crisis" 
in  China. 

The  churcti  \vas  packed  to  the  doors, 
and  in  the  corriiors  people  listened  to  the 
eloquent  and  descriptive  words  of  the 
bishop. 

Bishop  Jj>'ce  divided  his  talk  into  six 
parts,  or  reasons  for  the  present  trouble. 
Summed  up,  these  were:  The  peculiar 
temperament  of  the  Chinese  race,  which 
was  in  its  present  state  before  Christ  wa^ 
born;  Vae  inlluence  and  work  of  Sir 
Robert  Hart.  \,ho  was  sent  from  Eng- 
land to  manage  the  customs  office  for  the 
Chine.se  empire;  the  strong  will  and  de- 
termined actior  of  the  dowager  empress; 
the  conflict  bet.veen  the  old  China  which 
lives  in  Confu;ius  and  the  new  China 
which  patterns  after  the  W^estern  world; 
i:.ae  influence  o?  opium,  and  the  remem- 
brance that  a  Christian  nation  is  re- 
sn3nsible  for  ts  use;  and,  lastly,  the 
treatment  of  the  Chinamen  in  Amei-ica. 

Bishop  Joyct  has  been  twelve  tim^s 
over  the  grounl  about  to  be  traveled  by 
the  allied  forcts,  and  last  night  he  em- 
phatically said  that  it  was  worse  than 
folly  for  20,000  men  to  march  to  Pekin, 
as  there  were  1,000,000  men  between  Tien 
Tsin  and  t?ie  imperial  city  who  did  not 
give  a  snap  cf  their  lingers  fir  theii 
lives.  These  men,  he  said,  would  pile 
up  in  death  before  the  allied  forces  and 
stOD  their  entrance.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  bishop,  100,000  men  would  not  be  too 
many  for  the  undertaking. 

i?ishop  Joyce  said  that  had  the  em- 
ptror  Kwang-5u  kept  silent  aixiut  hi.* 
intentions  regarding  the  use  of  railroad, 
telegraph  and  telephone,  the  present 
tiGuble  would  not  have  arisen  at  this 
llnic.  As  to  tlie  statenieat  that  the 
missionaries  were  the  cause  of  th-- 
trouble  the  bshop  did  not  deign  to 
answer  the  insinuation.  He  merely 
asked  "what  missionaries?"  He  main- 
tained that  had  the  missionaries  kept 
clear  of  China  thejiresent  trouble  would 
have  arisen,  a^  it  was  a  conflict  t.f  mod- 
ern Ideas  and  ancient  ones. 

Still,  further,  he  defended  the  actim 
and  work  of  tlie  missionaries  by  sayin^; 
that  if  nothing  but  their  linguistic  work 
V  as  taken  into  consideration,  they  had 
repaid  the  Christian  world  four-fold  for 
the  money  expended  in  the  cause  of 
Christianity, 

In  speaking  if  the  latest  phase  of  the 
situation.  Bishop'joyce  said  that  his  su.y;- 
gtstion  of  a  remedy  to  meet  the  China- 
men would  be  to  have  every  country 
that  has  a  Chine.se  repiesohttive.  to 
seize  him  and  hold  him  as  a  hos'.a.tje  for 
the  safety  i^f  the  foreign  residents  in  the 
Celestial  empire. 

The  bishop  Irought  fcith  the  extrem.- 
mentality  of  .he  Chiiie.se  and  pitted 
against  it  their  extreme  ignorance.  The 
Chinaman  as  t  whole  he  prais-'d,  at'.d 
maintained.  ;^iving  authorities,  that 
vvhilt  the  comnercial  Intrgrity  of  the 
Ainerican  nation  was  rated  as  No.  4,  the 
Chinese  empire  was  rated  as  No.  1. 

Bishop  Joycf  referred  to  the  New  Or- 
leans outrages,  and  asked  his  hearers  if 
the  killing  of  :he  forei.gn  ministers  by 
the  Chinese  was  any  worse  than  the 
killing  of  ne.gines  in  thc=  South,  merely 
because  they  vere  black.  The  congrega- 
tion to  this  question  respo.".ded  a  vigor- 
ous "no.  "  ' 
.  In  closing,  lishop  Joyce  a.«ked  for  a 
umtributitm  for  the  education  of  soniv 
Chinese  girls,  and  when  the  collection 
1'0.\  came  back  it  bore  many  dollars  in 
silver  and  not  a  few  Wlls  of  larger  de- 
nomination.

RIGHTS    OF    WOMEN. 

Few  of  the  women  who  are  clamoriiiff 
vociferously  fur  certain  rights  for  their 
sex  realize  that  some  of  the  rights  re- 
garded now  as  marking  an  advance  in 
civilization  are  in  reality  privileges  en- 
joyed by  their  sisters  in  remote  an- 
tiquity, says  the  New  York  Sun.  It 
was  38.000  years  before  Christ,  according 
to  the  discovery  of  a  recent  authority, 
that  a  woman  as  sovereign  exercised  all 
the  rights  that  a  man  could  enjoy  in  the 
IMJsition,  and  women  among  the  Baby- 
lonians and  Assyrians  could  carry  on 
business,  buy  and  sell  to  either  men  or 
women,  lend  and  borrow,  appear  In  court 
as  complainants  or  witnesses  and  ad- 
minister their  own  property,  just  about 
as  they  wanted  to. 

Such  a  state  of  affairs  in  these  ear'y 
times  not  associated  with  very  elevated 
or  liberal  views  of  woman's  position  is 
surprising  enough,  but  ttiere  were  other 
laws  which  even  mire  strikingly  pro- 
claimed the  independence  and  equalit.v 
of  the  women.  A  document  dating  from 
the  time  of  Abraham  deals  with  the  gift 
of  a  sh'.ve  made  by  a  man  to  his  wife, 
and  makes  the  stipulation  that  in  case 
of  a  separation  or  the  death  of  the  hus- 
band ttie  slave  shall  remain  the  woman's 
property.  Two  thousand  years  *>ef3re 
Christ  the  principle  of  the  wife's  .sep- 
arate property  was  recognized.  Her 
husband's  heirs  were  not  allowed  to 
touch  it  under  any  circumstances,  and 
enjoyment  of  all  her  own  property  was 
secured  bi  her.  Ancient  documents  show 
that  property  passed  from  <me  sister  to 
another,  that  sister  and  brother  fre- 
quently Inherited  in  equal  shares,  and 
that  women  were  held  re.sjionsible  for 
debts  which  they  had  incurred  person- 
ally. 

Many  old  parchments  show  cases  in 
which  the  wife  and  not  the  husband  waa 
held  responsible  in  certain  tran.sactions, 
as  the  woman  al  me  was  concerned  in 
the  business  matter  nut  of  which  Ihe  caj^e' 
grew.  W^omen  in  those  days  made  their 
wills  as  they  desired  to,  and  disp«»sed  of 
their  own  iiropcrty  with  as  much  free- 
dom as  they  have  today.  A  iKirtnershin 
agreement  has  l>een  discovered  wfiich 
dates  from  the  time  of  the  first  Babylon- 
ian dynasty.  The  c  >ntract  contains  a 
stipulation  by  a  certain  Amat-Samas  a.s 
to  the  way  in  which  a  sum  of  money  lent 
for  a  partnershiii  business  is  to  be  paid 
back.  The  wife  of  one  of  the  iiarties  to 
this  agreement  was  also  a  :»artner,  and 
her  privileges  and  responsibilities  are 
the  same  as  those  of  the  men  concerned 
in  the  business. 

It  is  doubtful  if  the  agitation  for 
greater  recognition  of  women  is  business? 
by  the  most  earnest  advocate.*  of  their 
advancement  ever  went  further  tlian 
these  two  ancient  countries.

THE  GHAIN  IXSM'ECTIOX. 

Chief  Grain  Inspector  Ueishus  has  an- 
nounced that  there  is  not  any  truth 
whatever  in  the  report  that  the  railroad 
and  warehouse  commission  Is  proposing 
to  raise  the  grain  Inspection  fee.  The 
itory  about  an  increase  was  started  for 
political  purposes  by  that  notorious 
concocter  of  falsehoods,  the  St.  Paul 
Dispatch,  whose  political  reporter  has 
just  been  selected  as  manager  of  the 
Republican  press  bureau  on  account  of 
his  transcendent  ability  as  a  camDalgn 
liar.  There  never  was  the  slightest  in- 
tention of  raising  the  Inspection  fee,  and 
the  Dispatch  originated  the  story  out  of 
its  imagination.  Now  all  the  Republican 
capers  in  the  state  are  copying  it,  and 
few  of  them  will  have  the  decency  to 
mint  the  denial. 

The  St.  Cloud-Journal  Press,  which  is 
as  unscrupulous  and  unreliable  as  the 
Dispatch,  repeats  some  of  the  other  stale 
falsehoods  that  emanated  from  the  same 
source  a  short  time  ago.    It  says: 

■•John  Llnd's  hired  men  have  reformed 
the  wheat  inspection  service  so  that  it 
now  costs  the  farmer  25  cents  when  it 
only  used  to  cost  him  15  cents  under  Re- 
publican administrations.  It  not  only 
costs  him  nearly  twice  as  much  now,  but 
he  is  given  an  inspection  that  is  absolu- 
tely worthless,  and  again  he  has  the 
pleasure  of  paying  Clausen  for  his  pri- 
vate inspection  in  the  interest  of  the 
Buffalo  buyer." 

The  increase  of  the  inspection  fee 
from  15  to  25  cents  a  car  w-as  made 
nearly  two  yeatB  ago,  when  the  boards  of 
appeals  created  by  act  of  the  last  legis- 
lature were  established,  it  being  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  their  expense.  When 
the  Journal-Press  says  that  the  grain 
inspection  "is  absolutely  worthless"  It 
simply  displays  gross  ignorance  or  de- 
liberate mendacity.  The  farmers  and 
the  grain  men  know  that  the  inspection 
department  was  never  so  efficient  as 
now.  No  farmer  pays  Clausen  "for  his 
private  inspection  in  the  interest  of  the 
Buffalo  buyer."  for  two  reasons:  First, 
the'  Buffalo  buyers  are  perfectly  satis- 
fied with  the  inspection,  and  Minnesota 
grades  stand  higher  than  ever  before  in 
Eastern  markets;  second,  if  there  was 
any  private  inspection  by  Clausen,  the 
farmer  would  not  pay  for  It. 

The  Journal-Press  and  other  Republi- 
can sheets  of  the  same  type  cannot  do 
more  to  aid  in  the  re-election  of  Gover- 
nor Lind  than  by  circulating  these  lies 
about  the  grain  inspection  department. 
One  of  the  causes  of  his  election  two 
years  ago  was  the  great  dissatisfaction 
felt  by  the  farmers  over  the  manner  in 
which  the  grain  inspection  was  run  by 
Clausen  and  other  Republican  politi- 
cians. Including  Judge  Mills,  Clausen's 
Darticular  friend,  who  has  Just  been 
nominated  by  the  Republicans  for  his 
old  place  on  the  warehouse  commission. 
It  is  hardly  likely  that  the  farmers  will 
vote  to  again  put  the  inspection  depart- 
ment under  the  control  of  Mills  and 
Clausen.  A»  the  Aitkin  Age  (Rep.)  said 
in  a  recent  issue,  in  enumerating  t-'ie 
reasons  why  John  Lind  has  made  a  good 
governor,  "it  was  by  the  overhauling  '.le 
has  given  the  grain  department."

In  a  letter  from  a  soldier  in  the  Phil- 
ippines, published  recently  In  the  Minne- 
apolis Times,  the  following  statement  is 
m?.de: 

"An  order  has  just  reached  here  from 
the  adjutant  general's  oflfice  which  has 
struck  a  haid  blow  to  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  army.  It  takes  away  all  water 
transportation,  even  if  a  man  re-€uillsts, 
and  the  land  transportation  is  reduced  to 
4  cents  a  mile  for  all  enlisted  men.  The 
non-commlssloned  officers  are  the  ones 
that  lost  most,  and  the  higher  position  a 
man  holds,  the  more  he  loses.  Before, 
$11  land  transportation  was  given  at  a 
day's  wages  for  every  twenty  miles, 
with  30  cents  additional  for  rations, 
which  gave  a  sergeant  about  $1.20  a  day. 
Now  every  enlisted  man  will  only  get 
about  80  cents  per  day.  and  a  hospital 
steward  or  a  sergeant  of  the  signal 
corps  will  lose  about  $350  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  New  York.  It  is  very  hard  for 
the  men  who  enlisted  before  the  Spanish 
war  and  who  have  served  b«ith  in  Cuba 
and  the  Philippines.  Their  time  is  soon 
about  to  expire  and  all  their  traveling 
allcvvancc  Is  tiken  away  from  them." 

The  natural  inference  is  that  the  war 
department  has  nvade  this  unjust  change 
in  the  regulations  with  a  view  of  com- 
pelling the  soldiers  now  in  the  Philip- 
pines to  re-enlist.  These  men  who  vol-

JAPANESE  DKCORA-riONS. 

Japanese  table  decoration  has  two  spe- 
cial points  to  recommend  it.  It  is  v-er> 
artistic,  and  also  very  economical-ln  fact 
there  Is  no  way  of  making  a  few  flow^ers 
go  so  far,  savs  the  London  Express.  The 
blossoms  must  be  p.-rfect  of  their  kind, 
and  thev  must  all  have  stalks;  which  are 
capable  "of  standing  upright.  Irises,  tiger 
iillies  and  boughs  of  apple  blossoms  are 
eminently  self  supporting,  and  among  the 
rose  tribe  I^  France  stands  the  best. 
When  the  flowers  have  been  selected 
they  must  be  placed  upright  In  a  Japanese 
flower  holder  made  of  curved  metal  (price 
2d),  and  they  can  then  be  placed  in  an> 
kind  of  receptacle  desired,  such  as  an  old 
china  bowl  or  a  Japanese  bronze  vase. 

Only  one  kind  may  be  placed  In  each 
bowl,  but  two  different  ^"^8  of  flowcis 
should  be  placed  on  the  sanie  table.  Ihe 
table  center  should  be  formed  of  Japanese 
embroidery  In  the  same  color  that  accords 
with  the  flowers.  -        . 

Another  pretty  decoration  a  la  JaP  is 
made  in  the  following  fashion:  Lay  a  long 
strip  of  looking  glass  <lown  In  the.  center 
of  the  table  and  place  a  pifce  of  bamboo 
at  each  side.  Cut  a  hole  In  the  bamboo 
at  each  knot,  fill  up  the  holes  with  wet 
moss  and  stick  the  flowers  in  uprisht 
Now  conceal  the  bamboo  w  th  plent>  of 
asparagus  fern,  and  you  will  have  a  per- 
fect imitation  of  a  mountain  stream 
fringed  bv  flowers  and  weeds. 

A  beautiful  Japanese  table  decorallon 
appeared  at  a  fashionable  dinner  party 
rec-entlv.  but  this  was  too  elaborate  to  be 
easllv  Imitated.  A  looking  glass  rlyer 
ran  down  the  center  of  the  table,  and  .it- 
Me  bridges  were  placed  across  it  after  the 
fashion  of  the  landscape  in  the  widow 
pattern  plate.  A  realistic  appearance  wa.s 
plven  to  the  landscape  bv  means  of  dwarf 
Japanese  cedar  trees  and  oak  trees  placed 
at  Intervals  In  the  landscape.  These  trees 
are  dwarfwl  by  being  grown  in  a  china 
vase,  and  thev  retain  every  characteris- 
tic of  their  brothers  of  the  plain  except 
size.

The  Republican  Party  Is  Now 

Treading  Upon  Very  Thin 

Ground.

Washington,  Aug.  6.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— A  well-known  political  writer 
connected  with  the  Baltimore  Sun,  an 
independent  newspaper,  asserts  that  the 
Republicas  must  have  the  negro  vote 
this  fall  in  order  to  elect  McKinley  and 
Roosevelt.  It  is,  of  course,  true  that 
predictions  and  estimates  as  to  the 
result  of  the  presidential  election  affords 
Interest,  though  sometimes  the  shrewd- 
est politicians  are  mistaken  when 
election  results  are  known  on  election 
day. 

The  politicians  and  managers  of  both 
pa;rties  are,  according  to  their  own 
utterances,  so  entirely  satisfied  with  the 
situation  that  it  is  a  wonder  they  con- 
sider it  necessary  to  do  any  campaign 
work  at  all.  It  is  true  a  week  or  two 
back  the  Republicans  who  are  running 
the  machine  expressed  some  guarded 
misgiving  as  to  the  complexion  of  the 
next  house  of  representatives.  Their 
utterances  recently  Indicate  the  absolute 
disappearan<'e  of  doubt  as  to  the  house, 
and  now  they  are  just  as  certain  of  con- 
trolling that  body  as  they  are  of  electing 
McKinley.  Chairman    Jones  and  his 

associates  of  the  Democratic  side  have 
not  lost  confidence  .in  the  choice  of 
Bryan  and  the  selection  of  a  Democratic 
house. 

As  said,  all  these  views  help  to  enliven 
the  dullness  of  the  summer  season  and 
will  be  seized  upon  with  avidity  by  the 
partisans  of  the  respective  political  or- 
ganizations. But  really  they  are  noth- 
ing more  or  less  than  vapor.  The  fight 
for  the  next  presidency  has  not  begun. 
Nothing  on  either  side  has  been  adjusted 
beyond.  the  merest  routine  and  in- 
significent  preliminaries.  Mr.  Roose- 
velt has  been  relieving  himself  of  some 
of  his  surplus  Rough  Rider  coarceness 
and       buncombe.  but       his       most 

blind  and  enthusiastic  admirer  would 
scarcely  be  willing  to  consider  the  stuff 
of  which  he  has  been  delivered  as 
worthy  to  be  included  in  the  literature 
of  the  presidential  campaign. 

The  real  contest,  the  period  when 
blows  that  tell  will  be  given  and  re- 
ceived, is  at  least  a  month  off,  and  the 
thick  of  the  fight  will  be  In  the  few 
weeks  immediately  preceeding  the 
election. 

Ta  a  large  degree  this  is  generally  the 
case,  but  it  is  particularly  so  in  the 
present  instance. 

Mr.  Bryan's  speech  of  ax:ceptance  will 
be  in  a  sense  the  throwing  down  of  the 
gage  of  battle,  but  the  challenge  will 
not  be  pushed,  nor  will  it  be  taken  up 
systematically  until  after  a  breathing 
spell.  The  people  are  really  not  dis- 
posed to  welcome  fierce  political  dis- 
cussion just  yet.  They  are  inclined  to 
keep  on  their  thinking  caps  a  little 
longer,  for  it  is  apparent  to  the  dullest 
political  perception  that  the  i>eople  are 
doing  a  deal  of  thinking  this   time. 

The  writer  is  quite  convinced  the  Re- 
publican managers  thoroughly  realize 
this.  The  proof  will  be  seen  when  they 
buckle  down  to  the  hard  and  earnest 
work,  which  means  business,  about  two 
months  from  now. 

There  would  be  no  use  denying  that 
the  Republican  managers  are  far  better 
politicians  than  those  who  are  at  the 
head  of  Mr.  Bryan's  campaign.  If  they 
were  not  it  would  be  foolish  to  give  any 
odds  on  McKinley.  As  it  is,  the  question 
lies  in  a  nutshell.  On  one  side  are  the 
managers  of  Mr.  Bryan  facing  con- 
ditions which  present  remarkable  ad- 
vantages in  their  favor.  On  the  other 
are  the  McKinley  managers,  placed  on 
the  defensive,  with  so  much  that  is 
important  to  explain  or  get  rid  of,  but 
possessing  most  marvelous  political 
tact  and  skill,  fertile  in  resources,  sup- 
plied or  to  be  supplied  without  limit 
with  that  greatest  arm  of  political  war- 
fare— ready  cash— and  knowing  from 
A  to  Z  every  trick  that  can  be  availed 
of  in  the  science  of  political  jugglery. 
These  men  know  that  never  before  in 
the  history  of  the  Republican  party 
has  it  had  such  a  desperate  struggle 
before  it.  It  Is  the  talk  of  a  McKinley 
walkover.  Possibly  when  the  day  of 
the  race  comes  it  may  be  a  walkover. 
It  Avould  not  be  so  tomorrow,  and  in 
their  hearts,  from  McKinley  and  Hanna 
all  down  the  line  of  Republican 
politicans,  they  all  know  and  feel  it. 
Nevertheless,  and  admitting  all  this, 
it  is  a  game  of  politics,  and  skillfui 
playing  more  often  than  otherwise  takes 
the  trick. 

To  those  who  reflect  It  is  not  hidden 
that  despite  all  the  boast  and  bluster  the 
Republican  party  is  treading  on  thin 
ground.  Great  stress  is,  laid  upon  the 
fact  of  a  few  prominent  men  here  and 
there  who  voted  for  Bryan  in  1896,  and 
have  announced  their  intention  to  cut 
him  this  time.  This  is  all  very  well,  but 
these  men  do  not  compose  a  fraction  of 
those  who  voted  for  Bryan's  opponent  in 
lfi96  and  do  not  intend  to  support  him 
now.  The  danger  from  this  element  is 
that  it  does  not  proclaim  its  conversion 
on  the  housetops,  as  do  those  who  have 
forsaken  Bryan.  Included  in  it  are  not 
only  gold  Democrats,  but  various  of  Re- 
publican adherents.  The  number  of  this 
element  will  never  be  accurately  known, 
although  it  may  be  guessed  at  after  the 
election. 

Disclaiming  and  eliminating  all  bias, 
it  may  be  well  to  go  back  four  years  and 
compare  conditions  then  with  those  ex- 
isting at  present.  Attention  has  been 
recently  recalled  to  the  well-known  fact 
that  in  1896  a  change  of  a  very  few  thou- 
.sand  votes,  if  properly  distributed, 
would  have  defeated  McKinley.  This  is 
very  significant,  but  not  so  significant  as 
the  fact  that  hundreds  of  thousands  c.f 
votes  coerced  and  Thought  carried  for 
McKinlev  the  great  states  of  the  Central 
Northwest,  without  which  he  could  not 
possibly  have  been  elected.  This  was 
seen  and  heard  by  a  well  known  politi- 
cal writer,  who  was  not  for  Bryan,  but 
wanted  M>:-Kinley  elected,  and  was  dis- 
posed to  take  an  optimistic  view  of  his 
chances.  Yet  in  a  four  weeks'  tour  of 
those  states  it  was  impossbile  to  resist 
the  conviction  that  cash  and  coei-cion 
were  the  oply  hope  of  Mr.  Hanna  and  his 
associates. 

The  charges  of  coreclon  were,  ot 
course,  strenuously  denied,  yet  what  can 
it  be  but  coercion  when  an  employer 
tells  his  men  if  a  certain  candidate  is 
elected  he  will  shut  down.  The  corpor- 
ations passed  this  word  all  along  the 
line,  and  the  result  was  many  a  man 
who  believed  Ih  Bryan  put  in  his  ballot 
for  McKinley.  , 
Whether  coercion  will  work^the  second 


time  is  open  to  doubt.  Money  is  power- 
ful, but  there  are  tlraes  when  money 
does  not  courft  so  much. 

MciKinley's  popular  plurality,  well  up 
in  the  hundreds  of  thousands.  Is  much 
vaunted.  But  nothing  Is  said  of  the  fact 
that  Bryan  received  the  votes  of  a 
million  more  white  nen  than  did  Mc- 
Kinley. There  can  be  no  dippute  about 
this,  for  the  figures  prove  it  very  easily. 
The  nut  for  the  Republicans  to  crack  in 
1900  is  whether  or  not  they  are  going  to 
hold  on  to  their  own  vote. 

The  German  vote  is  unquestionably 
discontented.  The  seriousness  of  this 
defection  has  given  great  concern. 
Money  will  do  no  good  in  that  direction. 
It  is  .argument  and  persuasion  which 
must  be  relied  upon,  and  to  this  work 
will  be  assigned  some  of  the  most  able 
and  eloquent  of  the  campaign  orators. 

An  Inside  estimate  does  not  claim  now 
more  than  one-tenth  of  the  gold  Demo- 
crats who  supported  McKinley  in  1896, 
but  especial  efforts  are  to  be  made  in  a 
quiet  way  to  add  to  this. 

Then  there  is  puzzling  as  to  what  the 
labor  leaders  are  going:  to  do.  They  are 
not  cordial,  and  they  are  not  communi- 
cative. Some  means  must  be  found  to 
break  their  reticence,  and  to  break  it 
the  right  way. 

As  the  negro  vote,  which  was  of  such 
vital  assistance  to  McKinley  in  189t): 
Everyone  can  see  the  aggregate  of  thi.s 
vote  will  be  less  thar.  four  years  ago. 
Of  that  which  is  cast,  how  many  will 
McKinley  get?  The  colored  gentleman 
who  addressed  the  Kansas  City  conven- 
tion promised  300,000  negro  votes  toe 
Bryan.  Very  probably  he  cannot  deliver 
the  p^oods.  This  does  not  alter  the  fad 
that  the  negroes  universally  feel  luke- 
warm toward  McKlnlay.  He  has  done 
nothing  for  them  beyond  the  bestowal 
of  a  few  offices  in  the  Southern  stages, 
where  the  atmosphere  was  made  too 
warm  for  their  comfort. 

The  temperance  Republicans  are  not 
very  friendly  on  accoimt  of  the  canteen 
business.  And  neither  last  nor  least  is 
that  vast  body  of  Republicans  who  are 
pondering  over  their  party  obligations 
and  their  duty  as  men  and  patriots. 
They  have  not  yet  made  up  their  minds 
to  enter  with  McKinley  upon  the  dark 
and  devious  path  of  imperialism  and 
empire.  Unless  these  can  be  won  over, 
the  prospect  is  not  pleasant.  So  the 
battle  which  has  not  faiiiy  begun  is  not 
decided,  political  soothsayers  to  the  con- 
trary. Victory  for  either  side  may  not 
lightly  be  achieved.

monished of  his  expcrtness  by  a  request 
of  .some  player  to  'butter  his  fingers. 

In  New  York  at  this  time  the  ball  had  to 
be  pitched  and  could  not  be  thrown  anvl 
so  the  Bo.itonians  not  only  put  the  New 
Yorkers  to  contempt,  but  really  anticipated 
the  present  rule  on  that  point. 

And  it  seems  also  that  the  catcher  stood 
at  from  three  to  ten  paces  behind  the 
"striker."  as  the  bati-man  was  called;  al- 
though there  are  some  daring  examples 
on  record  of  catcher?  who  stood  as  near 
the  striker  as  they  could  without  coming 
within  the  radius  of  the  swinging  bai.  us- 
ually wielded  with  one  hand. 

This  bat.  by  the  wav,  was  interesting  .n 
itself.  It  was  mo.u  I  kely  to  be  the  sio-j*. 
handle  of  a  rake  or  of  a  pitchfork,  cut  to 
a  length  of  from  three  to  three  and  oiu^- 
half  feet.  The  ball  ^^rlth  which  the  Bos- 
ton men  played  was  from  five 
to  .six  ounces  In  w<  Ight.  and  two  and 
one-half  to  three  ami  one-quarter  Inches 
in  diameter.  It  was  tnade  of  yarn,  tight- 
ly wound  round  a  lump  of  cork  or  Ind  a 
rubber  and  covered  with  smooth  calfskin 
in  quarters  (as  we  quarter  an  orange), 
"the  seams  closed  snugly  and  not  raised, 
lest  they  blister  the  hands  of  the  catcher 
and  thrower." 

So  far  tJ:e  game.^  seem  to  li^'vo  been 
more  or  less  similar  it.  New  York  and  Bos- 
ton, the  two  centers  of  the  spo.-l,  and  of 
course  It  should  be  borne  in  inlnd  tnat 
the  elements  of  the  game,  such  as  the 
striking,  running  of  bases,  and  ^o  on. 
were  in  all  places  tlie  same.  Lut  the 
Knickerbockers  were  the  plonecis  In  the 
development  of  the  g.ime,  and  to  them  be- 
longs the  particular  honor  of  the  begm- 
nings  of  svstem.

Some  of  them  were 
equipped  with  big  revolvers,  but  most  of 
them  were  unarmed.  Eight  men  were 
identified  as  having  had  active  connection 
with  the  lawlessness  that  has  been  fol- 
lowing the  progress  of  the  circus,  and 
thev  were  all  arrested  and  handcuffed.

The  i»rin(  ipal  tro^ible  with  the  Great 
Syndicate  show  seems  to  he  that  it  has  m 
Its  emidov  or  following  it  about  as  hard 
a  gang  of  thugs  and  gamblers  as  could 
be  found.  When  a  circus  carries  a  tough 
crowd  its  toughness  is  usually  something 
to  talk  alK)ut.  and  from  the  reports  that 
have  come  in  it  would  appear  that  this 
gang  is  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  business 
of  being  tough.  In  nearly  every  town 
the  show  has  visited  in  this  vicinity  it 
has   been   reported    that    men    have   been 


swindled  but  of  various  sums  In  various 
ways,  by  gambling  devices,  short  change 
and  even  downright  robbery. 

At  Park  Rapids  some  robberies  oc- 
curred that  were  the  start  for  the  trouble. 
Among  those  robbed  was  Louis  Vogtman. 
t>f  First  Prairie,  who  was  overpowered 
by  several  men  and  robbed  of  $52.  He 
swore  out  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  the 
men  who  took  his  money,  and  with  a  dep- 
uty sheriff  went  to  the  tents  in  search  of 
them.  One  arrest  was  made,  but  while 
the  deputy  sheriff  was  talking  with  the 
manager  of  the  show  the  culprit  slipped 
under  the  tent  and  was  gone. 

The  show  went  on  to  Akelay.  and  Sher- 
iff Rombough  and  Deputy  Sheriff  Alexan- 
der, of  Park  Rapids,  followed.  There  they 
arrested  the  master  of  transportaUon  of 
the  circus,  and  a*  thev  were  doing  so  they 
were  surrounded  by  a  gang  of  toughs  from 
the  show.  Some  of  the  men  spoke  of  draw- 
ing guns  and  taking  the  prisoner  away, 
but  the  circus  manager  began  negotiating 
for  the  prisoners  release.  The  county  at- 
torney ordered  his  release  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  taken  from  vogtman, 
with  costs. 

A  lumberman,  whose  name  was  not 
learned,  was  robbed  of  |S5  at  Park  Rapids. 
After  linishing  their  work  at  Akelay 
Sheriff  Rombough  and  Deputy  Alexander 
followed  the  show  to  Cass  Lake  with 
more  warrants  for  the  men  who  had 
robbed  the  lumberman.  At  njKht  after 
the  show  was  over  the  two  officers  were 
attacked  bv  a  mob  from  the  show  and  not 
only  were  "their  warrants  and  guns  taken 
awav  from  them  but  they  were  badly 
beaten.  Rombough's  watch  and  money 
were  remfived  by  some  of  the  thugs  in 
the  struggle.  Thev  were  badly  dlshgured. 
but  thev  were  not  serlouslv  hurt.  Sheriff 
Romhoiigh  was  able  to  follow  the  show  on 
to  Grand  Rapids.  .,*,., 

The  militiamen  who  came  back  this 
morning  did  not  know  the  names  of  the 
men  that  were  arrested,  but  it  was  under- 
«too<l  that  the  man  who  was  supposed  to 
be  the  leader  of  the  gang,  the  notorious 
"Doc"  Baker.  was  not  appvrehended. 
Whether  he  had  warning  Is  not  known, 
but  it  was  reported  that  he  left  the  clr- 
eu«  train  before  Cloquet  was  reached.  It 
is  not  believed  that  they  had  any  warning 
of  the  arrival  of  the  troops,  however, 
for  the  people  on  the  train  were  very  much 
surprised   this  morning.

So  much  has  been  heard  of  gold  dep.'sit 
on  or  about  Sturgeon  lake,  permit  me  to 
give  to  your  readers  a  frank  and  honest 
report  of  that  country.

The  gray 
granite  comes  in  contact  here  and  tliere 
with  iiorphry  in  the  divide  loaded  with 
fiuartz  of  all  kinds.  You  get  very  dark 
black  red.  white  and  sugar  tjuartz.  most 
of  them  full  of  mineral.  Iron,  copinr 
pvrites  and  native  copper  has  been  found. 
B"ut  gold  is  there.  I  have  without  putting 
in  a  shot,  onlv  using  a  hand  pick,  broki  n 
rock  from  five  locations  and  have  found 
free  gold  in  each  of  them.  Most  of  these 
veins  I  speak  of  average  three  feet  in 
width  to  what  I  would  call  a  dyke  twen- 
tv  chain.s  wide  in  places. 

"The  strike  average  Is  about  3«  degrees 
east  of  north,  and  the  l)elt  about  two  or 
three  miles  wide.  G.  B.  Abrey  has  sur- 
veved  over  fortv  locations  of  very  valu- 
able property  which  has  been  found  late- 
Iv  bv  different  prospectors.  Now  is  tr.e 
time  for  vour  moneyed  men  to  come  and 
see  for  "themselves  and  I'll  do  all 
in  mv  power  to       guide  and 

show  them  the  countr>-.  As  long  as  their 
intentions  are  in  goo<l  faith  and  they  tind 
things  as  represented  I  will  not  make 
charges  for  mv  time.  Sturgeon  Lak.  is 
situated  about  fttty  miles  north  of  Ignace 
station  on  the  Canadian  Pacilic  railway, 
with  very  fine  canoe  route.  Six  portages 
are  made,  but  each  is  only  a  matter  of  a 
few  chains  walk  in  all  the  distance. 

Mr.  Shores  purchased  several  locations 
last  vear.  and  is  now  taking  a  trip  in  the 
Sturgeon  Lake  district  with  a  view  of 
buying  more,  so  he  told  me  as  I  shoo'K 
hands  with  him.  that  he  was  open  to  lay 
some  more  in  that  country.  He  has  spent 
several  thousands  of  dollars  In  the  coun- 
try and  must  be  satisfied  as  he  is  still 
looking  for  more. 

And  it  is  a  very  fine  district  for  shooting 
and  fishing.  Sttjrgeon  lake  contains  sal- 
mon trout  and  many  are  caught  by  troll- 
ing, and  the  scenery  Is  splendid.

MISSIONARIES. 


Dr.  Long  Defends  the  Reli- 
gious Woricers  Among 
the  Chinese. 

At  the  First  M.  E.  church,  last  night. 
Dr.  Samuel  P.  Long  preached  on  the 
topic.  "Fair  Play  for  the  Missionaries." 
His  text  was:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,"  Mark  16-15.  Dr.  Long  held 
that  the  missionaries  in  China  have  two 
reasons  for  their  presence  in  that 
country. 

The  first  reason  is  thsit  as  all  other 
religions  have  failed  to  civilize,  destroy 
cannibalism,  break  the  chains  of  slavery 
save  children  and  elevate  womanhood; 
therefore  the  missionary  has  a  right  to 
give  the  teachings  of  Christianity  to  the 
heathen  on  the  same  ground  that  a 
swimmer  demands  the  right  to  save  a 
drowning  child.  The  second  reason  is 
the  Savior's  command  as  given  in  the 
text.  At  this  command,  .says  Dr.  Long, 
men  and  women  have  gone  into  exile 
among  the  hostile  tribes  in  heathen 
lands,  lived  in  poverty,  and  even  laid 
down  their  lives  as  willing  martyrs  for 
the  couse  of  Christ. 

The  right  of  the  government  to  send 
missionaries  to  China  is  a  question  that 
he  does  not  believe  to  enter  into  the 
discussion,  but  there  can  be  no  dispute 
on  the  right  of  the  church  to  send  them. 
He  says  that  the  impree.sion  that  the 
missionaries  are  at  the  bottom  of  he 
pre.sent    trouble    is    overstated. 

The  trouble  in  China,  says  Dr.  Long, 
does  not  go  to  show  that  the  Chinese 
are  unfit  for  the  reception  of  Christ- 
ianity, but  shows  that  it  is  a  struggle 
of  heathens  against  Christianity, 
education  against  ignorance  and  pro- 
gress against  conservatism.  He  l>elieves 
that  the  missionary  should  he  protect- 
ed by  his  home  government,  not  as  a 
missionary,  but  as  a  citizen:  that  he 
does  not  forfeit  his  right  as  a  citizeti 
any  more  than  Paul  forfeited  his  right 
to  Roman  citizenship.  ^^ 

The  missionary  in  China  has  three 
difficulties.  His   life   is   endangered, 

his  converts  massaci  ed  and  his  property 
dt^troyed.  His  work  is  misrepresented 
in  his  own  land.  The  third  difficulty 
with  which  the  missionary  has  to  con- 
tend is  the  misrepresentations  of  his 
work  in  China  by  the  European  govern- 
ments. The  aims  of  the  governments 
differ  very  materially  fiom  those  of  the 
missionary  and  it  is  the  land  grabbing 
policy  for  political  and  commercial 
ends  that  Dr.  Long  says  is  the  supreme 
cau.se  that  has  brought  about  the  present 
difficulties. 

All*  the  missionary  asks,  he  says,  is 
fair  play,  that  he  may  not  be  misre- 
presented. He  is  willing  to  bear  the 
sorrow  and  trouble  that  come  upon  him 
in  the  carryin.g  on  of  his  work,  but  he 
does  not  desire  to  have  laid  at  his  door 
the  sins  of  .selfish  governments,  or  of 
avaricious  merchants  and  greedy  land 
grabbers. 

Dr.  Long  believes  that  the  difficulty  in 
China  will  end  in  a  grand  forward 
movement  for  the  .sood  of  humanity. 
The  time  has  apparently  come  when  the 
heathen  and  the  Christians,  from  a 
national  point  of  view,  stand  opposed 
tit  each  other  for  a  great  contest.  He 
believes  that  God  will  bring  atjout  the 
destruction  of  barbarism  in  its  greatest 
stronghold — the  Chinese  empire. 

At  the  evening  service  the  Misses 
Murphy  of  Woodstock.  Ont.,  rendered 
the  music,  taking  the  place  of  the  re- 
gular choir.  There  are  four  of  the 
young  ladies  and  they  are  accomplished 
musicians.  They  sang  and  also  gave 
instrumental  quartet  numbers.  two 
playing  violins,  one  the  cello  and  an- 
other the  harp.

COLONIZATION. 

David    Dobie    of    Superior 

Malclnga  Deal  to  Import 

Many  Farmers. 

A  deal  fjr  the  colenization  of  30,000 
acres  of  land  in  Douglas  and  Bayfield 
counties,  in  Wisconsir.  with  200  Bohem- 
ian farmers,  is  the  me  which  is  n'lw 
being  engineered  by  David  Dobie,  of 
Superior,  and  a  Mr.  liarilett,  of  Omaha, 
Nebraska.  The  land  has  already  been 
procured,  and  next  spring  it  is  expected 
that  a  large  number  if  tiewcomers  will 
be  starting  farms  in  this  county  and  its 
neighbor  on  the  east.  The  land  which 
Mr.  Dobie  has  secured  is  situated  in  two 
localities.  One  is  In  Douglas  county  in 
the  vicinity  of  Bennett  Siding  and  Lake 
Nebagamon,  and  the  other  is  on  the 
south  shore  of  Lake  Superior  in  Bayfield 
county,  being  about  forty-five  miles 
from  Superior.  These  lands  have  been 
cleared  of  the  big  timber  and  are  ready 
to  be  converted  into  farms.  Although 
the  soil  is  said  to  be  excellent  for  farm- 
ing purposes,  the  prices  to  be  asked  for 
the  lands  will  be  practically  nominal, 
and  Mr.  Dabie  hopes  to  get  a  fine  clas.s 
of  settlers  located  there.  The  Bohem- 
ians, he  says,  are  a  very  thrifty  class 
and  cannot  be  beaten  for  opening  up  a 
country. 

The  goat  as  a  land  cleaner  has  been 
suggested  as  the  proj'cr  thing  for  this 
county,  and  Mr.  Dobie  says  that  he 
would  like  to  see  a  herd  of  them  given 
a  trial  here.  "They  would  keep  the 
underbrush  down  and  give  the  grass  .a 
chance  to  grow."  said  he.  "There  is  no 
danger  of  goats  bein?  frightened  and 
killed  by  wild  animal^-,  as  there  is  with 
sheep.  The  goats  are  hardy  animals, 
and  I  believe  they  wou.d  make  good  ones 
to  introduce  in  Douglas  county."

THE  DAKOTAS. 

A  Pitiful  Destruction  of.Grops 

By  Hail  Near  Hay- 

ville. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Mayvillc— A  cyclone  and  hail  storm, 
stanrins  half  a  mile  north  of  Hatton,  a 
town  thirteen  miles  from  here,  spread 
over  an  area  four  miles  in  width,  and  trav- 
eled straight  east  towards  the  Red  river. 
The  storm  desiroved  all  the  crops  in  its 
I>ath.  which  the  farmers  had  built  their 
iKipes  on,  this  district  being  in  good  con- 
dition for  a  good  crop.  Hail  stones  the 
size  of  hens"  eggs  cazne  raining  down, 
horses  became  unmanageable,  cattle  ran 
mad  and  many  farm  hands  barely  es- 
caped with  thfir  lives. 

The  destruction  to  crops  was  pitiful »io 
witness.  The  ground  was  covered  with 
hail  stones  in  piles,  between  Mayville  and 
Xorthwood.  The  fields  presented  a  sa*l 
spectacle.  Fullv  half  the  crop  in  that  vi- 
cinity was  destroyed.  Trees  were  stripped 
of  their  bark  in  many  places,  and  farm 
windows  blown  in.  Th.-  hail  storm  swept 
eastward  towards  Thompson  and  Merrl- 
field,  causing  much  damage.  The  rain 
was  also  very  heavy,  making  the  roads 
impassable.  The  town  of  Hatton  itself 
suffered  verj-  little  and  no  hall  was  per- 
ceptible .south  of  Hatton.  AH  the  sur- 
rounding countrv  reports  heavy  rain.  It 
was  the  worst  storm  seen  in  that  part  For 
years.

Year  Can  Be  Made 
Now. 


Today  is  the  last  chance  for  foreigners 
to  get  their  citizenship  papers  in  time 
to  vote  at  the  fall  election,  and  there 
was  a  fair  amount  of  citizenship  busi- 
ness in  progress  durln.g  the  day.  There 
has  been  some  questiofi  whether  papers 
secured  today  would  entitle  their  holder 
to  a  vote  or  not.  The  law  provides  that 
they  must  be  secured  three  rnanths  jirioi- 
to  the  election.  There  is  always  a 
(luestion  about  such  an  arrangement, 
and  it  has  led  to  a  multitude  of  con- 
tradictory de<'isions.  According  to  thq 
laws  of  this  state,  however,  and  the  de- 
cisions of  the  supreme  court,  those  who 
have  looked  into  the  matter  are  in- 
clined to  the  belief  that  papers  taken 
out  today  will  be  valid. 

Yesterday  was  the  limit  of  the  three 
months,  but  it  was  Sunday,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  it  did  not  count,  therefore, 
and  that  today  is  really  the  last  day.  A 
decision  in  point  is  the  case  of  Sjiencer 
against  Hau.g,  tried  in  Duluth  in  1891 
iiy  Judge  Ensign,  whose  decision  was 
sustained  by  the  supreme  court.  -A 
.ludgment  involved  im  the  case  lapsed 
after  ten  years,  and  the  issue  involved 
the  ([uestion  of  whether  the  sale  under 
ir  was  within  the  time  fir  not.  May  1!' 
was  the  end  of  the  ten  years,  but  it  was 
hehl  on  the  20th.  The  court  held  it  good. 
Lawyers  think  that  under  this  decision, 
and  the  statue  section  18t)6.  which  pro- 
\  ides  that  when  the  last  day  of  a  period 
is  Sunday  it  shall  be  excluded,  papers 
taken  out  today  will  be  good.

Tremendous  Downfall  All  Over 

the  State  In  Past 

Two  Days. 

Lightning  flash, ng  acrass  the  inky 
darkness  of  a  dripi)ing  sky  and  moisture- 
heavy  clouds  whipped  by  a  furious 
northwest   wind,    established   tlie   year's 

48-hour  storm  record,  between  6  o'elock 
Saturday  evening  and  7  o'clock  this 
UKuning,  The  storm  was  caused  by  tiie 
low  barometric  pressure  that  has  cen- 
tered over  Weste  m  Minnesota  and  the 
Dakotas  for  sevtral  days  and  is  stil! 
central  west  of  Duluth,  indicating  more 
showers  tonight  snd  tomorrow.  This 
change  to  heavy  v  et  weather  is  receiv«^d 
witLn  delight  by  the  lumbermen,  but  with 
some  little  disgust  by  the  grain  men. 
for  in  many  instances  it  catches  the 
crops  just  in  mid-harvest. 

In  the  forty-eight  hours  mentioned  2.5.a 
inches  of  rain  fell  in  Duluth,  while  over 
the  norihern  »iari  of  the  state  and  the 
Dakotas  the  rainfall  was  from  one  to  six 
inches.  It  was  j  succession  of  very 
aeavy  showers  anl  electric  storms.  The 
heaviest  rainfall  was  at  Alexandria,  just 
southwest  of  this  city. 

In  the  city  very  little  damage  was 
done.  The  Norwegian  Lutheran  church 
at  West  Duluth  was  struck  Saturday 
night  and  the  steeple  reduced  to  splin- 
ters. Campers  do'vn  on  Park  Point  had 
several  narrow  escapes  from  falling 
pines,  but  no  gnat  amount  of  damage 
was  reported.  A  boarding  house  over  at 
Itasca  was  struck  and  burned,  entailing 
a  loss  of  several  thousand  dollars.  Tic- 
boarders  were  al.  more  or  less  stunned 
and  neighbors  fcad  great  difficulty  in 
getting  them  out.

HE  BLAMES  PRIESTS 


Denounces  the  Netheds  of 

the    French    Calhoiic 

Mission  System. 


Portlanti,  Off..  Aug.  6.— (Spcelal  to 
The  Herald.)— People  do  not  seek  infor- 
mation about  subjects  toward  which 
they  are  indifferent.  Hence  the  public 
is  not  well  informed  about  the  foreign 
missions  of  the  churches. 

Partial  or  untrustworthy  representa- 
tion of  any  matter  inevitably  results  in 
misconceptions  concerning  it.  Hence 
the  erroneous  conceptions  of  any  who 
have  read  only  what  is  thrust  under  their 
eyes  in  secular  prints  with  reference  to 
missions  among  the  heathen.  Ordinarily 
the  study  of  any  great  subject  is  attend- 
ed by  increased  interest  in  it.  Hence, 
those  who  are  best  informed  as  to  mis- 
sionary operations  are  those  deeply  con- 
cerned for  their  success. 

I  do  not  know  what  views  Col.  Denby 
or  Maj.  Conger  may  have  carried  to 
China,  but  I  know  that  both  attested  on 
the  field  their  faith  in  the  beneficent 
results  of  our  American  missions.  If  in 
this  opinion  they  differ  from  some 
tourist.s  and  naval  officers,  it  is  because 
they  have  had  better  oftportunity  of 
knowinsr. 

Before  we  iake  up  the  question  of  re. 
spfinsibility  for  the  present  uprising  in 
China,  it  will  be  pertinent  to  note  a  few 
popular  misronceptions  of  missionary 
life  and  method.=«.  First,  the  average 
missionary  lives  quietly  and  plainly.  His 
house  is  necessarily  larger  and  more 
airy  than  that  of  the  native,  becau.se  he 


be  better  prepared  had  I  space  to  tell  of 
what  actually  has  been  accomplished. 

After  eight  months'  obsservation  in 
China,  six  months  in  Japan  and  six 
weeks  in  Corea,  with  ample  opportunity 
to  leain  the  views  of  many  thoughtful 
residents,  both  European  and  American, 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  missionary  is  the 
indispensable  pioneer  of  all  peaceable 
contact  of  foreigners  with  the  Chinese 
and  Coreans.  Hence  I  say  without  hesi- 
tation that  Christian  missionaries— with 
emphasis  on  the  qualifying  word— are 
not  responsible  for  the  present  uprising 
in  China. 

A  distinction  must  be  observed  be- 
tween Christian  missionaries  and  eccles- 
iastical propagandists  with  definite  po- 
litical affiliations  and  ends,  if  one  would 
reach  a  just  conclusion  in  this  matter. 
It  cannot  be  disputed  that  some  so-called 
missions  in  China  are  so  conducted  as  to 
impress  the  people  that  their  real  ob- 
jects are  commercial  aqd  political  rather 
than   benevolent. 

To  acquire  extensive  and  valuable 
holdings  in  the  treaty  ports,  properties 
entirely  apart  from  the  required  mission 
buildings,  and  wtiich  are  bought  and 
managed  solely  for  the  purposes  of  rev- 
enue, does  not  appear,  even  to  a  China- 
man, to  be  consistent  with  a  purely  ben- 
evolent errand  such  as  Christianity  pro- 
fesses. The  reports  of  speculative  gains 
and  regular  rental  Incomes  enjoyed  by 
the  French  priests  in  Shanghai  are  start- 
ling to  Protestant  American  churchmen. 
The  same  commercial  spirit  seems  to 
control  <heir  operations  in  the  less  im- 
rcitant  rlacei«; 

However  defensible  this  policy  may 
appear  from  the  standpoint  of  the  pro- 
pagandist, the  Aisatic  interprets  it  for 
himself,  and  unfortunately,  his  view  of 
It  finds  corroboration  in  the  exaction  of 
indemnities  so  exorbitant  as  to  be  penal 
When  Roman  Catholic  property  has 
suffered  at  the  hands  of  a  mob,  as  the 
mob  does  not  pay  the  cost  of  its  rage, 
the  people  who  must  and  do  foot  the  bill, 
naturally  resent  the  Injustice  of  ex- 
cessive demands. 

At  this  point— the  collection  of  the 
claims  for  damages  however  Incurred 
appears  the  political  or  secular  arm  of 
the  combination.  It  is  firmly  l)elieved 
In  China,  and  by  others  than  the 
natives,  that  whatever  a  French  bishop 
or  priest  demands,  the  French  govern- 
mtnt  will  enforce.  Moreover,  by  some 
remarkable  system  of  retributive  double 
entry  justice,  this  secular  partner  justi- 
fies itself  presently  in  demands  of  its 
own,  over  and  above  the  penal  awards 
to  the  sacred  arm — which  cumulative 
demands  In  their  occasional  and  Im- 
pressive summing  up  can  be  met  only 
by  important  confessions  from  the 
empire,  which  has  presumably  permitted 
the  honor  of  dignity  of  the  French  re- 
public to  be  assailed,  invaded,  or  some- 
thing of  the  sort,  l>y  the  same  lawless 
mobs,    whose    destructive    violence    has

cannot  endure  the  climate  and  do  hi-s 
work  living  as  the  native  lives.  He  keeps 
two  or  three  native  servants  because 
both  he  and  his  wife  are  expected  to  d> 
missionary  work  and  not  manual  laboi , 
and  this  because  no  missionary  society 
can  afford  ti>  pit  trained  missionary 
Intelligence  against  coolie  labor  in  dish 
washing  and  burden  bearing. 

Some  years  ago  an  American  mission- 
ary, thrilled  by'^the  first  sight  of  the  flag 
on  a  visiting  vessel  that  had  gladdened 
his  eyes  for  years,  invited  the  ship's  offi- 
cers to  dine.  He  and  his  wife,  knowing 
how  naval  officers  live,  and  both  beins 
ambitious  to  sliow  a  generous  hospitality 
(he  was  a  Harvard  man  and  she  a  well- 
bred  lady),  sitrimped  their  own  table 
f  ir  a  month  and  postponed  the  iponthly 
saving  toward  their  household  fusnlsh- 
inc  in  order  to  entertain  their  countrv- 
men  handsomily.  The  next  time  that 
missionary  vi.^ited  America  he  found 
himself  famous  as  a  nabob  surroundei 
by  servants,  living  in  luxury  and  with 
nothing  whatever  to  do.  The  gossiping 
euests  ^id  not  kn->w-  what  that  dinner 
had  cost  nor  that  their  patriotic  host 
had  taught  school  on  Saturday  to  make 
up  for  that  half  holiday  he  had  taken  for 
their  sake.  This  authentic  Incident 
serves  to  show  how  such  stories  oriRin- 
ate.  and  why  some  experienced  mission- 
ary housewives  serve  very  plain  food  to 
suspicious  guests. 

Now,  as  to  the  methods  of  missionary 
work  in  China  and  elsewtiere.  As  to 
what  they  ought  to  know  and  do  the 
heathen  peoples  are  like  children.  The 
truest  secular  id«»>i  of  education  is  that 
which  alms  to  make  the  growing  man 
acquainted  with  the  functions,  resources 
and  possibilities  of  his  own  physical  and 
mental  organism,  and  to  put  him  in 
possession  r,f  himself.  To  this  some  of 
us  would  add  the  training  of  the  con- 
science, especially  its  Godward  side,  to 
insure  the  highest  and  best  use  of  the 
develofjed  faculties.  Not  the  first  con- 
ception alone,  nor  the  second  alone,  but 
the  two  combined,  represent  the  method 
of  all  Intelligent  missionary  effort. 

There  is  bo  frenzied  urging  or  threat- 
ening of  the  poor  people  with  wrath 
divine;  no  violent  denunciations  of  their 
gods  nor  their  ancestors.  History,  geos- 
raphy.  numbers  and  natural  science  go 
with  doctrinal  teaching  concerning  God 
and  duty  and  a  future  life  as  revealed 
in  the  Bible.  In  brief,  the  purpose  Is  to 
fit  these  belated  peoples  for  their  func- 
tions In  the  universal  brotherhood  of 
men  and  th€lr  destiny  under  the  in- 
spiring conception  of  the  fatherhood  of 
God.  Thus  true  evangelism  Is  educa- 
tional, as  true  education  is  evangelistic. 
Who  so  narrow  as  to  begrudge  the  poor, 
ignorant  souls  this  opportunity,  or  so 
mean  as  to  ridicule  those  who  are  willing 
to  provide  It  for  them?  No  one  who 
understand.o  what  is  going  on.

I  am  invited  to  answer,  though  it  would

It  would  seem  that  the  usual  diplo- 
matic disavowal  of  such  outrages  on  the 
part  of  the  governmtnt  and  the  payment 
of  a  fair  indemnity  10  parties  concerned 
ought  to  be  sufflcUnt,  but  it  is  not  so 
when  China  is  thus  Involved.  Add  to 
these  provocations  the  perpetual  Inter- 
meddling of  the  priests  with  the 
native  courts  in  behalf  of  their  enrolled 
communicants,  who  ire  thus  encouraged 
to  litigation,  and  thi'  successful  demand 
for  an  Imperial  edi<  t  conceding  to  the 
ruling  ecclesiastics  of  the  foreign 
hierarchy  the  civic  honors  due  only  to 
exalted  Chinese  officials,  and  we  have 
in  outline  a  program  of  the  ag- 
i^ravatlon  and  Insu  t  almost  too  out- 
rageous for  belief,  yet  put  forward  In 
the  name  of  a  chun  h  and  supported  by 
a  republic  that  boasts  of  "liberty, 
fraternity  and  equality."  What  wonder 
that  outbursts  occur,  and  that  many  of 
them  appear  to  be  justly  attributive  to 
the  officials  of  th^^  empire.  Harried, 
humilated.  and  helpiess,  what  else  could 
be  expected?  That  monstrous  combin- 
ation, with  which  American  politics 
would  blush  to  be  associated,  doubtless 
is  responsible  fyr  much  of  the  trouble 
in  China,  past  and  present. 

Warship  diplomacy  in  general,  Ger- 
man aggregsiveness.  compulsory  con- 
cessions to  European  corporations,  and 
the  perpetual  talk  about  dividing  the 
empire,  in  particular,  can  leave  little 
possible  blame  on  peaceful  missionaries 
who  make  no  demands,  pay  for  all  they 
get,  and  refuse  except  In  extreme  cases, 
to  take  any  part  in  the  legal  contentions 
of  their  converts. 

Occasionally  when  the  French  com- 
bination is  arrayed  against  some  poor 
native  whose  cause  is  just,  it  becomes 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  American 
missionary  to  interpose,  but  even  then 
the  American  consul  is  the  arbiter  of 
the  matter,  and  he  is  never  dictated  to 
by  the  missionaries. 

Let  it  not  be  suppo.«ed  that  to  abandon 
missionary  effort  will  end  the  troubles 
of  the  nations.  It  is  too  late  to  discuss 
the  question  whether  any  part  of  this 
world  shall  be  left  in  barbarism.  The 
world  now  is  no  larger  than  America 
was  fifty  years  ago.  Intercoifrse  be- 
tween the  continents  now  is  more  con- 
venient that  it  once  was  between  our 
states  If  this  nation  could  not  endure 
half  slave  and  half  free,  this  world 
cannot  remain  long  half  clvilizetf  and 
half  barbarian.  Civilization  is  ag- 
gressive, trade  is  imperioux.  The  "Ir- 
respressible  conflict"  has  evtended  its 
lines  around  the  globe  and  the  battle 
must  be  fought  out.  Absolutism  and 
paganishm  belong  together.  They  will 
triump  together  or  fall  on  the  same 
field.  In  morals  learning  and  liberty, 
the  teachings  of  Christ  have  Irorne  bet- 
ter fruit  than  those  of  Confucus  and 
Mohammed.  Make  then  supreme  in 
diplomacy  and  commerce  and  the  con- 
quest of  China  to  civilization  will    be 


comparatively  bloodless.  Leave  out  the 
gospel  element  and  millions  of  human 
lives  will  be  the  penalty.  The  church 
has  the  right  end  of  this  matter.  The 
true  missionary  must  be  sustained.

<ans.  while  an  unofficial  Paris  telegram 
says  that  Gen.  Voyron.  the  commander 
of" the  French  expeditionary  corps 
actually  been  appointed. 


Washington,  Aug.  7.— The  dispatch  of 
Gen.  Chaffee,  written  before  the  battle 
of  Sunday,  confirms  the  dispatches  re- 
ceived at  the  navy  department  yester- 
day and  also  the  press  dispatches  re- 
ceived concerning  the  attack  on  the 
Chinese  at  Peitsang. 

Gen.  Chaffee's  dispatch,  dated  Fiiday, 
•was  not  sent  from  Che  Foo  until  today, 
an  Inexplicable  delay.  The  most  in- 
teresting features  of  the  dispatch  is  the 
information  regarding  the  positions  of 
the  Chinese  army  and  the  fact  that  the 
advenace  upon  Pekin  is  made  by  two 
columns.  One  on  each  side  of  Pci  Ho 
river. 

The  international  force  as  given  l)y 
Gen.  Chaffee  would  aggregate  about  14,- 
000  men.  while  the  other  dispatches  say 
10,000.  but  this  difference  can  easily  be 
accounted  for,  as  mor«-  men  might  have 
bee^n  available  when  the  m>ivement  be- 
gan than  when  the  conference  was  held 
on  the  ord  instant. 

This  conference  is  supposed  to  have 
been  between  the  several  commanders 
present  at  Tien  Tsin.  It  i.s  evident  that 
the  foreign  commandi  is  do  not  under- 
estimate the  task  whii  h  they  have  be- 
fore them.  a.s  the  dispatch  shows  that  a 
thorough  reconnoissauce  of  the  Chinese 
position  had  been  made  and  that  even 
before  the  advance  of  the  international 
force  from  Tien  Tsin  the  cominanders 
were  in  possession  of  full  information 
relative  to  the  Chinese  position.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  welcome  features  of 
the  dispatch,  as  it  i)r.ives  conclusively 
that  the  international  column  did  not 
idunder  upon  an  intrenched  position 
of  the  enemy. 

According  to  the  war  departinent  map. 
the  town  of  Peitsang  lovers  both  sides 
of  the  river,  but  the  main  portion  of 
it  is  on  the  left  side,  where  '.he  Japanese. 
English  and  American  forces  had  ar- 
ranged, according  to  (Jen.  Chaffee's  dis- 
patch, to  attack  the  enemy  in  flank.  The 
left  of  the  Chinese  on  the  other  side  of 
the  river,  according  to  the  dispatch, 
was  partially  protectcil  by  flooded 
ground  and  practically  unussilable  for 
that  reason. 

According  to  the  map  .1i<»re  is  a  lake 
five  miles  from  the  river  at  this  point, 
and  the  ground  may  have  i>een  flooded 
from  this  lake  through  the  dykes  and 
canals  which  gridiron  the  country  there- 
about. The  Russian  and  French  forces 
were  to  attack  the  enemy's  left,  on  the 
right  band  of  the  river  between  the 
river  and  the  railroad,  which  at  this 
point  is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the 
river. 

Gen.  Chaffee".^  dispatch  also  shows 
another  important  feature  oT  the  pian 
of  campaign  agreed  upon  by  the  inter- 
national commanders.  It  is  that  the 
cil(jts:tive  i)oint  of  the  column  is  Yang 
Tsun.  This  is  a  town  al'out  fifteen  miles 
beyond  Peitsang.  at  the  point  where  the 
railroad  crosses  the  Pel  river  from  the 
right  on  the  way  to  Pekin.  Once  in 
possej-sion  of  this  1  oint,  the  inter- 
national force  Would  have  both  the  rail- 
road and  river  in  its  rear  for  keeping 
open  communications  vith  Tien  Tsin 
it  naturallv  would  become  the  advance 
as  from  which  the  opei.itions  on  Pekin 
could  be  projected.  At  this  point,  the 
river  veers  to  the  right,  and  from  it 
the  column  would  have  to  move  over 
and  along  the  line  of  the  river.  The 
Chinese  evidently  are  as  much  im- 
pressed with  the  strategic  advantages  of 
Yang  Tsun  as  the  iniv^rnational  com- 
manders themselves.  ;'.s  Gen.  Chaffee 
says  in  his  cable  th?t  the  enemy  is 
reported  :>0,000  strong  at  the  crossing 
of  the  road  over  the  Pel  river. 

Without  doubt  after  the  fight  at  Pelt- 
sang,    the    Chinese    fotce    there    if   the 
report    of   Admiral    Reniey   that 
forced  to  retreat  proves  correct, 
to  Yang  Tsun. 

There  is  no  information  as  to  the 
number  of  the  enemy  which  met  the 
advance  at  Peitsang.  1-ut  judging  from 
the  casualties  to  the  international  force. 
it  must  have  been  largi  and  may  df)ulde 
the  Chinese  army  wiiieh  the  column 
must  encounter  when  it  reached  Yang 
Tsung.  The  general  filing  at  the  war 
department  is  that  unless  the  Chinese 
generals  have  become  completely  de- 
moralized by  the  Peitsang  attack  there 
is  very  severe  fighting  ;ihead  for  the  in- 
ternational forces  and  that  the  ground 
will  be  disputed  all  the  way  to  Pekin. 
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A  BOER  TOWN  FALLS 


San  Francisco,  Aug.  7.— Among  the  refu- 
gees from  China,  who  returned  on  the 
Logan,  werfe  the  wife  of  Professor  C.  D. 
Tenney  of  the  imperial  university  at  Tien 
Tsin  and  her  children.  They  were  among 
those  who  took  refuge  in  Gordon  hall 
during  the  bombardment  and  escaped  un- 
injured. She  and  her  husband  had  been 
together  In  China  for  eighteen  years.  Pro- 
fessor Tenney  is  now  accompanying  the 
allied  forces  on  the  march  to  Pekin,  as  an 
Interpreter. 

Professor  O.  D.  Clifford  and  his  wife 
also  came  home.  They  bring  with  them  a 
baby  girl  who  was  b(  rn  in  Tien  Tsin  on 
Mav  U.  Mrs.  Clifford  is  the  daughter  of 
Dr.' Robert  Coltman.  who  came  home  on 
the  Coptic  last  week.  Professor  Clifford 
was  connected  with  the  imperial  univer- 
sity. 

Miss  LilUe  M.  Tahr,  of  Lincoln.  City, 
Ind..  who  spent  two  years  in  Tien  Tsin. 
had  three  narnnv  escapes  from  the  savage 
Boxers.  She  found  safety  with  many 
others  in  Gordon  hall  during  the  siege  and 
venturing  out  one  day  wa^-  struck  l)y  a 
fragment  of  a  3-inch  shell.  On  two  other 
occasions  she  was  shot  at  by  rillemeu 
but  was  not  hit. 

The  two  children  of  United  States  Con- 
sul Ragsdale,  who  have  returned  to  their 
home  in  the  states,  tell  stories  of  excit- 
ins  experiences  similar  to  those  of  others 
who  lived  through  the  perilous  limes  In 
Tien  Tsin. 

The  tales  of  Russian  brutality  are  con- 
firmed bv  Rev.  Frank  Haynes,  a  Metho- 
dist mis.slonary.  He  thinks  the  present 
troubles  will  be  ended  within  a  year. 

Many  of  the  refugees  from  Tien  Tsin 
escaped  with  onlv  the  clothing  on  their 
backs.  Among  these  who  lost  everything 
are  Henry  Smith  and  wife,  an  lOnglish 
couple.  Smith  was  a  broker  at  Tii  11  Tsin 
and  had  a  home  In  the  British  concession. 
Professor  Clifford  of  the  imperial  univer- 
sity of  Tien  Tsin.  who  was  the  first  to 
leave  the  besieged  city  says: 

••Looting  Ity  the  allied  forces  began  as 
soon  as  they  got  the  upper  hand.  The 
Russians  led  in  this  and  went  to  extreme.-;. 
They  are  naturally  cruel,  and  expecting 
no  mercy,  they  showed  none.  1  was  an  i-ye- 
witness  to  eight  cold  blooded  murders  by 
them..  The  victims  were  old  and  inhrin 
Chinese.  The  Russians  stole  everything  In 
sight,  hiotlng  the  houses  in  the  settlement 
as  the  Chinese  would  have  done." 

Rev.  Horace  W.  Moulding,  a  missionary 
whose  labors  were  In  South  Chi  Id  prov- 
ince, between  Ho  Nan  and  Shan  Tung. 
es«-aped  with  severrtv-live  others  from  Pei- 
Tal-Ho.  the  seaside  resort  north  of  Taku, 
on   the   British   warship    Humber. 

Mr«  H.  H.  Monetlle.  whose  husband 
is  a  turfman  at  Tien  Tsin.  with  Mrs. 
Frank  F.  Davis,  of  Philadelphia,  passeo 
through  a  trving  experience  during  the 
bombardment  and  lighting  at  Tien  Tsin 
.and  took  advantage  of  the  Hrst  opportu- 
ne v   to   leave   the   place.

The  service  will  be  at  St.  Mathews  Cath- 
olic church,  with  Cardinal  Glbbon.s,  as  tne 
present  dlgnllarv  of  the  church,  officiat- 
ing. All  of'the  embassies  and  legations  m 
Washington  have  received  Invltation.s  to 
be  present,  the  foreign  representatives 
being  requested  to  attend  in  uniform. 

Most  of  the  ambas.sadors  are  out  of  the 
citv.  but  they  are  i  xpeeted  to  return  or 
send  a  member  <'f  their  staff  to  represent 
them  at  this  formal  tribute  to  Italy  8 
dead  ruler.  It  is  expected  that  Ivjrd  Paun- 
cefotc  will  not  be  able  to  come  on  from 
Newport,  but  will  designate  Mr.  I^owther. 
or  another  member  of  his  staff  lo  repre- 
sent the  British  government. 

In  diplomatic  circles  the  announcement 
of  this  service  at  a  Catholic  church  occa- 
sioned some  little  surprise,  in  view  of  the 
conditions  existing  between  the  church  and 
the  temporal  authorities  at  Rome,  :ind  the 
announcement  was  accepted  a.s  a  mo.<t 
pleiisani  augury  of  the  growing  good 
feeling  between  tlic  Vatican  and  the  quir-

Woven  to  Befog  the  Powers 

In  Order  to  Secure 

Delay. 


New  York,  Aug.  7.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  The  Chi- 
nese caniarilhi.  with  the  empress  dow- 
ager at  its  head,  is  diung  everything  in 
its  power  to  jirevent  an  advance  of  the 
allied  army  on  Pekin.  Heads  are  falling 
in  Older  to  convince  the  powers  th;*t  the 
legations  have  no  friends  and  are  at  th" 
niercy  of  the  cinpiess  dowager  and  of 
Prince  Tuan.  Troojis  are  massed  be- 
tween Tien  Tsin  and  the  cajdtal  and  are 
strongly  intrenched  in  order  to  wain 
the  foreign  coinmanders  that  they  will 
be  fjrced  to  tight  their  way  into  the 
fity.  TCie  communications  of  the  min- 
isters with  their  govcrnnients  are 
clo.sed  becau.se  the  empress  dowager 
prefers  to  leave  the  civilized  world  utter- 
ly in  the  dark.  Such  reports  as  are  al- 
lowed to  pa.ss  out  to  the  coast  are  men- 
aces, like  the  rumor  tliat  fu  Siang  has 
St  ):)ped  the  further  entrance  of  .sup- 
idies  into  the  British  legation,  or  con- 
fession.<-  of  terrorizing,  like  the  story 
tSiat  Prince  Tuan  has  put  to  death  Yuan 
Shih  Kai  and  other  viceroys,  or  glitter- 
ing promises,  like  the  reiterated  assur- 
ance that  the  legatiiins  are  under  an 
escort  of  a  .<?trong  force  and  are  journey- 
ing to  the  coast. 

All  these  rumors  are  signs  that  the 
empress  dowager  is  determined  to  keep 
the  allies  (»ut  of  Pekin.  Her  motive  is 
plain,  .^he  is  convinced  that  if  they  on(  o 
enter  the  capital  some  of  them  will  not 
go  out  until  pr  ivinces  liave  been  ceded 
to  them  in  place  of  indemnities. 

The  ^ituation  is  so  perplexing  that  it 
is  not  str.snge  that  several  powers  are 
hesitating  to  sanction  the  advance  of  the 
relief  column,  but  it  is  evident  that  the 
empress  dowager  is  strengthened  by 
every  day  of  inaction  and  delay.  The 
powers  are  n  >w  expusing  the  legations 
through  vacillation  to  a  renewal  of  the 
attack  when  tiheir  ammunition  Is  well 
nigh  exhausted  and  they  are  dependent 
UfMn  the  empress  dowager  for  supplies 
of  food. 

Public  opinion  here  strongly  favors  an 
advance  of  the  allied  army  with  ;ill  jjos- 
sible  dispatch,  after  the  emjuess  has 
been  w.irned  that  she  and  her  ministers 
will  be  held  responsibh  for  the  .safety  of 
line  legations.  The  foreign  oflice  re- 
mains silent,  but  the  measures  adopted 
for  strengthening  the  Indian  ctmtingent 
and  protecting  liriti.sh  ititerests  in  the 
Yang  Tse  valley  indicate  clearly  the 
government's  recognition  of  the  grave 
danger  of  a  general  revolt  in  Middle 
China. 

There  wa.s  n  >  official  confirmation  here 
at  midnight  of  the  Wasliington  report 
that  a  liattle  had  bet  n  foutiht  on  Sun- 
day at  Pel  T.sang,  in  wEiich  the  allies 
had  met  with  heavy  los.scs  but  had  force. i 
the  Chinese  to  retreat  from  a  strong 
•  losition. 

Mr.  I'.foderick  confessed  that  ho  had 
no  informati)n  nsjiecting  the  advance 
of  the  allies,  and  at  a  late  hour  n othini; 
was  known  in  )iarliaiiicnt  about  the 
battle.

The  Chinese  drama,  growing  more  in- 
tense each  minute,  stirs  the  world  today 
to  the  core,  and  makes  every  significant 
fact  in  regard  to  its  development  of  the 
utm  ist  interest  to  the  pfjblic.  Dr.  Gee 
("Wo  Chan,  a  liberal-minded  Chinese 
scientist,  writes  expressly  for  Tho  Herald 
a  detailed  account  of  the  causes  whicr. 
he  considered  led  to  the  present  Boxer 
rebellion.  Dr.  Gee  describes  the  methods 
by  which  the  foreigners,  and  notably 
missionaries,  have  made  themselves  ob- 
noxious to  the  patriotic  element.  He 
alsT  shows  that  China  is  preparing  to 
fight  the  world,  if  neces.'^ary,  and  that 
.'■he  is  not  so  liadly  equipped  for  the 
struggle  as  many  imagine. 


Chicago,  Aug.  7,— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  oulitical  history  and  customs 
of  th(!  people  of  no  other  country,  proli- 
ably.  are  v^  iinoerfectly  known  or  so 
greatly  misrcioesented  as  those  of 
Ciiiina.  Few  jieisons  outside  of  the  Chi- 
nese them.'^elvcs  have  tmything  like  a 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  her  history 
or  of  the  many  events  that  have  led  up 
to  the  present  t  ritical  conditions  which 
are  transpiring  in  that  most  .sadly  mis- 
governed ountry.  To  give  the  history 
of  the  Boxers  ue  must  go  back  al>out  2.10 
years,  when  China  proper,  threatened  as 
she  was  with  a  real  civil  war,  for  which 


their  methods  and  the  lack  of  knowledge 
displayed  lr\'  them  in  trying  to  Chris- 
tianize ttie  people.  Previous  to  their  ad- 
vent the  Chinese,  while  divided  into  three 
great  religious  denominations,  had  no 
trouble  over  their  religion,  and  the  dii- 
ferent  sects  dwelt  side  by  side  in  the 
Utmost  harmony,  so  far  as  religious 
matters  were  cancerned.  Then  came  the 
Catholics,  who  worked  chiefly  in  the 
northern  provinces,  and  not  only  made 
many  converts,  but  lived  on  the  most 
peaceful  terms  with  the  inhabitants, 
-After  them  followed  other  religious  de- 
nominations, wh  »  told  the  Chinese  that 
the  Catholic  form  of  worship  was  wrong 
and  their  church  the  only  true  one.  One 
.'jcct  followed  anottier,  each  in  turn  as- 
scrtinsT  the  others  were  in  the  wrontv 
and  weie  there  onl.v  for  selfish  purp  »ses. 
To  add  to  this  confusion,  there  were 
man.v  missionaries  who  were  not  .above 
taking  advantage  of  the  ignorance  of 
tl'Cir  simple  followers  for  the  benefit  of 
their  own  jiockets.  The  dishonest  acts 
of  ihe.se  did  much  to  discredit  tiie 
others. 

An  exatnple  of  one  cause  of  hatred 
toward  thtni  is  the  fact  that  under  th.' 
treaties  with  different  countries  th< 
missionaries  are  allowed  t  1  import  all 
.Trticles  of  fihid  and  clothing  for  their 
personal  use  withtiut  the  iiayment  of 
customs  dues.  Taking  advantage  of  this 
liberality,  many  of  them  imported  pro- 
vision." in  immense  quantities  and  mad,-

she  was  unpretvared.  was  forced  to  call 
to  her  assist.ince  the  natives  of  Man- 
churia, a  race  who,  under  able  leaders, 
had  acquired  considerable  power. 

The  Manchiis  readily  came  to  the  aid 
of  their  neighbors,  and  not  only  sup- 
pressed the  rebellion,  but  managed  to 
overcome  the  .ntire  country  and  assume 
the  power,  and  from  that  time  China  has 
not  been  governed  by  the  Chinese,  but 
has  been  under  the  rule  of  the  Manchur- 
ians,  who  ha\e  constantly  used  all  the 
means  in  the  iiower  of  a  despotic  c  lun- 
try  to  keep  the  Chinese  fioni  becoming 
an  enlightened  people  or  keeping  pace 
with  civilization,  knowing  well  that 
should  they  do  so  they  themselves  would 
he  deposed  fmm  piwer  and  the  original 
dynasty   restored. 

Then  it  wa;^  that  the  leaders  of  thf 
Chinese  formed  the  organization  which 
was  the  nucleus  of  what  now  are  known 
as  the  Boxers,  which  means  "ITnitel 
Hands,"  or  Seif-Preservation  society. 

This  organizatiim.  fr>m  one  genera- 
tion to  another,  has  made  repeate:! 
efforts  to  overthrow  the  pre.sent  dynasty, 
but  with  the  txccption  of  the  great  Tai 
Ping  rebellinii  in  ISot,  they  never  have 
made  much  progress.  While  tihe  present 
rulers,  with  the  aid  of  the  treneral. 
•M'hin-se  Gof.i'n,"  finally  overcame  this 
r»  bcllion  and  rsttiblished  peace,  it  was 
the  means  of  more  lirinly  uniting  the 
P.oxcrp.  but  Mot  till  after  the  w.ir  with 
Japan  did  th-  y  make  further  efforts  to 
become    the   .governing  powers. 

At  that  time  Dr.  Sin  Yit  .Son,  a  man 
if  great  ability.  a5»*:umed  \'m-  Kailer.=hij. 
of  this  societv,  and  undr'r  his  m.Tnage- 
ment  it  made  great  he.ulwa.v,  until  fin.illy 
he  was  f.o-ctd  10  Mee  the  country,  with  .1 
rew.ird  of  $1(1.(1(10  offered  for  iiis  head. 
When  he  left.  Hong  Yon  Wai  became  th:> 
leader  of  the  reform  movement,  and 
while  he,  like  Dr.  Son,  was  forced  to 
leave  the  country  with  a  reward  of  $100.- 
000  offered  for  'lis  head  bv  the  dowager 
emroe.^s.  his  tea<hing  had  a  wide  in- 
fluence, and  since  then  his  writings 
have  been  extensively  circulated 
thr.iughout  the  country,  producing  re- 
markable results  in  organizing  the  Chi- 
nese and  bringing  them  to  a  realization 
of  their  condition. 

The  Boxers  were  not  organized  as  an 
anti-foreign  association,  but  as  a  patrio- 
tic society  for  the  T>reservatiOn  of  th':' 
eannire,  and  it  is  but  rccentlj-  t'nat  their 
fury  has  turneil  against  the  foreigners 
as  "well  as  their  rulers.  Seeing  the  gov- 
ernment conceding  everything  of  value 
to  others,  and  the  evident  intention  of 
the  powers  ultimately  to  distribute  thr 
country  between  themselves,  they  have 
ri.«en  in  blind  fury  to  protect  what  they 
believe  t  >  be  their  rights,  and  in  t^neir  in- 
sane desire  f"r  vengeance  they  do  not 
discriminate  between  friend  and  foe.  as 
tiiey  lielieve  the  world  to  be  against 
Ihein  and  seeking  imly  their  destruction. 
The  best  leaders  of  the  Boxers  are  not 
in  China,  having  been  compelled  ti  flee 
for  their  lives,  leaving  the  organization 
in  the  hands  ->f  ignorant  and  fanatical 
persons  whose  only  idea  is  to  stir  up  the 
masses  against  everyone  not  Chinese. 

Regarding  the  anti-foreign  movement 
which  has  developed,  while  there  ate 
many  reasons  for  its  existence,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  but  that  it  is  primarily  due 
to  a  great  extent  to  the  mi.ssionarles  and 


a  business  of  selling  t'leir  surplus  stock 
at  a  much  le.ss  figure  than  the  Chinese 
merchants  can  afford.  In  the  item  of 
salt  alone,  which  is  a  government  mon- 
opoly, thousands  of  dollars  are  mad< 
each  year  by  this  evasion  of  duties,  and 
the  Chinese  meichants  feel  theii'  loss  of 
trade  from  this  cause  severely. 

I  do  n  )t  wish  to  be  understood  as  con- 
demning the  missionaries  as  a  cla.ss,  as 
they  have,  on  the  whtile,  accomplished 
much  good.  but.  like  all  other  profes- 
sions, there  are  many  black  sheep  among 
them,  and  not  all  of  them  go  thither  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Ciliinese  alDUe,  by  any 
means. 

It  was  the  <lishonest  <mes  who  first 
idanted  the  seeds  of  distrust  in  the  minds 
of  the  people  which  finally  has  borne 
such  fruit  in  the  deplorable  slauglUer 
of  innocent  persons  and  resulted  in  the 
chaotic  condition  in  which  China  today 
is  placed. 

The  Chinese  are  a  simple  mindcil 
peojde.  and  they  could  not  understand 
why  people  who  worshipped  the  same 
God  should  have  so  many  <lifferent  wa\s 
of  so  doing,  or  why  eacli  should  di.^crcdii 
itnd  slander  the  other.  Being  conservative 
and  :-uperstitious.  ihcy  cannot  under- 
stand v.liy  ]  crsons  should,  come  thou- 
sands of  miles  simjdy  to  induce  them 
to  change  the  form  <if  worship  theii- 
fathers  had  believed  in  for  ceuturie-. 
The  result  was  that  they  came  to  believe 
that  each  den or.ii nation  was  telling  tin 
truth  a'.i.Hit  the  oilier,  and  that  all  were 
working  from  iniiely  selJish   motives. 

Each  iiuir>h  had  it.'--  following,  and 
each  was,  of  11  urf^e,  .ie;'lroi.'^  of  the  other. 
This  jealousy  and  the  ignorance  of  the 
Chinefe  led  to  quarrels  between  the 
<iifferent  f;4ctions.  which  sometimes  re- 
sulted in  the  muider  of  the  mission- 
aries. Then  c.inie  the  lei'risals  of  tin 
different  toutUries.  Whenever  a  murdev 
occurred,  the  country  to  which  the  mis 
sionary  bel.  ng«  d  not  only  demanded  a 
heavy  indemnity,  but  made  it  a  pretext 
for  the  seizure  of  territory  and  tJic 
granting  of  different  cim»-essi(ms. 

I'nder  suth  conditions  i»egan  the  grad- 
ual dismemberment  of  all  the  more 
easily  accessible  i<arts  of  the  countrj . 
Germany,  in  1S?8.  made  the  murder  or 
missionaries,  who  were  deiiied  almost  ai; 
rights  in  their  own  country,  the  pretex'. 
for  seizing  the  province  of  Shan  Tung. 
France,  to  equalize  this,  under  pretext 
of  matters  connected  with  the  church, 
seized  a  great  part  of  Yunnan  and  tl.e 
bay  of  Kuangchou,  aad  obtained,  the  ex- 
tension of  her  inl1uen;e  over  the  jiro'.- 
inoe  of  Kwong  Tung,  Kwong  Si  and  thi- 
island  of  Hainan,  liussia,  with  th;^ 
same  excuse,  has  obtained  the  entire- 
basin  of  tho  Amur  river,  in  the  north, 
as  well  as  other  vast  districts,  including 
Port  Arthur  and  Talienwan,  Formo.-a 
has  gone  to  Japan,  and  En.gland  has 
taken  Wei-Hai-Wei,  Suiion  and  Kow- 
loon.  a!^<l  is  demanding  the  district  soui--.

ALL  FARMERS  THEN. 
In  the  first  directory  of  the  city  of 
New  York  published  over  100  years  ago, 
the  only  Vanderbilts  whose  names  ap- 
peared were  not  members  of  the  old 
commodore's  family  ancestors,  says  the 
New  York  Commercial.  They  were 
Dutch,  to  be  sure,  and  spelled  their 
name  "Van  der  Bilt."

At 
that  time  the  ancestors  of  the  present 
iniJlionaire  family  were  prosperous  far- 
mers on  Staten  Lsland,  and  their  names 
did  not  belong  in  a  New  York  directory.

A  few  weeks  jgo  the  postmaster  at  To- 
ledo Ohio,,  first  called  attention  to  the 
suspicious  practices  of  persons  who  .send 
letters  to  a  postofflce  with  a  request  lo 
stamp  them  ant  remall  them  to  another 
town.  Packages  and  bulky  envelopes 
marked  "circulars"  or  "i)rinted  matter," 
but  prepaid  at  letter  rates,  are  mailed 
to  city  postmasters  to  be  forwarded  in 
the  .same  mann<;r— for  what  purpose  has 
to  remain  a  matter  of  conjecture  since 
there  is  no  law  authorizing  a  postotfice 
to  open  and  exf  mine  such  consignments. 
Tlie  senders  evidently  desire  to  conceal 
their  actual  whereabouts,  but  at  the  same 
time  do  not  seem  lo  expect  replies,  since 
communications  to  their  fictitious  addrtss 
are  watched  for  in  vain. 

A  circular  of  the  assistant  postmaster 
general  elicited  the  fact  that  the  jiosi- 
masters  of  some  twenty  other  towns  are 
regularly  favored  with  similar  reciuests, 
some  of  them  hiving  to  forward  pouches 
full  of  twice  paid  mall.  The  senders  avoid 
country  village.'  as  well  as  cities  of  the 
first  magnitude,  fearing  rural  indiscretion 
api)arenily  as  much  as  metropolitan 
sbrewdni'ss,  aiK  .select  towns  of  5().oiiO  to 
'M,(m  inhabitanti— Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  Man- 
chester. N.  H. ;  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  with 
yostofflces  undtubtedly  acquainted  with 
foe  limitations  of  the  unmailable  letter 
laws,  but  not  enjoying  the  a.ssisiance  of 
special   detectives. 

All  things  considered,  it  wa.s  decided  to 
counteract  presumptive  tricks  by  stamping 
consignments  of  that  class  with  tw)  tell- 
tale lines:  "Received  from  Fakirvllle  and 
remailed  at  sender's  request."  That  pre- 
caution will  answer  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting abuses  of  the  mails  with  the  co- 
operation of  poftofflce  employes,  but  can- 
not hinder  schemers  from  repeating  tlieir 
trick  with  the  a.«sistance  of  a  hired  ac- 
complice. Nor  c  in  it  obviate  the  possibil- 
ity of  abusing  the  confidence  of  cross-roa<\, 
postmasters  not  in  the  habit  of  studying 
Iheir  vearly  enlarging  manuals  of  rules 
and  regulations.  The  shrewdness  of  a 
United  Stales  army  officer  a  few  years  ago 
exposed  an  ingenious  trick  attempted  at 
Charlestown.  S.  C.  where  a  soldier  was 
awaiting  trial  Tor  desertion  and  assault 
with  intent  to  kill,  and  caused  the  judge 
advocate  to  receive  a  touching  appeal  from 
a  supposed  relative  in  a  little  Allegheny 
mountain  town.  Certain  analogies  of  hand 
writing  aroused  the  suspicion  of  the  po.st 
commander,  and  an  investigation  proved 
that  the  melodramatic  epistle  had  been 
orlglnallv  mailed  at  Charlestown,  and 
reached  "the  unsuspecting  mountain  post- 
master with  thi  requesi  to  remail  it,  in 
order  to  lest  th"  writer's  theory  as  to  the 
cause  of  the  frequent  loss  of  letters  sent 
from  a  neighboring  highland  town."  "True 
■lerit  is  apt  to  be  recognized  in  the  long 
run,  "  thought  tie  honest  postmaster,  and 
told  his  neighbors  that  people  had  begun 
to  send  letters  out  of  the  way  to  mail 
them  under  the  auspices  of  his  extra-re- 
liable office. 

Less  easy  to  explain,  even  by  conjecture, 
is  the  sudden  ;  rrlval  of  bushels  of  mall 
to  fictitious  or  unknown  firms,  says  tlie 
Cincinnati  Enqi  irer.  What  could  have  In- 
duced the  schemer  to  mislead  hundred.s  of 
correspondents  whose  replies  he  did  not 
care  lo  receive  at  all?  Had  he  planned 
a  confidence  game  and  taken  alarm  at  the 
risk  of  a  hue  and  cry?  Abs<onded.  and 
preferred  lo  lose  his  letters  rather  than  his 
liberty?  The  de;  d  letter  vHfice  receives  un- 
claimed mail  of  that  sort  by  bundles,  and 
can  only  returi  it  to  senders,  unless  the 
fraudulent  inttnt  of  the  unknown  ad- 
dressees has  been  clearly  established. 

But  for  one  .-^ucli  disowner  of  his  own 
mail  a  hundred  anxious  inquirers  fret 
about  letters  tliat  never  come.  They  are 
not  all  lovelorn  maidens  or  dupes  of  the 
green  goods  fakir:  scores  of  business  men 
experience  an  intermission  of  their  <'or- 
respondence  as  comprehensive  and  con- 
tinued as  if  an  enemy  had  iapi)ed  Ibeir 
customers  list  or  found  means  to  inler- 
eept  the  contents  of  their  letter  box.  <  »ne 
Cincinnati  bookkeeper  »(tuek  to  it  th.it 
the  safey  of  the  Yale  locks  had  been  over- 
rated and  that  some  sharper  must  lor 
weeks  have  succeeded  in  opening  Hie 
firm's  postofTice  box  with  a  counterfeit 
key.  Dozens  of  .x peeled  letters  and  cheeks 
failed  to  arrive;  there  wms  not  a  shadow 
of  a  doubt  that  most  of  them  had  actually 
keen  mailed  and  contrived  to  vanish  be- 
fore the  messenger  boy  had  time  to  reach 
the  postofflce.  That  messenger  was  re- 
peatedl.v  cross- ?xamlned.  Had  he  lost  a 
box  kev  or  left  it  sticking  in  the  keyhole 
long  enough  to  enable  an  expert  lo  lake 
an  impression  In  wnx?  Could  anybody 
have  tampered  with  his  pouch?  He  em- 
lihaticallv  denied  those  possibilities,  and 
at  his  own  requesi  was  "laid  off"  for  a 
few  davs  to  let  a  carefully  instructed  sub- 
stltute"trv  his  luck.  By  way  of  extra  pre- 
caution a  trus.y  clerk  accompanied  the 
new  messenger,  but  the  deficits  continued, 
for  of  fifty  lelers  that  ought  to  Have 
been  received  only  a  dozen  or  two  had 
come.  .   ,    , 

In  stress  of  circumstances  a  special  de- 
tective was  engiiged  to  watch  the  hoodooed 
box  day  and  night,  and  the  depredations 
then  suddenly  ceased,  and  In  the  course  of 
time  Ihe  firm  secured  duplicates  of  all  the 
missing  checks.  But  what  had  become  of 
the  originals?  Had  the  thief  tried  to  pass 
them  and  got  alarmed  at  the  results  of  the 
first  attempt?  Or  had  some  novice  In 
crime  opened  the  letters  in  the  hope  of 
finding  enclosures  in  ca.sh? 

Subscribers  to  cheap  periodicals  often 
forward  remittances  in  that  manner,  and 
the  general  knowledge  of  the  fact  cost* 
some  publisher!^  a  con.slderable  percenOiiC 
of  their  Income.  . 

Thousands  of  letters  vanish  every  year, 
together  with  T  nited  States  mall  pout  lu.-s. 
in  spite  of  comprehensive  precautions. 
Mail  bags  are  suppo.sed  to  be  always 
cither  under  lo<  k  and  key  or  m  the  hands 
of  resnonsible  <  mployes,  >-et  not  a  montli 
passes  without  the  disscovery  of  a  rlpp».l 
a««  rlfied  pouch  in  out-of-the-way  hioing 
places,  a  tramp  s  "hang  out"  in  a  desert e.l 
building  or  a  weed-grown  ditch  of  railway 
track.  The  onl .'  explanation  is  that  some 
of  the  carriers  or  distributors  have  Iwen 
caught  napping.  But  of  a  number  of  mai. 
hags  transferred  from  train  to  train  In  a 
Tennessee  railway  iunction  three  dis.ip- 
peared  in  broac  daylight,  and  the  manip- 
ulator of  tht^  misb  earl  remembcrrd  mat 
a  well  dressed  stranger,  apparently  in  a 
hurrv  to  reach  the  ticket  oflice.  ha. I 
stopped  him  for  a  moment  to  ask  a  (pics- 
tion  or  two.  He  had  not  touched  the  cart, 
but  his  dupe  admitted  to  have  turned  his 
head  long  enoigh  to  give  a  possible  ac- 
complice of  the  stranger  a  chance  lo  make 
a  grab  and  dive  Into  a  recess  of  the  crowd- 
ed  platform.  ,^     ,     ,      ,  . , 

In  post  oflice  transactions  the  lack  of  in- 
genuilv  and  e^en  of  ordinary  common 
sense  "is  aston  shing.  The  curios  of  the 
dead  letter  office  include  envelopes  legi- 
bly cross-marked:  "Return  if  not  deliv- 
ered." or  "If  not  called  for  in  five  days 
return  to  sender."  without  a  word  of  fur- 
ther specifications.  Others  bear  names 
without  topographical  data:  "Hermann 
Kemper,  paintfr  and  decorator,  successor 
to  Ritchie  Bros  &  Co."  Worklngmen.  for- 
eigners esneclallv.  often  seem  to  credit 
mall  clerks  with  the  gift  of  geographical 
clairvoyance:  "Jan  Jansen,  at  the  mmei> 
boarding  hou.se  or.  perhap.s.  stops  at  Mrs^ 
Baumgarten's  place"— no  town  to  hint 
about  the  state  or  county  of  the  m.ning 
camn.  "Please  deliver  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble." some  such  letters  are  marked  and 
seem  often  to  have  been  plastered  with  an 
extra  stamp  in  the  hope  of  indue  ng  tlie 
carrier  to  give  the  matter  his  earliest  at- 
tention. .        ^    «-,v    1.  w 

Monev  to  the  anrount  of  $;>©  has  hi'c.i 
found  in  envelopes  with  absolutely  Illegi- 
ble addresses,  hieroglyphics,  loo  bliirre<l 
and  tangled  to  furnish  even  a  clue  to  the 
natlonalltv  of  the  sender.  In  some  eases 
marginal  notes  in  American  or  Kalmutli 
Pnrtaresp.  for  all  the  best  expert*  c;^.n 
tf  11  attest  the  senders'  anxiey  to  oln  lalp 
misunderstandings,  and  one  might  .sup- 
pose that  persons  taking  such  risks  and 
trouble  would  have  thought  it  worth  while 
to  adopt  the  cillateral  precaution  of  let- 
ting a  competent  native  revi.se  the  chirog- 
rapbv.  but  the  idea  of  that  expedlf^nt  m^v 
often  have  beei  nipped  in  the  bud  by  the 
dread  of  a     5o-  10  cents'  fee. 

No  packages— certain  classes  of  printed 


matter  excepted— are  forwarded  In  excels 
of  five  pounds,  but  within  that  limit  all 
po.ssible  chemicals,  combustibles,  ma- 
chines, beasts,  birds  and  bugs  are  mailed 
every  day  in  the  year,  and  forwarded,  too, 
uivless  the  sender  should  commit  the  mis- 
take of  an  amateur  naturalist  who  shipped 
a  live  rat  of  the  speckled  denomination 
in- a  package  ingeniously  constructed  to 
look  like  a  good  sized  book.  Everything 
would  have  gone  well,  but  In  his  over- 
anxietv  to  avoid  examination  or  prevent 
the  escape  of  his  pet,  the  sender  had  ban- 
daged and  sealed  the  parcel  ail  arounu, 
and  thereby  made  It  subject  to  letter  rate 
charges.  His  postage  covered  only  the 
bo<ik  rates  for  a  consignment  of  three 
jiounds,  and  the  addressee  declining  to 
pay  the  difference,  the  package  was  f.lcd 
away  till  the  most  unsuspicious  began  '•'to 
smell  a  rat," 

Confl.scalion  is  all  that  can  be  done  m 
such  cases,  and  a  mere  peep  at  the  sus 
peeled  contents  often  causes  investigators 
to  shrink  in  horror.  F'lorlda  tourists  mall 
swamp  rattlesnakes  and  juvenile  alliga- 
tors; South  Texas  scientists  hairy  taran- 
tulas, with  fangs  that  work  their  way 
throuph  the  first  glimpse  of  a  buslnens 
opening. 

In  the  state  of  Tamaulipas.  Mexico,  they 
have  red  ants  as  large  as  a  gadfly,  and  so 
horribly  venomous  that  a  mere  rip  of  their 
pincers"  will  make  a  .sanctlficationisi  elder 
swear,  and  on  a  trip  to  a  summer  camp  In. 
the  Ozark  mountains  an  assortment  of 
those  ])ets  worked  their  way  oui  of  tho 
piisteooard  prison  and  very  .soon  after- 
ward out  of  the  seams  (if  the  United 
Stales  mail  bag.  The  mall  rider  was  halC 
asliK'p  and  beginning  to  nod  in  his  .saddle, 
when  to  his  astonishment  his  e<iually 
drewsv  old  mare  suddenly  rose  on  her  hind 
lep,s  and  then  started  off  at  a  gait  beat- 
in.g  the  record  of  the  best  Arkansas  slate 
fair  races.  In  an  attempt  to  clear  a  truHy 
she  siillled  her  cargo,  rider  and  all,  and 
then  commenced  rolling  in  the  gravel,  de- 
fying approach  with  a  storm  tif  kicks. 
The  stunned  carrier  eventually  gathered 
him.self  toKcther.  but  in  attempting  to  con- 
tinue his  trip  afoot  was  seized  with  con  • 
vuls  ons  that  induced  a  ploughing  farmer 
to  rush  to  the  rescue,  under  the  imi»re.ssioii 
t'-.al  steed  and  rider  had  been  attack-d 
b%   St.  Vitus. 

Explosions  in  postoffices  and  street  let- 
ter boxes,  too.  occur  every  once  in  a  while, 
and  ill  Tucson,  Ariz.,  a  conflagration  was 
caused  in  tlial  manner,  the  Hames  having 
siiread  with  a  raiddity  thai  jiretluded  th-i 
chance  of  obtaining  a  clue  lo  the  iucntliy 
of   the  mischief  maker.

LITTLE  S«'URVY  NOW. 
This  dreailful  dis<a.se.  at  one  time  lh»* 
terror  of  sai.ors  .ind  other  persons  <-oin- 
pelled  to  live  for  a  long  time  with  out  fresh 
meat,  fruit  or  vegetables,  has  beeti  shorn 
of  its  terrors  by  tiie  introduction  of  tinned 
meats,  v<^getables,  etc..  and  though  cases 
are  at  times  reported  of  seamen  being  af- 
fiicted,  yet  the  occurrences  are  happily 
rare  and  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  ihw 
disease  should  not  be  entirely  removed 
from  the  list  of  dangers  to  whi<:h  the  sea- 
men is  subjected  more  or  less  all  the  time 
while  at  sea,  says  the  Coast  Seaman's 
Journal.  That  such  eases  do  occur  even 
now  is  whollv  attributable  to  a  criminal 
negligence  In  the  fitting  out  of  ships  with 
proper  iirovisions  and  the  owners  and 
masters  should  be  held  to  a  strict  ac- 
eount therefor.  The  introduction  hermeti- 
cally sealed  provisions  sounded  the  death 
kneil  of  scurvy  bolii  on  sea  and  on  land. 
How  terrible  this  disease  really  has  been 
in  past  times  may  be  gathered  from  the 
fact  tliat  in  Lord  Anson's  expedition  to 
South  America  in  1740,  two  of  his  ships.  th« 
Gloucester  and  Centurion,  lost  7s  and  .iS 
per  cent  respectively  of  their  crews  from 
seiirvv.  In  the  British  navy  the  ^eturn^s 
for  the  period  from  1SJ>6  to  1S65  sliows  about 
twenty-eight  cases  yearly,  or  six  out  of 
every  10,000  seamen;  in  the  perifid  from 
lSfi6  "to  1S75.  four  cases  yearly,  or  one  case 
of  scurvv  for  each  10,0(H)  seamen.  The  ols- 
ease  has'  been  entirely  removed  from  the 
navies  of  the  several  countries  many  years 
ago,  though  the  merchant  seamen  hav's 
still  suffered  for  many  years  thereafter 
from  this  dl.sease.  We  have  in  mind  the 
last  case  known  to  us,  I.  e..  the  Amerie.m 
shiji  T  F.  Oak«s.  whose  scurvy  stricken 
crew  was  brought  into  the  port  of  New 
York  but  a  few  years  ago.  It  is  no  en  dit 
to  our  mercliaiit  marine  that  this  disea.-;a 
has  found  numerous  victims  on  Ameri- 
can vessels  lOng  aft<r  It  had  been  siicees:-- 
fully  combatted  and  destroyed  by  other 
nations.

Therefore,  the 
Telegraph  plainly  indicates,  that  it  has 
no  further  use  for  them.  "The  foreign 
born  must  go"  is  its  new  motto.  "It  is 
an  unspeakable  national  misfortune." 
says  the  Telegraph,  "that  the  ballot 
which  controls  our  destinies  cannot  be  in 
the  hands  exclusively  of  American  citi- 
zens, who  know  what  they  are  about  in 
politics,  and  who  will  vote  according  lt> 
the  dictates  of  common  sense." 

One  can  infer  from  this  that  the  Im- 
perialists regard  it  as  a  national  misfor- 
tune that  anyone  but  members  of  their 
own  party  should  be  permitted  to  vote. 
The  legal  vote  is  confined  to  the  Ameri- 
(an  citizen,  and  none  l)Ut  such  arc  en- 
titled to  vote.  The  constitution  and  the 
laws  di)  not  discriminate  between  the 
iiative-born  and  the  naturalized  citizens, 
but  the  party  of  Mark  Hanna  evidently 
regrets  that  such  a  distinction  does  not 
exist.  It  has  again  added  Knownothing- 
ism  to  Its  creed.  There  was  a  time,  com- 
ment.«  the  Denver  Post,  when  the  nat- 
uralized citizen  was  not  only  very  we!- 
( ome.  but  very  useful  In  that  party,  and 
it  is  very  doul>tful  if  but  for  him  that 
party  could  ever  have  come  into  power; 
aye.  If  the  country  would  now  exist  in 
its  united  form  but  for  him.  But  layin'-c 
all  that  aside,  why  should  the  foreign- 
•bom  citizen  be  deprived  of  the  franchise 
and  a  participation  In  that  government 
in  wh<ise  preservation  he  took  such  an 
important  part?  Because  he  refuses  to 
sanction  the  policy  of  Mark  Hanna? 

Says  the  Denver  Post:  "The  man  of 
ambition  who  comes  to  the  TTnited  State.-^ 
from  a  foreign  land  pays  this  country 
the  highest  compliment.  He  makes  it 
his  home.  It  becomes  his  foster  mother. 
In  its  growing  greatness  he  is  Interested 
as  much  as  the  native-born  citizen,  fo- 
he  will  share  in  all  the  Increasing 
wealth.  He  can  be  depended  upon;  so 
far  as  his  light  pennits  him,  to  serve  the 
i>est  interests  of  his  adopted  country  al- 
ways. Oftentime.s  his  kno-wledge  of  for- 
eign polities  and  the  evils  th:dt  grow 
from  monarchial  government,  with  its 
despotism  and  centralization  of  power, 
makes  him  a  far  better  guide  In  national 
crisis  than  the  native-born  citizen, 
whose  experience  has  been  more  limited. 
The  foreigner  Is  needed  in  the  I'nited 
State.<  if  only  to  tell  us  what  we  should 
avoid.  He  Is  able  to  jxiint  out  many  a 
dangerous  tendency.  When  he  does  s^o 
hi.s  word  :-5hoti!d  be  heeded."

SOT  A  PART  or  US. 

The  United  States  general  appraisers 
at  New  York  recently  gave  a  decision 
that  merchandise  imported  from  the 
Hawaiian  islands  must  bear  the  duties 
stated  in  the  Dingley  tariff  law.  In 
other  words,  it  Is  declared  that  the 
territory  of  Hawaii  is  not  a  part  of  the 
United  States. 

As  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  says. 
the  board  of  appraisers  have  probably 
acted  wisely.  The  sooner  the  question 
of  status  is  settled  the  better  it  will  be 
economically  and  politically. 

If  It  Is  true  as  a  matter  of  law  that 
Hawaii  is  not  a  part  of  the  United  States 
then  it  follows  that  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona  are  in  no  more  dignified  con- 
dition. They  are  dependencies  and  con- 
stitutional guarantees  cannot  be  invoked 
in  their  behalf. 

The  political  consequences  of  such  a 
doctrine  are  too  far-reaching  to  be 
thought  of  without  grave  misgiving.  If 
American  liberty  and  the  privileges 
and  guarantees  of  the  American  con- 
stitution do  not  accompany  the  Ameri- 
can flag  we  shall  have  to  revise  our 
ideas  of  the  boasted  mission  of  the 
United  States. 

The  appraisers'  decision  can  be  ap- 
pealed to  the  courts  and  the  case  may 
be  carried  up  to  the  supreme  court,  and 
in  this  way  a  decision  may  be  obtained 
from  that  tribunal  on  the  monstrous 
doctrine  which  has  been  promulgated 
by  the  present  administration.

New  York  Journal:  We  have  never 
imagined  for  a  moment  that  the  McKiii- 
lev  administration  intended  to  accord  a 
fu"ll  and  free  measure  of  self-governmtnt 
to  the  Cubans,  If  It  could  be  avoided. 

It  was  not  In  the  n;iiure  of  things  that 
an  admini-stratlon  which  made  a  subjtci 
colony  of  Porto  Rico  <  ould  see  the  vastly 
richer  l.slands  of  Cuba,  with  Its  unlimited 
I)osslbilitles  for  plunder,  slipping  away  un- 
rlfled  and  unrldden. 

The  McKlnlev  order  for  a  Cuban  consti- 
tutional convention  has  been  made  public. 
It  calls  for  a  Cuban  convention  with  an 
Imperial  string  attac  liment.

Mines  Closing  Down— Hough- 
ton Strilce  Leaders  Are 
Arrested. 

N»g;iunee— Joseph  Seliwood,  superiiUen- 
dent  of  the  Amcric;in  Steel  and  Wire  com- 
pany's properties  on  the  lyiike  Sjiperior 
Iron  ranges,  has  been  spending  some  time 
in  the  county.  He  looks  upon  the  iron 
situation  In  its  present  condition  as  being 
((ultc  discouraging,  especlvly  for  those 
who  have  money  invested  in  the  smaller 
propcitips  on  the  several  ranges.  The 
smaller  mines  will  get  hit  hard  In  most 
cases,  and  many  of  the  mines  which  pro- 
duce only  the  lower  grade  ores  mji:  have 
to  go  out  of  business,  in  his  opinion. 

\\  hilo  here  Mr.  Seliwood  announced  the 
suspension  of  work  at  some  of  the  com- 
pany's mines.  The  Moore  on  the  Cascade 
ninge  is  one  where  work  will  cease,  and 
the  Stegmiller  at  Svvanzey  also  f;oes  upon 
the  Inactive  list.  Al  the  Moore  somellnng 
like  thirtv  m*n  h:ive  been  employed  of 
late.  The  "sudden  suspension  c.;ime  in  the 
nature  of  a  surorise  to  the  pien  al  both 
mines,  as  it  was  supposed  the  mines  would 
be  wrought  until  the  close  of  the  shipj)ing 
season   at   least. 

At  the  Stegmiller  It  was  thought  that 
oi>eratlons  would  be  continued  all  win- 
ter. The  retimbering  of  the  shaft  had 
been  started  only  a  few  days  and  was  well 
under  wav  when  Mr.  Seliwood  .sent  word 
to  close  down  the  mine  and  lay  off  ihc 
hands. 

On  the  Crystal  Falls  range  the  American 
Steel  and  Wire  company  will  close  the 
Hilltop  mine.  This  is  said  to  be  a  very 
fair  propertv  with  a  great  deal  of  ot£  in 
sight;  but,  like  many  of  the  other  small- 
er propositions  which  have  already  been 
alTecled  by  the  sag  In  the  iron  business, 
the  ore  is  of  low  grade. 

The  order  to  close  down  the  Stegmiller 
al  Swanzey  was  not  the  only  discouraging 
piece  of  news  received  there.  Capt.  John 
Thomas  of  the  Princeton,  got  instructions 
from  Tod,  Stambaugh  &  Co..  ot  Youngs- 
town,  Ohio,  to  reduce  the  mining  force. 
The  mine  will  not  be  closed  down  entirely 
for  the  present  but  a  number  of  men  will 
be  let  go.

the  rule  of  France  eat  h  family  must  pay 
at  least  $100  per  year.  The  taxes  im- 
posed by  the  Germars,  while  not  quite 
so  high,  still  are  exhcrbitant.  Nothing 
the  people  possess  <jscapes  taxation. 
Pigs  are  taxed  at  the  rate  of  $5  each. 
Dogs  and  fowls  are  taxed  almost  to  their 
full  value.  It  is  only  by  denying  them- 
selves almost  every  necessity  of  life  that 
the  people  are  able  to  exist.  This  money 
does  not  go  to  the  benefit  of  the  people, 
but  to  the  nation  It  vying  this  unjust 
taxation.  The  imperial  customs  are  in 
the  hands  of  English,  as  well  as  the 
liken  of  the  seven  southern  provinces, 
and  of  these  revenues  at  least  one  half 
goes  to  England.  The  right  to  impose 
new  taxes  is  withheUl  from  the  Chin- 
ese and  exercised  by  foreigners.  The 
Chinese,  even  under  the  most  corruut 
forms  of  government,  never  have  lieen 
subject  to  such  exor  dtant  taxation  by 
their  own  officials,  and  who  can  blame 
them  for  resisting  it  from  foreigners? 

The  experience  of  China  with  modern 
civilization  does  not  make  her  overly 
anxious  to  experience  more  of  it,  nor  to 
be  assimilated  by  the  powers. 

Previous  to  the  c  vilizlng  efforts  of 
England,  the  punishment  for  smoking 
or  dealing  in  opium  in  any  way  was 
death.  England,  at  ihe  mouth  of  her 
cannon,  forced  this  law  to  be  repealed, 
and  made  China  open  her  ports  to  the 
opium  of  India,  with  the  result  that  to- 
day there  are  more  deaths  in  China  from 
opium  smoking  than  from  all  other 
causes  combined. 

I'robably  no  other  country  is  so  rich  in 
iron  and  the  precious  metals,  and  her 
coal  supply  exceeds  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  world,  yet  foreiji'n  countries  are  in 
possession  of  all  the  mining  privileges, 
and  a  coal  fire,  to  a  Chinaman,  is  con- 
sidered a  great  luxury. 

Two  or  three  acre.s  of  land  belonging 
to  a  family  is  their  :jnly  means  of  su;)- 
port.  and  is  consideied  a  fortune,  and 
every  foot  of  it  must  be  under  cultiv;i- 
tion  to  furnish  them  a  living,  yet  foreign 
powers  build  their  r.iilroads  through  it. 
paying  the  owners,  if  at  all,  whatever 
they  choose  to  give.  The  Chinese  revere 
nothing  .'^o  much  as  the  graves  of  their 
ancestors,  but  railroids  are  being  built 
through  their  graveyards,  and  people 
killed  for  protesting.  Missiimarlcs  per- 
suade the  people  to  break  the  laws  of 
their  country,  deride  the  religion  of  their 
forefathers,  and  tell  us  that,  like  them, 
we  will  inherit  etern;il  damnation  unles.s 
we  choose  to  worship  God  in  the  manner 
they  prescribe. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurior  is  asking  parlia- 
ment to  impo.se  a  poll  tax  of  $100  upon 
the  Chinese  in  Canada,  and  Australia  is 
doing  the  same,  while  England  is  mak- 
ing war  on  the  Boers  for  much  lesr- 
caugc.  The  I'nlted  States,  the  most  just 
and  well  liked  coumry  of  all  to  China, 
excludes  its  people  from  her  shores, 
yet  demands  an  ope  i  door  for  her  peo- 
ple and  her  commerce,  which  China 
gladly  gives.  China  has  forfeited  to 
outside  nations  her  right  to  build  rail- 
loads,  to  be  used  bj-  them  for  the  mo- 
bilization of  their  t'oops  to  overthrov. 
the  country,  when  they  can  agree  among 
themselves  upon  the  division  of  thi» 
spoils.  The  Chinese  govern  tnent  re- 
cently ordered  a  railroad  to  be  l>uilt  to 
Shan  Tung,  which  s  yet  nominally  a 
part  of  China,  but  <lermany  flatly  re- 
fused to  allow  it.  I^  it  to  be  wondered 
at  that  the  Chinese  are  asking  what  is 
to  be  left  for  themselves,  or  that  they 
regard  all  foreigneis  with  suspicion? 
After  she  has  been  robbed  right  and  left, 
and  her  people  subjected  to  every  pos- 
sible indignity,  is  it  surprising  that 
China  has  a  hatred  for  foreigner,  or 
that  she  should  wisli  to  be  left  to  her- 
self? 

The  Chinese  are  rot  naturally  an  ig- 
norant people,  by  gny  means,  but  are 
bright,  quick  to  ieain  and  naturally  in- 
genious. They  havt  some  of  the  finest 
f.ictories  and  iron  mills  in  the  world. 
Their  canal  system,  )Uilt  many  centuries 
ago,  and  the  bridges  are  marvels  of 
engineering  skill  and  today  are  un- 
equalled by  those  ol  any  other  country. 
They  do  not  want  to  buy  the  finished 
products  of  other  cr  untries,  but  wish  to 
manufacture  for  themselves  and  build 
their  own  factories  to  give  employment 
to  their  own  people.  They  do  not  want 
railroad  and  other  concessions  forced 
from  them  by  othe  •  countries  because 
they  wish  to  build  and  control  their  own, 
but  at  present  they  have  not  the  means 
to  do  so.  China  is  not  ready  for  the 
labor  saving  devices  of  other  countries, 
because  they  would  throw  too  many  of 
her  people  out  of  (tnployment,  and  in 
the  impoverished  condition  of  the 
country,  this  would  mean  starvation  for 
thousands.  For  instance  Canton  will 
not  allow  a  modern  nater  works  system, 
because  It  would  throw  out  of  employ- 
ment 80,000  persons  who  make  their 
living  by  carrying  water. 

This  is  but  one  instance  of  hundreds 
where  modern  methods  would  prove  dis- 
astrous to  the  people,  yet  foreign  eom- 
l)anies  are  clamoring  for  concessions, 
which,  if  granted  would  mean  whole.sale 
starvation  to  the  people. 

In  the  war  with  Japan  the  people  did 
not  want  to  fight  because  few  of  them 
knew  what  they  were  fighting  for,  and 
so  took  no  interest  in  the  outcome. 
They  would  fight  1  ecause  they  desired 
peace.  Now  conditions  have  changed; 
they  are  fighting,  is  they  believe,  for 
their  homes  and  thMr  lives,  and  should 
this  uprising  not  be  suppressed  but 
allowed  to  spread  throughout  the 
country,  the  loss  of  life  will  l>e  appaling. 
China  learned  he-  lesson  in  the  war 
with  Japan  and  nov  is  much  better  pre- 
pared for  war  than  even  the  bests  In- 
formed foreigners  dream  of.  for  she 
has  made  her  prejiarations  secretly.  I 
have  vissited  China  in  the  last  three 
years,  and  while  there  found  villages 
where  the  entire  population  was  en- 
gaged in  making  guns  of  the  most 
modern  type.  Chira  has  bought  from 
foreign  countries  ard  also  manufactured 
immense  supplies  of  ammunition  and 
artillery  and  many  of  the  best  Europe- 
ans officers  have  been  engaged  in  train- 
ing her  troops  for  modern  warfare. 

A  Chinese  soldier  can  live  on  less 
rations  than  any  other.  In  bare  feet  and 
with  a  pound  of  ri'-e  a  day,  he  will  go 
from  one  end  of  the  country  and  fight 
as  he  goes,  for  hardships  are  a  part  of 
his  daily  life,  and  he  knows  nothing 
different. 

Should  the  revolution  extend  through- 
out the  empire  and  the  army  be  led  by 
competent  generals,  it  will,  I  fear,  re- 
quire the  largest  army  the  world  has 
.vet  seen  to  subdue  it.  There  are,  as  yet, 
practically  no  railroads  for  the  trans- 
portation of  troops  and  supplies  for  for- 
eign armies,  and  should  they  Invade  the 
interior  an  immense  army  will  be  re- 
quired to  transport  their  supplies  and 
another  to  protect  their  lines  of  com- 
munication. The  Chinese  are  everywhere 
and  can  raise  an  immense  army  In  any 
part  of  the  country.  One  province  alone, 
that  of  San  Tung,  can  put  into  the  field 
an  army  of  2,000,f0n  men,  not  one  of 
whom  will  be  less  tlian  six  feet  in  height. 
To  men  it  seems  incredible  that  the 
government  can  be  behind  those  who  are 
causing  the  events  that  are  horrifying 
the  world.  The  empress  dowager  is  one 
of  the  smartest  of  piliticians.  and  both 
she  and  her  advisers  surely  would  know 
that  it  would  mean  their  political 
suicude  and  assure  the  speedy  dis- 
memberment of  th?  empire. 

The  I'nlted  States  cannot  afford  to 
allow  the  dismemberment  of  China.  Her 
geographical  posit  on  alone,  especially 
since  she  has  acquired  the  Philippines 
naturally  would  Iring  her  into  closer 
commercial  communication  than  any 
other    country    could    acquire.    Besides

Last  night  Thr  Herald  published  an  ac- 
count of  the  war  of  1S&)  between  France 
and  England  on  one  side  and  China  on  the 
other,  and  at  least  one  Duluth  man  read 
it  with  a  great  deal  of  interest.  That  man 
is  Capt.  Ray  T.  Lewis,  and  the  reason  for 
his  interest  in  the  matter  was  that  he  was 
present  at  most  of  the  fun  in  that  war.  as 
first  officer  in  a  vessel  in  the  French  fleet. 
A«  he  Is  probalily  the  only  Duluth  man 
whti  was  at  the  scenes  of  the  war  of  18t>o. 
where  the  trouble  of  this  year  is  also  tak- 
ing place.  The  Herald  asked  Capt.  Lewis 
for  some  of  his  (.\f)eriences. 

"Tht  names  being  handled  In  the  reports 
of  the  present  trouble  are  al!  very  familiar 
to  mt-.  for  they  are  part  uf  a  lot  of  im- 
pressions I  received  in  ihfy.i  that  have  rt- 
maintd  with  me  and  that  will  always  stay 
fresh.  In  the  early  part  of  lSt>t  I  was  first 
officer  on  the  American  clipper  ship  Kit 
f-arson.  which  was  Ijnng  in  Liverpool  har- 
bor, when  the  v. ssel  was  chartered  by  the 
French  Kovernment  to  transport  supplies 
to  the  French  forces  in  China.  We  pro- 
ceeded to  Woo  Sung,  at  the  moutii  of  the 
Vaiig-isi-Kiang  river,  twelve  miles  from 
Slringhai.  Then  we  were  ordered  to  Chee 
Foo,  a  step  near-r  the  scene  of  the  trouble, 
where  we  found  the  French  fleet.  We  lay 
there  three  months  with  the  allle<l  fleet, 
which  operated  in  the  bay  of  Pechili  and 
which  included  HMt  French  battleships  and 
transports  and  2'N»  Enelish  battleshii>s  and 
transjvjrts.  The  water  was  ver.v  shallow 
at  I  he  mouth  of  the  Pie-h<;i  river,  where  lay 
Taku  fori,  so  we  stood  off  ten  or  twelve 
miles.  The  ground  was  low  and  level,  so 
We  could  see  the  fort  plainly.  While  we 
w<re  there  the  allies  assailed  and  took  the 
Taku  fort,  and  then 'proceeded  up  to  Tien 
Tsin  and  then  on  to  Pekin,  where  the  Eu- 
ropean forces  captured,  looted  and  burned 
liie  summer  palace  of  the  emperor,  a  iiand- 
some  building  an<l  very  highly  prized  by 
the  <"hinese.  H  was  full  of  beautiful  liric- 
a-brac  and  orniments,  and  the  soldiers 
when  they  cam<-  !iack  were  loaded  down 
with  very  valuable  loot.  v.-hich  they  sold  to 
the  officers  for  very  low  sums. 

"While  we  were  at  Chee  F(to.  where  the 
French  army  of  l.').<>«»  men  wjs  located.  1 
often  went  ashore  and  walked  through  the 
camps.  It  was  a  strange  and  interf'.-=ting 
sight  to  me,  and  I  was  much  delighted  At 
tiiuling  some  of  th.-  things  I  had  reail 
about  in  the  wars  of  Xapoleon.  such  as  the 
vivandieres.  women  carrying  licjuor  for  the 
troops.  The  Enulish  fleet  l.iy  across  from 
Chee  Foo  in  tie  Ta-lieU-whan  bay.  of 
course  during  all  this  time  there  was  plen- 
ty of  exoitenienl.  diiriiic  th-  assault  on  Ta- 
ku and  it.-5  capture  and  during  the  liphting 
up  towards  Pekin.  We  had  news  of  the 
profjres?  of  the  fighting  cojistantly.  We 
often  had  .3<X»  or  4o»  French  men-of-wars- 
men  alxiard  of  us  handling  our  cargo  of 
supplies. 

••Mv  recolKcti'in  of  the  Chinese  peciplp 
that  I  saw  are  that  they  were  large  and 
.'itrons.  much  larger  than  most  of  thf 
Southern  Chinain»-n  that  are  found  tn  thi.^;

In  the  Rows. 

The  Great  Syndicate  show,  that  went 
up  against  the  militia  at  Cloquet  yester- 
day morning,  is  now  tented  in  West  uS- 
perior  and  Manager  Holland  has  already 
hustled  around  to  the  newspaper  offices 
in  an  attempt  to  square  him.self  and  his 
aggregation.  He  emphatically  denies  that 
anv  of  the  showmen  were  mixed  up  in  the 
ass'aults  made  on  the  officers  al  Cass  Lake, 
but  says  that  whatever  wrong  was  done 
was  the  work  of  men  who  had  no  connec- 
tion with  the  show.  Manager  Holland  de- 
clares that  the  company  puis  up  a  cdean 
and  respectable  perfurmaiue  and  will  not 
tolerate  any  person  of  criminal  habits  on 
the  ground  if  he  knows  it. 

The  men  arrested  by  the  militia  and 
taken  back  to  Cass  l^ke  were  all  con- 
nected with  the  show,  however,  and  some, 
it  is  claimed,  have  been  identified  as  be- 
ing among  those  mixed  up  in  the  Cass 
Lake  trouble.

Billings.  Smith  and  McGraw  are  the 
principal  owners  of  the  show  and  are 
vers-  indignant  over  what  they  term  their 
unjust  retention,  claiming  they  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  trouble.  The  notorious 
Richards.  "Doc"  Baker  and  Smith,  whom 
the  officers  wanted  si  badlv,  were  not 
among  those  arrested.

The  eye  unaided  by  this  artificial 
means,  will  see  enough  to  more  than  re- 
pay its  owner  for  the  trip  up  the  incline, 
but  the  advantage  offered  for  the  use  of 
the  telescope  is  unequalled  anywhtfie  else 
in  the  Northwest.  One  has  a  range  of 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  or  thirty  miles  in 
three  directions,  a  thing  needless  to  say, 
much  appreciated  by  the  tourists  from 
manv  of  the  middle  states. 

A  grander  sight  than  that  from  the  Pa- 
vilion, in  the  evening,  is  seldom  to  be 
found.  High  up  above  the  noise  of  tne 
busv  thoroughfare,  above  the  smoke  and 
heat,  one  mav  stand  for  hours  and  drink 
in  the  beaulv  of  the  scene  spread  before 
him.  Situated  as  is  Duluth.  nearly  every 
arc  light  in  the  citv  can  be  counted  from 
the  Pavilion  promenade.

IS  A  CONTRACT. 

Decision  of  Supreme  Court 
aslto  a  Telephone  Com- 
pany's Franchise. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  7.— The  supreme  court  yes- 
terday rever.sed  the  ordt  r  of  the  Hennepin 
county  district  court  in  the  case  of  tiic 
Northwestern  Telephone  Exchange  com- 
pany, appellant,  vs.  th-  city  of  Minneapo- 
lis, respondent.  The  dtcision  holds  thai 
ihe  franchise  of  the  itlephone  companies 
is  a  contract  which  cannot  be  arbitrarily 
cast  aside. 

The  action  was  broupht  against  the  city 
of  Minneapolis  lo  prevent  its  enforcing 
an  ordinance  enlarging  the  underground 
conduit  district  in  that  •  ity  to  a  territory 
covering  aliout   ten  square  miles. 

This  was  passed  in  May.  1SS»{>.  An 
:imendment  was  adopted  in  October.  1S;<;(. 
allowing  the  company  to  erect  poles  until 
December.  190.3.  provided  they  should  be 
re.meved  at  any  time  the  council  might 
order. 

In  the  meantime  the  city,  under  anothei 
ordinance,  was  fireventing  nhe  company 
from  repairing  its  pole  lines  by  arrest'.ng 
the  linemen  whenever  ihey  attempted  to 
make  the  repairs.  Tlu  ilistrict  court  up- 
held the  claims  of  the  city,  but  its  decision 
is  revcr-sed  by  the  supreme  court,  which 
hobis  that: 

••1.  The  city  council  ^r  governing  body 
of  a  municipality  has  the  undoubted  right 
in  the  exercise  of  the  p'dice  power  to  or- 
der the  placing  of  teU+'raph  or  telephone 
wires  underground  wher.ever  in  the  exer- 
cise of  a  fair  discretl'-n  It  decides  that 
public  inteersip  roquir' .-  it  to  be  done,  but 
it  cannot  act  arbitrarily  in  the  premises. 

"2.  An  ordinance  of  a  municipal  corpo- 
ration granting  a  telephone  company  the 
right  to  use  it*;  streets  for  the  erection  of 
poles  and  overhead  lines,  under  conditions 
.IS  to  permits  and  dire<tions  as  to  where 
the-  .same  shall  be  plac'  d.  when  accepted 
and  acted  upon  by  the  (  ompany.  is  a  con- 
tract which  the  municipality  cannot  un- 
reasonably or  arbitrarily  repeal  or  amend 
so  as  to  impair  rights  :icf)uired  under  it. 

"3.  When  such  an  ordinance  has  invited 
investments  and  expenditures  made  in 
Kood  faith  and  in  reliance  upon  it.  the  city 
authorities  cannot  arbitrarily  Impose  by 
subsequent  regulations,  without  necessity 
or  the  demands  of  public  convenience  ad- 
ditional burdens  upon  the  company  which 
are  clearly  beyond  the  reasonable  exer- 
cise of  the  police  power. 

"4.  In  this  case  an  ordinance  of  the  city 
of  Minneapolis  construed  and  held  upon 
the  facts  set  forth  in  the  complaint  and 
admitted  by  the  demurrer,  to  constitute 
a  contract  "with  the  plaintiff  authorizing 
its  use  of  streets  subject  only  to  the  reas- 
onable and  necessary  restrictions  of  its 
exercise  of  the  police"  power."

Transport  McPherson,  With 

Fifth  Infantry  Men,  Has 

a  Close  Shave. 

New  York,  Aug.  ".—The  Atlas  line 
steamer  Alene,  Capt.  Long,  w^.iich  ar- 
rived today  from  West  India  ports,  re- 
ports the  United  States  army  transport 
McPherson.  from  Santiago  for  Xew  Y'ork. 
ashore  at  Fortune  island.  Frim  what 
could  be  learned  on  board  the  Alene.  it 
appears  the  McPherson  was  nroceedins 
at  full  speed  on  the  2nd  instant,  and 
more  than  two  miles  out  of  her  course.

TOO  MUCH  COMFIDEHCE. 

Lawrence  Depew  Finds  Tliat  Amons; 
tile  Western  Repubiicans. 

Amonu:  the  tourist  pa:ti«  s  th  it  left  «»n 
the  North  West  for  Detroit,  Mich.,  this 
afternoon  were  three  prominent  Detroit 
business  men.  T.^awrence  Depew.  of  the 
National  Biscuit  cnnpany,  and  a  brother 
of  Chauncey  Depew.  of  New  York;  !■". 
W.  Hays,  president  of  the  Pn  sion  Na- 
tional bank,  and  C.  F.  Penneweal.  a  dry 
goods  merchant. 

Mr.  Depew  said  this  morning: 

"We  have  had  a  most  enjoyalde  three 
weeks'  trip  in  the  West  and  in  British 
Columbia.  Some  of  the  time  has  been 
spent  in  iftu.ghing  it.  and  I  must  confess.--, 
that  with  all  the  pleasure  of  the  trip  I 
am  glad  to  get  back  into  civilization 
again. 

"The  West  seems  prosperous.  Poli- 
ii'S  is  very  quiet,  t'xt  much  so.  I  fear. 
The  tlepublieaiis  out  there  are  too  con- 
fident, and  .are  lying  down.  I  lielievi' 
this  is  a  great  mistake,  for  it  is  in  just 
this  way  that  the  Democrats  have  al- 
ways got  the  start  of  us. 

"1  am  a  .great  believer  in  the  future  of 
the  West.  an<l  would  a«lvlde  ever.v  youn.g 
man  with  ambition  to  go  out  there.

In  the  office  of  David  Q.  Haynes,  414 
Burrows  bloclc,  there  are  a  number  of 
photographs  of  members,  deceased  rela- 
tives, etc..  of  prominent  Duluth  families. 
These  represent  all  that  is  left  of  the 
plunder  of  a  very  smooth  individual  who 
worked  the  East  End  of  the  city  to  per- 
fection t'.vo  or  three  months  ago.  Tu'iere 
are  also  a  number  of  these  photographs 
at  the  Wenlworlh  hotel  on  Second  ave- 
nue west,  where  the  gentleman  boarded, 
and  which  was  the  only  remuneration 
left  by  him  for  his  rocmi  rent. 

Mr.  Haynes"  connection  with  the  photo- 
graphs is  entirely  innoc-ent,  and  to  nim 
lho.se  whr>  recover  their  Dfoperty  can  be 
thankful  for  getting  it. 

One  "I'rofessor"  Ashley  dropped  into 
the  city  about  three  months  ago.  He 
was  a  very  smooth  gentleman  and  about 
five  minutes'  conversation  was  all  he 
needed  to  inspire  a  feeling  of  confidence 
in  his  inleirrily.  He  went  around  Die 
city  soliciting  for  the  "Dulut'.i  C  dlege  of 
Art,"  414  Burrows  building,  and  at  every 
place  he  went  said  that  he  was  introduc- 
ing the  work  of  the  college's  style  of  art 
and  was  making  a  limited  number  of 
pictures  for  ',»S  cents  each.  Ned  every- 
body would  have  the  chance  lo  get  a 
work  at  this  low  figure,  fjr  that  could 
not  be  afforded,  but  each  person  was 
given  a  chame  ti»  draw  from  a  bundle  of 
cards  which  ''.le  carried,  and  if  a  Drize 
^\as  drawn  he  would  then  take  the  photo- 
graph and  make  the  enlargement,  the  9S 
cents  being  paid  in  advance,  of  course. 
The  collection  of  i)holographs  which  is 
here  awaiting  owners  indicates  that 
everyone  drew  prizes. 

Wtiere\  er  he  could  he  worked  the  peo- 
ple for  frames,  and  at  one  house  In  the 
East  End  he  got  $8  cash  for  a  frame, 
and  the  only  thing  the  lady  of  the  house 
knew  abjul  it  was  the  picture  of  the 
frame  which  he  showed  her  in  the  cata- 
'ogue  and  the  smooth  talk  on  its  ele- 
gance which  he  gave  her. 

For  some  time  the  people  who  had 
drawn  prizes  waited  for  their  i>ortraits. 
and  then  they  went  to  414  Burrows  build- 
ing, and  the  sad.  .sad  truth  was  delivered 
lo  them.  The  smooth  Professor  Ashley 
was  a  swindler,  and  thc»y  had  been  done 
ver.v  easil.v  out  of  !»s  cents  apiece. 

Mr.  Haynes,  who  has  the  office  at  414 
is  an  artist  who  enlar.ges  portraits,  etc. 
A  man  came  to  him  one  day  and  intro- 
ducing himself  as  Profe.s.sor  Ashley,  said 
tfaat  he  was  about  t  >  solicit  some  work 
in  the  line  of  having  portraits  enlarged, 
and  asked  if  Mr.  Haynes  wcmld  do  the 
work.  Ke  re|)lled  that  he  was  in  that 
business,  and  tlie  more  work  brought  to 
him  the  better  he  would  be  suitecl.  He 
gets  most  of  his  business  through  agents 
and  suspected  notliing.  The  man  asked 
if  (he  might  se»iil  peo{)|e  there  t  >  see  their 
jiictures  while  they  were  being'  done, 
and  Mr.  Haynes  reolied  that  he  might. 
He  \»ent  away  and  that  was  tiie  last 
Mr.  Haynes  heard  of  him  until  i>eoi)le 
besan  coming  into  his  office  with  t.')e 
cards  which  Ashley  had  liad  iirinted. 
and   wanted   to  know   where   their  work 

Wl'.S. 

Then  Haynes  began  to  investi.gate  and 
found  out  that  he  iiad  jumj>ed  the  town 
and  gone  to  Minneapilis  and  had  work'-d 
that  city  effectually  and  also  St.  I'aul. 
He  sent  to  the  Minneapolis 
authorities  and  t  dd  them  that 
if  any  of  Ashley's  effects 

found  there  c^mtained  i)hotographs  which 
.seemed  to  l>elong  to  Duluth  people,  t  » 
send  them  to  him.  He  also  learned  that 
Ashley  had  left  a  number  of  them  at  the 
Went  worth  hotel. 

Wi'aen  Ashley  left  here  he  tcxik  a  young 
man  named  Sheehan  with  him.  He  kept 
Sheehan  in  Minneapolis  as  long  as  he 
c<mld  use  him.  and  then  when  he  skipped 
from  the  Flour  City  he  stole  the  youn:; 
fellow's  clothes. 

He  got  about  $100  in  Duluth,  as  nearly 
as  can  be  estimated. 


SUIT  TO  CLEAR  TITLE. 

Northern  Pacific,  Weyeriiasuser  and 
Humbird  Join  In  One. 

John  A.  Humbird  and  Frederick 
Weyc  rha-T-user.  who  purchased  the 
Noithern  Pacific  lands  in  this  county 
involved  in  the  famous  terminus  suit, 
have  joired  with  the  road  in  a  suit  to 
clear  title  to  the  lands  in  district  court. 
The  lands  involved,  it  will  be  remem!»er- 
ed,  were  cho.sen  by  the  Northci'n 
Pacific  in  lieu  of  lands  along  its  line 
between  Duluth  and  Ashland.  There 
were  no  lands  there  available  within  the 
prescribed  limits,  so  the  road  picked 
out  lands  in  this  county. 

If  the  roads  terminus  had  been  in 
Duluth.  as  many  claitned,  it  would  not 
have  been  cmtilleil  to  thc^se  lands,  li 
it  was  in  .\shland.  the  comj)aiiy  claims, 
it  was  entitled  to  the  grants.  The  mat- 
ter went  tbrou.j;h  all  stagc-s  of  iiligation 
in  the  land  office  and  department  of  the 
interior,  and  various  decisions  were 
rendered,  finall.v  resulting  in  favor  of 
the  company.  .Meanwhile  a  large  num- 
ber of  ptMipIe  had  filed  on  the  lands, 
and  a  number  of  lumber  companies  had 
purchased  their  titles.  Some?-  of  the 
claimants,  it  is  alleged,  are  cuttin.g| 
timber  on  the  lands,  and  the  suit  this 
monring  is  not  only  to  clear  the  rail-; 
road's  title  to  the  property,  but  to  oust 
the  trespassers  and  enjcun  them  from  ■ 
removing  an.v  timlier  from  the  land.

HERE'S  A  SCRAP 

Butler-Ryan  Company  and  the 

City  to  Clash  Over 

Gravel. 

Those  little  pebbles  on  the  beach  at 
Park  Point  threaten  lo  cause  a  )>risk  and 
expensive  fi.ght  between  the  citv  and  th" 
contracting  firm  of  Rutlei-  &  Ryan.  This 
afternoon  the  board  of  public  works 
served  an  ultimatum  on  the  contractors 
to  the  effect  that  if  a  shovel  was  stuck 
into  the  gravel  on  Park  Point  with  mer- 
cenary intent,  the  man  pushing  the 
shovel  w<mld  tie  placed  under  arrest  and 
charged  with  violating  the  city  ordi- 
nance, which  says  that  no  person  can 
remove  the  pe^bbles  without  a  perriiic 
from  the  lioard  of  public  works.  The 
contractors  are  willing  and  anxious  to 
have  the  permit,  but  the  board  of  public 
works  cannot  giant  it  without  permis- 
sion from  the  council,  and  the  council 
will  not  agree  to  let  the  board  of  public 
works  issue  it  until  Butler  &  Ryan  has 
made  a  test  case  in  the  courts. 

Yesterday  afternoon  an  officer  was 
fient  over  to  Park  Point  and  notified  the 
contractors  that  if  an  effort  was  made  to 
remove  any  of  the  gravel,  the  entire 
crew  of  working  men  would  be  placed 
under  arrest.  "The  lespcnise  was  terse 
and  to  the  effect  ihat  the  gravel  would 
be  removed  as  soon  as  the  spur  track 
was  completed.  This  was  acco.nplished 
this  morning,  and  the  Butler  &  Ryan 
people  carried  out  their  end  of  the  threat 
liy  removing  about  four  yards  of  gravel. 
It  is  now  up  to  the  city,  and  there  may 
be  arrests  before  tomorrow  mornin,g. 

The  Butler  &  Ryan  concern  recently 
IJUif  based  a  lot  on  the  lake  shore,  just 
below  Marvin  street,  for  the  purpose  01 
takin.g  out  gravel  to  fill  the  crilis  on  their 
government  pier  contract.  Cp  to  the 
present  time  the  contractors  have  bor- 
rowed from  the  government  slock  pile, 
and  ai'e  anxious  to  rettu'n  the  gravel  as 
soon  as  fiossible. 

The  Park  Point  residents  objected  to 
any  removal  of  the  gravel,  saying  that 
the  heavy  surf  woulcl  wash  through  and 
damage  adjoining  property  if  the  hoi-- 
was  dug  in  the  iicunt.  The  council  and 
city  officers  are  backing  the  Park  Point- 
c  rs,  and  both  sides  say  they  will  fight 
the  matter  out  in  the  cciurts  if  it  comcs 
lo  a  show  down.

CULIfON  AN  ISSUE. 

His  Record  In  Question  In  the  Powirs 
Case. 

Gecu-gelown,  Aug.  7. — The  prosecution 
in  the  Powers  case  this  morning  was 
granted  a  subpoena  duc^es  tecum  on 
State  Auditor  Coulter,  requiring  him  to 
bring  his  records  into  court.  This  is 
done  to  contradict  the  testimony  of  ex- 
Auditor  Sam  Stone,  who  testified  that 
he  discharged  W.  M.  Cullon  in  Decem- 
lier.  and  charged  him  with  stealing 
?1000. 

The  iirosecution  expects  to  show  liy 
the  lecurd  that  Culton  was  paid  his  sal- 
ary in  both  D?ceml3er  and  January,  and 
l>y  other  witresses  lo  prove  that  since 
that  date  Stone  recommended  Culton  to 
V£.rious  i)eo|ile  as  being  entirely  trust- 
worthy. The  defense  asked,  and  was 
granted,  an  attachment  against  f:.  E. 
Hogg,  Culton  s  brother-in-law  and  al- 
toiney,  who  bad  been  sulipiHmaed,  bu: 
failed  to  appear  as  a  witness. 

W.  J.  Lewis,  of  Frankfort,  was  tlie 
liist  witnesss  Jieard  today.  He  said  that 
Goebel  fell  at  least  ten  feel  fnan  the 
spot  marked    Uy  the  prosecution. 

George  L.  Barnes,  who  was  a  clerk  iit 
the  state  auditor's  office,  gave  a  detailed 
account  of  the  occurrences  on  the  state 
capital  grouncs  on  the  day  of  the  shoot- 
ing. He  heard  several  persons  say  the 
guilty  parties  were  being  concealed  in 
the  executive  building  and  ought  to  be 
blown  up.  Banus  said  that  after  he 
went  liack  into  the  executive  building 
he  smelled  smoke,  which  he  supposeci 
was  the  result  of  the  shots.  He  saw 
Whitlaker  arrested  by  a  party  of  citi- 
zens. They  look  several  pistols  from 
him. 

Prior  to  the  issassination.  witness  saw 
a  rifie  in  the  vault  at  the  auditor's  office. 
It  formeri.v  belon.ged,  he  said,  to  Henry 
Yout.>-ey,  but  t.t  the  time  of  the  shooting 
il  lielonged  lo  Frank  Roberts,  wh"  had 
since  been  appointed  a  clerk  in  thci 
census  liureat    at  Washington. 

Witness  sail  he' talked  with  l;ol;erts 
about  the  disappearance  of  the  gun.  out 
the  court  rultci  that  he  could  not  detail 
the  conversation,  neither  Powers  no 
Youtsey  ijeing  present  when  the  talk  oc- 
cuir-ed. 

John  B.  Hu'st,  of  Corbin,  testified  he 
was  in  Frankfort  several  times  in 
Januai-y-  The  last  lime  he  went  was 
with  the  mountaineers,  Jan.  2^.  More 
than  half  of  the  men  were  armed.  He 
contradicted  -several  of  the  slatemenls 
of  Robert  Ncaks.  Hui-st  declared  that 
the  men  in  ihe  mountain  army  were 
average  mountain  citizens  and  closed  l>y 
stating  that  he  had  himself  been  a 
delegate  ti)  the  Republican  national 
convention.

For  two  years  back  a   "Silence"   has 
never  been  inflicted  upon  anybody,  and 
it   was    thought   the  cadets   had     prac- 
tically  abondaned    this    little    form     of 
deviltry.  But  in  the  case  of  Lieut.  Lind- 
say la.st  evening  it  was  revived.     As  th-' 
lieutenant    entered    the    dining    hall     at 
supper  time,  it  being  a  i)art  of  his  dut^" 
to  go  there  during  iiieals  to  see  that  all 
is  orderly  as  it  should  be.  a  clearly  de- 
veloped   "Siilenee"    occurred.      It    began 
in  the  south  end  of  the  dining  hall,  and 
ii  wos  not  alisolutely  universal  through- 
out  the  great    room    it   was  sufficiently 
so  to  be  very  pointedly  marked.    Lieut. 
Lindsay  did  not  heed  it  apparently,  l>ut 
walked  through  into  the  kitchen.     When 
he   returned   to    the       mess       hall       the 
"silence"  once  more  broke  loose,  so   to 
speak.     This   time   Lieut.    Lindsay    took 
prompt  action.     In  aceordance  with  the' 
rule  established  by  Col.  Hawgins  he  as- 
sumed   that    when    the    cadets    stopped 
eating    and    stopped    talking    they    had 
finished    their    meal.     -Vs    a    matter    of 
fact  they  had  nor  stopped  eating.  They 
had   only  just    begun   it.     Tiut    that    did 
r;ot  make  an.v  difference.    They  were  or-  j 
•ieied  to  their  feet,  marched  out  of  the  ' 
hall  and  thence  to  the  camp.    Here  for  | 
a  time  they  were  held   to  att<^ntion.     It  j 
was  mortally  hot.  and  standing  at  at-  | 
tertion.  was  not  the  most  agreeable  re-  i 
creation    In    the   world,    yet    the   cadets  J 
stood  there,  and  they  stood  there  a  good  | 
long   time. 

Then    they    broke    ranks    and    Lieut.  • 
Lindsay  reported  the  incident  in  full  to  | 
Col.    Mills,    the    superintendent    of    the 
academy.    At   each   one   of    the    twenty 
odd  tables  in  the  mess  hall  one  of  the  j 
cadv,-ts  is  assigned  to  act  as  a  command-  ; 
ant.       Col.    Mills    exacts   that    ea'h    one 
of  these  commandants  shall  make  a  full 
report   and  explanation   of  the  conduct 
of  the  cadets  at  his  table.    That  order 
was  issued  today,  and  the  commandants 
have    twenty    four    hours    in    which    to 
respond.     Upon     the    character    of    the 
responses  will  depend  the  action  taken, 
and    the  punishments,   if  any.   that   will 
lie  inflicted.     .And  thus  the  matter  rest.'- 
with    much    suspense    and     no        little 
enxiety  nigninir  in  the  cadet  camp. 

This  little*  flurry  is  the  only  Incident 
which  has  broken  the  monotony  of  a 
camping  season  wherein  the  conduct 
of  the  cadets  ha?  Ijeen  particularly  ex- 
emplary. The  cadets  seemed  to  have 
come  to  a  full  realization  of  the  fact  that 
C  'I.  Mills  is  determined  that  the  brutal 
forms  of  hazing  which  heretofore  have 
been  only  too  prevalent  in  many  ca.ses 
must  go.  Harshness  and  brutality  have 
no  place  in  the  -Vmerican  army.  The 
character  of  the  enlisted  men  Is  of  a 
different  type  from  that  of  the  armies 
of  Continental  Kurope.  The  American 
soldier  does  not  require,  and  it  is  no 
part  of  the  .\merican  officer's  idea  of 
discipline,  to  inflict  the  brut.il  treatment 
that  is  too  often  the  lot  of  <jr<lers  in 
some  of  the  Continental  armies.  The 
rougher  and  more  sava.ge  forms  of  haz- 
ing if  permitt.  d  to  have  full  swing,  tend 
to  t  leate  harsh  treatment  of  subordin- 
ates. For  this  leason  ahme.  if  for  no 
other,  it  has  been  determined  that  West 
Point  shall  be  no  longer  a  scene  of  such 
outrageous  and  actual  physical  injuries 
to  (.idets  of  the  incoming  class  as  ex- 
isted in  the  past.  The  cadets  who  are 
here  now  have  manifested  a  tendency 
to  recognize  the  justice  of  Col.  Mills' 
position  in  this  matter,  and  even  if  they 
do  not  recfjgnize  his  position  upon  thi.s 
l»oint  as  the  proper  one  they  do  very 
clearly  recognize  the  fact  that  his  ideas 
<.'f  discipline,  while  based  upon  kindness, 
are  relentlessly  firm.  The  consequen<'e 
is  thai  hazing  this  summer  has  be-'; 
■-■ntirely  of  a  harmless  form. 

Barring  the  one  instance  of  violation 
of  the  rule  that  cadets  shall  not  be 
made  to  do  menial  labor  the  hazing  has 
been  entirely  in  the  nature  of  joke.«.  For 
instance  in  several  cases  cadets  of  the 
p:ebe  class  have  been  regularly  selected 
as  weather  prophets  for  the  week.  Every 
morning  at  a  certain  hour  and  fre<iuentry 
during  the  day  the  pnqthets  were  for- 
mally i-alled  upon  ai:d  made  to  prophe.-jy. 
They  had  to  prophesy  loudly  and  fully 
and  weic  siihjectid  to  cross  examination 
upon  their  prophecies  and  as  to  the 
ineteorologif  al  ]>hcnomena  upon  whi<  h 
they  lia.sed  them.  Jf  the  predictions, 
failed  to  come  true  the  prophets  were 
subjected  to  op|)robrious  comments,  not 
only  upon  their  gifts  as  weather  jiro- 
phets.  hut  also  ui>on  their  general  mental 
equipment  and  even  the  deficiencies  «>'' 
their  appearance. 

Then  again  there  was  a  great  time 
over  Voltaire.  Voltaire  was  an  enor- 
mous cricket  that  was  caught  In  the 
lamp.  Evern  day  a  qlebe  was  apfioint- 
ed  as  a  guard  over  Voltaire  and  was 
held  strictly  responsible  for  Voltaire's 
general  health  and  deportment.  V(d- 
taire  became  a  distinct  burden  to  the 
cade:  mind  during  his  sh'trt  career  in 
the  camp.  Notwithstanding  the  ex- 
treme care  with  which  the  pleheg  werc^ 
'ompelled  to  look  after  him.  Voltaire 
finally  fell  ill  and  died.  Then  there  was 
a  funeral.  Six  stalwart  plebe.«  were 
designated  as  pallbearers  and  had  to 
'ifficiate  in  that  capacity.  Still  another 
plebe  was  appointed  to  deliver  a  funeral 
sermon  over  Voltaire,  and  both  during 
the  sermon  and  during  the  ceremonies 
of  the  interm.ent  no  levity,  at  least  of  a 
plebeian  sf>rt,  was  permitted. 

This  harmless  fun  is  a  fair  sample  of 
the  general  drift  of  ail  the  hazing 
pranks  that  have  gone  on  this  summer. 
Of  course,  if  nmiors  of  fun  of  this  sort 
come  u>  the  officers'  ears  they  do  not 
heed  them,  yet  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  this  exccfiti  mally  orderly  and 
•  luiei  state  of  aff-'irs  has  existed  thr.nisrh 
the  summer  lamp,  there  nevertheless 
have  been  all  sorts  of  ab.«ur<l  T-umm-.v* 
about  hazing  of  the  old  savage  kind 
going  on.  It  has  even  been  rep.»rted 
that  Cadet  Nfo-ris  of  Pennsylvjinia.  who 
has  just  resigned,  diti  .so  because  of  the 
brutal  treatment  which  he  rtceived  fruai 
the  upper  class  men. 

There  is  not  a  word  of  truth  in  this. 
'let  N'orris  resigiicfl  simply  bee.mse 
;.e  !'ound  the  rigid  routine  of  West  Point 
acadam.v  life  too  severe.  Col.  Mills  ad- 
vised him  to  continue  on  a  little  longer 
until  January  at  least  to  see  if  he  could 
not  fortify  himself  for  the  ordeal.  But 
Cadet  Norris  insisted  on  going  and  he 
Went.  One  reason  for  hi.**  dis.«atisfaction 
was  that  he  was  disappointed  at  the 
outset  in  not  being  sent  to  the  naval 
instead  oT  the  military  academy.

far-sjKhtedne.cs  and  asti.!jmatism.    Tht  s.' 
are  all   imrortani.  for.  besides  the  dis- 
ci-:mfort    and    annoyance  .  of     imnerfect 
sisrht.  the  involuntary  efri)rts  which  the 
•sufferer  makes   ti  see  better  strain   r^e 
eyes,  and  not  only  injure  them,  but  a!s  . 
sive  rise,  through  reflex  action,  to  head- 
aiCies  and  various  nervous  disturbance.-. 
sa\s  the  Youth's  Companion. 

-Near-si>;hledness.  short-siKhtedness  ir 
myopia,  as  it  is  variously  cilled.  is  a 
eondition  of  the  eyeball— usually  ;» 
lengthening— in  consequence  of  whiei 
the  rays  of  light  are  brou;?ht  to  a  foeus 
in  front  of  the  retina,  and  sj  I'.ie  object 
is  blurred. 

This  eondltinn  may  exist  from  birth, 
but  is  usually  the  result  of  too  much  and 
too  earlv  use  of  the  eyes,  as  in  the  c^se. 
of  students,  entfravers,  women  who  do 


fine  sewing,  and  so  firth.  Tlius  we  may 
say  that  iiutting  children  to  w"irk  at 
some  of  the  kindergarten  exercises,  such 
as  perforating  and  drawing,  is  in  a 
dotible  sense  a  short-sighted  i)rocedure. 

Many  near-sigSited  people  refuse  t-; 
wear  glas.^es.  preferring  to  dt-jrive  them- 
selves oi"  sight  for  everything  beyond  the 
nise  rather  than  to  injure  their  personal 
appearance,  as  they  think.  This  is  an- 
ether  short-sighted  poliey,  for,  beside:- 
losing  mueh  of  the  joy  of  existenee 
which  comes  from  seeing  the  beautiful 
things  .ibout  and  above  us,  such  per- 
sons are  very  liab'.e  to  suffer  from  in- 
flainmaiion  of  the  eyes  produced  \>y  e  in- 
stant strain. 

A  les.1-  ronimon  defect  is  l"ng  or  fai - 
sightedtiess  or  hynermetropi;i.  This  i.-' 
the  opposite  of  myopia,  the  eyeball  bein.t: 
fl:'.Uened  or  short(  Ut  d  and  the  rays  of 
light  corusefjuently  not  oniing  to  a  focus 
by  the  lime  they  reach  the  retina. 

In  this  case  the  eye  often  e..rreets  tlie 
defei  t  ni«ire  or  Ic.-^s  suceessfully  by  mak- 
ing the  cr.vstalline  k-ns  more  convex, 
but  it  dors  fhis  at  the  cxiense  of  the 
sufferer's  nervous  forte,  and  so  we  often 
find  tired  and  congested  eyes,  headaches, 
indigestion  and  even  serious  nervou.- 
nffections.  The  effort  to  correct  the 
vision  is  entirely  involuntary,  and  can 
be  overcome  only  by  the  fttting  of  suit- 
able convex  glasses. 

The  third  and  most  common  defect  is 
astigmatism.  In  this  dnditi  )n  there  is 
some  irregularity  of  the  surface  nf  the 
f  ye  er  the  lens,  by  mcan.«»  of  which  the 
linage  a.=  it  reaches  l'-^<^  retin.i  is  distort- 
ed. Untreated  astigmatism  is  a  frequeni 
cause  of  headache  and  other  nervous  dis- 
turbanf es.  The  only  relief  is  the  v,ear- 
ing  of  glasses,  at  least  while  reading, 
writing  or  v.'-^-  '••^-  r-^v  ■.'>■!,  .-'.5  are 
looked  at.

PREBUCIAL  MAN. 

Several  fragments  of  the  bones  of  men 
believed  to  be  prehistorie  are  now  in  the 
pfissession  of  the  American  museum  of 
natural  history  of  this  eity.  as  the  result 
of  researcnes  carried  on "  in  the  gi,i<-i.il 
'.jr.'ivels  about  Trenton,  X.  J.,  by  ?:rne.-<i 
Volk.  They  are  a  piece  of  human  femur 
and  three  fragments  of  a  parietal  bone, 
■which  latter  fit   together  perfectly. 

If  the  bones  are  of  the  same  period  as 
the  geiilogical  dep<isii  in  which  they  were 
found  it  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
an.l  valuable  contributions  to  anthropology 
made  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Volk  has  been  at  w«rk  in  tho  gla- 
cial grnvel  where  it  was  removed  by  rail- 
roa-l  comi»anies  in  their  construcrion  ex- 
cavations or  cast  out  by  pottery  iliggers 
in  *iuest  af  the  umlerlying  sand."  .\  num- 
ber of  stone  implements  of  pre-hisio.-ie 
make  were  found  by  him  in  what  geolo- 
gists believe  to  be  the  dejiosi:  made  at  the 
close  of  thf  glacial  jieriod,  says  the  New 
Tork  Stm. 

This  ieii  nim  to  hope  for  further  discov- 
eries, and  he  founil  and  dug  out  of  the 
saiiii  a  layer  in  which  it  was  imbedded  a 
fif  Lr>i.  Fit  of  a  human  fermur.  This  s.ind 
seven  feet  below  the  surface  an<l 
s  the  placial  gravel,  the  true  Tren- 
ton jiravel  of  geology. 

Five  days  later  Mr.  Volk  found  in  the 
debris  of  the  digKings  about  twenty- live 
feet  from  the  spot  where  the  former  was 
dis«-overe<l.  three  pieces  of  a  human  skull. 
From  the  position  in  which  they  lay  in 
the  talus  or  ilebris  stone  it  was  evident 
that  they  had  been  disloilged  and  had 
fallen  from  the  sand  layer  in  which  il.e 
femur  was  imbedded.  When  fitted  to- 
gether they  formed  part  of  a  luiman  p.ir- 
letal   bone. 

Both  of  these  fragments  and  the  femur 
•were  very  white  and  chalky.  Their  sur- 
faces were  striated,  showing  scratcht  s 
exactly  like  tiie  glacial  scratches  found 
on  a  polished  pebble  taken  from  the  s.ime 
»I-»ot.  The  skidl  pieees  are  somewliat 
stained  bv  iron,  which  is  an  element  of 
the  gravel. 

A  portion  of  a  .shotdder  blade  of  a  mtisk 
ox  had  been  nreviously  found  by  Mr.  Volk 
in   the  san^l   layer. 

It  woidd  appear  that  the  b<">nes  were 
those  of  men  who  lived  before  the  ;:!a- 
flal  r>erlod  and  who  may  have  perished 
from  the  <old.  when  the  irreat  masses  of 
lee  pushed  and  plowed  their  wav  through 
T^e  continent,  or  mav  have  been  over- 
■whelmed  in  the  genlogieal  convulsions  th.it 
attended  these  phenomena.  No  evidenee 
of  tliis  direct  sort  tiearine  on  file  existence 
of  preKlacial  man  upon  this  continent  has 
ever   before  been  found.

Towards  Their  Campaign 

Expenses. 

From  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau. 

Washington.  Aug.  7. — (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Information  omes  to  Wash- 
ington from  New  York  to  the  eff^t  that 
Senator  Hanna.  as  th»  head  of  the  Re- 
publican national  committee,  has  vetoed 
a  plan  of  Marshall  C.  Blaine  to  organize 
Roosevelt  Rough  Rider  Republican  clubs 
ttiroushout  the  doubtful  states  of  the 
middle  and  far  West. 

■"We  will  have."  said  Chairman  Hanna, 
"McKinley  and  Roosevelt  clubs,  but  the 
Republican  national  committee  will  not 
» ncourage  or  countenance  Rough  Rider 
clubs,  and  will  not  contribute  a  dollar 
toward  them.  If  the  local  managers  in 
the  mountain  states  decide  that  Rough 
Rider  clubs  will  help  them,  they  can  go 
ahead  and  organize  them.  Mr.  Rlaine 
was  in  to  see  me  with  his  sctieme,  but  I 
believe  we  can  accomplish  much  more 
go<jd  with  McKinley  and  Roosevelt 
club3." 

Mr.  Blaine's  plan  was  a  comprehen- 
sive one,  and  he  has  based  it  on  the 
belief  that  Governor  Roosevelt  will  be 
the  "popular  hero"  of  the  campaign  from 
a  Republican  point  of  view.  If  it  had 
been  encouraged,  it  might  have  led  to 
confusion  in  the  public  mind  as  to 
whether   McKinley     or     Roosevelt    was 

running  for  president. 

~    ^    * 

Another  rumor  in  New  York  is  to  the 
effect  that  hundreds  of  thou.sands  of 
campaign  documents  denouncing  the 
McKinley  administration  for  its  attitude 
toward  the  army  canteen  are  being  cir- 
culated among  temiierance  societies  and 
<  hurch  organizations. 

One  of  the  most  imrKirtant  factors  in 
this  distributing  plan  will  be  the  so- 
cieties connected  with  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church,  to  which  President 
McKinley  belongs.  Every  conference 
within  the  last  year  has  called  upon  Mr. 
McKinley.  as  a  citizen  and  a  Methodist, 
to  enforce  the  law  prjhilUbting  the  sale 
of  liquors  to  soldiers.  It  is  upon  this 
showing  and  with  full  knowledge  of  t!he 
number  of  Methodists  who  would  be 
guided  by  it  that  Comptroller  C  )ler  re- 
cently based  his  statement  that  the  Tro- 
l^ibition  candidates  will  poll  100,000  votes 
in  New  York  state  this  fall. 

S<^nator  Jones,  chairman  of  the  Demo- 
cratic national  committee,  to  whom  the 
( omptrollcr  made  this  statement,  is  look- 
ing up  the  question,  and  the  canteen  may 
become  one  of  the  topics  to  which  the 
Democratic  orators  will  give  their  at- 
tention during  the  campaign. 

In  addition  to  calling  upon  teirtperance 
and  ecclesiastical  organizations  to 
handle  this  literature,  the  men  behind 
the  anti-canteen  movement  have  snilicit- 
td  the  aid  of  business  and  professional 
men  ^^■ho  are  antagonistic  to  the  liquor 
tratflc  to  take  part  in  the  propaganda. 
.Ml  of  the  literature  emanates  from  the 
National  Temperance  society,  which  has 
its  headquarters  at  3  and  5  West  Eigh- 
teenth street.  New  York  city.  So  far 
copies  of  four  pamphlets  have  been 
issued,  and  others  are  in  contemplation. 
Those  Issued  have  for  their  titles.  "An- 
archism; or,  STnall  Law  be  Nullified;  ' 
"A  Nation's  Crime  Against  Her  Own 
Soldiers,"    "Nullification"   and   "Expan- 

.^ion  of  the  Government  Saloon."

"Baltimore  and  Richmond  now  have 
facilities  for  undertaking  the  construc- 
tion of  the  largest  warships  designed  by 
the  government."  said  Rear  Admiral 
Melville  recently  in  discussing  the  prob- 
able number  of  competitors  for  the  great 
program  of  shipbuilding  involving  an  ex- 
penditure of   nearly   $60,000,000. 

•These  plants,"  he  said,  "have  now 
the  plant,  the  water,  the  space  and  the 
technical  force  to  build  battleships,  ar- 
mored cruisers  and  large  protected 
t  rui.sers.  the  type  of  vessels  included  in 
the  fourteen  for  which  bids  are  shortlv 
n  be  asked,  and  representing  the  most 
extensive  plan  of  shipbuilding  ever  un- 
dertaken by  the  American  navy  in  a 
single  year. 

"The  Sparrows  Point  comnany  is  the 
only  Marvland  concern  now  competent 
to  bid  on  these  ships  with  any  probability 
of  receiving  an  award,  and  from  my 
j.ersonal  knowledge  of  the  work  they  are 
turning  out  I  am  confident  they  can  suc- 
cessfully connpete  with  some  of  the 
larger  concerns.  Baltimore  has  not  for 
veara  actively  engaged  in  building  ship.s 
"for  the  navy,  the  last  of  any  considerable 
size  built  there  l>eing  the  Montgimery 
and  Detroit,  both  fine  shins,  althougfi 
delayed  in  their  completion  beyond  con- 
tract  time. 

"There  is  ample  water  on  the  Upper 
Chesapeake  bay  for  battleship  construc- 
tion, and  all  we  need  is  the  proper  me- 
chanical genius  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Three  destroyers  are  now  building  there, 
and  they  will  all  no  doubt  prove  to  be 
fine  specimens  of  naval  architecture. 

"At  Richmond  there  is  a  plant  that,  in 
my  judgment,  can  not  only  build  torpedo 
boats,  but  any  size  and  class  of  warship 
the  navy  requires.  Torpedo  destroyers. 
a  new  cruiser  and  a  submarine  boat  are 
n)W  building  there  for  the  navy,  and  I 
see  no  reason  why  the  Triggs  cannot  bid 
with  some  reasonable  certainty  of  secur- 
ing a  vessel  on  the  large  ships  recently 
designed.  There  is  eighteen  feet  of  water 
at  their  present  yards,  and  none  of  the 
new  shii»s  would  be  launched  drawing 
more  than  fourteen.  They  could  be 
floated  further  down  the  river  a  mile  or 
two  and  there  receive  their  armor  and 
battery  and  soon  find  twenty-five  feet  to 
the  sea. 

"While  it  might  be  necessary  to  launch 
the  battleships  and  armored  cruisers 
sideways,  and  this  no  doubt  would  be 
done,  there  is  no  reason  or  objection  for 
this  method  being  pursued.  Sideways 
launchings  are  the  rule  abroad  and  can 
be  effected  as  readily  as  the  stern 
launch. 

"There  are  other  yards  in  the  country 
also  equippetl  to  enter  the  «ompetititm 
for  heavy  warship  construction,  includ- 
ing a  new  yard  at  Camden.  N.  J.,  and 
perhaps  Bath.  For  this  reason  I  expect 
the  bids  for  the  five  battle.shir>s.  six  ar- 
mored cruisers  and  three  10.000-ton  cruis- 
ers, falsely  called  the  Olympia  class,  to 
be  exceedingly  close  and  active. 

"I  regret  that  it  was  not  deemed  ad- 
visable to  place  three  screws  on  the 
battleships  and  armored  cruisers,  but 
the  construction  board  was  against 
them.  Three  screws  are  more  econom- 
ical than  two  .screws;  they  require  no 
more  weight,  they  give  equal  if  not 
higher  speed,  and  they  admit  of  larger 
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coal-carrying  capacity  and  correspond- 
ing increase  of  .'^teaming  radius. 

"It  is  a  mistaken  idea  to  suppose  triple 
screws  cost  mon?,  for  they  do  not.  Take 
a  ship  intended  for  a  long  voy.ige  to 
Manilla  or  aroimd  the  Horn,  and  .«he 
could  make  the  trip  more  economically 
with  three  screws  than  two.  If  neces- 
sarv  she  could  work  the  center  screw 
and  uncouple  the  two  wing  screws  and 
make  a  fair  average  of  speed,  or  tho 
winirs  C'juld  be  worked  and  the  centi.r 
uncoupled  and  left  to  revolve  without 
any  drag.  And  further,  if  high  speed 
in  an  emergency  was  required,  all  thre  ■ 
screws  could  be  put  in  operation  and 
the  vessel  driven  just  as  fast  on  probab- 
ly no  greater  coal  consumption  than  two 
screws  would  use. 

"Russia.  Germany  and  France  are  ad- 
vocates of  triple  screws,  while  Great 
Britain  stands  alone  among  t.'io  irreat 
powers  in  sticking  to  two.  We  have  in 
the  Columbia  and  Minneapolis  vessels 
with  three  screws  that  are  without  a 
reer  afloat  of  their  class  and  were  for 
years  the  fleetest  big  ships  on  the  ocean. 
The  Columbia,  it  will  be  recalled,  came 
across  fr  >m  Southampton  to  New  York 
in  the  time  almost  of  tho  swiftest  trans- 
Atlantic  ships. 

"Designs  for  the  new  program  are 
now  nearly  complied,  including  tho.se 
for  the  protected  cruisers,  and  we  expect 
to  award  bids  for  all  these  vessels  before 
the  do.se  of  the  year.  Bids  for  the  battle- 
sf-iips  are  1 1  be  opened  on  Nov.  l.'>.  and 
for  the  armored  cruisers  on  Dec.  8.  There 
is  a  vast  amount  of  shipbuilding,  com- 
mercial and  otherwise,  now  going  on. 
but  the  facilities  of  the  American  yards 
will  be  equal  to  the  government  work, 
and  no  doubt  it  will  be  carried  out  ex- 
peditiously and  most  creditably."

Chicago,  Aug.  7. — Hon.  William  J. 
Bryan.  Democratic  candidate  for  the 
presidency,  arrived  in  Chicago  on  llie 
Burlington  railroad  at  9:30  a.  m.  today. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Bryan, 
their  son.  Governor  and  Mrs.  Thomas 
of  Colorado,  and  Col  John  I.  Martin,  ser- 
geant-at-arms  of  the  Kansas  City  con- 
vention. 

The  party  was  met  at  the  Union  depot 

by  a  local  committee,  several  clubs  and 
a  large  number  of  citizens,  who  give 
them  an  enthusiastic  greeting.  Tlio 
party  was  driven  immediately  to  the 
Sherman  house. 

The  first  public  appearance  of  the  day 
w^  made  by  Mr.  Bryan  at  Aurora  at 
S:20  a.  m.  He  had  just  finished  break- 
fast when  he  was  called  to  the  rear 
platform  by  the  cries  of  a  large  crowd. 
Hon.  Samuel  Alschuler.  Demix'ra'iic 
nominee  for  governor  of  Illinois,  greeted 
Mr.  Bryan  and  was  invited'  into  his  car. 
There  were  demands  for  a  speech,  but 
none  was  made.  Instead,  Mr.  Bryan 
took  his  position  on  the  steps  of  the  rear 
platform  and  shook  hands  with  the  peo- 
ple crowded  about.  He  told  them  that 
he  desired  to  save  his  voice  for  the  Wed- 
nesday ordeal  and  must  therefore  de- 
cline to  talk. 

■'I  have  passed  through  Aurora  many 
limes,"  he  said,  as  he  pulled  Mr.  Al- 
schuler up  the  steps,  "and  I  have  often 
wondered  why  you  did  not  have  a  gov- 
ernor of  your  own  living  here,  and  1  am 
glad  to  see  that  you  are  about  to  remedy 
the  defect." 

"And  we,"  responded  Mr.  Alschuler. 
"have  been  wondering  for  several  years 
why  we  did  n^t  occasionally  have  a 
president  from  Nebraska  passing 
through  our  town." 

Mr.  Alschuler  tht'U  introduced  a  num- 
ber of  friends  and  the  train  soon  tnovc  1 
out.  As  it  started  theic  was  a  cheer  for 
"the  next  president"  from  the  crowd. 

Mr.  Bryan  retired  ;it  11  o'clock  last 
night,  just  after  passing  Creston,  Iowa. 
.\t  that  place  the  train  was  met  by  a 
demonstrative  crowd,  as  it  was  also  at 
Red  Oak.  but  at  both  places  the  nom- 
inee declined  to  speak. 

When  Mr.  Bryan  emerged  from  the 
train  in  Chicago,  he  looked  co<d  and 
fresh,  clean  and  liright.  appearing  well 
prepared  for  an  .nrduous  day.  Clad  in 
light  summer  clothing,  he  was  evidently 
prepared  to  go  through  the  day  with  as 
much  comfort  as  possible  for  a  presi- 
dential candidate  entering  utin  the  first 
work  of  a  campaign. 

A  committee  of  citizens  who  inet  the 
incoming  party  was  headed  by  Mayor 
Carter  Harrison,  and  Committeeman 
Gahan«  Robert  E.  Burke  and  Frank 
Winter,  the  latter  appearing  as  repre- 
sentmive  of  the  German-American  clubs 
of  the  city.  These,  with  other  leaders, 
were  admitted  inside  the  station  gates. 
Their  followers  sent  up  a  lusty  cheer  as 
the  national  leader  came  into  sight,  but 
notwithstanding  the  presence  of  pro- 
bably 1000  people  at  the  station,  there 
was  scant  ceremony  at  that  point.  After 
a  few  hearty  handshakes,  Mr.  Bryan  and 
his  party  were  escorted  to  waiting 
carriages  and  driven  to  the  Sherman 
house. 

The  party  made  its  way  through  the 
throng  at  the  dopot  with  some  difficulty 
and  Mr.  Bryan  was  frequently  com- 
]>clled.  during  the  short  walk,  to  stop 
and  shake  hands  with  an  especially  in- 
sistant  admirer. 

Shortly  before  1  o'clock  the  parade  was 
formed  to  escort  Mr.  Bryan  and  Mr. 
Stevenson  and  the  other  members  of  the 
party  to  the  special  train  which  was  to 
convey  them  to  Indianapolis.  A  few 
minutes  later  the  party  left  the  Sher- 
man bouse  and,  entering  the  carriages 
in  waiting,  took  their  places  in  the  lino 
of  march  to  the  Illinois  Central  station, 
at  the  foot  of  Randolph  street,  where 
the  special  Big  Four  train  had  been 
backed  for  the  convenience  of  the 
party. 

Preceding  Messrs.  Bryan  and  Steven- 
son and  party  was  tho  Cook  County  De- 
mocracy band,  and  fallowing  the  car- 
riages of  the  distinguished  Democratic 
leaders  were  the  members  of  the  Cook 
County  Democracy  to  the  number  of  3.")0 
and  about  100  other  I'^cal  Democratic 
politicians  who  were  t)  accompany  the 
party  to  Indianapolis. 

Mr.  Bryan  was  received  with  cheers 
during  the  short  drive  from  the  hotel  to 
tile  Randolnh  street  station. 

Arriving  at  the  station  the  party  at 
once  boarded  the  tr.ain.  and  at  1:30  the 
start  for  Irxlianapolis  was  made,  amid 
prolonged  cheering  fiom  a  crowd  which 
had  gathered  to  witness  the  departure. 

In  the  party  accompanying  Mr.  Stev- 
en.son  wer«  Mrs.  Stevenson.  Lewis  G. 
Steven.snn  and  Miss  Letitla  Stevenson, 
all  of  whom  made  the  trip  to  Indian- 
apolis. 

Samuel  Alschuler.  Democratic  candi- 
date for  governor  of  Illinois,  and  Mayor 
Harrison,  of  this  city,  joined  the  party 
at  the  hotel  shortly  after  its  arrival 
there. 

The  crowds  continued  to  file  pa^t 
Messrs.  Bryan  and  Stevenson  until  11:30. 
when  the  reception  <ame  to  an  end.  and 
the  party  prepared  for  the  start  to  In- 
dianapolis. 

A  special  train  carrying  the  entire 
party  departed  over  the  Big  Four  at  1:30

Chamberlain  Says    They   Endorse 
the  African  Settlement. 

London.  Aug.  7.— The  secretary  of  state 
for  the  colonies,  Mr.  Chamberlain,  in  re- 
ply to  a  question  in  the  house  of  commons 
today,  said  he  had  already  made  himself 
acquainted  with  the  views  of  Canada  and 
Australia  in  regard  to  the  main  points  of 
the  South  African  settlement.  He  added 
that  they  were  completely  m  accord  with 
her  maiestv's  government  as  to  the  neces- 
siiv  for  the  annexation  of  the  Orange 
Free  State  and  the  Transvaal  to  the  Brit- 
ish empire,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
government  suported  by  a  military  force, 
with  the  ultimate  extension  of  immediate 
self-government.

Prostrations. 

Pittsburg,  Aug.  7.— One  dead  and 
seven  prostrations  from  the  heat  is  the 
record  for  the  past  twenty-four  hours. 
The  fatality  was  Jacob  Reneker,  aged  67 
years,  a  well  known  stock  dealer. 

Yesterday  was  the  hottest  day  in  two 
years,  the  mercury  standing  at  97  for 
several  hours.  At  11  o'clock  the  ther- 
mometer registered  90,  three  de.grees 
hotter  than  the  same  hour  yesterday 
The  intense  heat  caused  great  suffering 
in  the  mills  and  factories,  and  many 
workmen  were  forced  to  (juit  work  for 
the  day.

HELPS  BJIITAIN  OUT. 

American  Bold   For  Bonds  Comes 
Very  Handy  Now. 

London,  Aug.  7.— In  the  house  of  com- 
mons today,  Benjamin  Louis  Copen, 
Conservative  inember  for  the  East  di- 
vision of  Islington,  asked  the  chancellor 
of  the  exchequer.  Sir  Michael  Hicks- 
Beach,  the  reason  for  the  early  closin.g 
of  sub.scriptions  for  exchequer  bonds. 
The  chancellor  said  the  lists  were  closed 
as  soon  as  the  lionds  had  been  suIj- 
scribed  for.  He  had  received  an  offer 
from  an  Anglo-American  hou.se  to  place 
half  the  i.ssue  in  America  on  the  same 
conditions  as  issued  here.  This,  he  ad- 
ded, secured  the  success  of  the  loan.  But 
there  was  another  reason.  Last  Thurs- 
day the  reserve  of  the  Bank  of  England 
stood  at  the  lowest  point  for  years,  and 
he  was  advised  that  great  re'.ief  iright 
be  afforded  here  by  the  movement  of 
gold  from  the  United  States  if  a  larg- 
part  of  this  loan,  £10,000,000,  was  taken 
there. 

It  is  understood  here  that  the  chancel- 
lor of  the  exihequer  has  all oted  £5.000,- 

000  rf  the  loan  to  the  T'nited  States. 

In,  substance  the  chancellor  of  the  ex- 
chequer said- 

"When  1  made  tho  usual  confldentia. 
inquiries  to  ascertain  whether  the  i)ro- 
posed   terms  were   likely   to  be  attractive. 

1  received  such  very  moderate  encoiiragi  - 
ment  that  1  accepted  an  offer  alretelv 
made  to  me  bv  a  leading  Anglo-American 
house  in  London  to  place  half  thf  is.^uc  m 
the  United  States  on  the  terms  1  had  de- 
cided to  offer  it  here.  This  jiart  of  the  is- 
sue was  already  taken  when  the  loan  was 
issued  in  Great  Britain." 

In  conclusion,  the  chancellor  of  the  ex- 
chequer said: 

"1  regret  anv  disappointment  caused  by 
the  early  closi  ig  of  the  lists,  but  1  hope  it 
mav  to  some  extent  bo  mitigated  by  eon- 
sidiration  of  the  very  important  matter 
I  liave  just   mentioned."

The  greatest  <lisadvantages  that  Al^'it  ■ 
ian  mine  owners  iiave  to  contend  wi.h  is 
the  difficulty  of  transport,  but  several  lines 
arc  shortly  to  be  commenced,  which  win 
open  up  tlie  country  and  result  in  a  great 
many  mines  being  worked  which  at  pres- 
ent are  lying  idle,  says  the  London  Daily 
Mail

stroke. Heatstroke,  on  the  other  hand  1:^ 
produced  bv  the  action  on  the  who C  .sur- 
face of  thebndv.  during  a  sufflcic-nlly  pro- 
longed period  of  a  temperature  exceed- 
ing 104  degrees  Fahrenheit.  It  may  re- 
sult from  continued  overheating  in  a  room, 
as  in  the  case  of  strokes  on  board  ship, 
who  work  in  high  temperature  ;ind  with  a 
meager  air  supi>ly.  The  heat,  if  damp, 
prevents  tho  body  from  jic  rspiring  frcjl: . 
and  if  too  drv  parches  the  skin  and  lnu< 
ston«  the  persoiration  which  is  necessary 
to  health.  N<groe«!  are  far  less  suscepii- 
ble  to  heat  than  whites  liccaus'-  the  black 
color  of  their  skin  operates  as  a  shade  or 
seri'en  Dr.  Moussoir  calls  attentl-n  to 
the  fact  that  the  temperature  inside  .i 
tif-rson's  clothing  is  oft.n  much  higher 
than  the  temperature  In  the  oi>en  sun.

Defenses  Strengthened  and 

the  Garrison  Doing  Weil 

—Seymour's  Report. 


London,  Aug.  8.— In  tlio  house  of  com- 
mons today,  Mr.  Bfoderick,  parliament- 
ary secretary  of  the  foreign  office,  read 
a  telegram  from  Sir  Claude  MacDonald, 
British  minister  to  China,  received  in 
cipher  at  the  foreign  office  this  morn- 
ing. The  di^r>atch  was  in  reply  to  a 
guvt-rnment  message  and  bore  date  of 
Pekin.  Aug.  3.    It  was  as  follows: 

"I  have  today  received  your  cipher 
telegram  forwarded  to  me  by  the 
Chinese  minister.  The  shell  and  cannon 
fire  ceased  on  July  16.  l>ut  the  rifle  has 
continued  from  the  Chinese  positions 
held  by  government  troops  and  Boxers 
intermittently  ever  since.  The  casualties 
.<inee  then  have  been  slight.  Except  one 
private  of  marines,  all  the  wounded  are 
doing  well,  including  the  whole  garrison. 
The  total  of  killed  is  sixty,  and  of 
wounded,  110.  We  have  strengthened 
our  fortifications.  A\'e  have  over  200 
women  and  ihildren  refugees  in  the 
legation.  The  Chinese  government  has 
refused  transmission  to  telegrams  in 
cipher  until  now." 

Mr.  Bruderick  also  read  the  following 
dispatch  from  Admiral  Seymour,  filed 
at  Che  Foo,  Aug.  6: 

"The  allies,  about  12,000  strong,  at- 
tacked the  ("hincse  entrenched  position 
at  Keiku.  about  two  miles  outside  Tien 
Tsin  early  this  morning.  The  Chinese 
were  driven  out  and  retired  northward, 
pursued  by  the  allies,  who  occupied 
Ptitsang.  Transports  followed  up  the 
tro4»iis!.  By  road  and  river,  the  advance 
up'in  Pekin  has  been  begun." 

This  dispatch  dues  not  give  the  date 
of  li-.iving  Tien  Tsin. 

Mr.  P.rodt'rifk  said  he  thought  the 
messaces  wt?re,  on  the  ^vhole.  satisfact- 
ory. The  crvmtry  understood  the  policy 
of  h<^r  majesty's  government  in  regard 
to  China,  which  was  t"  carry  on  with 
absolute  firmness  and  determination  the 
measures  ta  v«  n  to  piiserve  the  country's 
interests.

Govornmant  Exhorts  Him  to  Bo  of 
Good  Cbaar. 

Waatiingtf  n.  Aup.  S. — A  reply  has  been 
sent  to  Minister  Conger  by  the  state  de- 
partment to  the  message  received  from 
him  late  yesterday.     It  advises  him  of 

the  approach  of  the  relief  column  and 
t  xhorts  him  to  be  of  giwd  cheer.  The 
dispatch  was  sent  direct  to  Minister 
Conger  at  Pekin,  and  a  duplicate  of  it  to 
Consul  Gent'ral  Goodnuw  at  Shanghai. 
Go.>dno\v  was  directed  to  spare  no  pains 
or  expense  to  get  the  message  to  Minis- 
ter Conger. 


PROVIDENCE  CENSUS. 

Washington.  Aug.  8. — The  p<)puIation 
of  Providence.  R.  I.,  according  to  the 
recent  eensus.  is  17.5.o!>7.  In  1890  the  pop- 
ulation was  132.146.  The  increase  in  ten 
years  is  32.88  per  cent. 


CIPHER  GOES. 

Powers  May  Send  Cipher  Dis- 
patches to  Their  Minis- 
ters In  China. 

W.iS>iington,  Aug.  >;.— Minist  r  Wu  this 
III  ining  reeeived  an  edict,  under  date 
of  Aug.  a,  in  which  the  Chinese  govern- 
ment permits  the  powers  to  hold  open 
and  free  communication  with  their  min- 
isters. This  includes  the  sending  of 
cipher  messages. 

RAILROADS  DKSTR(WED. 
St.  Petersburg.  Aug.  8. — War  office 
teleierams  leceived  here  from  eastern 
Siberia  show  the  Chinese  have  des- 
troyed the  railroad  in  sevecal  places, 
interruptin.g  the  pa.«sing  of  through 
trains.  Repairs  are  proceeding.  The 
Coassacks  now  guard  2000  versts  of  the 
frontier  railroad. 


Washington,  Aug.  8.— The  navy  de- 
partment has  received  the  following 
cablegram  from  Admiral  Remey: 

"Che  Foo,  Aug.  S.— Bureau  of  Navi- 
gation, Washington.  Taku,  Aug.  6.— 
Chaffee  reports  Japanese  took  Peitsang 
morning  5th.  Engagement  over  before 
Americans  arrived.  Movement  probably 
continued  to  Yang  Tsun.  Inform  sec- 
retary of  war.  "REMEY." 

Vienna,  Aug.  S.— The  commander  of 
the  Austrian  gunboat  Zenta,  now  in 
Chinese  waters,  cabled  that  Peitsang 
was  captured  by  the  allied  forces  Aug.  5, 
and  that  the  Chinese  troops  fled.  He 
adds  that  there  were  no  casualties 
among  the  sixty  men  from  the  Zenta, 
who  were  engaged. 

London,  Aug.  S.— The  British  consul 
at  Tien  Tsin.  under  date  of  Monday, 
Aug.  6,  announces  that  the  Chinese  have 
been  expelled  fnmi  Peitsang  and  that 
they  are  in  full  retreat. 

CONCERNED  JUT  HOPEFUL. 

How  Minister  Wu  Views  the  Turn 
of  Affairs. 

Washington,  Aug.,  «— Minister  Wu 
showed  the  utmost  concern  in  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  situation.  As  to  the  mes- 
sage from  Minister  Conger,  he  said: 

"It  is  not  for  me  to  discu.ss  the  Con- 
ger telegram,  as  it  speaks  for  itself,  but 
at  such  a  moment  I  hope  a  distorted 
and  exaggerated  interpretation  will  not 
Ix-  placed  on  the  message.  Its  serious- 
ness, I  do  not  question,  but  I  ask  the 
public  to  take  what  it  says  pnd  not 
draw  inferences  as  to  its  meaning.  It  is 
dated  at  the  Tsi-Xan-Yamen.  which  is 
the  Yamen  of  th<*  sovernor  of  Shan 
Tung.  It  is  forward' II  direct  from  the 
governor  to  the  state  depaitmei.t,  show- 
ing the  efforts  our  official^  are  making 
tc  get  thn^ugh  nuessages  between  Wash- 
ington and  i'eki.i.  .^gain.  it  is  in  cipher, 
which  shows  that  there  is  free  communi- 
cation despite  all  the  statements  and 
criticisms  that  this  free  communication 
was  cut  off. 

"Mr.  Con.irer's  .statement  that  the 
Chinese  governrnen:  insists  upon  our 
leaving  Pekin  dispo.ses  of  another  story 
that  th#  government  wa.s  holding  the 
ministers  as  ho.stages.  On  the  contrary 
it  urges  them  to  go,  and  offers  an  escort 
to  conduct  them.  Whether  it  is  safe  or 
not  is  a  matter  of  individual  judgment, 
and  Mr.  Conger  appears  to  regard  it  as 
unsafe.  But  I  do  not  care  to  go  further 
into  the  details  of  the  message  as  I  do 
not  wish  to  be  in  the  position  of  an 
apologist." 

SITUATION  UNCHANGED. 

A  Report  From  the  German  Lega- 
tion at  Pekin. 

Berlin.  .\ug.  8.— Ihe  foreign  office  has 
received  the  folbwing  dispatch  from 
Herr  Von  Belu.  first  secretary  to  the 
German  legation  at  Pekin,  dated  Tsin 
.\nkc: 

"Since  July  21.  the  situation  has  not 
changed.  There  has  been  neither  at- 
tacks by  the  troops  en  masse  upon  us. 
not  shell  lire,  only  desultor.v  rifle  fire. 
The  health  of  :he  memi»ers  of  the 
legatiim  is  comparatively  good.  The 
wounded  are  prog'.essing." 

LI'S  LAST  WORD. 

Says  If  Allies  Advance,  the  Chineso 
Must  Fight. 

London,  Aug.  8.— "In  case  the  troops 
advance    the   Chinese   mu.^t   fight.     The 

fjuggestion  that  tht  allies  should  l>e  al- 
lowed to  enter  Pekin  in  order  to  escort 
the  ministers  to  T;i  n  Tsin  is  absolutely 
impossible." 

This  is  the  dictum  of  Li  Hung  CSiang. 
It  was  transmitted  last  evening  to  Will- 
iam Pritchard  Morgan,  member  of  i>ar- 
liament  for  Merthyr  Tydvil,  by  his  agent 
at  Shanghai.  The  agent  had  carried  to 
Earl  Li  a  message  from  Mr.  Morgan, 
asking  that  the  allied  troops  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  capital,  and  stating  that  a 
settlement  could  be  made  at  Tien  Tsin. 

RUSSIANSSALLY  OUT. 

They  Advance    Towards    Chinese 
Trenches  Near  Peitsang. 

New  York.  Aug.  *>.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Journal  and  Advertiser  from  Che  Fuo 
says:  The  Russian--  have  gone  out  to  a 
village  east  of  Peitsang.  where  the  Chin- 
ese are  strongly  entrenched.  The  Jap- 
anese came  in  touch  with  the  Chinese  out- 
iM'Sts  Sunday. 

Boats  have  been  sunk  In  the  Pei-Ho  to 
liinder  progress,  while  the  river  bank  has 
lieen  cut,  floodins  the  country  to  the  east. 
The  Chinese  have  mined  the  railway  and 
tilled  the  river  with  torpedoes.  They  have 
three  large  guns  and  many  smaller  ones 
at  Peitsang.  Gen.  Ma  is  in  command. 
The  viceroy  meditat<s  escaped  to  Hwang 
Hue-Tien,  but  mav  be  intercepted. 

At  Tein  Tsin.  looting  by  the  allies  is 
'  ommon  and  private  r^s'dences  are  en- 
tered by  the  soldiers- 


Officials  Regard  the  Situation 

as  Very  Dangerous  For 

Legationers. 


Washington,  Aug.  8.— The  message 
from  Ministier  Conger  brings  the  Chinese 
situation  to  its  most  serious  stage,  and 
the  authorities  in  Washington  regard 
the  matter  as  one  of  great  gravity. 


They  are  aware  that  nothing 
but  the  most  vigorous  action 
can  meet  the  conditions,  save 
the  minLsters  and  other  for- 
eigners in  Pekin  and  avert  war 
of  long  duration. 

After  a  conference  of  the 
men  in  charge  of  the  diplo- 
matic and  military  affairs,  in 
which  President  McKinley  par- 
ticipated over  the  long  distance 
telephone,  it  was  decided  to 
send  a  message  to  Consul 
Goodnow.  repeating  the  eon- 
tents  of  the  Conger  message, 
and  advising  him  that  the  sit- 
uation was  very  serious  and  a 
crisis  had  been  reached.  He 
was  directed  to  c(»mmunicate 
the  fact  to  Li  Hung  Chang,  to 
Sheng  and  other  officials,  who 
were  to  transmit  it  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  China,  with  a 
strong  representation  that  the 
jjresent  situation  was  intoler- 
alile  and  could  not  be  continued 
without  the  most  serious  re- 
sults. It  is  understood  that  the 
dispatch  was  practically  an 
ultimatum,  and  an  early  reply 
was  demanded. 


The  answer  is  expected  during  the  day 
or  evening,  and  it  probably  will  deter- 
mine the  future  action  of  this  govern- 
rrent. 

It  is  now  believed  by  the  war  depart- 
ment officials  that  the  international 
forces  now  operatin.g  along  the  Pel  river 
can  reach  Pekin  in  time  to  rescue  the 
ministers  if  active  hostilities  should  be- 
gin against  the  legations  by  ih<^  im- 
perial troops.  So  serious  do  the  offlcials 
r-'gard  the  situation  thnt  it  is  believe.l 
by  som?  that  there  is  greater  safety  for 
the  ininisteis  and  other  foreigners  to  ac- 
cept an  escort  of  the  imperial  army  to 
Tiin  Tsin  than  to  remain  in  Pekin  if 
war  .<?hould  be  declared. 


The  information  received 
thr.iugh  the  Chinese  minister 
resjarding  the  opening  of  com- 
munication lietween  the  min- 
isters and  their  governments  i^ 
the  one  ray  of  hope  in  the  sit- 
uation. 


Whether  the  promises  contained  in  the 
edict  would  be  made  good  ought  to  be 
speedily  known,  and  if  communication  is 
established,  the  most  serious  consequen- 
ces may  be  averted.  Although  there 
have  been  intimations  before  that  such 
•  ommuniration  would  be  established, 
this  is  the  llrst  tinio  that  it  has  ap- 
jieared  in  the  form  of  an  imperial  edict. 

As  a  result  of  this  latest  communica- 
tioh  from  the  Chinese  government,  and 
the  messaee  sent  to  Consul  General 
Goodnow.  the  I'nited  States  government 
is  now  in  waiting  attitude,  hoping  for 
the  best,  but  apprehensive  of  the  gravest 
possibilities.

WAIT  FOR  A  REPLY. 

Officials  at  Washington  Pause  For 
China's  Answer. 

Washington,  Aug.  S— While  there  is 
talk  of  the  probable  action  of  the  United 
States  government  in  the  Chinese  matter 
and  some  discussion  of  the  possibility 
of  an  extra  se.ssion  of  congress  to  deal 
with  the  whole  situation,  it  is  very 
likely  that  nothing  will  be  done  until  ad- 
ditional information  is  received  from 
China.  The  tenor  of  the  inessage  sent 
to  Consul  General  Goodnow  this  morn- 
ing, and  which  he  is  expected  to  com- 
municate to  the  Chinese  authorities  was 
such  as  to  necessitate  an  answer  at  once. 
The  authorities  here  are  now  awaiting 
that  reply. 

It  is  stated  that  President  McKinley 
will  not  return  to  Washington  until 
next  week,  when  he  will  be  accompanied 
by  Mrs.   McKinley. 

As  to  the  possibility  of  an  extra  ces- 
sion of  congress,  it  was  said  this  morn- 
ing by  a  prominent  offir-ial  that  such  a 
session  was  improbable.  The  situation, 
he  said,  is  one  of  rescue,  and  were  It 
in  session  now  it  could  not  get  ad- 
ditional troops  into  China  to  participate 
in  the  advance  to  Pekin. 


BRITONS  PERIC  UP. 

MaoDonaid*s  Message  and  Allies' 
Victory  Are  Bracers. 

London,  Aug.  S. — The  cipher  dispatch 

from  the  British  minister  at  Pekin,  Sir 

Claude      MacDonald,  received      at      the 

British  foreign  office  this  morning  and 

read  in  the  house  of  commons  today  by 
the  parliamentary  secretary  for  the  for- 
eign office.  Mr.  Broderick.  announcing 
that  the  memlaers  of  the  legations  were 
holding  out  five  days  ago.  is  taken,  with 
the  adnniralty's  announi-ement  that  the 
Chinese  have  been  defeated  and  are  re- 
treating before  the  allies,  as  making  the 
outlook  more  cheerful  today  than  since 
Admiral  Seymour's  unsuccessful  expe- 
dition. 

The  Russians'  hard  fighting  on  the 
Siberian  frontier,  the  difficulties  of  their 
position  on  the  Liao-Tung  peninsula  and 
the  prospect  of  a  revolt  against  France 
in  Ind>>China  will  probalily  prevent 
either  power  from  sending  reinforce- 
ments to  the  allies  operating  against^ 
Pekin.  Hence,  the  United  States.  Great 
Britain,  Germany  and  Japan  will  have 
to  carry  out  the  military  program  with- 
out any  more  troops,  from  Russia  or 
France. 

Yokohama  advices  .say  dispatches  re- 
ceived from  Seoul  affirm  that  a  Korean 
cabinet  will  be  organized  to  unite  the 
factions,  and  that  the  Korean  emperor 
is  sending  presents  of  rice,  flour  and 
cigars  to  the  allies  at  Tien  Tsin. 


The  speeches  delivered  by  William 
J.  Bryan  and  Adial  E.  Stevenson  at 
Indianapolis,  aisoeptingthe  Demo- 
cratic nominaticn  for  president  and 
vice-president,  sire  published  in  Part 
2  of  this  edition.  In  the  same  part 
will  ba  found  Charles  A.  Towne's 
letter  declining  the  Populist  nomin- 
ation for  vice-president. 

Indianapolis.  Aug.  8. — William  Jen- 
nings Bryan,  of  Nebraska,  and  Adlai 
Stevenson,  of  Illinois,  were  notified  of 
their  nomination  for  the  office  of  presi- 
dent and  vice  president  of  the  republic 
in  Military  park  this  afternoon. 

Thousands  of  people  witnessed  the 
ceremonies.  Senator  James  K.  Jones, 
chairman  of  the  E'emocratic  committees, 
was  introduced  by  Mayor  Taggart  as 
presiding  officer  of  the  occasion. 
Senator  Jones,  in  a  brief  speech,  in- 
troduced Congre.«sman  R.  Richardson, 
of  Tennessee. 

Congressman  Richardson  was  re- 
ceived with  wild  cheers  as  he  nmunted 
the  stand  to  officially  notify  Mr.  Bryan 
of  the  fact  that  he  had  been  selected  as 
f  i-esideniial  nominee  of  the  Democi"atic 
convention  at  Kansas  City. 

When  Mr.  Brjan  arose  to  reply,  a 
demonstration  occurred  which  perhaps, 
has  never  been  equaled  in  this  city. 
When  order  was  finally  restored.  Mr. 
Bryan  began  his  address,  which  was  of 
considerable  length.  Cheer  upon  cheer 
greeted  him  at  e\ery  telling  period. 

Governor  Thomas,  of  Colorado,  follow- 
ed, notifying  Mr.  Stevenson  of  his  nom- 
ination. Mr.  Stevenson  replied  in  a 
somewhat  briefej*  speech  than  that  oi 
Mr.    Bryan. 

Visitors  and  residents  alike  awaited 
somewhat  impat  ently  today  the  cere- 
monies w  hich  were  to  vitness  the  formal 
notification  of  Messrs.  Bryan  and 
Stevenson  of  their  nomination  to  the 
offices  respectively  of  president  and  vice 
jiivsideni  of  the  United  States  at  the 
hands  of  the  D.^mocratic  party.  Tlie 
time  named  for  the  beginning  of  the 
ceremony  was  2:C0  p.  m.  This  hour  was 
chosen  because  large  numbers  of  visitor.s 
were  exjjccted  to  irrivL-  during  the  fore- 
noon. The  weather  was  hot,  and  many 
persons  who  souarht  early  positions  on 
the  street,  or  in  Military  park,  found 
their  berths  not  entirely  comfortable 
for  .so  long  a  time. 

The  unofficial  veather  wiseacres  had., 
yesterday,  predicted  rain  for  the  day. 
thus  causing  no  little  uneasiness  to  th<' 
managers  of  the  notification  ceremony, 
who  had  made  all  their  arrangements 
to  have  the  affiir  take  place  in  the 
spacious  grounds  of  the  Indianapoli.s 
chief  breathing  spot,  which  is  known 
as  Military  park. 

They  were,  therefore,  much  relieved 
to  find  the  sun  .-^hinning  when  they 
started  out  for  tie  day  and  they  did  not 
grow  especially  apprehensive  when, 
later  in  the  day,  the  sky  became  partly 
overcast  by  white  clouds.  They  were 
still  further  gratified  to  find  assurances 
in  their  morning  newspapers  that  the 
temperature  was  to  be  somewhat  lower 
than  yesterday. 

The  tedium  of  the  forenoort  was  re- 
lieved largely  by  :he  arrival  of  a  number 
of  excursion  parties  from  neighboring 
cities  and  towns.  These  parties  were 
generally  escorted  through  the  streets 
by  local  or  visiting  bands. 

The  main  streets  and  the  principal 
hotels  were  decc  rated  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent.  Huge  flags  were  suspended 
from  wires  strung  across  the  thorough- 
fares along  the  line  of  march;  small 
banners  fluttered  from  many  windows; 
bunting  clambored  ambitiously  up  al- 
most every  available  pillar  and  swung 
loosely  along  many  a  vacant  wall.  Bryan 
and  Stevenson  portraits  were  in  evi- 
dence everywhere,  and  in  many  cases 
these  were  decorated  with  the  national 
colors.  Altogether,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  p-esence  of  so  many 
strangers,  including  numerous  people  of 
national  ;;roinin€nce.  the  music  in  the 
streets,  the  political  talk  heard  on  all 
sides  and  the  decorations,  the  Indiana 
capital  has  taken  on  a  decided  conven- 
tion air,  and  it  may  be  said  that  the 
event  is  proving  a  pronounced  suc- 
cess. 

Th<»  procession,  which  was  announced 
to  start  at  1:15  p.  m.,  like  all  processions 
was  soraewhat  late  in  getting  off,  but 
when  once  in  motion  it  moved  along  with 
somewhit  more  than  the  usual  celerity. 
The  parade  was  d  rected  by  Hon.  Charles 
A.  Garrad  as  chief  marshal  and  escorted 
bv  a  sfiuad  of  do  ice. 

In  the  line  of  march  were  many  local 
political  organizations  and  a  number  of 
clubs  from  the  surrounding  country, 
but  the  pla.^es  o'  honor  were  given  to 
the  Cook  County  Democracy,  of  Illinois; 
to  the  Duckworth  club,  of  Cincinnati, 
and  to  the  Jackton  club,  of  Terre  Haute. 
These  clubs  were  present  ia  large  num- 
bers and  were  acjompanif^d  by  excellent 
bands.  The  mennbers  generally  were 
portly  men,  well  dressed,  and  called 
forth  much  favoiable  comment  by  their 
exactitude  in  marching. 

The  line  of  mtrch  was  not  long,  but 
covered  some  of  the  principal  streets. 
At  the  Grand  hotel  a  stop  was  made, 
and  Messrs.  Bry?  n  and  Stevenson,  their 
families  and  members  of  the  notification 
committees  and  ethers  entered  carriages 
and  joined  the  Drocession. 
'     Both  Mr.   Bryeu  and  Mr.  Stevenson, 


as  well  as  the  members  of  the  notifica- 
tion committees,  were  quite  ready  t'> 
meet  their  escort.  The  committees  had 
held  meetings  earlier  in  the  day  and  com- 
pleted their  organization,  and  nothing 
remained  but  to  perform  the  duties  which 
had  been  assigned  them  by  the  national 
convention. 

The  candidates  had  been  patiently 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  onx-ession 
since  early  morning.  They  had  spent  the 
time  in  informal  conferences  with  men 
of  pro'.nmence  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  and  in  shaking  hands  with  the 
throngs  of  people  who  beset  them  at 
every  turn,  and  it  was  evident  that  they 
felt  anxious  to  have  the  notlficAtion 
ceremonies  disposed  of  as  soon  as  jrac- 
licabi-^  «__— 

The  carriages  moved  in  the  following 
order:

Brvan.  Senator  J.  K.  Jones.  H«'n.  J.  D. 
Richardson  and  Mayor  Taggart.  of  In- 
dianapolis. The  second.  Mr.  Stevenson.

Campau  and  Hon.  Park  Martin,  chair- 
man of  the  Indiana  state  Democratic 
committee.  The  third,  Messrs.  J.  O. 
Johnson,  chairman  of  the  national  ex- 
ecutive committee;  C.  A.  Walsh,  secre- 
tary J.  M.  Guffy.  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
Mr  bunlap.  The  fourth.  Messrs.  Web- 
iiter  Davis,  of  Missouri;  Breathitt,  of 
Arizona;  Xeeley,  of  Texas:  Johnson,  of 
Kansas,  and  Woodson,  of  Kentucky. 
The  fifth.  Messrs.  H.  D.  Clayton. _  of

These  carriages  were  followed  by  102 
memljers  of  the  two  notification  com- 
mittees in  carriages,  and  by  the  ladles 
accompanying  the  various  delegations 
and  distinguished  citizens. 

All  the  carriages  were  escorted  by  the 
marching  clubs  in  attendance  from  vari- 
ous parts  cf  the  country,  under  the 
chaige  and  direc  tion  of  Col.  J.  F.  Mar- 
tin, sergeant-at-arms. 

The  drive  to  Military  park  was  slow. 
When  the  entranee  was  reached,  the 
ofltcial  party  alighted,  and  the  stand 
erected  for  the  notables  was  soon  nwn. 
Thi"  stand  was  profu.sely  decorated  with 
the  national  colors,  and  numeious  por- 
traits of  Brvan  and  Stevenson  were  ex- 
hibited. Senator  Jones,  as  chairman  of 
the  national  committee,  presided.

Ovation  Given  the  Nominees'  Party 
at  Every  Stop. 

Indianapolis.  Ind..  Aug.  8. -The  special 
tniin  on  the  Big  Four  Road  bringing 
wni!:im  J.  Bryan  and  Adlal  E.  Stevenson 
to  this  city,  reached  Indianapolis  last 
night.  The  run  from  Chicago  was  not. 
so  expedltous  as  had  been  hoped.  There, 
was.  however,  but  slight  loss  of  time  and 
this  was  occasioned  by  gatherings  en 
route.  ,  , 

Mr.  IJrvan  and  Mayor  Harrison  rode  on 
the  engliie  at  the  invitation  of  the  rall- 
wav  authorities  l^K^tween  Lafayette  and 
l.,ebanon.  Brief  stops  were  made  at  sev- 
eral niares  on  the  way  and  there  were 
scores  of  people  at  many  points  at  which 
stops  were  made. 

The  principal  stops  were  made  at  K»-n 
kakee.  111.,  and  Lafayette.  Ind.  At  both 
places  large  concourses  of  people  awaited 
the  coming  of  the  train  and  at  Kankakee 
the  first  speaklnp  of  the  tour  was  In- 
dulged. The  crowds  cheered  enthusiastl- 
callv  but  were  in  all  rases  orderly  and 
pood  natured.

Indianapolis,  Aug.  S.— Indianapolis  has 
gone  to  work  as  one  man  to  render  suc- 
cessful and  impressive  the  Democratic 
notification  ceremonies  taking  place  her» 
today.  The  city  is  In  gala  attire  and 
well  decked  out  for  the  occasion. 

When  the  sun  rose  this  morning  it 
shone  upon  a  clear  sky,  thus  rendering 
it  quite  certain  that  the  program  for 
c-  nducting  the  exercises  in  the  open  ai:, 
as  originally  decided  upon,  ccuild  be 
carried  into  effect.  The  weather  was

S.— A  dispatch  to  tho 
Triburo  from  Lnndon  says:  The  parlia- 
mentary session  Is  dosing  under  the 
shadow  of  the  Chinese  trouble,  which 
the  foreign  office  ha«  been  unable  to  re- 
lieve with  reassuring  information  in  the 
last  few  days.  The  ministers  had  noth- 
ing to  communicate  on  the  all-absorbins: 
topic  of  the  hour.  Mr.  Broderick  could 
neither  confirm  nor  deny  the  new.=  of  tlie 
battle  of  Peitsang,  and  as  a  matter  of 
fact  Downing  street  has  heard  nothins: 
from  its  otflclal  representatives  beyond 
the  brief  intimation  of  the  British  con- 
sul at  Tien  Tsin  that  the  advance  of  tnc 

allied  troops  began  Saturday.  This,  iif 
course,  is  consistent  with  the  reports  of 
a  great  battle  on  Sunday,  in  which  16.00j 
of  the  allies  are  said  to  have  been  en- 
gaged. Little  doubt  is  entertained  that 
if  such  a  f(jrfe  should  move  forward  the 
Chinese  must  have  retired  before  it;  but 
military  men  who  know  the  East  find  it 
difficult  lo  believe  that  the  allies  could 
have  lost  as  many  as  li'fiO  killed  and 
wounded,  unless  there  was  some  mis- 
management or  blundering.  That  the 
Chinese  army  is  well  entrenched  and 
armed  with  good  mtxlern  weapons  and 
fan  make  a  formidable  resistance  if  it 
pleases,   nobody  now  doubts. 

With  regard  to  the  lesfations,  It  is 
known  also  fr-om  tht-  British  consul  it 
Tien  Tsin  that  they  were  safe  as  late 
as  Aug.  t.  Til'-  tsung  li  yanien's  c«.;m- 
munication  to  the  foreign  office  as  to  the 
friendly  relations  prevailing  between  the 
besieg«-d  ministers  and  the  Chinese  au- 
thorities is  taken  for  what  it  is  worth. 
Her  majesty's  government  has  replied 
indirectly  to  this  etiuivocal  message  by 
causing  these  same  Chmese  authoriti-s 
to  be  informed  through  Shanghai  that 
they  will  be  heM  personally  responsible 
if  the  members  of  the  legation  or  other 
British  .-^objects  at  Pekin  art-  injure<l.

On  the  i»ther  hanti,  it  is  urged  that  Li  is 
himself  n  >u  an  object  of  t^uspi.ion  and 
dislitve  to  the  fanatical  anti-foreign 
party,  of  ubieh  Li  I'iiig  Heng  is  tin- 
fhifcf,  and  that  tiis  si;izure  would,  there-

•  lique  at  I'ekin.  It  might  even  do  more 
harm  than  g<»od.  since  it  might  alarm 
and  discourage  the  southern  and  central 
V  iceroys  who  have  held  alojf  from  the 
extreme  faction  at  the  capital  and  have 
sSiown  an  inclination  to  protect  the  for-

Lon.lon.  Aug.  s.— The  allotment  of 
tr..0tM).0iM»  oL'  the  £Pi.OiK).000  war  loan  to 
the  I'nitfHl  States  is  ie«-eived  in  the 
higher'  financial  world  as  a  g<>od  thin;^ 
for  London  in  the  present  position  of 
English  banks.  The  brokers  and  small 
investors,  severely,  almost  passionately, 
ciiticise  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer. 
Sir  Michael  Hicks-Leaeh.  for  privately 
arranging  for  half  oi  th-  so-cailed 
public  loan  and  allowing  the  Inveslmont 
"pUim"  to  go  out  of  the  country. 

The  Bank  of  England  advised  Sir 
Michael  to  accept  the  American  offer, 
w  hi(  h  was  made  early  last  week  through 
J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co..  and  the  Barings, 
tlie  jioint  takers  pointing  out  that  this 
was  an  easy  and  natur'al  way  to  liring 
in  gold  and  save  the  exports  to  the 
United  States  in  Octolier.  Otlierwlse, 
the  bank  late  misiit  have  to  be  rai.sed 
to  'j  or  6  per  cent  and  extraordinary 
measures  would  have  to  l>e  taken  Xo 
inerea.<-e  the  gold  reserve. 

The  liarings  inforine<l  the  .Vssoeiated 
Pre.'^s  that  though  the  loan  was  moi>" 
than  subscrilied  in  New  York  hef'ire  the 
agreement  was  closed  with  Sir  Michael 
Hicks- Beach,  it  was  not  twice  covered 
as  it  was  expected  it  would  be  by  the 
negotiators  here.  The  Mor.cans  said  the 
in.siiiance  companies  v, ere  large  sub- 
scribers and  both  the  ^birgans  and 
Barings  said  a  large  portion  of  the 
millions  wnuld  come  in  gold.  Two  mil- 
lion pounds,  it  is  understsood  is  alreaiiy 
en^'aged.

QUEEW'S  TALK. 

Victoria  Eulogizes  Colonial 

Troops  In  the  Speech 

From  the  Throne. 

I,<indi>n.  Auk.  >.— The  '|U'-<i]s  specel;  al 
the  proroKuinK  of  parliament,  after  stat- 
ing that  the  relations  with  the  i»uwers  <>f 
lOnroix' and  Americ;i  continue  fri'-ndl.v  .lod 
a  refert'iUT  to  the  cstab'^shincnt  id"  the 
eommonweaUh  of  .\ustr.«Ha.  refers  to  ihe 
war  in  South  .Africa,  ■'wliieh  has  placed 
ill  the  .^tronsest  li^;ht  the  heroism  and  lilKh 
nudtary  oualilles  i>f  troops  brouj:;!!!  lo- 
.i;elher  under  my  Ijanner  from  this  coini- 
tr>,  from  ''anada.  .\ustraila  and  my  Soma 
Afrir.in  posses.^ions." 
The  snecoh  then  says: 
"BelievInK  the  eontinue<l  independeree 
of  th'*  republics  ti  be  a  constant  danpor 
to  the  peai^o  of  t^oulh  .\friea,  I  authorized 
the  annexation  of  the  Free  State  as  a 
first  step  to  the  establishing^  of  an  in- 
stitution which  in  time  may  l>e  developed 
sft  as  to  secure  equal  riglils  and  i>riM- 
lefjes  in  Sotith  Africa." 

Referrinf;  to  t'hitia,  the  Speech  from 
the  thr :ne  yays: 

"The  British  and  other  legations  at 
Pekin  have  been  unexpectedly  attack-' 1 
by  an  insurgent  tnob  and  it  is  feared 
many  of  their  initiates  have  beeti  mur- 
dered. How  far  the  Ohine.ce  atithorities 
are  aeeotnidices  in  this  atrocious  crime 
and  whether  the  British  minister  and 
his  family  .ar.e  amon.c  the  victims,  are 
matters  still  in  .««ome  uncertainty.  The 
utmost  efforts  will  be  made  by  mvse'f 
and  my  allies  to  visit  with  intnlshment 
the  authors  of  this  unexampled  crime." 

After  a  reference  to  the  .\.ahantl  ris- 
ing, the  speech  devotes  a  few  words  to 
the  distress  tau.sed  by  the  famine  and 
Iilague  in  India,  and  thanks  the  com- 
mons for  the  liberality  with  which  they 
responded  to  the  unusual  financial  de- 
mands due  to  the  war,  and  adds  t>>at 
sali^^factory  progres;,  of  the  eampaisn 
sivep  rea.sons  for  hopiiiK  that  tlhe  exces- 
sive requirements  of  military  expendi- 
ture will  .soon  h*-  ah;ited. 

The  speech  dosed  with  the  usual  ref- 
erences to  the  sessions  of  lei^islalion. 

I'arliament  adj'urned  today  after  the 
appropriation  bill  had  been  r>assed  by 
both  iiouses. 

T'he  closing  hours  of  the  sessiin  of  the 
house  of  commons  were  enll^■ened  by 
the  sharp  replies  of  the  secretary  of 
state  for  the  colonies,  Mr.  Chamberlain, 
to  his  jjolitical  critics. 

Ah  innov  ition  in  the  queen's  speech, 
which  caused  some  comment,  was  the 
mentionlngr  of  America  specifically.  The 
speech  from  the  throne  usually  alludes 
to  the  powers  generally  or  to  the  Euro- 
pean cowers.

There  lias 
now  been  given  out  at  Chicago  the  fact 
that  lirt2  petitions  for  divorce  were  tiled 
there  during  th.  past  six  months,  against 
9iVi  marriage  licenses  issu»>d.  This  Is  also 
a  ratio  approximately  of  one  to  five.  A 
few  years  ago  Chicago  had  the  reputation 
of  being  the  greate.-t  divorce  center  In  the 
country,  but  it  is  evidently  not  so  now. 
These  statistics  show  that  ihe  divorce  ai> 
plication  is  relatively  as  num^^ous  in  the 
iihlo  city  as  In  the  fftrmer  dlwrce  cerit<  r 
uf  the  country,  and  the  <'hlcago  ratio  of 
one  to  five  seem.s  to  represent  a  general 
tendency  riither  than  an  exceptional  local 
tendency.  The  ratio  of  divorc*  apidica- 
tions  to  marriage.«^  in  Massachusetts  is 
about  1  to  14  instead  of  1  to  3.  Comment!;. g 
on  these  statistics,  the  Springtield  Repub- 
lican says:  "Now.  it  is  true  that  ther«  iias 
been  considerable  progre.'fs  toward  uni- 
formity in  divorce  legislation  among  the 
states,  and  sufficient  cause  for  divorce  in 
Illinois  and  Ohio  Is,  generally  speaklag, 
sufficient  cause  in  Mas-'^achusetts.  It 
would,  moreover,  be  difficult  to  maintain 
the  proj.osltlon  that  marrla.?e  is  more 
generally  happy,  or  its  requirements  more 
generally  obst  rved,  in  Massachusetts  than 
In  the  Central  West;  and  while  it  may 
possibly  be  true  that  the  more  sturdy  and 
sober  New  England  <haract«r  will  endure 
an  unhappy  union  from  religious  or  othvr 
motives  longer  than  our  doscendantiS  in 
the  West,  no  probable  difference  on  this 
score  will  explain  to  any  appretiable 
degree  the  great  difference  in  the  ligurts. 
It  se<jms  to  be  the  c«'ise  that  while  the 
divorce  laws  of  the  \V'»  st  are  nearly  or 
quite  a.s  strong  as  our  f>wn,  their  admni- 
Istration  Is  much  weaker."  in  the  lau>r 
sentence  will  be  found  the  explanation  of 
the  disparity  In  the  number  of  divorces 
granted  in  the  Fast  and  in  the  West.  The 
people  in  the  East  are  as  prone  to  seek 
«he  divorce  court  as  are  the  Western  peo- 
ple, but  the  divorce  laws  of  several  W«-st- 
ern  states  are  more  accommodating  than 
those  of  Eastern  states,  and  the  result  is 
that  ECastern  people  flock  to  the  West  to 
secure  release  from  matrimonial  bonds. 
This  fact  must  be  consi«lire<l  when  stuily- 
ing   the   divorce  statistics.

resources.  Our  Republican  leaders  are 
banking  on  th-?  spectacular,  and  already 
see  in  their  minds  miles  of  Rough  Riders, 
on  horseback,  with  slouch  liats,  following 
bands  paid  for  by  Standard  Oil  money  and 
aistening  to    United   States   senators   with 


Standard  Oil  fenn  and  Steel  trust  fees  in 
their  pockets,  telling  the  i>oor  deluded 
devils  how  thankful  they  ought  to  be  th^t 
the  meagre  recompense  they  have  re- 
ceived for  their  day's  wages  allowed  to 
them  at  all,  and  that  the  times  are  not  as 
they  used  to  he  under  Democratic  riding. 
One  doillar  and  a  quarter,  with  necessi- 
ties from  50  to  400  per  cent  higher  than 
normal  competition  would  make  them,  is 
the  prosperity  that  is  much  better  than 
they  formerly  had.  One  glance  at  Teddy's 
hat  and  a  whoop  and  a  snort  from  a  rural 
postmaster  and  our  leaders  think  they  will 
accomplish  more  than  all  logical  .irgu- 
ments  and  anti-trust  speeches."

TUM:  M'ABAilMOL'XT  IHHVK. 

Four  years  ago  the  great  issue  of  the 
presidential  campaign  was  the  silver 
question.  It  overshadowed  everything 
»lso,  and  the  campaign  speakers  devoted 
nearly  their  entire  attention  to  the 
various  phases  of  the  arguments  that 
were  presented  for  and  against  the 
<l«)ctrine.  of  bimetallism.  The  voters 
talked  of  practically  nothing  else;  the 
people  made  it  the  dominant  issue,  and 
up(m  that  question  the  campaign  was 
fought. 

The  event.s  of  the  past  few  years  have, 
for  the  present  at  least,  shelved  the 
silver  question  and  pushed  new  issues 
to  the  front.  The  evils  that  the  ad- 
vocates of  bimetallism  f<'ared  would 
come  quickly  upon  the  country  as  the 
result  of  committing  it  more  absolutely 
to  gold  monometallism  have  been 
happily  averted  by  the  enormous  In- 
crease in  the  production  of  gold.  The 
great  addition  to  the  world's  stock  of 
standard  money  has  had  the  effect  of 
doing  that  which  the  silver  men  uiged 
should  be  brought  about  by  the  re- 
establishment  of  bimetallism.  How  long 
the  present  state  of  affairs  will  continue 
cannot  be  foretold,  but  the  present  con- 
liition  of  things  has  made  less  pressing 
the  immediate  necessity  of  settling  the 
money  question.  The  Republican  ma- 
jority In  congress  has  also  placed  upon 
the  statute  books  a  financial  measure 
that  firmly  establishes  the  gold  standard 
in  this  country,  and  It  cannot  be  re- 
pealed until  the  gold  majority  in  the 
senate  has  been  wiped  out.  This  can- 
not be  done  for  at  least  four  or  six 
years.  Con.sequently  the  silver  question 
has  dropped  to  the  rear  in  the  cam- 
paign that  has  ripened. 

The  war  with  Spain  and  the  policy  in- 
augurated by  the  McKinley  adminis- 
tration have  brought  to  the  front  as  the 
paramount  issue  of  the  campaign  «>f  1900 
the  question  of  imperialism  and  militar- 
ism. It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that 
in  his  great  speech  at  Indianapolis  to- 
day, William  J.  Bryan,  in  accepting  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  president, 
talked  on  this  vital  and  important  issue 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  subjects. 
Mr.  Bryan  presents  the  position  of  the 
Democratic  party  so  clearly  that  no 
man  can  misunderstand  it.  The  issue 
between  imperialism  and  republicanism 
is  sharply  defined.  The  flimsy  argu- 
ments advanced  by  the  advocates  of  the 
administration's  imperialistic  policy  are 
taken  up  one  by  one,  refuted  and  swei)t 
away. 

Mr.  Bryan  has  a  solution  of  the 
I^hilippine  question— ea.sy,  honest  and 
honorable.  It  is  set  forth  in  the  Demo- 
cratic platform  adopted  at  Kansas  City. 
It  is  the  policy  that  has  been  adopted  by 
this  country  in  respect  to  Culta.  First,  a 
stable  government  and  guarantee  of  In- 
dependence; second,  with  the  establish - 
nient  of  a  stable  native  government,  the 
leaving  of  the  islands  and  their  govern- 
nienl  to  the  people  thereof.  If  th>s 
policy  i*  practicable  In  the  ca.se  of  Cuba, 
it  is  unquestionably  practicable  in  ih  • 
case  »f  the  Philippines.  Fndoubtedly 
the  moment  the  Republican  people  di  - 
Clare  for  the  Independence  of  the  Phil- 
ippines all  native  opposition  to  our 
forces  there  will  cease,  and  thiv  will  per- 
mit a  partial  withdrawal  of  our  forces 
immediately.  Other  troops  will  remain 
to  police  the  territory  until  a  native  gov- 
ernment can  be  organized  and  put  in 
working  order.  This  has  been  possible 
in  Cuba;  it  will  be  pos.«ible  in  the  Philip- 
pines on  a  guarantee  of  their  indepen- 
dence. 

No  one  will  have  failed  to  notice  that 
Cuba,  under  the  declared  policy  of  our 
government,  now  raises  no  question  of 
imperialism,  and  has  not  raised  any  such 
question,  and  the  same  policy  applied  to 
the  Philippines  will  drive  imperialism 
out  of  that  problem.  This  is  what  Mr. 
Bryan  r'rr?r.oses  to  do.  If  elected,  h" 
says,  he  will  convene  congress  in  extra- 
ordinary session  as  soon  as  he  is  in- 
augurated and  recommend  an  immediate 
declaration  of  the  nation's  purpose  along 
these  lines.  The  war  of  conquest  would 
be  stopped.  The  enun.  iation  of  this 
genuine  American  doctrine  would  re- 
move the  cause  of  Filipino  warfare,  an 
peace  and  order  would  be  speedily  re 
stored.  It  would  In-  the  death  of  im 
perialism— the  removal  of  the  danger  o 
militarism.  Who  can  doubt  that  the 
American  people  will  give  their  em- 
phatic approval  to  the  American  p<dicy 
enunciated  by  the  Democratic  leader?

Charles  A.  Towne  has  declined  the  nom- 
ination of  the  People's  party  for  vice 
i)resident  of  the  United  States  has  been 
issued.  It  is  not  unexpected,  because 
it  has  been  regarded  as  practically  set- 
tled since  Mr.  Towne  failed  to  get  the 
Democratic  nomination  and  then  refused 
to  let  the  Lincoln  Republicans  nominate 
him.  that  he  would  declme  the  nomina- 
tion given  to  him  by  the  People's  party 
convention  at  Sioux  Falls.  In  with- 
drawing from  the  field  as  a  candidate, 
Mr.  Towne  lakes  occasion  to  present  to 
the  public  the  reasons  that  impel  him  to 
take  this  course,  and  at  the  same  time 
returns  his  sincere  thanks  to  the  Popu- 
lists for  the  high  honor  conferred  and  the 
trust  they  reposed  in  one  who  is  not  a 
member  of  their  party,  although  in  sym- 
pathy with  some  of  their  views  on  the 
leading  political  issues  of  the  day. 

Mr.  Bryan  points  out  that  the  great 
principles  fur  which  they  are  all  fight- 
ing will  be  better  advanced  by  uniting 
upon  one  candidate  for  vice  president,  j 
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and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  has  always  been  and  is 
now  loyal  to  the  cause  represented  by 
the  allied  reform  forces,  he  feels  confl- 
dent  that  Mr.  Stevenson's  candidacy 
will  be  acceptable  to  all. 

In  taking  this  action,  although  It  has 
been  long  foreshadowed  hy  his  utter- 
ances sinoe  the  Kansas  City  convention, 
Mr.  Towne  Is  deserving  of  high  praise 
for  subordinating  his  personal  ambition 
for  the  good  of  the  cau.se  of  good  govern- 
ment in  accordance  with  the  principles 
that  he  advocates.

Owing  to  a 
little  friction  between  Street  Commission- 
er Brennau  and  Street  Foreman  Bergman, 
the  counHI.  at  :i  previrius  meeting,  voted 
to  discharge  the  street  foreman.  The 
laitt  r  refused  to  be  fired,  however, and  de- 
He<|  the  .-oiincil  to  oust  him.  City  At- 
torney McKay  has  rendered  an  opinion 
that,  whereas,  thi'  lioard  of  puljlic  works, 
and  not  the  council,  appointed  Bergman, 
the  board  of  public  works  alone  has  the 
right  to  do  any  discharging.  The  {ouncil 
immediately  passed  a  resolution  taking 
this  power  away  from  the  board  and  vest- 
ing  it   111   the  council.

The  modern  telephone  Improvements 
have  greatly  facilitated  the  use  of  that 
exceedingly  practical  instrument.  One

"Me  has  proven  himself  to  be  the  friend 
of  the  great  <-oinmon  i)e<iple,  being  possi- 
bly one  of  the  strongest  exponents  .and 
most  faithful  leaders  th.il  the  country  has, 
and  has  naturally  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  entire  coun'ry  to  him  ;is  their 
lender.

That  Is  Period  He  Allows  It- 
His    Reasoning    Is 
Interesting. 


The  Duluth  Historical  and  ♦ientific 
association  had  one  of  its  most  interest- 
ing meetings  last  night.  There  was  only 
a  small  atledance,  but  tho.se  who  came 
were  rewarded  by  hearing  somelhl;;g 
fresh  and  new  and  interesting.  This 
was  a  paper  by  H.  W.  Pearson,  of  this 
iity,  on  "The  Oscillations  of  the  Sea 
Levels  in  Historic  Times,"  and  on  that 
theme  he  gave  the  result  of  ab<jut  fifteen 
years  reeearch.  upon  which  he  is  still  en- 
gaged. 

Mr.  Pearson  started  in  with  the  book 

theories  to  contend  with.  They  told  him 
that  the  earth's  ciust  was  a  very  un- 
certain quantity;  that  it  was  rising  and 
falling  in  places,  as  witness  the  report.-^ 
from  the  Scandinavian  iteninsula  that 
the  coast  is  rising  slowly,  and  the  re- 
I)(>rts  fr<jm  the  New  England  coast  that 
the  land  is  falling  there.  This  was  the 
accepted,  theory  of  the  scientists.  He 
got  his  first  hint  in  opposition  to  this 
from  the  boulevard  beach.  He  began 
studying  that  years  ago,  and  one  of  the 
first  things  he  found  was  that  it  was  not 
parallel  with  the  present  lake  level,  but 
that  it  ro.se  about  seven  inches  in  the 
mile  as  it  went  northward.  Then  he 
fiiund  other  beaches  in  the  county  of 
whi<h  this  was  true,  and  following  them 
out  from  as  far  south  as  he  could  get, 
.ind  going  as  far  north  as  he  could  get, 
he  found  that  there  is  almost  a  continu- 
<jus  (jl<i  sea  licach,  of  which  the  boule- 
vard beach  is  a  part,  rising  gradually 
from  the  equator  to  the  north  pole.  In 
every  instance  out  of  a  great  many, 
ever\  section  of  that  beach  fitted  in  with 
the  line  that  he  had  drawn,  and  not  a 
section  of  it  was  out  of  plum'o.  As  thin 
beach  is  immensely  old,  and  as  during 
its  existence  there  have  been  many  so- 
-allcd  upheavals  and  subsidences  of  the 
earth's  crust,  he  reasoned  that  the 
earth's  crust  must  be  rigid  and  immov- 
able, and  that  he  must  lix)k-  elsewhere 
for  the  causes  of  the  apparent  upheavals 
and  subsidences. 

Then  he  began  to  study  the  currents  of 
the  <icean.  Folbnving  out  the  gulf  stream 
he  found  a  curious  coincidence.  In  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  and  off  the  Scandinavian 
coast  the  water  is  reported  mu^^h  above 
the  mean  .sea  level.  These  two  points  he 
discovered  to  l)e  stations  in  the  gulf 
stream.  At  the  jjoles  the  vel(jcil.\  of  the 
revolving  earth  is  nothing.  At  the 
equator  it  is  lOI'.s  miles  per  hour.  He 
found  that  if  water  from  near  the  O'de 
were  taken  to  the  equator  it  would  br* 
very  much  behind  the  velocity  of  its  new 
surroundings.  Consecjuently  it  would 
fall  behind,  and  would  not  accumulate 
the  required  velocity  until  it  struck  land 
to  hold  it.  Following  the  gulf  stream  il 
w<juld  strike  the  South  American  coast, 
and  would  slide  off  to  i)ilc  up  in  the  f  Julf 
of  Mexico.  That  would  explain  why  the 
water  was  higher  there. 

Continuing  northward,  the  reverse  of 
this  would  be  true.  Going  northward 
fiom  the  equator,  wheie  the  velocitS^  is 
iiigh,  it  would  run  ahead  before  it  lost 
its  velocity  and  acquired  that  of  the 
surrounding  wateis.  This  would  rush  it 
over  to  the  Sctindinavian  coast,  where  it 
would  pile  up  as  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexic^'i. 
This  wou'd  explain  the  greater  height 
of  the  sea  level  there.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  rushing  off  on  tangent  to  the 
Scandinavian  coast,  the  effort  would  be 
to  pull  away  the  water  from  the  East- 
ern csoast  of  America,  and  lower  the 
level   there. 

Now  a  change  in  this  «utient,  from 
some  unknown  cause,  would  arrest  this 
tendency.  The  waters  \vould  lower  <ui 
the  Scandinavian  coast,  and  give  the 
appearance  of  the  coast  rising.  It  would 
raise  on  the  .American  coast,  and  give 
the  appearance  of  the  coasts  subsiding. 
Roughly,  this  is  Mr.  Pearson's  theoiy 
of  the  cause  of  the  so-<-alled  upheavals 
and  subsidences.  He  also  gathered  a 
great  volume  of  data  cm  (  hanges  in  coapt 
levels  in  Europe,  and  by  grouping  them 
he  loun<i  that  the  ch.mg"  in  the  ctir- 
rents  referred  to  above  had  taken  place 
severjil  times  v.ithin  historic  periods. 
He  showed  a  diagraiii  based  on  the 
historic  facts. he  had  gathered,  and  this 
showed  that  the  levels  had  changed 
about  four  tiiiK  s  within  the  period  since 
Aristotle's  time,  when  the  first  records 
were  made  that  still  exist.  His  data  is 
complete  enough  to  show  periodic  rising 
and  falling  of  the  northern  sea  levels, 
an  apjiartnt  shifting  of  the  body  of  water 
from  the  north  to  the  south  of  the  gloVte 
and  back  again.  He  figured  that  in 
about  200  years,  if  his  theory  is  correct, 
will  come  another  period  of  high  levels, 
and  once  more  ships  will  be  able  to  float 
in  the  moat  of  the  tower  of  London, 
now  far  removed  from  the  sea.  All  of 
the  modern  improvements  of  London's 
water  front  w  ill  be  submerged. 

The  greatest  effect,  however,  will  l)e 
felt  in  New  York,  where  an  increase  of 
fifteen  or  eighteen  feet  in  the  level  of 
the  ocean  will  cause  greater  havoc  than 
it  will  in  London,  which  has  stood  during 
one  of  the  high  water  periods.  Accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Pearson's  data  the  variance 
between  high  water  and  lower  water  is 
slowly  decreasing,  every  succeeding 
swing  of  the  ri'-ndiilum  being  shorter.

City  Attorney  Mitchell  says  that 
the  supreme  court  decision  of  the  Xortli- 
western  Telephone  Exchg^ge  against 
the  City  of  Minneapolis,  recently  handed 
down  in  favor  of  the  telephone  company, 
does  not  touch  on  the  points  inv^dved  in

The  recent  deci- 
sion was  rendered  simply  on  a  demurrer, 
and  the  case  will  now  be  tried  on  its 
merit.s,  which  may  bring  in  several  of 
the  most  important  questions  involved  in 
the  fight  in  this  city. 

NEELfGOES. 

The    Court   Says    That  It 
Will  Order  His  Extra- 
dition. 

New  York,  Aug.  S.— Judge  T^combe 
of  the  United  States  circuit  court  today 
rendered  an  opinion  which  indicates  that 
an  order  for  the  e-xtradition  of  Charles 
F.  W.  Neely  to  the  Cuban  authorities 
will  be  signed  on  Aug.  13. 

The  latter  part  of  the  document  .«ays: 

"The  evidence  shows  probable  cause 
to  believe  tihat  the  prisoner  is  guilty 
of  an  offense  defined  in  the  act  of  June 
6,  1900,  and  which  is  a  violation  of  the 
criininal  laws  in  fone  in  Cuba,  and  upon 
such  evidence  he  will  be  held  for  extradi- 
tion. 

"Two  obstacles  to  his  extradition  now 
exist.  He  has  been  held  to  bail  in  this 
court  upon  a  criminal  charge  of  bring- 
ing into  this  district  funds  embezzled  in 
another  district.

court  to  recover  $■».".. I'OO.  whicli,  it  is  al- 
leired,  he  has  converted.  When  both  of 
th^se  »>roccedings  shall  have  been  dis- 
continued, the  order  in  extradition  will 
be  signed.  This  may  be  done  on  Aug. 
13,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m."

support  the  stale.  It  is  idle  to  claim 
that  the  ultimate  burden  of  taxation  must 
rest  upon  the  back  of  labor.  If  that  is 
true,  whv  not  levy  a  per  capita  tax  and 
burn  ourassessment  laws  upon  the  altars 
of  common  sense.  It  Is  not  true.  It  never 
has  been  and  It  never  will  be. 

In  national  affairs  we  stand  by  the  ad- 
ministration of  President  McKinlcy.  \N  e 
are  proud  of  it.  Proud  of  it  not  simply 
as  Republicins.  but  as  citizens  of  liiis 
.American  commonwealth  who  are  glad 
nat  his  administration  has  brought  new 
honors  to  the  American  name,  new  glory 
10  American  arms  and  new  prosperity  to 
the  American  people.  I  .''ay  this  not  mere- 
ly for  the  purp«ise  of  using  the  perfunctory 
terms  of  conventional  eulogy,  but  because 
vou  and  I  and  everv  fair-minded  American 
citizen  knows  that  it  is  true.  The  Repub- 
lican partv  has  done  all  that  It  promised 
to  do  an»l  more.  The  Democracy  said  in 
isnfi  that  a  Republican  tariff  would  be  a 
Chinese  wall  about  the  t'ntied  Stales  shut- 
ting out  foreign  trade.

But  he 
said  to  the  Kansas  City  convention:  "You 
must  declare  for  the  free  coinage  of  sil- 
ver at  the  ratio  of  Ifi  to  i  or  I  will  not  be 
vour  candi<late."  Mr.  Br.van  denounces 
imperialism  and  proceeds  to  rule  his  p:irty 
with  a  rod  of  iron  and  appears  before  the 
American  people  as  the  most  imperial  po- 
litical boss  of  the  century.  He  regarded 
the  tariff  as  the  t>aramf)uht  issue  when  in 
congress,  the  silver  rjuestion  as  the  para- 
mount Lssui'  in  IS'.tfi.  The  misty  thing  h 
terms  imperialism  is  the  burden  of  his 
song  now. 

The  frlencls  of  Mr.  Bryan  claim  that  th'^y 
will  obtain  the  German  vote  upon  this  is- 
sue. The  (^laim  is  a  littl<^  shadow\'  for 
iwo  reasons — one  that  theiXis  no  such  is- 
sue, and  the  other  is  that  German  voters 
do  their  own  thinking.  The  German  peo- 
ple are  less  affected  than  almost  any 
others  by  shallow  surface  agitations  of 
political  thought.  German  philosophy 
deals  with  facts,  not  with  fancies.  Mr. 
Brvan  reached  a  silver  platter  for  the

Although  the 
Demoerats  recognized  that  th>'  adminis- 
tration would  neces.xarlly  gain  a  i)o!itical 
advantage  from  the  cuiiduct  t>f  a  war 
whicii,  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case, 
must  .s.ion  end  in  a  <omplete  victory, 
tbt  y  vieti  with  the  Itepublicans  in  tlie 
sup|>.)rt  which  they  g.ive  to  the  <f)resi- 
ilent.  When  the  war  was  tiver  and  the 
Itepublican  leaders  began  to  suggest  the 
jiropriely  of  a  colonial  policy,  opposition 
at  on<e  manifested  itself.  When  the 
president  finally  laid  before  the  senate  a 
treaty  which  recngnizml  the  inilei>en- 
dence  of  Puba,  but  i)rovided  for  the 
cessi  m  of  tiie  Hiilippine  islands  to  the 
I'nited  States,  the  menace  of  imi)erialism 
became  so  apparent  that  many  jjieferred 
to  reject  the  treaty  and  ri.'^k  the  ills  that 
might  follow  rather  than  take  the  chance 
of  correcting  the  errors  of  the  treaty  b.v 
the  independent  action  of  this  coun- 
irr.

I  take 
this  occasion  to  restate  the  reas  »ns  given 
at  that  time.  T  trought  it  safer  to 
trust  the  American  people  to  give  Inde- 
pendence to  the  Filipinos  tlian  to  trust 
the  accomidishment  of  that  purpo.«e  to 
diplomacy  with  an  unfriendly  ntition. 
Lincoln  embodied  an  argument  In  th^ 
(luestion  when  he  asked,  "Can  allen;^ 
make  treaties  easier  than  friends  can 
make  laws?"  I  believe  that  we  are  now 
in  a  better  position  to  wage  .a  successful 
contest  against  imnerialism  than 
we  would  have  been  had  tihe  treaty  be.n 
rejected.  With  the  treaty  ratified,  a 
clean-cut  issue  is  presented  between  a 
government  by  consent  and  a  govern- 
ment by  force,  and  imperialists  muKt 
bear  the  responsibility  for  all  that  hai'- 
pens  until  the  ouesiion  is  settled,  if 
the  treaty  had  been  rejected,  the  ori- 
IMinents  of  imperialism  would  have  been 
held  responsible  for  any  international 
complications  which  might  have  arisen 
before  tee  ratification  of  another  treaty. 
But  whatever  differences  of  opinion  may 
have  existed  as  to  the  best  method  of 
opposing  the  colonial  policy,  there  never 
was  any  difference  as  to  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  question,  and  there  is 
no  difference  now  as  to  the  course  to  be 
l>ursuec!. 

The  title  of  Spain  being  extinRuisfied. 
we  were  at  liberty  to  deal  with  the  Fili- 
pinos according  to  American  principles. 
The  Bacon  resolution,  introduced  a 
month  Ijcfore  hostilities  broke  out  a  I 
Manilla,  promised  independence  to  the 
Filipinos  on  the  same  terms  that  it  was 
promised  to  tlie  CuVians.  I  supported 
this  resolution,  and  believe  that  its  ad  )p- 
tion  prior  to  the  breaking  out  of  hos- 
tilities would  have  prevented  bloodshed, 
and  that  its  adoption  at  any  subsequent 
time  would  have  ended  hostilities. 


If  the  treaty  had  been  reject- 
ed, consiilerable  time  would 
have  necessarily  elapsed  before 
a  new  treaty  could  have  been 
agreed  upon  and  ratifietl,  and 
during  that  time  the  question 
would  have  been  agitating  the 
public  mind.  If  the  Racon  reso- 
lution had  been  tidopted  by  the 
senate  and  carried  out  by  the 
president,  either  at  the  time  of 
the  ratification  of  the  treaty 
or  at  any  time  afterwards,  it 
would  have  taken  the  que.=ti5n 
of  imperialism  out  of  politics 
and  left  the  American  people 
fr'^e  to  deal  with  theit»flomestic 
lirohlerns.  Rut  the  rr.<5oluti»in 
was  defeated  by  the  vote  of  the 
Republican  vice  president,  and 
from  that  time  to  this  a  Repub- 
lican congress  has  refused  ti) 
take  any  action  whatever  in 
the  matter. 


When  hostilities  broke  out  at  Manilla, 


Republican  speakers  and  Republican 
editors  at  once  sought  to  lay  the  blame 
u|xjn  tiiose  who  h.td  delayed  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty,  and.  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  war.  the  same  Republicans 
have  accused  the  opponents  of  Imperial - 
isna  of  giving  encouragement  to  the  Fili- 
pinos. This  Is  a  cowardly  evasion  of  re- 
si)onslbility. 

If  it  Is  light  for  the  United  States  to 
hold  the  PhlllnDlne  Islands  permanently 

and  imitate  the  "uropean  emjdres  In  tlie 
governmer.t  of  the  colonies,  tfie  Repub- 
lican party  ought  to  state  its  position  and 
defend  it.  but  it  must  expect  the  subject 
r.ict  s  to  protest  against  such  a  policy 
and  to  resist  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability.  The  Filipinos  do  not  need  any 
encouragement  froni  Americans  now  liv- 
ing, our  whole  history  has  been  an  eii- 
couragemfnt,  not  only  to  the  Filipinos 
but  to  all  who  are  denied  a  voice  in  their 
own  government.  If  the  Republicans 
are  prepared  to  censure  all  who  have 
used  language  calculated  to  make  Fili- 
pinos hate  foreign  domination,  let  them 
condemn  the  speech  of  Patrick  Henry. 
When  he  uttered  that  pa.ssionate  api>eal, 
■•(Jive  me  liberty  or  give  me  death,"  he 
exjiressed  a  sentiment  whi<  h  still  echoe.^ 
in  the  hearts  of  men.  Let  them  cen- 
sure Jeffer.son;  of  all  the  statesmen  of 
history,  none  have  used  wjids  so  offen- 
slv"  to  those  who  would  hold  their  fel- 
lows in  political  bondage.  Let  theni 
censure  Washington,  who  declared  thai 
the  colonics  must  choo.^e  between  liberty 
and  slavery.  <  »r.  If  the  Ktatute  of  limita- 
tions has  run  against  the  sins  of  Henry 
and  Jefferson  and  Washington,  let  them 
<-ensure  Lincoln,  whose  Oettysburg 
speech  will  be  quoted  In  defense  of  popu- 
lar government  when  the 'iresent  advo- 
cates of  force  and  coniiuest  are  forgot- 
ten. 

S  )meone  has  .said  that  a  trutli  onc> 
spoken  can  never  be  recalled.  It  is 
true.  It  goes  on  and  im,  and  no  one  can 
set  a  limit  to  its  ever-widening  iivllu- 
ence.  Rut  if  it  were  possible  to  obliter- 
ate every  word  written  or  spoken  in  de- 
fens<»  of  the  principles  set  forth  in  the 
Ite  laration  of  Independenc,  a  war  of 
conquest  would  still  leave  its  legacy  of 
perpetual  hatred,  for  it  was  (Sod  Himself 
who  placed  in  every  human  heart  tlie 
loVe  of  liberty.  He  never  made  a  race 
of  iH^ople  .so  low  in  the  scale  of  civiliza- 
tion or  Intelligence  that  it  w  .iild  w-i- 
eane  a  foreign  master. 

liincoln  said  that  the  safety  of  ttil.- 
nation  wa.s  not  in  its  lleets.  its  armle.s  o>- 
Its  forts.  >iut  in  the  spirit  which  priz.s 
lib.  rty  as  the  heritag.-  of  all  men.  in  all 
lands,  everywhere;  and  he  warned  his 
countrymen  that  they  could  not  destroy 
this  spirit  without  planting  the  seeds  jof 
desjioti.«m  at  their  own  door.s. 


Tlio-e  who  would  have  this 
nation  enter  ui)on  a  career  of 
empire  must  consiib^r  not  only 
the  effect  of  Imperialism  on  the 
Filipin  »s.  but  they  must  also 
calculate  ita  effect  upon  our 
own  nation.

We  have  felt  it  due  to  ourselves 
and  to  the  world,  as  well  as  to  those 
who  Were  struggling  for  the  right,  to 
govern  themselves,  to  proclaim  the  in- 
terest \thich  our  people  have,  from  tie- 
date  of  their  osvn  independence,  felt  i'. 
eve-y  wintest  lietween  human  rights  a..  I 
arbitrary  power.  Three-quarteis  of  a 
centuiy 'ai;o,  when  our  nation  was  stnall, 
the  struggles  of  Greece  aroused  our  peo- 
plf.  and  Webster  and  Clay  gave  eloquei't 
expression  to  the  universal  desire  for 
Grec-ian  independence.  In  1S96  all  par- 
ties manifested  a  lively  interest  in  the 
success  of  the  Cubans,  Itut  now  when  .••. 
war  is  in  pr<?gressin  South  Africa,  whi  !i 
niual  result  in  the  extension  of  the  moiv 
archial  idea,  or  in  the  triumph  of  a 
republic,  the  advocates  of  Imperialism  in 
this  country  dare  not  say  a  word  in  be- 
half of  the  Roers.  Sympathy  for  the 
Doers  does  not  arise  from  any  unfriend- 
liness toward  Kngland:  the  American 
peoiile  are  not  unfriendly  toward  the 
people  of  any  natiim.  This  .-sympathy  is 
due  to  the  fact  that,  as  stated  in  our 
platform,  we  helieve  in  the  principle  of 
self-government  and  reject,  as  did  our 
forefathers,  the  claims  of  monarchy.  If 
this  nation  surrenders  its  belief  in  the 
universal  aiiplicatign  of  the  prinoiple.-- 
spt  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, it  will  lose  the  prestige  and  influ- 
ence which  it  has  enjoyed  among  the 
nations  as^  an  exponent  of  popular  gov- 
ernment. 

Our  opponents,  conscious  of  the  weak- 
ness of  thf>ir  ciu.«p  seek  to  confuse  im- 
perinli.*=m  with  expansion.  .=ind  have  even 
dared  to  claim  .Ieffe:>on  a<  a  .supporlei 
of  their  policy.  Jefferson  spoke  so  freel.\ 
and  used  language  with  such  pre(.'ision 
that  no  ore  can  l)e  ignorant  of  hi« 
views.  On  one  occasion  he  declared: 
"If  there  be  one  principle  more  deepiy 
rooted  than  any  other  in  the  mind  <'f 
every  American,  it  is  that  we  shoul.i 
have  nothing  to  do  with  conquest."  And 
again,  he  said:    "Conquest  is  not  in  our 


The  forcible  annexation  of 
territory  U>  be  g»»verned  by  ar- 
bitrary power,  differs  .as  much 
from  the  acquisition  of  terri- 
tory to  be  built  up  into  states 
as  a  monarchy  differs  from  a 
demo^aaoy.  The  Democratic 
I'aity  does  not  oppose  expan- 
sion when  expansion  enlarges 
the  area  of  the  republic  and  in- 
corporates land  which  can  be 
settled  by  American  citizens, 
or  adds  to  our  population  peo- 
ple who  are  willing  to  liecome 
citizens  and  are  capable  of  dis- 
charging their  duties  as  such. 


The  acquisition  of  the  Louisiana  terri- 
tory. Florida,  Texas  and  other  tracts 
which  have  been  secured  from  time  tD 
time,  enlarged  the  republic,  and  the 
constitution  followed  the  flag  into  tne 
new  territory.  It  is  now  proposed  to 
sieze  upon  distant  territory  already 
more  densely  populated  than  our  own 
country,  and  to  force  upon  the  people  a 
government  for  which  there  is  no  war- 
rant in  our  constitution  or  our  laws. 
Even  the  argument  that  this  earth  be- 
longs to  those  w  ho  desire  to  cultivate  it. 
and  have  the  physical  power  to  acquire 
it,  cannot  be  invoked  to  justify  the  ap- 
lodpriation  of  the  Philii>pine  islands  by 
the  Tnited  States.  If  the  islands  were 
unlnhabiteil  American  citizens  w-oqld 
would  not  be  w  iliing  to  go  there  and  till 
the  Soil.  The  wliite  race  will  not  live  so 
near  the  equator.  Other  nations  have 
tried  to  colonize  in  the  same  latitude. 
The  Netherlands  have  controlled  Jav.i 
for  "0  years,  and  yet  today  there  are 
less  than  60.000  jeople  of  European  birth 
scattered  among  25.000.000  nativcj^.  After 
a  century  and  a  half  of  English  domi- 
nation in  India.  1»'S3  than  one-twentieth 
of  1  per  cent  of  the  people  of  India  are 
of  English  birth,  and  it  requires  an 
army  of  70,000  Hritish  .soldiers  to  take 
care  of  the  tax  collectors.  Spain  has  as- 
serted title  to  tlie  Philippine  islands  for 
three  centuries,  and  yet,  when  our  fleet 
entered  Manilla  l)ay  there  were  lesa 
than  10.000  Spaniards  residing  in  the 
I^hilippines. 

A  colonial  poiliy  means  that  we  .shall 
send  to  the  Philippines  a  few  traders,  a 
few  taskmasters  and  a  few  offlceholders. 
and  an  army  laige  enough  to  sui>port 
the  authiu-ity  ot  a  small  fraction  of  the 
peoi)le  while"  they  rule  the  natives. 


Tf  we  have  an  imperial  policy 
We  must  have  a  large  standing 
army  as  its  natural  and  neces- 
sary complement.

The  spirit  which  will  justify  the 
forcible  annexation  of  the  Piiilippine 
islands  will  justify  the  seizure  of  other 
islands  and  the  ilomin.itlon  of  other  peo- 
ple, and  witli  wars  of  conquest  \v»  can 
expect  a  certain,  if  not  rapid  giowth  of 
our  military  cstalilishment.  That  a  large 
I>ernianent  inciea.^e  in  our  regular  army 
is  intended  l>y  the  Republican  lea«lers  is 
not  a  matter  of  conje.-ture,  but  a  matter 
of  fact.  In  his  m«s.<age  of  Dec.  5.  lSit><, 
the  president  asked  for  authority  to  in- 
crease the  standing  army  to  100,000.  In 
1S;»6  the  army  contained  abiUit  lIo.OOO 
nun.  Within  two  years  the  ju'esldenc 
asked  f(U-  four  times  that  many,  and  a 
Kei)Uliliian  house  of  representatives 
coinplietl  with  the  request  after  the 
Spani.-<h  treaty  had  been  signed  and  no 
country  was  at  war  with  the  United 
Staters.  If  such  an  army  is  demanded 
when  an  imi)erlal  imlicy  Is  contemplat- 
ed, liut  not  openly  avowed,  what  may  be 
expected  if  the  people  encourage  the 
Republican  part.\  !)y  endorsing  its  policy 
at  the  polls?  A  large  standing  army  is 
not  only  a  peculiar  burden  to  the  peoj)le, 
.ind,  if  acciunpanled  by  compulsory  ser- 
vice, a  constant  source  of  irritation,  but 
it  is  ever  a  menace  to  a  republican  form 
of  government.  The  army  is  the  per- 
sonification of  foice.  and  militarism  will 
inevitably  change  the  ideals  of  the  peo- 
ple .and  turn  the  thoughts  of  our  young 
men  fion>  the  arts  of  peace  to  thi' 
s.lencc^  of  war.  The  government  which 
relies  for  Us  defence  ui)on  its  citizens  i:* 
more  likely  to  be  just  than  ime  which 
has  at  call  a  lars;e  body  of  professional 
soldiers.  A  small  standing  army  and  a 
well  tquippcMl  and  well  disciplined  state 
militia  ar;-  sulli>  lent  in  ordinary  tlnvs. 
and  in  an  emergem-y  the  nation  should, 
in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  place  Us 
dependence  upoa  the  volunteers  who 
come  from  all  occupatbms  at  ih-ir  coun- 
try's call,  and  return  to  priHiuctive  labor 
vv  hen  their  services  are  no  longer  re- 
quired—men who  fight  when  the  country 
n<  c-ds  lighters,  and  uio-k  when  the  coun- 
try needs  workcMS. 


The  Repulilican  platform  a.s- 
stimes  that  the  Philippine! 
islands  will  be  retained  under 
American  sovereignty,  and  we 
have  a  right  to  demand  of  the 
Rej)ublican  leaders  a  discus- 
si<»n  of  the  future  status  of  the 
Filipino.  Is  he  to  lie  a  citizen 
or  a  subject? 


Are  we  t^i,  liiin.ir  into  the  body  iiolitii^ 
eight  or  ten  million  Asiatics,  so  differ- 
ent from  us  in  lace  and  history  that 
.'imalgamation  is  impossible?  Are  the  y 
to  share  with  us  in  making  the  laws  and 
shaping  the  destiny  of  this  nation?  No 
F.epublican  of  prominence  has  been  l)old 
enough  to  advocate  such  a  proposition. 
The  McEnery  resolution,  adopted  Viy  the 
Senate  immediately  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty,  expressly  negatives 
this  idea.  The  Democratic  platform  de- 
si  ribed  the  situation  when  it  say?  that 
the  Filipinos  cannot  be  citizens  without 
endan.gering  our  civilization.  Who  will 
dispute  it?   And  what  is  the  alternative? 


If  the  Filii'ino  is  not  to  be  a 
citizen,  shall  we  make  him  a 
subjec-t?  On  that  question  the 
Democratic  )»latform  speaks 
with  cmpliasis.  It  declares 
that  the  Filipino  cannot  l)e  a 
subject  without  endangering 
our  form  of  government.  A 
republic  can  have  no  sub- 
jects. 


A  .sul)ject  is  possible  only  In  a  govern- 
ment resting  upon  force,  he  is  unknown 
in  a  government  deriving  its  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governecl.  The 
Republican  platform  says  that  "the 
largest  measure  of  self-government  con- 
sistent with  their  welfare  and  our 
duties  shall  be  secured  to  them  (the 
Filipinos)  by  law."  This  is  a  stran.ge 
doctrine  for"  a  gove.rnment  whioh  owes 
its  very  existence  to  the  men  who 
offered  their  lives  as  a  protest  a.gain.-:t 
government  without  consent,  and  taxa- 
tion without  representation.  In  what 
respect  does  the  position  of  the  Republi- 
can party  can  differ  from 
the  position  taken  by  the 
English  government  in  1776?  Did  not 
the  English  government  promise  a  good 
government  to  the  colonists?  What  king 
ever  promised  a  bad  goveimment  to  his 
peofile'!'  Did  not  the  Enalish  govern- 
ment promi.se  that  the  colonists  should 
have  the  largest  measure  of  self-govern- 
ment consistent  with  their  welfare  and 
English  duties?  Did  not  the  Spanish 
government  promise  to  give  the  Cubans 
the  largest  measure  of  self-government 
consistent  with  their  welfare  and  Span- 
|ish  duties?  The'  whole  difference  be- 
tween a  monarchb'  and  a  republie  may 


be  summed  up  In  one  sentence:  In  a 
monar.  by  the  king  gives  to  the  people 
what  he  believes  to  be  a  good  govern- 
ment; in  a  repuljlic  the  people  .secure  for 
themselves  what  they  believe  to  be  a 
good  government. 


The  Republican  party  has  ac- 
cepted the  Euiopean  idea  and 
planted  itself  upon  the  ground 
taken  by  George  III  and  by 
every  ruler  who  distrusts  the 
capacity  of  the  people  for  self- 
government,  or  denies  thom  a' 
voice  in  their  own  affairs. 


The  Repulilican  platorm  promises  that 
some  measure  of  self-government  is  to 
be  given  to  the  Filipinos  liy  law;  but, 
even  this  pledge  is  not  fulfilled.  Nearly 
sixteen  months  elap.sed  after  the  ratifi- 
cation treaty  before  the  adjournment  of 
congress  last  June,  and  yet' no  law  was 
passed  dealing  with  the  Philippine  situ- 
ation. The  will  of  the  president  has 
been  the  only  law  in  the  Philippine 
i islands  wherever  the  American  author- 
ity extends.  Why  does  the  Rel>ublican 
party  hesitate  to  legislate  upon  the  Phll- 
lipine  question?  Because  a  law  would 
disclose  the  radkal  deiiarlure  from  his- 
tory and  i)recedent  contemi>lated  by 
those  who  control  the  Republican  jiarty. 
The  stinin  of  protest  w  hich  gn^eted  the 
I'orto  Rican  l»ill  was  an  indication  of 
what  may  be  expected  when  the  Ameil- 
can  peojile  are  brought  face  to  face  with 
legislation  upon  this  subject.  If  the 
Porto  RIcans.  who  welcome  annexHtfon, 
are  to  be  denied  the  guarantees  of  our 
constitution,  wh.at  is  to  be  the  lot  of  the 
Filipinos,  who  resisted  our  authority? 
If  secret  Iniluences  could  conipel  h  dis- 
regard of  our  jilain  duty  tmvard  friendl.v 
I^eople,  living  near  our  shores,  what 
tieatment  will  those  same  influences 
provide  f(U-  unfriendly  people  7000  miles 
away? 


If  in  this  country  where  the 
peoide  have  the  right  to  vote. 
liei)ui)lican  leadei.s  dare  not 
take  the  side  of  the  people 
against  the  great  monojjolicjs 
which  have  grown  up  within 
the  last  few  years,  how  c-an 
the.v  be  trusted  to  protect  the 
I>"ilipinos  from  the  corporations 
which  are  wailing  to  exphdt 
the  islands? 


Is  the  sunli.ght  of  full  citizenship  to 
be  enjoyed  by  the  jieoide  of  the  United 
Slates,  "and  tiie  twilight  of  senil-cltlzen- 
ship  endured  l)y  flie  peo|do  of  Pcu'to 
Rico,  while  the  thick  darkness  of  per- 
petual vassalage  covers  the  Phllliiplnes? 
The  Porto  Rico  tariff  law  asserts  the 
doctrine  that  the  operation  of  the  con- 
.stitution  is  confined  to  the  forty-five 
states.  The  Democratic  party  disputes 
this  doctrine  and  denounces  It  as  repug- 
nant to  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  our 
organic  law.  There  is  no  place  in  our 
system  of  government  for  the  deposit  of 
arbitrary  and  irrespimsible  power.  That 
the  leaders  of  a  great  party  should  claim 
for  any  president  or  congress  the  right 
to  treat  millions  of  people  as  mere  "pcs- 
ecs.sions,"  and  deal  Avith  them  unre- 
strained by  the  constitution,  or  the  bill 
of  rights,  shows  hic  •  far  we  Have  al- 
read.v  departed  from  the  ancient  land- 
marks, and  indicates  what  may  be  ex- 
pected if  this  nation  deliberately  enters 
upon  a  career  of  empire.  The  territorial 
form  of  government  is  temporary  and 
fireparatory,  and  the  chief  security  a 
citizen  of  a  territory  has  is  found  in  th-i 
fact  that  he  enjbys  the  same  constitu- 
tional guarantees,  and  is  suliject  to  the 
seme  .general  laws  as  a  c;itizen  of  a  .state. 
T:ike  away  this  sec  u'-ity  and  his  rights 
will  be  violated  and  his  interest  sacrificed 
at  the  demand  of  those  who  have  politi- 
cal influence.  This  is  the  evil  of  the 
colonial  s.rstem,  no  matter  by  what  na- 
tion it  is  applied. 

What  is  our  title  to  the  Philippi'ic 
islands?  Do  we  hold  them  iiy  treaty  or 
by  c^onquesl?  Did  we  buy  them,  or  did 
wo  take  them?  Did  we  purchase  the 
people?  If  not.  how  did  we  secure  title 
to  them?  Were  they  thrown  in  with  the 
land?  Will  the  Repuidicans  say  that 
Inanimate  earth  has  value,  and  when 
that  earth  is  molded  liy  the  Divine  hand, 
and  stamped  with  the  likeness  of  the 
Creator,  it  becomes  a  fixture  and 
passes  with  the  soil? 


If  governments  derive  their 
just  pow'ers  from  the  consent  of 
the  governed,  it  is  impossible 
to  secure  title  to  people,  either 
by  force  or  by  purchase. 


We  could  extinguish  Spain's  title  by 
treaty,  but  if  we  hold  title  we  must 
hold  it  by  some  method  consistent  with 
our  ideas  of  government.  When  we 
made  allies  of  the  Filipinos  and  armed 
them  to  fight  against  Spain,  we  dis- 
puted Spain's  title.  K  we  buy  Spain's 
title  we  are  not  innocent  purchasers. 
But  even  if  we  had.  not  disputed 
Spain's  title,  she  could  tritnsfer  no 
greater  title  than  she  had.  and  her  title 
was  leased  on  force  alone.  We  cannot 
deftmd  suith  a  title,  but  as  Spain  gave 
us  a  quit  claitri  deed,  we  can  bonoralily 
turn  the  property  over  to  the  party  in 
possession.  Whether  any  American 
oflUcial  gave  the  Filipinos  moral  assur- 
ance of  independence  is  not  material. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  we  accepted 
and  utilized  th^  services  of  the  Filipinos, 
and  that  when  we  did  so  we  had  full 
knowledge  that  they  were  flghting  for 
their  own  independence,  and  I  submit 
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that  history  furnishes  no  example  of 
turpitude  basei  than  ours  if  \\e  now 
substitute  our  yoke  for  the  Spani.sh 
y(rke. 

Let  us  con.slcier  briefly  the  reascnis 
which  have  beea  given  in  support  of  an 
imperialistic  poiicy.  Some  say  that  it  is 
our  duty  to  hoi  1  the  Philippine  islandt;. 
But  duty  Is  not  an  argument;  it  is  a  con- 
clusion. To  ascertain  what  our  duty  is, 
in  any  emeigency,  we  must  apply  well- 
ti^ttled  and  generally  accepted  prin- 
ciples. It  is  our  duty  to  aveud  stealing, 
no  matter  w  heather  the  thing  to  lie  stolen 
is  of  great  or  little  value.  It  is  our  duty 
t(j  avoid  killing  a  human  being,  no  mat- 
ter wher^  the  human  being  lives,  or  to 
what  race  or  class  he  belongs.  Every- 
one recognizes  the  obligation  imposed 
upon  individuals  to  observe  both  the 
hiunan  and  moral  law,  Init,  as  some 
deny  the  appli  •ation  of  those  laws  to 
nations,  it  ma>  not  1h»  out  of  placet?  to 
quote  the  opinion  of  others.  Jefferson, 
is  no  higher  political 


than  whom   there 
authority,  said: 

"I  know  of  but 
for  men,  whether 
lectlvely." 

Franklin,  whcse 
virtue  are  .a  part  i 


one  code  of  morality 
acting  singly  or  col- 


learhing.  wisdom  and 
pf  the  priccdess  legacy 
liequeathed  to  us  from  the  revolution.arj- 
days,  expressed  the  same  idea  in  even 
stronger  language  when  he  said: 

"Justic^o  Is  as  strictly  due  between 
neighbor  nations  as  between  neighbor 
citizens.  A  hishwayman  is  as  much  a 
jobber  when  bt  plunders  in  a  gang  as 
when  singly,  ar  d  the  nation  that  makes 
an  unjust  war  is  only  a  great  *;-ang." 

Men  may  date  to  do  in  crowds  what 
they  would  not  dare  to  do  as  Individuals, 
but  the  moral  c  haracter  of  an  .act  Is  not 
dett'imined  by  !  he  number  of  those  who 
join  in  it.  Force  can  defend  a  right,  but 
forc-e  has  nevei  yet  created  a  right.  If 
it  was  true,  as  declared  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  Intervtnticm,  that  the  Cubans 
"are  and  of  risht  ought  to  be  free  and 
Indejiendent,"  (language  taken  from  the 
Declaration  o'  Independence),  It  Is 
equally  true  Ihtit  the  Filipinos  "are  and 
of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  Indepen- 
dent. '  The  right  of  the  Cubans  to  free- 
dom was  not  based  upon  their  proximity 
to  the  United  States,  nor  upon  the  lan- 
guage which  they  spoke,  nor  yet  upon 
the  race  or  races  to  which  they  be- 
longed. CongiesB,  by  a  practically 
unanimous  vote,  decl.ared  that  the  prin- 
ciples enunciated  at  Philadelphia  in  177(5

Who  will  draw  a  line  be- 
tween the  natural  rights  of  the 
Culians  aid  the  I'-iliiilnos? 
Who  will  ^ay  that  the  former 
h.ave  a  ri.gl  t  to  liberty,  and  the 
latter  h.ave  no  rights  which  we 
are  bound    o  respect? 


.And,  if  the  F  liplnos  "are  and  of  right 
oujrht  to  be  free  and  independent."  what 
risht  have  we  to  force  our  govc-rnment 
upon  thcon  without  their  con.'Jent?  P.e- 
f ore  our  duty  c;in  be  a-scertalnt-d,  and 
w  lien  ibi'ir  lights  are  once  detc-rmined. 
it  is  as  much  our  duty  to  respect  those 
rights  a.^  it  was  the  duty  of  Spain  to  re- 
spi  ct  the  rightt  of  the  .Xmeriean  colon- 
ists. Rights  never  ccmflict:  duties  never 
clash.  Can  it  be  our  duty  to  usurp  po- 
litical lights  vhich  belong  to  others? 
Can  it  be  our  duty  to  kill  those  who.  fol- 
lowing the  examnle  of  our  forefathers, 
li.ve  liijerty  well  enough  to  fight  for  it? 

Some  poet  has  described  *  the  terror 
which  oA-ercam?  a  soldier  who.  in  the 
midst  of  battle,  di.scovered  that  he  had 
slain  his  broth*  r.  It  is  written  "all  y<^ 
are  brethren."  Let  us  hope  for  the  com- 
ing of  the  da.v  "vhen  human  life— which, 
when  once  destroyed,  cannot  be  re- 
stored— will  l>e  .so  sacred  that  it  will 
never  be  taken  except  when  necessary 
to  punish  a  ctime  already  committed. 
or  to  prevent  a  crime  about  to  be  com- 
mitted! 

If  it  is  said  taat  we  have  secured  be- 
fore the  world  obligations  which  make  it 
necessary  for  i(S  to  permanently  main- 
tain a  governn^ent  in  the  Philippine 
islands.  I  repb .  first,  that  the  highest 
obligation  of. this  nation  is  to  be  true  to 
itself.  No  obli:iation  to  any  particular 
nati<m,  or  to  al  nations  combined,  can 
require  the  abandonment  of  our  theory 
of  ffovernment.  and  the  subpfitution  of 
doctrines  agairst  which  our  whole  na- 
tional life  has  teen  a  protest.  And,  .sec- 
ond, that  our  obligations  to  the  Filipinos 
who  inhabit  the  islands,  are  greater  than 
any  obligation  which  we  can  owe  to 
foreigners  who  have  a  temporary  resi- 
dence in  the  Philippines,  or  desire  to 
trade  there. 

It  is  argued  by  some  that  the  Filipinos 
are  incapable  >f  self-government,  and 
that,  therefore,  we  owe  it  to  the  world 
to  take  control  of  them.  Admiral  Dewey, 
in  an  official  report  to  the  navy  depart- 
ment, declared  the  Filipinos  more 
capable  of  seb-government  than  the 
Cubans,  and  said  that  he  based  his  opin- 
ion upon  a  kno\.ledge  of  both  races.  But 
I  will  not  rest  the  case  upon  the  relative 
advancement  cf  the  Filipinos.  Henry 
Clay,  in  defending  the  rights  of  the 
people  of  South  America  to  self-govern- 
ment, said: 

"It  is  the  doctrine  of  thrones  that  mar 
is  to  ignorant  lo  govern  himself.  Theb* 
partisian  assert  his  incapacity  in  refer- 
ence to  all  nations:  if  they  cannot  com- 
mand universa  assent  to  the  oroposi- 
tlon.  it  is  then  remanded  to  particular 
nations:  and  our  pride  and  our  pre- 
sumption too  often  made  converts  of  us. 
I  contend  that  it  is  to  arraign  the  dis- 
position of  Providence  Himself,  to  sup- 
pose that  he  has  created  beings  incap- 
able of  governiag  themselves,  and  to  be 
trampled  on  by  kings.   Self-government

clay  was  right.  There  are  degree*  of 
Iiroflcieucy  in  the  art  of  self-g<»vernment, 
but  it  is  a  reflection  ui>on  the  Creator 
to  say  that  He  denied  to  any  people  th* 
capacity  of  self-government.  Once  admit 
that  some  people  are  capable  of  self- 
sovernment.  and  that  others  are  not,  and 
that  the  capable  people  have  a  right  to 
Seize  upon  and  govern  the  Incapable, 
and  you  make  force — brtite  forc^e — thci 
only  foundation  of  government,  and  in- 
\  ite  the  reign  of  the  despot. 


I  am  not  •willing  to  believe 
that  an  all-wise  and  an  all-lov- 
ing God  created  the  Filipinos, 
and  then  left  them  thousands 
of  years  helpless  until  the 
islands  attracted  the  attcmtion 
of  European  nations. 


RepuldlcanB  ask.  "Shall  we  haul  down 
the  flag  that  floats  over  our  dead  In 
the  Philippines?"  The  Hiime  ciuestlnn 
might  have  been  asked  when  the  Amerl- 
can  flag  floated  over  Chapuliepec  and 
waver  over  the  dead  who  fell  there;  but 
th  tourist  who  visits  the  City  of  Mexico 
finds  there  a  national  cemeter.v  owned 
by  the  I'liited  States  and  cared  for  by 
an  American  citizen.  Our  flag  still 
fl«»ats  over  our  dead,  but  when  thu 
treaty  with  Mexico  was  signed,  Ameri- 
can authorit.v  withdrew  to  the  Rio 
Grande,  and  I  venture  the  opinion  that 
during  the  last  fifty  years  the  pei>i»le 
of  Mexico  have  made  more  progress* 
undtM-  the  stimulus  of  Independence  and 
6eIf-govenii7ient  than  they  would  have 
made  under  a  carpet-bag  government 
held  In  place  by  bayonets.  The  United 
States  and  Mexico,  friendly  n-publlc!i». 
are  each  stronger  and  happier  than  they 
would  have  been  had  the  form(*r  beer» 
cursed  and  the  latter  crnshc^d  by  an 
Imperialistic  policy,  disgvised  cu»  "be- 
nevolent assimilation." 

"Can  we  not  govern  colonies?"  we 
.are  asked.  The  question  Is  not  what 
we  can  do,  but  what  we  ought  to  do. 
This  natlim  can  do  whatever  it  desires 
lo  do,  but  it  must  accH»pt  respopslldllty 
for  what  It  does.  If  the  ccjnstltutiot* 
stands  in  the  w  ay,  the  people  can  amenci 
the  constitution.  I  r«?peat,  the  nation 
can  do  whatever  It  desires  to  do,  but  It 
cannot  .a'void  the  natural  and  legitimate 
n-wults  of  Its  own  conduct.  The  young 
man  upon  reaching  his  majority  can 
do  what  he  pleases.  He  can  dlsregartl 
the  teiichlngs  of  his  parents;  he  can 
trample  upon  all  that  he  has  been  taught 
to  ccmslder  eaered,  he  can  disobey  th« 
laws  of  the  state,  the  laws  of  society 
and  the  laws  of  God.  He  can  stamp 
failure  upon  his  life  and  make  his  very 
existence  a  curse  to  his  fellow  men,  and 
he  can  bring  his  father  and  mother  in 
sorrow  to  the  grave;  but  he  cannot 
annul  the  sentence.  "Tho  Wages  of  Sin 
is  Death."  Ami  so  with  this  nation. It 
is  of  age.  and  it  can  do  what  It  fileases: 
it  can  spurn  the  traditions  of  the  past: 
it  can  repudiate  the  principles  ui>'»n 
Avhb  h  the  nation  rests;  It  can  emt>loy 
force  Instead  of  reason;  It  can  substitute 
might  for  right:  it  can  conquer  weaker 
people;  it  can  exploit  their  lands,  ap- 
propriate their  property  and  kill  their 
peyple,  but  it  Cannot  repeal  the  moral 
law  or  escape  punishment  decrecnl  fo» 
the  violation  of  human  rights. 
"Would  we  tread  in  the  paths  of 
tyranny. 

Nor  reckon  the  tyrant'*  cost? 
Who  taketh  another's  liberty 

His  freedom  is  also  lost. 
Would  we  win  as  the  strong  have  ever 
won, 

Make  ready  to  pay  the  debt. 
For  the  God  who  reigned  aver  Babylon 
Is  the  God  who  is  rei.gning  yet." 

Some  argue  that  American  rule  in  the 
Phliippine  islands  will  result  in  the  bet- 
ter education  of  the  Filipinos.  Be  riot 
deceived.  If  we  expect  to  maintain  a 
colonial  policy,  we  shall  not  find  it  to 
our  advantage  to  educate  the  people. 
The  educated  F'ilipinos  are  now  in  revolt 
against  us.  and  the  most  ignorant  onea 
have  made  the  least  resistance  to  our 
domination.  If  we  are  to  govern  them 
without  their  consent  and  give  fhem  no 
voice  In  determining  the  taxes  which 
they  must  pay.  we  dare  not  educate 
them,  least  they  learn  to  read  the 
declaration  of  independence  and  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  mock 
us  for  our  inconsistency. 

The  principal  arguments,  howevef.  ad- 
vanceci  by  those  who  enter  upon  c^  de- 
fense of  imperialism  are: 

First:  That  we  must  improve  the 
present  opportunity  to  become  a  world 
power  and  enter  Into  eniernational 
politics. 

Second:  That  our  commeroial  In- 
terests in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  In 
the  Orient  make  it  necessary  for  u.<< 
to  hold  the  Islands  permanently. 

Third:  That  the  spread  of  the  Christ- 
ian religion  will  be  facilitated  by  a 
colonial  policy. 

Fourth:  That  there  is  no  honor^lile 
retreat  from  the  position  which  the 
nation  has  taken. 


The  first  argument  Is  ad- 
dressed to  the  nation's  pride 
and  the  .second  to  the  nation's 
pocket-book.  The  third  is  in- 
tended for  the  church  memlier 
and  the  fourth  for  the  partisan. 


It  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  first 
argument  to  say  that  for  more  than  a 
century  this  nation  has  be«n  a  world 
power.  For  ten  decades  it  has  been  the 
most  potent  influence  in  the  world.  Not 
only  has  it  been  a  world  power,  but  i% 
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baa  done  moer  to  affoot  the  politirs  of 
the  liunian  laio  than  all  the  other 
nations  of  the  worM  comhined.  He- 
rause  our  deelaration  of  indep.ntlence 
was  promulgated,  others  have  been  pro- 
mulgated: because  the  patriots  of  I.16 
fought  for  liberty,  others  have  fought 
for  it:  because  our  constitution  was  ad- 
opted, other  constitutions  have  been  ad- 
opteil.  The  growth  of  the  principle  of 
self  government,  planted  on  American 
.soil,  has  been  the  over-shadowing 
political  fact  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
It  has  made  this  nation  conspicuous 
among  the  nations  and  given  it  a  place 
In  history  such  as  no  other  nation  has 
ever  enjoyed.  Nothing  has  been  able 
to  check  the  onward  march  of  thi-s  idea. 
I  am  not  willing  that  this  nation  shall 
cast  aside  the  omnipotent  weapon  of 
truth  to  seize  again  the  weapon  of 
physical  warfare.  I  would  not  exchange 
the  glory  of  this  republic  for  the  glory 
of  ail  the  empires  that  have  risen  and 
fallen  since  time  began. 

The  permanent  chairman  of  the  last 
Republi<an  national  convention  pres'-nt- 
ed  the  P'^iuniary  arsrument  in  all  its  bald- 
ness, when  he  said  •"We  make  no 
jiyixirrlticai  pretenses  of  being  in- 
terested In  the  Philippines  solely  on  ac- 
fount  of  others.  "While  we  reganl  the 
"welfare  of  these  peopl**  as  .-i  sacrtd  trust, 
•we  regard  the  welf.lr^»  of  the  American 
people  first.  We  Bee  our  duty  to  our- 
.«e!v«'S  as  well  as  to  others.  T\'e  be- 
Ireve  In  trade  expansion.  V>y  every 
Jegitlniate  means  within  the  province  of 
Kfivernment  and  constitution,  we  mean 
to  stimulate  the  expansion  of  our  trade 
and  01 -en  new  markets." 

This  Is  the  commercial  argument.  Tt 
JM  based  upon  the  theory  that  war  can 
l>e  rightly  waged  for  peeuniary  advan- 
tage, and  that  It  is  profitable  to  pur- 
chase trade  by  force  and  violence. 
Franklin  denied  b.:>th  of  these  proposi- 
tion.s.  When  I.ord  Howe  asserted  that 
the  .acts  of  parliament,  which  brought  on 
the  revolution,  were  necessary  to  prevent 
American  trade  from  passing  Into  for- 
eign channels.  Franklin  repllei: 

"To  me  it  seems  that  neither  tit©  ob- 
taining nor  retaining  of  any  trade,  h-uv 
valuable  soever,  is  an  object  for  which 
men  may  ju.^tly  spill  each  other's  blood; 
that  the  true  and  sure  means  of  ex- 
tending and  sei  uring  commerce  are  the 
ffoodnoss  and  cheapness  of  commodities, 
and  that  the  profits  of  no  trade  can  ever 
be  equal  to  the  expense  of  compelling 
it  and  holding  It  by  fleets  and  armies.  I 
consider  this  war  against  u'^  t •.,... ■.!',>,••>, 
lis  both  unjust  and  unwise.'

We  carry  on  tratle  today  with  every 
part  of  the  world,  and  our  commerce  has 
expanded  more  rapidly  than  the  om- 
merce  of  anv  European  empire.

with  their  people.  We  have  not  absorbed 
the  republics  of  Central  and  South 
America,  but  we  trade  with  them.  It 
}ia.'<  not  been  necessary  to  have  any  po- 
litical connectl.ms  with  Canada  or  the 
nations  of  Europe  in  order  to  trade  with 
them.  Trade  cannot  be  permanentiv 
profitable  unless  it  is  voluntary.  When 
trade  is  serured  by  force,  the  cost  of  se- 
curing it  and  retaining  it  must  be  taken 
out  of  the  }>i-ofits,  and  the  profits  are 
never  large  enough  to  cover  the  expense.

Farmers  and  laboring  men  have,  as  a 
rule,  small  Incomes,  and.  under  systems 
which  place  the  tax  up.m  consumi'tion, 
pav  more  than  their  fair  share  of  Vn^  ex- 
penses of  government.  Thus  the  very 
people  who  re«"eive  least  benefit  from  im- 
perialism will  be  injured  most  by  the 
military  burdens  which  accompany  it. 

In  addition  to  the  evils  which  he  and 
the  farmer  share  in  common,  the  labor- 
ing man  will  be  the  first  to  suffer  if 
Oriental  subjects  seek  w.irk  in  the  I'nit- 
ed  States;  the  first  to  suffer  if  American 
capital  leaves  our  shores  to  frnploy  Ori- 
ental labor  in  the  Philippines  to  supply 
the  trade  of  China  and  Jaitan;  the  first 
*  -  vffer  from  the  violence  which  the 
ry  spirit  arouses,  and  the  first  to 
j-uU'-r  when  the  methods  of  iniiierialism 
are  applied  to  our  own  government. 


It  is  not  siraiii;'-,  iari-,ji.ir' , 
that  the  labor  organizations 
have  been  quick  to  note  the 
approach  of  these  dangers  and 
prompt  to  protest  against  both 
militarism  and  imperialism.

their  loins  girt  about  with  truth  and

There  is  an  easy,  honest.  hont>rable  so- 
lution of  the  Philippine  question.  It  is 
set  forth  in  the  Democratic  platform, 
and  it  is  submitted  with  confidence  tJ 
the  American  people.  This  plan  I  unre- 
servedly endorse. 


If  elected,  I  shall  convene  con- 
gress In  extraordinary  session  as 
soon  as  I  am  inaugurated,  and  rec- 
ommend an  immediate  declaration 
of  the  nation's  purpose :    First,  to 
establish  a  stable  form  of  govern- 
ment in  the  Philippine  islands,  Just 
as  we  are  now  establishing  a  stable 
form  of  government  in  the  island 
of  Cuba;  second,  to  give  Independ- 
ence to  the   Filipinos,   iust  as  we 
have  promised  to  give  inderend- 
ence  to  the  Cubans;  third,  to  pro- 
tect the  Filipinos  from  outside  ln= 
terference    while    they    work   out 
their  destiny,  just  as  we  have  pro= 
tected  the  republics  of  Central  and 
South   America,   and  are,   by  the 
Monroe  doctrine,   pledged  to  pro- 
tect Cuba. 


The  pecuniary  argumt  nt.  thougii  imtre 
effective  with  c,:>rtain  classes,  is  not 
likely  to  be  used  so  often  Ckr  presented 
with  so  much  emphasis  as  the  religi«>us 
argument.  If  what  has  been  termed  the 
"gunpowder  gospel"  were  urged  against 
fhe  Filir>inos  only,  it  would  be  a  sufficient 
answer  to  say  that  a  majority  of  the 
Ftllpinoa  are  nf»w  members  of  one 
branch  of  the  Christian  church:  but  the 
principle  involved  is  one  of  much  wider 
application  and  challenges  serious  con- 
sideration. 

The  religious  argument  varies  in  r''^sl- 
tiveness  from  a  pa.ssive  belief  that  Pro- 
vidence delivered  the  Filipinos  into  our 
hands,  for  their  good  and  our  glory,  to 
the  exultation  of  the  minister  who  said 
that  we  ought  to  "thra.sh  the  natives 
(Filipinos)  until  they  understand  who 
•we  are,"  and  that  "every  bullet  sent, 
every  cannon  shot  and  every  flag  waved 
means  righteousness." 

We  cannot  approve  of  this  doctrine  in 
one  place  unless  we  are  willing  to  apply 
It  everywhere.  If  there  is  poison  in  the 
Idood  of  the  hand  it  will  ultimately  reach 
the  heart.  It  is  equally  true  that  forcible 
Christianity,  if  planted  under  the  Ameri- 
can flag  in  the  far-away  Orient,  will 
scxmer  or  later  be  transplanted  upon 
American  soil.

When  our  opponents  are  unable  to 
defend  their  position  by  argument  they 
fall  back  upon  thf  assertion  that  it  is 
destiny,  and  insist  that  we  must  submit 
to  it.  no  matter  liow  much  it  violates 
moral  precepts  and  our  principles  of 
wvernment.  This  is  a  complacent 
philosophy.  It  obliterates  the  distinct- 
ion between  right  and  wrong  and  makes 
individuals  and  nations  the  helpless 
victims  of  circumstances.

Important  end  rf  curtailing  the  power  of 
trusts,  we  favor  such  amendments  of  our 
tariff  laws  as  will  place  the  products  of 
trusts  upon  the  free  list,  and  thereby  pre- 
vent monopoly  under  the  plea  of  protec- 
tion. 


During  almost  four  ytars  of  ab- 
solute Republican  control  of  all 
department.-  of  the  government, 
the  trust  evil  has  grown  to  its 
present  overshadowing  propor- 
tions. What  finger  has  been  lifted 
fur  its  suppression?  With  its 
friends  again  entrenched  in  pow- 
er, what  hope  is  held  out  for  the 
future? 


At  this  hour.  I  can  but  allude  in  brief 
words  to  other  needed  reforms,  to  which 
the  attention  of  the  country  is  called  by 
the  Democratic  platform.  Prominent 
among  these  is  such  enlargement  of  the 
Scope  of  the  interstate  commerce  law  as 
will  protect  the  public  from  unjust  trans- 
portation rates,  and  individuals  from  un- 
fair discrimination.

A  «|uestion  is  yet  to  he  discussed,  to 
which  all  of  these  are  of  secondary  im- 
portance. It  is  solemnly  declared  bv  irur 
platform  to  be  of  paramount  Issue.  Ques- 
tions of  domestic  ludicy,  however  Impor- 
tant, may  be  but  <|uestioas 
of  the  hour  —  that  of  im- 
perialism is  for  all  time.  In  the  presence 
of  this  stupendous  issue,  others  se^m  but 
as  the  dust  in  the  balance.  In  no  sense 
jialtfring  with  words,  it  is  tlie  sui>reni« 
ipiestion  of  reintblio  or  ein|tire.

The  Democratic  party  has  ever 
been  the  advocate  of  wise  terri- 
torial expansion.  It  was  in  con- 
trol of  the  government  during 
forty  years  of  the  first  half  of 
the  present  century.  During  that 
period  new  states  were  admitted 
into  federal  union,  and  our  West- 
ern border  extended  beyu«d  the 
Mississippi. 


Out  of  the  L.ouisiana  country— acquired 
under  the  first  Democratic  admlnistraiion 
—have  been  carved  fourteen  magnilicent 
states  Under  a  later  Democratic  admin- 
istration—and  as  the  result  of  the  treaty 
which  terminated  our  war  with  Mexico— 
we  acquired  California  and  neighboring 
states  and  territories,  thus  bringing  under 
our  flag,  to  remain  forever,  the  vast  ex- 
panse stretching  to  the  Pacific  ocean. 

The  policy  of  aggressive  expansionr-of 
subjugation  of  distant  islands— purged  by 
the  iiresent  administration,  finds  no  prece- 
dent In  the  peaceable  ce.ssion  of  the 
I..oulslana  country  by  Napole<jn,  that  of 
Floiida  by  Spain,  nor  that  yet  later,  of 
the  vast  Western  area,  by  Mexico.  The 
territory  acquired  under  Democratic  ad- 
mlnistnitlon  was.  with  favorable  conol- 
tions.  the  tit  abode  for  men  of  our  own 
race.  At  the  time.t>f  annexation  it  pas.^cd 
under  the  rule  of  the  Anglo-Saxon,  wno 
carried  with  him  our  language  and  our 
laws.  It  was  territor>'  contiguous  to  otir 
own.  and  acquired  with  the  declared  in- 
tention—when the  conditions  and  popula- 
tion would  iustify— of  carving  it  into 
states.  The  result:  Millions  of  American 
homes,  our  national  wealth  increased  be- 
vond  the  dream  of  avarice,  and  the  United 
States  chief  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth. 

Can  it  be  that  the  new  policy  of  forcible 
annexation  of  distant  islands,  finds  prece- 
dent in  the  historic  events  I  have  men- 
tioned? The  answer  is  found  in  the  bare 
statement  of  facts.  The  territory  ac- 
quired under  Democratic  administration 
is  contiguous— the  Philippine  Islanils  Sir:o 
miles  distant.  The  acquisiilon  of  territory 
ui)on  our  own  continent  added  little  to  the 
national  expense— to  maintain  permaneat 
soverelgntv  over  the  distant  islands  ne- 
cessitates immense  expenditures  upon  our 
armv  and  navv.  More  than  that,  it  con- 
templates methods  of  administration  taat 
iMTiain.  not  to  the  rejuibilc.  but  to  the  em- 
idie.

Thi-^  vital  International 
p(d!cy.  announced  by  the  president  of  the 
United  States  seventy-sey.m  years  ago 
was"  "We  owe  it  therefore  to  candor  and 
to  tlie  amicable  relations  existing  between 
the  I'nlted  States  and  those  jxiwers  to  de- 
clare that  we  should  consider  any  attempt 
on  their  part  to  extend  their  system  to  any 
portion  of  this  hemisphere,  as  dangerous 
to  our  peace  and  safety."  This  was  sup- 
plemented bv  a  disclaimer  in  substance 
upon  our  part  of  any  intention  to  force  our 
institutions  upon  the  nations  of  Europe, 
or   their  dependencies.

It  is  in  conflict  with  that  provision  of 
thf  constitution  which  declares  tn.it: 
"Duties,  imjiorts.  and  excises  shall  be  uni- 
form throughout  the  I'niteii  States."  Be- 
lieving that  this  constitutional  provision 
applies  to  every  part  of  the  Tnited  Stales.

Telegraph  Companies  Must 

Furnish  Grain  Quotations  to 

Commission  Houses. 

Kansas  City,  Aug.  .s.— Judge  John 
Henry  in  ttie  circuit  court  yesterday 
granted  the  Christie-Street  Connnisslon 
company  and  the  Brokerage  Grain 
company,  both  of  this  city,  a  permanent 
injunction  restraining  the  Western 
L'nion  anti  the  Postal  Telegraph  com- 
panies from  discontinuing  the  sending 
of  grain  quotations  tj  complainants. 

In  his  decision  Judge  Henry  held  that 
the  "(luotations  of  the  Chicago  board  of 
trade  are  possessed  with  a  public  inter- 
est," and"  these;  companies  handling  such 
quotations  must  deliver  them  to  commis- 
si n\  companies  that  desire  them  whether 
they  be  sent  by  jiarties  operating  lea.seel 
lines  or  private  telegrams.  Judge  Henry 
held  that,  being  of  a  public  nature,  these 
que»tatioi>s  could  not  be-  converted  ti>  pri- 
vate use  to  the  exclusion  of  the  public; 
that  they  had  become  interwoven  in  ih. 
grain  ai'id  steick  trade  of  the  entire 
Western  and  Xort£i western  portions  of 
the  Unite>d  Stales,  and  that  tlie  knowl- 
edge of  them  had  become  i^o  essential  le> 
dealers  in  agricultural  products  that,  de- 
I.rived  of  that  information,  the  thou- 
sands of  dealers  would  be  comr>elled  to 
go  out  of  business.  The  result  WoUld  be. 
the  court  held,  the  conversion  of  the 
Chicago  board  of  trade  into  the  most 
gigantic  monopoly  in  the  world. 

Separate  suits  were  filed  last  week  by 
Harkles.s,  O'Grady  and  Crysler,  repre- 
senting the  Christie-Street  cejmpany  and 
by  the  Brokerage  Grain  company.  The 
siiits  were  consolidated  and  set  for  hear- 
ing yesterday,  when  arguments  were 
heard.

Have  all 
materials  to  be  lised  near  at  hand  and 
meusiired.  ilave  c.ll  utensils  ready  liefore 
begimung  operations.  This  sa\'es  blunders 
■  ind  waste  of  time.  I'be  Hour,  s.xlt.  baking 
powder  and  spices  (if  used»  shoidd  be  thor- 
oughly sifted  and  mi.xed  together  in  a 
bowl.  If  eggs  are  to  be  separated,  Inive 
a  bowl  for  tilt)  volks  and  a  platter  for  the 
whites.  Break 'eaeli  egg  .separately,  over 
a  saucer;  so  that  i:  ib>-  egg  is  not  jurfeet- 
ly  fresh  or  lht>  yolk  should  be  broken  and 
mixed  wall  the'wiiite,  it  can  be  set  aside 
lor  anctther  imrpos'-  or  thrown  away  with- 
oiu  spoiling  the  eggs  alread.v  sejiarated. 
When  ready  to  eoinbine  the  materials, 
there  are  three  wa.\.s  in  whieh  it  may  b.- 
dene,  as  follows:

BK.VTING. 
This  term  appli<  d  to  batt«-rs,  ei;Ks  oi- 
liquid  preparations  means  to  turn  the  in- 
gredients ovi'i-  and  over  with  a  decided 
rapid  motitin;  allov.-ing  your  mixin.g  siioon 
or' puddle  to  brini;  ihe  under  part  to  tbt 
ijurface  with  a  cpiiek  downward  and  uii- 
ward  stroke.  In  this  way  a  considc-rabie 
amount  of  air  is  ineorpoKated  into  the  mix- 
ture and  the  batter  made  light  and  sraooib. 
CUTTING  AND  FOLDING.

For  Africa. 

Washington,  Aug.  9.— The  department 
of  state  is  in  receipt  of  a  dispatch  from 
the  consul  general  of  the  United  States 
at  Capt  Town.  date<l  Aug.  9,  further  re- 
lating to  the  shipment  of  American 
citizens  as  muleteers  at  New  Orleans 
on  British  transports.  In  this  instance, 
Mr.  Stowe  remarks  that  he  .«?ends  here 
free  all  who, apply  to  him.  but  adds:

.SOO  have  arrived  and  further  shipments 
of  these  muleteers  ought  to  he  prev«^nt- 
ed.    The  means  used  to  obtain  men  at 


Washington,  Aug.  9.— The  state  de- 
partment this  morning  made  puolic  the 
follo^ving  memorandum  sent  yesterday 
to  the  Chinese  government  through 
Minister  Wu: 

'•We  are  availing  ourselves  of  the  op- 
portunity offered  by  the  imperial  edict 
of  the  5th  of  August,  allowing  to  the 
foreign  ministers  free  communication 
with  their  respective  governments  in 
cijiher.  and  have  s^nt  a  communication 
to  Minister  Conger,  to  which  w'  await 
an  answer. 

"We  are  already  advised  by  him,  in 
a  brief  dispatch,  received  Aug.  7,  that 
imi>erial  troojis  ar»-  liring  daily  upon  the 
ministers  in  Pekin.  We  demand  the  ini- 
mt*diate  cessation  of  hostile  attacks  by 
imperial  troops  upon  the  legations,  and 
urge  the  exerci.'^e  of  every  posvcr  and 
enoigy  of  the  imi>erial  government  for 
the  protecti<in  of  the  legations,  and  all 
foreigners   therein. 

•We  are  also  advi.sed  liy  the  .same  dis- 
patch from  Minister  Conger  that,  in  his 
opinion,  for  the  foreign  ministers  to 
leave  Pekin  as  inoposed  in  the  edict  of 
Aug.  2.  would  be  i.Ttain  death.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  imperial  troops  arc 
liow  firing  upon  the  legations,  and  in 
view  of  the  doubt  expressed  i)y  the  i:n- 
j.erial  giivernnient  in  its  edict  <if  Aug.  2, 
as  to  its  power  to  restore  order  and  .re- 
fute ai)Solute  safety  in  I'ekin,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  this  api.rehensi..n  is  well 
founded,  for  if  your  government  cannni 
protect  our  minister  in  Pekin.  it  will, 
presumptively,  ite  ii:ialile  to  i)rotect  him 
upon  a  jouiney  from  Pekin  Xc.  the  eoasi. 
••We,  therefore,  urge  upon  the  imperial 
government  that  it  shall  ai'opt  the 
.fur.-"e  suggested  in  the  third  clause  of 
the  letter  of  tho  president  to  his 
majesty,  the  emperor  of  China,  of  July 
t:,.  UWO.  and  enter  into  communication 
with  the  relief  expedition  so  that  co- 
oreratiin  may  be  secured  between  them 
f.T  the  liberation  of  the  legations,  th^ 
protection  of  foreigners  am^  the  res- 
toration of  orer.  Such  action  on  the 
part  of  tlve  imperial  government  would 
!'e  a  satisfactory  demonstration  of  its 
friendliness  and  de.sire  to  attain  these 
ends.

The  note,  practically,  is  a  demand  for 
immediate  compliance  with  the  terms  of 
the  letter  of  the  president  to  the  empe- 
ror of  China,  sent  July  23.  It  is  not  at 
all  bellicose  in  tone,  and  its  temper  is 
generally  commended  as  the  best  method 
of  u-'^ing*  the  professed  friendship  of  the 
imperial  authorities  to  save  the  legatio.i- 
ers.  The  demand  for  the  immediate 
ces.sati.in  of  the  attacks  on  the  legation 
is  stern  and  emphatic,  but  the  word 
'•demand"  gives  way  to  "urge."  when 
the  imperial  government  is  requested  to 
place  itself  in  friendly  communication 
with  the  advancing  allies. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  while  we  have 
\\\i  uiidoubte^l  right  to  demand  that  the 
filing  upon  our  diplomatic  representa- 
tive cea.=e.  to  do  more  than  advise  and 
urge  the  Chinese  government  to  co- 
oi/erate  v.ith  the  forces  cf  the  powers 
fi.r  the  relief  of  the  ministers  and  the 
restoration  of  order  mighi  possibly  Ih? 
deemed  presumptuous  and  offensive. 
The  authorities  here  are  very  hopeful 
that  this  moderation  will  carry  weight. 
a.<  it  will  afford  the  Chinese  government 
an  opp'irtunity  to  comply  without  being 
jomi^eiled  to  yield  to  the  demand. 

Although  the  note  was  delivered  to 
Minister  Wu  early  last  evening,  it  had 
not  been  forwarded  to  the  Chinese  gov- 
ernment at  10  o'clock  this  morning.  The 
laborious  work  of  translating  it  into 
preci.'ie  Chine.se,  and  then  of  putting  it 
into  the  complicated  cipher  system 
which  the  Chinese  employ,  was  respon- 
silile  for  the  delay.  The  minister  and 
his  assistants  had  been  at  work  almosi 
constantly  since  it  was  receive<l.  but  up 
to  the  hour  named  had  not  finished  put- 
ting it  into  cipher. 

It  was  expected,  however,  that  it 
would  go  forward  within  a  few  hours. 

The  state  department  is  inclined  :o 
express  incredulity  over  the  report  wired 
by  tho  Shanghai  correspondent  of  th, 
London  Daily  News  yesterday,  to  the 
effect  that  Consul  General  Goodnow  had 
piotested  against  the  landing  of  troops 
at  Shanghai  by  Admiral  Seymour.  The 
department  has  nothing  from  Mr.  Good- 
now on  the  subject,  and  is  not  inclined  to 
believe  that  he  would  tindertake  so 
grave. a  step  without  consulting  the  de- 
partment here.

Il.< 
value  as  an  element  of  the  world's  de- 
mand fur  the  present  crop  depends  on 
two  things;  (1»,  the  reliability  of  the 
estimate  of  the  surplus  still  on  hand  of 
the  lai^t  two  harvests:  (2).  the  reiiability 
of  the  forecast  with  regard  to  the 
amount  of  the  deficiency  of  the  present 
crop.  There  are  nut  lacking  those  who 
question  the  accuracy  of  the  estimates 
in  both  respects. 

The  other  ministerial  statement,  which 
seems  to  tje  of  serii>us  imi)ortani'e  to 
Ameri.  an  manufacturers,  is  the  declara- 
tltm  made  by  the  minister  of  public 
works,  in  answer  to  an  attack  upon  hi.m 
for  having  purchased  a  number  cf  Bald- 
win locomotives  fi»r  the  use  of  the  state 
railway  of  France,  to  the  detriment  and 
discredit  of  French  l)Uilder.s.  His  de- 
fense was  that  all  the  metal-working 
establishments  of  France  had  orders  for 
several  years  to  come,  so  that  the  only 
means  by  w  hich  the  roads  could  be  sup- 
plied with  traction  power  immediately 
necessary  was  by  purchase  from  Ameri- 
can builders,  who  alone  were  able  to  ftU 
such  ortlers  without  delay.

of  such  laborers.     ThiH  reduction  is  nat- 
urally most  keenly     felt     in     the  higher 
grades  of  skilled  metal  workers,     whoise 
preparation     for    constructive  work  re- 
quires a  longer  period   than   any  other. 
While  the  use  of  mechanical  appllani-es 
has  reduced  the  number  of  such  workers 
requiretl   ti>  meet  a  specific  demand,     it 
has  matle  imperative  a  much  higher  de- 
gree of  skill  for  the  profitable  operation 
uf  such  toots.     It  is  not  improb.able  that 
a  knowledge  of  thi.s  fact  has  induced  u 
sort  of  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  capital- 
ists to  engage  in  such  enterprises.  Add".! 
to   this   is   the  fa<'t    that   capitalists,   not 
only   in    France,   but   in  all    l-:uroi!e— ex- 
cept, perhaps,  Oermany— have  discount- 
ed the  present  demamls  as  not  only  ex- 
ceptional,    but     transitory.      They     are 
dreamin>-c   that    former   conditi-ins     will 
again  jit«vail.  and  naturally  hesitate  to 
Invest  in  constructive  works  sufficiently 
to    meet   pre.<tnt    and    future   Increasing 
demands.   If  present  <ontlitii'ns  (ontinue 
anythinj;  like  the  extent  now  indicated. 
it  is  evident    th.it    in   the   line  of   h'i'vy 
constructive   works,    France,    for  a   con- 
sideral>le    period,    will    lag   iM-hind   other 
countries    and    l»eco!ne    a    con.sunier     of 
Imported  goods  rather  than  an  exporte! 
of  di'mestic  manufactures  of  this  class. 
This  will  probably  be  eiih.in>ed    by    the 
fact  that  many  of  her  public  works  are 
under  control  of    the    general     govern- 
ment,  or  of   muni<Mpal!ti»-s.    whi^h     art 
able    to    secure    .i    remi.ssi.iii    of    ini!)ori 
lUitles.    and   so   reiluce    the   eom    <•'    ini- 
porte'l  work  and  make  the  public  funds 
yield  b«.  tl4-r  r«.sults. 

This  view  would  seem  to  be  sustained 
by  .'in  experience  of  the  Itordeaux  con- 
sulate. During  the  last  two  monlhs  a:i 
effort  has  been  In  progress  to  huluce  an 
Ameiican  shit>buililei-  of  reputation  i.< 
establi.=h  a  branch  shipyard  there.  Theie 
seemed  to  be  no  reason  why  a  pn^lit- 
able  arrangement  should  not  ire  made. 
French  capitalists  are  eager  to  invest  in 
steel  ships.  The  bounty  given  by  the 
government  is  in  itself  very  attractive. 
The  prices  offered  l)y  parties  d*siring  to 
owu  ships  were  much  in  advance  (<f 
what  is  paid  in  other  eountrle.<.  The 
l>artjes  inteiested  stood  ready  to  guar- 
antee contracts  enough  at  the  out.sel  to 
k«'ep  the  works  fully  occupied  for  tea 
years,  at  prices  quite  in  excess  of  those 
prevailinsr  in  American  yards.  The 
builder— a  man  thoroughly  versed  in  his 
profession,  and  not  lacking  financial 
backing,  went,  looked  the  matter  over, 
and  said:

New  York,  Aug.  9. — "The  only  effective 
remedies  to  restore  the  iron  industries 
to  a  normal  and  S4)und  condition  are 
now  being  automatically  applied,  and 
win  do  more  to  inspire  confidence  than 
all  palliatives.  These  are  an  extremely 
sharp  reduction  in  the  production  of  pi^ 
iron  and  quite  an  exiiort  movement, 
with  the  i:ro-«ptcts  that  the  latter  will 
expand  considerably,  since  the  margin 
now  is  very  satisfactory."  So  .says  the 
Iron  Age,  which,  in  its  issue,  adds: 

"As  bearing:  on  the  first  point,  our 
reports  from  blast  furnace  i>wners  show 
that  furnaces  hav»  been  blown  out 
wholesale  dui'ing  July,  making  a  stag- 
gering reduction  in  the  active  produc-" 
ing  oapaclty  on  Aug.  1.  At  that  date  240 
furnactfc  of  all  kinds  were  in  blast,  with 
a  weekly  capacity  of  244,426  tons,  against 
2il4  furnaces  on  July  1,  with  a  weekly 
<'anacity  of  2X3,413  tons.  This  is  restric- 
tion of  production  in  earnest,  and  it 
ahould  Boon  jiut  the  pig  iron  market  in 
hotter  shape,  particularly  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  m<nement  has  not  yet 
exhausted  itself.  In  fact,  in  an  informal 
manner  the  furnace  owners  of  the  Cen- 
tral West  have  decided  to  bank  <i  num- 
ber of  .stack*  on  Sept.  1  which  are  now 
runnine. 

"The  furnaces  which  have  been  blown 
out  in  the  ppst  month  art  scattered  ail 
over  the  country.  In  some  instances  tCie 
proprietors  of  the  furnaces  blown  out 
»tate  that  their  action  is  taken  for  the 
purpoBe  of  making  repaars.  but  in  such 
times  as  these  repairs  are  not  usually 
done  under  pressure,  and  it  may  be  as- 
sumed th.it  after  the  repairs  are  com- 
pleted such  furnaces  will  not  he  blown 
in  unless  their  product  is  needed.  Mean- 
while other  furnaces  are  to  be  blown  out 
as  soon  as  stock  now  In  hand  Is  used. 

"It  is  true  that  the  August  report 
fhows  a  further  accumulation  of  stocks, 
but  the  rate  of  reduction  of  output  in 
the  last  month  represents  about  170.000 
tons  per  month,  or  about  double  the  re- 
cent monthly  rate  of  accumulation  of 
met.il. 

•'In  the  me.intime  the  closing  down  of 
so  many  rolling  mills  on  account  of 
lab-^r  difficulties  and  for  other  causes 
must  lead  to  a  steady  depletion  of  stocks 
of  finished  goods,  so  that  in  that  direc- 
tion too  the  situation  is  becoming  in- 
trinsically Bounder. 

"Then  we  are  finding  relief  in  our  ex- 
pert trade.  Very  considerable  quantities 
of  steel  billets,  tin  plate  and  sheet  bars, 
skelp.  wire  rods  and  finished  articles 
have  been  shipped  and  have  been  con- 
tracted for  shipment  at  prices  which  net 
rather  better  than  for  the  home  market, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  are  very 
much  lower  than  those  ruling  in  the 
British  open  markets.  In  other  words, 
there  i."»  the  prospect  that  considerable 
additional  business  may  be  put  through, 
although  freight  rates  are  high  and 
show  a  stiffening  ten<lency.  Costs  abroad 
are  on  a  higSi  level,  through  scarce  fuel, 
high  labor  and  costly  ores. 

"Prices  here  are  to  sumo  extent  un- 
balanced, finished  protlucts  being  rela- 
tively much  lower  than  the  cruder  or 
semi-finished  forms,  a  cmditi  »n  of 
aff.tirs  which  practically  rules  out  tho.se 
who  do  not  control  th^  materials  from 
the  ground  up.  If  the  demand  must  call 
upon  them  for  product,  the  raw  ma- 
terial must  decline  or  the  finished  pro- 
duct niU!»t  advance."

The  balance  of  the  ticket  is  made  up 
of  present  incumbents.

Speaks  en  Ihe  Issues 
and  the  Philippines 
War. 


Indianapolis.  Aug.  9. — A  mass  meeting 
was  held  at  Tonilin.s.tn  hall,  last  night, 
which  was  presided  over  by  Hon.  Carter 
H.  Harrison,  mayor  of  Chicago,  and  ad- 
dressed by  Mr.  Bryan  and  Hon.  Webster 
Davi.s.  The  meeting  was  not  called  to 
order  until  8  o'clock,  but  the  hall  was 
filled  an  hour  before  that  time.  Mr. 
Hryan  was  received  with  vociferous  ap- 
plause when  he  entered. 

In  opening  the  meeting,  Mr.  Harrison 
made  a  brief  speech  congratulating  the 
Democracy  upon  "the  promise,  yes,  as- 
surance of  success  of  our  ticket  at  the 
polls  in  November."  He  said  the  pe»*^; 
pie  "had  gotten  tired  of  Mark  Hanna 
and  his  band  of  free-booters"  and  were 
turning  tu  th(>  Demoiiatic  party  for  re- 
lief. Mr.  Harrison  denounced  inipe''ial- 
ism  and  militarism  as  "roiiugnant  to  all 
who  Vtelieve  in  a  Reimbiican  form  of 
go\ernment."  He  prohesiwd  the  election 
<if  Mr.  Hr.van.  and  iittroduced  that 
gentleman  to  the  audience.  Mr.  Hryan 
was  received   with   \ nciferou.s  ajiplause. 

Mr.  P>ryan  outlined  his  ideas  of  the 
advantages  enjoyed  by  the  Democrats 
in  the  present  campaign  over  tho.se  of 
1886. 

Of  the  Philippines  he  said: 


"There  never  was  any  oc- 
casion for  war  in  the 
Phillipine  Islands.  There  never 
Would  have  been  war  in  those 
islands  if  the  Republican  ]>arl.v 
hr.d  dealt  with  the  Filipinos 
according  to  American  prin- 
I'iples. 


The  Republican  party  refused  to  re- 
cognize the  binding  force  of  the  declai"- 
ation  of  independence  In  ^ts  dealings 
with  the  Filipinos  and  that  Republicar 
party  that  had  placed  the  dollar  above 
the  man  in  its  d».vmeBtic  camiiaign.  i>laces 
the  dollar  of  trade  abo\-e  human  rights 
in  dealing?  with  the  Filipinos. 


"Let  me  suggest  an  argument 
that  will  close  the  mouth  of 
every  man  who  says  a  war  of 
conquest  will  pay.  Whenever  a 
Republican  stands  before  an 
audience  and  tells  that 
audience .  that  a  war  of  c-on- 
quest  will  pay.  that  we  can 
afford  to  purchase  trade  with 
blood,  you  tell  him  to  go  and 
buy  it  with  his  own  blood  and 
not  send  others  there  to  shed 
their  blood."     (Great  apjdause.) 


Mr.  Bryan  was  followed  by  Hon. 
Webster  Davis,  who  was  received  with 
applause  secfoid  only  to  that  accordod 
Mr.  Tiryan.  He  confined  himself  largely 
to  an  attack  on  the  attitude  of  the  ad- 
ministration toward  the  Boer  war.  He 
repeated  his  charge  that  there  was  a 
secret  alliance  between  the  governnifiBi 
o/  England  and  the  United  States. 

With  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Davis' 
speech,  the  convention  adjourned.

Washington,  Aug.  9.— An  important 
dispatch  has  beer  received  in  diplomatic 
quarters  in  Washington,  forwarded  from 
the  foreign  offic*  of  one  of  the  powers 
taking  part  in  the  international  move- 
ment and  giving  with  much  detail  a 
conversation  by  Li  Hung  Chang,  in 
which  he  expresses  hits  despair  over  the 
condition  of  the  Chinese  government  and 
his  fears  that  the  anti-foreign  element 
has  gained  complete  ascendancy  at 
Pekin. 

The  conver.sation  was  with  the  consul 
of  the  power  receiving  the  dispatch, 
and  as  he  is  an  intimate  friend  of  long 
standing  with  E^rl  LI,  the  latter  spoke 
unreservedly  of  tie  deplorable  condition 
of  affairs  among  his  own  people. 


The  dispaeh  as  received  iq 
Washington  is  quite  lengthy 
and  quotes  Li  Hung  Chang  as 
saying  that  lie  is  satisfied  that 
the  conservative,  or  progress- 
ive element,  to  which  he  be- 
longs, no  longer  has  any  in- 
fluence at  Pekin, 


The  ascendancj'  of  Li  Plug  Heng,  the 
intense  anti-foreign  leader  is  referred 
to,  and  it  is  stated  that  it  was  due  to 
his  proposition  that  the  two  conservative 
members  of  the  Tsung  Ll  Yamen  were 
beheaded.  The  riames  of  the  beheaded 
ministers  are  given  in  the  dispatch  as 
Yuen  Chang  and  Hsie  Ching  Chang. 

This  last  event  appeared  particularly 
to  depress  Li  Hung  Chang,  who  regard- 
ed it  as  establishing  that  the  progressive 
element  favorable  to  the  foreigners 
oould  expect  no  leniency. 


•  He  expressed  the  lielief  that 
he  would  b?  among  those  to 
suffer. 


He  stated  that,  although  summoned 
to  Pekin,  he  had  asked  for  twenty  days 
delay  on  the  graund  that  he  was  not 
able  to  travel. 

The  substance  of  the  foregoing  dis- 
patch has  l)een  communicated  to  the 
state  department.  It  is  not  strictly  of- 
ficial, as  he  conversation  was  to  a 
certain  extent  confidential,  but  it  nope 
the  less  is  considered  as  throwing  light 
on  the  situation  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  noted  Chinese  statesman.

Many  of  them  have  seen 
militarism  in  all  its  evil  phases  in  the 
oM  world,  and  it  was  the  love  of  Ameri- 
«an  republicanism  and  democracy  that 
induced  tfhem  to  leave  their  old  homes 
and  come  to  this  country.  It  is  i)Ut 
natural  that  they  should  be  opposed  to 
;i  policy  that  threatens  to  establish  in 
this  land  the  evils  from  which  they  fled. 

In  another  column  will  be  found  an 
able  article  on  this  subject  by  J.  H. 
CJerlich,  editor  of  the  Duluth-Superior 
Volksfreund,  who  speaks  with  certain 
knowledge  of  the  sentiment  of  the  Ger- 
man-American voters  on  the  paramount 
issue  of  the  present  campaign.  The 
article  appeared  in  the  Volksfreund  this 
week  and  is  in  the  form  of  a  reply  to  a 
letter  received  from  the  Brooklyn  Eagle, 
reijue.sting  Mr.  Gerlich's  views  as  to  the 
attitude  of  CJerman  born  citizens  on 
election  day.  The  answer  will  not  prove 
very  comforting  to  the  Republican 
leaders. 

In  this  connection  the  following  ex- 
tract from  the  Buffalo  Freie  Pre.sse, 
an  independent  Republican  journal,  will 
be  of  interest,  because  it  supports  the 
view  of  the  situation  taken  by  the  editor 
of  the  Volksfreund.

1.     At  tliat  dale  2*)  furnaces  of  all  kiibh: 
were  in  blast,   with  a   weekly  capacity  .,f 
•2HA1*'>  tons,   against  '2M   furnaces  on  July 
1.   with  a  weekly  capacity  of  2s;.!r.  tons. 
H  Is  also  stated  that   the  furnace  owners 
of  the  Central  West  have  decided  to  bank 
a  numtur  of  stacks  on  Sept.   1  wilch  are 
now   running.     The    furnaces   which   have 
been  blown  out  in  the  last  month  are  scat- 
tercii  all  over  the  country  .  In  some     in- 
stances   the    proprietors    of    the    furnaces 
blown  out  stale  that  their  action  is  taken 
ftir    the   purpfise   of   making    repairs,    but 
in  su<-h  times  as  these  repairs  arc  not  us- 
iia.ly  done  und.r  pressure,  and   it  may  be 
as.sumed.   .says   the    Iron    Age,    that    after 
the   repairs  are   completed   such    furnaces 
will  not  be  blown  in  unless  thtir  proiiuct 
is  needed.     Meanwhile  other  furnaces  are 
to  he  blown  out  as  soon  as  stock  now   in 
hand  is  used.    The  closing  of  the  furnaces 
to  restrict  production   als<i   means  a   less- 
ened demand  for  iron  ore  and  explains  the 
closing  down  of  several  mines  In  the  Laki' 
Superior  region  and  rumors  of  more  In-ing 
dosed  at  an  early  date.    The  shutdown  of 
the  furnaces  noted  above  will  only  afr<ct 
the  production  of  Bessemer  i.ig.    The  fur- 
naces   producing    foundry    iron    will    con- 
tinue, for  a  short  time  at  least.    The  clos- 
ing  of    the    furnaces   is   the    result   of   the 
lessened  demand  for  their  outptit.     Build- 
ing enterprises  were  checked  i  arlier  in  the 
season    by   the   unwarranted   inllaiion     of 
prlcts.     The  iron  producers  kept  shoving 
up   prices   until    they  made  it   practically 
Impossible  to  build,  and  in  this  way  they 
rut  off  their  own  noses.    The  result  was  a 
sudden    cess.uion    of    building    operations 
and  consecpiently  a  falling  off  In   the  de- 
mand for  structural  steel  and  the  cancel- 
lation   of   cmtrncts.     The   y>roduct   of   the 
furnacts   has  »>een  offered  at  a   reducti.m 
of  IS  a  ton,  bti:  with  hardly  any  buyers.

James  J.  Jump,  the  chairman  of  the 
commercial  travelers'  national  commll- 
toe.  has  issued  a  campaign  circular,  in 
which  he  makes  the  .statement  ba.sed  on 
statistical  investigation  that  100  trust.s, 
all  formed  since  1896,  and  covering  a 
m.ijorlty  of  the  necessities  used  by  the 
American  people,  have  already  ab.«orbed 
2?d4  concerns  of  varying  magnitude.  Mr. 
Jump  says  that  while  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  accurately  how  many  salesmen  have 
lost  their  positions  by  reason  of  these 
combinations,  he  believes  the  number  to 
be  at  least  40,000.  Some  conservative 
men  who  have  made  careful  conu)Uta- 
tions  estim.ate  the  number  of  trust-re- 
tired drummers  at  .'0,000.  Nor  Is  the 
process  complete.  The  traveling  sales- 
man's retirement  from  his  field  of  com- 
mercial endeavor  still  continues  and  will 
continue  until  only  a  small  r>ercentag:' 
of  those  employed  four  years  ago  remain 
.«-o  engaged. 

Mr.  Jump  also  points  out  in  his  cir- 
cular that  these  travelers  are  not  re- 
I>laced  with  others.  Their  passing  away 
makes  a  vacancy  that  is  not  filled.  To 
i'lustrate,  if  a  dozen  concerns  are  com- 
bined in  a  trust,  one  salesman  thereafter 
will  cover  the  territory  that  i>reviouslv 
belonged  to  a  dozen.  The  trust's  sales- 
man— if,  indeed,  circular  letters  are  not 
utilized  as  cheaper — simply  announces 
prices  and  then  takes  orders.  There  is 
no  longer  any  competition.  The  tact 
and  diplomacy,  the  ready  wit  and  quick 
business  ability,  the  capacity  for  hard 
work  and  the  loyalty  to  the  "house"  that 
marked  the  successful  drummer  are  not 
required  in  the  agent  of  the  concern 
that  has  a  monopoly.  Any  ordinary 
chump  can  fill  the  place,  and.  it  may  be 
assumed,  trusts  are  not  wasting  money 
on  high-class  men  when  cheap  ones  or 
ordinary  printed  circulars  will  serve. 

The  commercial  traveler  and  his  fam- 
ily are  not  the  only  ones  injured  by  this 
consolidation  and  elimination.  The  re- 
<luctinn  in  t.he  number  of  traveling  men 
on  the  road  is  also  an  injury  to  the  hotel 
man  and  the  livery  man.  Those  from 
whom  the  traveler  purchased  the  neces- 
saries and  sometimes  the  unnecessaries 
of  life  will  also  feel  the  loss  of  his  em- 
ployment. To  say  that  the  traveler  will 
be  able  in  other  oocuoations  to  find 
profitable  employment  is  idle.  Some 
travelers  may.  The  majority  can  not. 
They  are  experts  in  one  direction.  Their 
training,  keen  as  It  is,  unfits  them  rather 
than  fits  them  for  anything  else.  The 
other  occupations  open  to  them  are  less 
profitable  and  are  already  overcrowded. 
There  is  no  room  for  the  drummer  un- 
less he  is  willing  to  make  the  comoeti- 
tlon  that  is  saddest  of  all — the  comoetl- 
tion  of  lower  salary.

Tlie  Rounder 


Just  forty-nine  years  ago  today  occur- 
red the  first  big  disaster  upon  Litke  Erie 
and  probably  the  first  disaster  of  any  mo- 
ment on  the  great  lakes.  This  was  the 
burning  of  the  steamer  Erie  on  Aug.  9, 
1S42.  Out  of  200  passengers  aboard  the 
boat,  only  thirty  were  saved.  A  cargo  val- 
ued at  $20,000  and  $1SO,000  in  specie  went 
down  with  the  wreck. 

The  Erie  was  a  wooden  sldewhcelcr, 
comparatively  new  at  the  time.  The  boat 
left  Buffalo  on  the  afternoon  of  the  day 
mentioned  with  thirty  cabin  passengers 
and  "HO  steerage,  the  latter  being  Swiss 
and  German  emigrant  families  bound  for 
the  Northwest.  The  $180,000  gold  on  board 
belonged  to  them.  The  crew  numbered 
thirty.  When  iho  vessel  had  reached  a 
point  thirty-live  miles  west  of  Buffalo  a 
Ijarrel  of  turpentine  near*  the  boiler  ex- 
liloded.  The  boat  had  been  newly  palnud 
and  almost  In  an  Instant  the  deckhouse 
burst  into  aflmes,  whicl)  ran  wilh  great 
rapidity  in  every  direction. 

Capt.  Titus  turned  the  boat  toward 
shore,  and.  descending  to  the  deck,  endea- 
vored to  quell  the  wild  panic  that  broke 
out.  There  were  100  life  preservers  on 
board.  Capt.  Titus  and  two  sturdy  males 
ran  up  and  down  the  decks  wrestling  the 
l)resfcrvers  from  male  passengers  and  fast- 
ening them  around  women.  So  rapidly  hail 
the  tlames  spread  that  it  was  impossible 
after  a  few  moments  to  enter  the  cabiln. 
where  the  preservers  were  stored,  and  thus 
only  a  few  were  available.  Meantime 
three  boats  had  been  lowered.  Two  Im- 
mediately swamped  in  the  heavy  sea  run- 
ning. The  third  stiiuk  the  water  safely 
with  thre  or  four  perscms  in  It.  It  drilled 
past  a  woman  struggling  in  the  water. 
The  only  oar  in  the  boat  was  thrown  to 
her,  and,  clinging  to  it  for  sevaral  hours, 
she  was  finally  rescued  by  the  sleanitr 
Clinton— the  only  woman  saved.  This  was 
Mrs.  Lynde,  of  Milwaukee.  When  the 
steamer  Clinton  ni«  ntioned  came  up  to 
the  burning  wreck  more  than  three-quar- 
ters of  those  on  hoard  had  perished 
either  bv  the  fiames  or  jumping  into  the 
lake.  The  Clinton  lowered  her  boats,  but 
so  maddened  were  the  chrieking  i»assen- 
gers   left    that   only    thirty   of   these   were 

rescued.

Noughton  Strike  Waning— 

Fatality  at  Republic. 

Ishpeming — Henry  Routhier,  ox-presl- 
d»nt  of  the  Upper  Peninsula  Firemen's 
a.ssociafrtm.  Avas  robbed  of  $:J70  at  the 
station  here.  He  lioarded  a  train  bound 
for  the  coi)per  country  to  greet  the  chief 
o  fthe  Soo  depaitment,  when  some  one 
••touched"  lii'ii  for  his  purse.  There  is 
no  clue,  but  it  is  supi)osed  the  theft  was 
committed  by  fi  professional  crook  bound 
for  Calumet,  where  the  Firemen's  asso- 
ciation is  to  meet. 

Houghton— The  strike  among  the 
street  railroad  laborer.^  has  evidently 
petered  out  entirely.  W'ith  the  ring- 
leaders in  jail  there  appears  to  be  little 
disposition  among  the  men  to  interfere 
vkith  the  work  at  any  point.  Several  who 
were  connected  with  the  strike  at  the 
start  have  signified  their  willingness  t.) 
go  to  work,  the  only  drawback  being  the 
fear  that  they  will  i^e  adjudged  "scabs" 
and  mobbed. 

The  work  of  removing  the  big  shaft 
and  rock  house  from  No.  2  shaft  of  the 
Franklin  Junior  mine  across  to  the  con- 
glomerate lode  at  what  was  No.  2  shaft 
of  the  old  Peninsula  company  is  now 
w  ell  along,  the  distance    being    1500  feet. 

A  pair  of  Reynold.s'  Corliss  engines  are 
now  being  set  up,  whijh  will  furnish  the 
power  for  the  hoisting  from  the  shaft. 

The  underground  workings  of  the 
mine  are  looking  good,  with  even  better 
prcspects  for  the  future  when  the  drifts 
and  slopes  are  opened  up  more.  No.  1 
shaft  is  now  at  the  fifteenth  level,  and 
drifting  is  in  progress  in  both  directi<ms 
from  it.  The  cross  cut  from  the  four- 
teenth level  on  the  amygdaloid  cut  the 
conglomerate  at  425  feet  and  far  below 
the  wcrkings  of  the  old  No.  1  shaft  of 
the  Peninsula  mine. 

This  old  shaft  had  hut  a  single  skip 
road,  and  was  down  to  a  depth  of  ISOO 
feet.  It  is  now  being  stripped  and  will 
he  cut  down  into  a  three  compartment 
shaft,  in  keejdng  with  modern  practices. 
It  will  be  continued  down  to  intercept 
the  cross  out  over  from  No.  1  of  the 
amygdaloid.  The  character  of  the  lode 
where  struck  in  the  cross  cut  was  such 
that  the  management  has  every  confi- 
dence that  a  profitable  mine  will  be  de- 
veloped on  the  old  conglomerate  after 
all  of  the.se  years. 

The  ni.rth  or  ••Klondike"  shaft  on  the 
amygdaloid  is  now  to  the  tenth  level, 
and  the  skip  ways  are  being  carried 
down  as  far  as  possible.  The  compU'- 
tion  of  the  conglomerate  shafts  will 
give  the  Franklin  Junior  four  workin,? 
shafts,  and  will  enable  it  to  greatly  in- 
ireascMts  product. 

At  the  old  mine  the  new  hoi.'^ting 
plant  at  No.  5  shaft,  with  24  by  4S  inch 
engines,  ha.'^  increased  materially  the 
number  of  skips  hoisted  as  a  day's 
work,  and  the  effect  is  already  notice- 
able, not  onlv  in  the  increase<i  product, 
but  also  in  the  greater  economy  secured 
in  working  the  mine. 

Republic— Robert  Kreger,  a  South  Mil- 
waukee bov,  aged  19,  was  killed  by  a 
south-bound  Chicago  passenger  on  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  line  while 
attempting  to  steal  a  ride  home  on  the 
trucks.  His  body  was  mangled  beyond 
recognition.  One  foot  was  found  on  the 
mail  car  truck  when  the  train  arrived  in 
Milwaukee.  Kreger  came  to  Republic 
two  weeks  ago,  leaving  Ringling  Bros.' 
circus,  by  which  he  had  been  employed 
since  deserting  his  parents  July  17,  when 
the  show  was  in  Milwaukee. 

Negaunee— The  management  of  the 
Negaunee  mine  is  pushing  work  energet- 
ically with  a  view  to  getting  the  proper- 
ty back  in  the  shape  it  was  before  the 
cave-in  there  some  months  ago.  Ihe 
work  in  the  shafts  is  progressing  most 
satisfactorily  and  drifting  tow-ard  the 
old  workings  has  been  started.  Witn 
the  mine  in  its  present  condition,  the 
workmen  will  have  to  operate  cautious  y 
in  making  their  way  toward  the  old 
workings.  The  drifts  will  be  extended  be- 
low the  point  where  the  heaviest  part  of 
the  cave  occurred.         ,        ^       ^         j 

A  new  800-gallon  bailer  ha.s  been  de- 
livered at  the  mine  from  the  shop  of  W. 
T  Cole  the  Ishneming  boiler  maker. 
This  will  take  the  place  of  the  old  one  of 
smaller  capacity  which  has  been  used  of 

late 

Three  new  smoke  stacks,  eacCi  thirty- 
six  inches  by  sixty  feet,  will  soori  be  m 
use.  Six  new  steel  tram  cars  will  also 
be  added  to  the  equipment.  AH  have 
been  turned  out  of  Mr.  Cole's  shop. 

The  working  force  at  the  Negaunee 
is  being  increased  steadily,  but  only  a 
small  number  of  men  have  been  put  on 
at  anv  one  time  latterly.  Just  as  fast 
as  additional  workmen  can  be  emi- 
ployed  to  advantage  they  are  added. 
\s  soon  as  the  old  workings  are 
reached  the  force  will  doubtless  be  in- 
creased to  its  usual  size,  as  there  is 
a  very  good  demand  for  the  ore  pro- 
duced. 


Cites  Him  as  an  Example  of 

Ingratitude  of  Nations 

and  Peoples. 


The  hot  weather  did  not  prevent  a 
large  crowd  fiom  gathering  at  the  First 
.Methodist  church  last  evening  to  hear 
Dr.  Newell  Dwight  Hillis  of  Brooklyn 
lecture  on  "Oliver  Cromwell."  There 
was  much  intert  st  in  Dr.  Hillis,  for 
while  he  has  visited  here  once  before  he 
has  since  that  tiin,'  gained  much  in  fame 
as  a  pulpit  orator. 

He  opened  with  the  reflection  that 
history  shows  that  worth  generally 
goes  unrewarded  and  unacknowledged 
during  the  litV  of  the  man  and  that 
true  genius  and  labor  for  the  interests  <'f 
the  people  often  goes  without  recogni- 
tion for  years  aid  even  centuries.  He 
found  one  of  the  most  slrikig  examples 
of  this  in  the  subject  of  his  discourse, 
Oliver  Cromwe  1,  Kngland's  greatest 
general  he  was  ranking  as  one  of  the 
five  great  generals  of  the  world,  Alex- 
ander, Caesar,  Napoleoiv,  Grant  and 
Cromwell:  he  wa=  a  great  jurist,  a  gre.it 
statesman,  a  gre.it  patriot  and  yet  to- 
day there  is  no  statue  of  him  in  all 
England  and  thai  nation  has  refused  to 
give  him  a  bust  in  Westminster  Abbey. 
Three  hundred  years  have  passed  andsiill 
the  country  which  he  brought  in  less 
than  fifteen  y 'ars  time  from  the 
jiosition  of  a  disorganized  shadow  of  a 
monarchy,  having  little  control  at  home 
and  being  despised  abroad,  to  that  <d" 
the  foremost  naiion  of  the  time,  tin- 
mistiess  of  the  s 'as,  strong  and  vigor- 
ous in  its  home  government  and  feared 
liy  every  nation  abroad,  refuses  to  di» 
him  the  honor  ol  having  a  bust  placed 
among  those  of  lier  great  men  and  yet 
gives  idace  to  ihose  of  men  far  in- 
ferior in  talents  nnnd  achievements. 

Dr.  Hillis  sketched  briefly  the  con- 
dition in  Knglant..  at  the  time  of  Crom- 
well. Feudalism  was  the  law  of  the 
land,  the  baron  was  mighty  and  the  pio- 
ple  were  in  serdom.  Uellgious  intoler- 
ance ran  riot  and  persecution  was  meted 
out  wherever  and  whenever  those  who 
had  power  chose  to  inflict  it.  Cromwell 
saw  all  of  these  things  and  thought  a 
religious  man  himself  his  Christianity 
was  of  a  different  kind.  He  Ijelieved 
in  prayer  but  ii  ordered  to  pray*  by 
some  human  poner  would  never  have 
done  so;  or  if  orcered  not  to  pray  would 
have  prayed  had  he  been  an  infidel.  He 
believed  in  religious  freedom  and 
tolerance  and  in  letting  each  man  wor- 
ship according  to  the  dictation  and 
learning  of  his  o.vn  nature. 
Englands  is  a  cointry  that  is  essentially 
and  to  its  very  marrow  a  monarchy; 
believing  in  the  xlivine  right  of  kings 
and  even  to  this  day  largely  believing 
that  the  •"king  can  do  no  wrong."  When 
the  perfidy  of  Charles  I  was  exposed 
and  he  was  driven  from  the  country 
and  came  back  to  conquer  his  own  peo- 
ple at  the  head  o:'  an  army  of  foreigners, 
Oliver  Cromwell,  came  to  the  front  as 
a  leader  of  the  people  and  the  king  was 
beaten  and  captured.  He  was  made  to 
sign  a  new  treaty  which  gave  to  the 
people  more  of  their  rights  and  reduced 
the  kingly  power  which  the  corrupt  and 
incompetent  monarch  had  exercised. 
The  discovery  was  made  that  while  he 
was  pretending  to  negotiate  fairly  he 
was  secretely  i)lotting  with  enemies 
abroad  to  overthrow  the  people.  This 
revelation  of  his  jjerfidy  was  so  complete 
that  it  showed  truth  to  be  something 
foreign  to  his  nature,  .something  which 
he  knew  nothing  of  and  could  never  be 
depended  upon  to  furnish.  Then  arose 
the  question,  would  the  people  through 
the  rulers  have  strength  enough  to  ex- 
ecute the  monarch  who  strove  lo  execute 
them?  The  kinp  who  if  all  the  people 
of  the  country  h.td  but  one  neck,  would 
have  been  strangled  by  him  without  a 
tremor?  It  \vas  then  that  Oliver  Crom- 
well cast  the  di)  where  others  shrink. 
It  was  he  who  overthrew  the  divine  right 
of  kings. 

Dr.  Hillis  spoke  of  the  last  years  of 
his  life;  how  he  vvas  persecuted  and  his 
life  in  constant  danger  from  assassins 
and  how  he  died  from  disease  con- 
tracted at  the  bedside  of  his  dying 
daughter.  After  he  was  dead  his  bones 
were  dragged  through  the  streets,  his 
skull  displayed  in  the  public  square 
and  every  possible  indignity  was  thrust 
upon  him. 

It  was  Crom\\ell  who  destroyed 
feudalism  and  wao  brought  the  common 
people  from  their  serfdom.  It  was  he 
who  made  the  republic  a  possibility  and 
who  taught  th(  English  people  what 
liberty  was  and  .vho  first  inculcated  the 
setiments  there  which  culminated  in  the 
formation  of  the  great  republic  of  the 
world  here.  His  four  great  watchwords 
were  liberty,  intelligence,  opportunity 
and  charity. 

D.  Hillis  predii-ted  that  the  day  would 
come  when  Cioniwell's  genius  would  l)e 
recognized  and  given  that  homage  which 
it  deserves  and  the  people  of  England 
would  recognize  that  which  he  did  for 
them. 

Dr.  Hillis  will  remain  in  Duluth  for 
several  days  and  on  Monday  evening  at 
7::{0  he  will  deliver  an  address  before  tne 
Duluth  Ministerial  association  in  the 
lecture  room  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 


OUR  CONSTITUTION  IN  CHINA. 

Chinise  Ministtr  Translated  It  and 
Sent  It  Noma. 

The  relation  cf  the  United  States  to 
the  responsible  government  of  China  is, 
in  some  respects,  different  from  that  of 
any  other  nation.  At  the  present  hor- 
rible crisis  all  is  confusion  and  chaos. 
In  the  future  a  lasting  settlement  is 
to  be  made.  'It  v.-ill  be  full  ot  difficulties' 
but  America  holds  a  place  of  vantage. 
The'  following  paragraphs  explain,  in 
part,  why  thij;  is  so — why  the  high 
officials  of  Chira  understood  us  better 
than  they  do  any  nation  of  Europe, 
sayp  a  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Sun.  When  the  first  Chinese 
legation  to  the  United  States  settled  in 
Washington  it  was  accxtmpanied  by  a 
very  intelligent  and  cultivated  attache, 
by  name  Tsia  Sih  Yung.  He  came  of 
an  ancient  Chinese  family,  one  of  whose 
members  had  been  prime  minister  of  the 
empire — a  very  anusual  post  for  a  pure 
Chinese  to  hold  under  a  Manchu  Tar- 
tar dynasty.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Dr. 
Martin's  college  at  Pekin  and  had  also 
taken  his  bach(dor's  degree  in  the 
Chinese  examinations.  During  his  re- 
sidence in  Wa^'hlngton  he  formed  a 
close  friendshir  with  Dr.  Edward  S. 
Holden,  then  one  of  the  astronomers  of 
the  United  States  naval  observatory.  In 
one  of  their  conversations  Tsai  was 
asked  the  object  of  the  coming  of  his 
legation.  "W^hy,  it  is  to  make  a  treaty 
with    your   country."    "And   how   is   a

tieaty  made?''  "It  is  a  written  .igree- 
ment  between  your  president  and  our 
emperor."  "Nothing  more?"  "No, 
nothing  more  than  this,"  It  IranspirtHl 
that  Tsia,  and  his  minister  as  well  was 
totally  ignorant  of  the  treaiy-making 
functions  of  the  senate;  and  they  were 
thrown  into  cimsternation  when  they 
heaid  the  story  of  the  rejeclinn  of  the 
treaty  with  Denmark  by  the  senate  after 
President  Grant  had  arranged  for  the 
cession  of  the  Danish  West  Indies,  and 
the  after  the  confiding  Danes  of  .St. 
Thomas  and  Santa  Cruz  had  formally 
voted  to  accept  American  citizenship. 

Out  of  this  conversation  gnw  a  pro- 
ject to  translate  the  constitution  of  the 
Cnited  .States  into  Chine.se  language. 
For  many  months  the  Chinaman  and 
the  American  met  daily.  Each  pro- 
vision of  the  constitution  was  carefully 
explained  and  discussed  and  then 
written  down,  with  a  commentary:  on  a 
subsequent  day  the  Chinese  translation 
was  rendered  back  into  English  and 
again  discussed  until  all  was  clear. 
Doubtful  points  were  referred  to 
Frederick  W.  Whitridge.  Esq.,  of  the 
New  York  bar,  in  writing,  or,  oc- 
casionally to  Mr.  Justice  Bradley  of  the 
supreme  court.  Finally  the  documents 
was  completely  and  satisfactorily  tran- 
slated with  a  marginal  commentary 
and  sent  at<  an  official  dispatch  to  the 
Tsung-Li-Yamen  in  Pekin.  A  copy  of  it 
was  deposited  by  President  Holden  in 
the  library  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, where  it  now  is.  On  T.sai's  part 
it  had  been  a  labor  of  love  and  on  his 
return  to  China  it  won  for  him  official 
advancement  in  rank  and  jilace.  His 
American  co-adjutor  wa.-.  glad  to  give 
a  portion  of  his  time  every  day  for 
nearly  a  year  to  this  public  service 
which  has  resulted  in  making  the  high 
officials  In  F'ekin  understand  the  Cnited 
States  of  America  as  they  understand  no 
other  country.  They  are  themselves  a 
literary  people  and  are  used  to  relying 
on  the  written  word.  They  know  the 
organization  of  Oreat  Hritain  or  of 
Germany  in  a  -v'ery  different  way  from 
that  of  our  own  country,  and  we  are, 
accordingly,  trusted  as  no  other  country 
is. 

Our  opportunities  at  the  present  crisis 
are  uni«iue.  Even  European  govern- 
ment is  distrusted  by  all  the  high 
officials  at  Pekin— by  those  fri«ndly  to 
foreign  inventions  as  well  as  by  thos<' 
who  hate  and  despise  the  foreigner  ami 
all  his  works.  When  the  time  comes 
to  adjust  a  final  and  lasting  settlement 
for  the  future  it  is  in  the  power  of 
America  to  take  a  high  stand.  The 
constitution  of  our  government  is  under- 
stood. It  is  known  that  we  desire  no 
territorial  acquisitions.  We  desire  and 
we  mean  to  have  the  freest  opportunities 
for  trade  and  above  all  things  the  fullest 
protection  for  our  citizens  in  foreign 
parts.  It  may  be  necessary  for  our 
troops  to  join  with  those  of  Euro|>e 
and  Japan  in  a  punitive  expedition.  It 
may  even  be  necessary  to  raze  the  walls 
of  Pekin  to  the  ground,  to  plough  the 
site  and  to  sow  it  wilh  salt,  as  the 
Tartar  Chief  Jenhiz  Khan  was  use<i  to 
do  with  the  rebellious  cities  of  Bokhara 
and  Turkistan.  All  this  will  be  under- 
.<?tood  as  a  deserved  punishment  for  acts 
which  even  the  Chinese  cannot  defend. 
But  in  the  final  adjustment  of  relations 
America  may  hold  a  unique  place.

Y.:  My  Dear  Sir:  I  am  pleased  to  com- 
plv  with  the  request  which  you  made 
with  your  lavor  of  the  1st  in.-st. 

It    is  a   peculiar  spectacle   to  see   the 
German  press   -f  the  United  States  today 
united  in  nearly  the  same  way  in  its  oi<- 
position    to    imperialism    and    expansion 
as   it   wns   four  years  ago   to  the  silver 
\h^  I>emocratie  platform     of 
There  were   then  only  a  few 
I>finocruiic  German  papers    who    stoijd 
fairly  and  squarely  by  their  party,  and 
gave    hearty  support      to      Bryan      and 
Sewall.    There  are  t -day  fewer  Repub- 
lican     German-American    papers    who 
support   heartily  McKinley  and  Roose- 
velt, and  stand  fairly  and  squarely  on 
the      national       Kepuhlican      platform, 
adopted  at     Philadelphia.    Those    Ger- 
man paper.s   purportin#r  to  support   the 
Kepul.lican   ticket   do   it   because     they 
want  to  remain  in  the  ranks  of  the  Re- 
publican party,  but  their  support,  up  to 
thi.*   time,   has   l>een   rather   lukewarm. 
and    as   thev   continue   to   oppose    miii- 
lari.sm  an<l  expansion  in  just  as  s'rong 
terms  as  they  did  a  year  ago.  I  believe 
their  support   more  damaging  than  do- 
ing goi>d.     In  this  connection  I  refer  p»r- 
ticulaiiy  to  the  Westliche   Post,   of   St. 
I.ouis.      The     edit.ir-in-chief      of     that 
paper.  Dr.  E.  Preetoriu«.  has  the  repu- 
tation of  firing  the  first  gun  against  the 
Imperialistic  policy  of  President  McKin- 
ley.   who  wrote  him    four   years   ago   r. 
personal  letter  full  ;>f  thanks  and  grati- 
tude for  the  strong  position  he  and  the 
German-American   press   had   taken  oii 
the  paramount  issue— against  16  to  1 — of 
that  campaign.    No  paper  in  the  l'nite<l 
States,  n.i  matter  in  what  language  it  is 
l.rinted,    was   more  emphatic  in  its  de- 
uunt  ialion  of  the  imperialistic  course  of 
Jhe    McKinley   adminisiraii.m   than    the 
Westliche  Post.     It  was  not  satisfied  to 
fight  against     imperialism    and    expan- 
sion in  theGerman  language  only,  but  for 
weeks  continuously  used  two.  three  and 
more  column.-i  for  editorial  articles  writ- 
ten in       the       English      language.     The 
speeches  of  Carl  Schurz,  Hoar  and  other 
fam'US  anti-expansionist.-;,  were-  printe  i 
in   full   in  English  and  German  in  that 
pai'er.    The  Westliche      Post      has     de- 
clared, after    the    Democratic    national 
convention,       that      it       believes       th^- 
mi>ney  question   to  l»e  again   the  para- 
mount issue  of  this  rampaign.  and  that, 
therefore,  it  will  support  the  Repul>lican 
ticket,  without  receding  from  its  expan- 
sion  .(ppo.-^ition.     And.     indeed,     it     has 
since  not  cea.sed  with  its  grim  attacks 
upon  the  pre.'*ent  administration. 

Other  Republican  f>apers  are  pursuing 
the  same  tactics.  They  "ledare  ihat  in- 
asmuch as  the  campaign  before  us  has 
to  be  fought  again  on  the  same  grounds, 
and  nothing  has  changed  since  1S96,  even 
not  the  leaders,  they  would  con.'ider  the 
silver  question  as  the  paramount  issu' 
of  this  campaign.  The  expansion  ques- 
tion has.  as  they  allege,  lost  a  great  deal 
of  importance,  and  every  point  involved 
in  it  will  be  settleil  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all  concerned,  and  these  are  the  very 
same  papers  whfl  yet,  a  few  months  ago, 
wrote:  "May  the  time  never  come  when 
the  Ameriean  people  will  applaud  those 
who  <lrabhle  a  Hag  dedicated  to  free- 
dom and  human  progress  in  the  blood  of 
men  who  die  on  their  own  .«oil  resisting 
the  same  principle  of  British  imperial- 
ism against  which  America  triumphed 
at  YorktoAvn  and  New  Orleans." 

There  are  also  a  few  of  the 
Demoeratic  papers  who  opposed 
the  rhlcago  platform  four  years 
ago  and  supported  Palmer  and 
Buckner.  They  take  the  same  view  of 
the  money  question  as  the  Republican 
jtapers  do,'  and  opiV>se  Bryan  and  Steven- 
s>n,  but  they  will  also  not  suopoit 
McKinley  and  Roosevelt. 

Of  all  these  papers  the  Republican 
party  will  not  have  much  comfort.  As  I 
said  l>efore.  even  those  who  declared 
themselves  for  the  Republican  national 
ticket  do  not  support  it  heartily,  but  de- 
cl.Tre*!  it  as  the  "smaller  evii." 

On  the  other  hand,  the  majority  of 
the  German  papers  in  the  Ignited  States 
who  declared  four  years  ago  their  oddo- 
siii-m    against    the    silver  plank  of  the 


Chicago  platform  and  who  are  partly 
independent  in  di.scu.ssing  political  issues 
and  partly  gold  Democrats,  regret  that 
the  Kansas  City  convention  indorsed 
the  silver  plank  of  the  Chicago  platform 
(which  declared  tSie  16  to  1  issue  as  the 
paramount  issue  fram  now  on  till  the 
proper  legislation  is  carried  into  effect) 
without  reserve  and  in  such  an  ostenta- 
tious manner  that  it  sounds  to  them 
nearly  like  a  challenge.  They  are,  how- 
ever, of  the  opinion  that  the  money 
question  with  .i  lixed  ratio  for  silver  and 
gold  is  and  will  be  a  dead  issue,  even  if 
Mr.  Bryan,  after  being  elected  as  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  would  try  his 
best  to  cfiange  the  currency  laws  accord- 
ing to  his  own  views.  He  would  not  get 
the  necessary  majority  in  congre.ss  to 
pass  such  laws.  The  position  which  the 
representatives  of  the  older  states  took 
in  the  committee  on  resolutions  when  the 
question  of  the  adoption  of  the  present 
money  plank  in  the  Kansas  City  plat- 
form was  under  consideration,  proves 
that  the  Democratic  consressmen  of 
these  states  would  not  be  willin.g  to  vote 
for  such  a  measure,  becau.se  the  ma- 
jority of  their  constituents  are  not  and 
will  not  be  in  favor  of  it.  The.se  inde- 
pendent and  gold  Democratic  papers  f^r 
whom  the  silver  question  has  lost  that 
serious  aspect  which  it  seemed  to  have 
for  them  four  years  ago  for  above  statol 
reasons,  assert  still — as  they  did  with 
all  other  German  papers  in  the  United 
States  one  year  ago  or  even  two  montlis 
a.gt) — that  the  issue  against  McKinleys 
policy  for  expansion  and  militarism  is 
the  iKiramount  Issue  of  the  present  cam- 
paign. 

The  German  papers  in  the  United 
States,  above  everything  else,  are  Ameri- 
can newspapers,  and  in  their  united  op- 
p.isition  to  the  attempt  to  supplant 
American  Institutions  with  British  col- 
onialism they  are  doing  a  great  ccmser- 
vative  work.  The  sentiment  of  the 
German-.Vmerican  press  is  a  true  reflex 
of  the  sentiment  of  the  American  people. 
They  are  standing  by  the  flag  of  the 
United  States  and  all  it  means  in  forcing 
progress  for  the  world.  They  will  never 
back  an  inch  under  the  villainous  attacks 

I  made  on  their  patriotism  by  the  resident 
agents  of  London  capitalists.  Instead. 
they  will  gi  forward,  in  the  front  line  of 
the  advanced  Americans  who  believe  in 
.\mericanism  and  who  are  already  mak- 
ing a  breach  on  the  works  of  British  im- 
iterialism. 

The  intended  coup  d'etat  will  never- 
be  carried  out.  There  will  be  a  head- 
breaking  fight  before  the  republic  Wash- 
ington fought  for  and  Lincoln  died  for 
is  turned  over  to  English  control.  Ger- 
man-American heads  may  be  broken  in 
it.  but  they  will  not  be  the  only  ones. 
The  German-Americans  are  ready  for 
the  issue. 

Time  and  atrain  the  attempt  has  been 
made  to  supplant  American  republican- 
ism with  imperialism.    Time  and  again 
American  patriotism  and  that  high  and 
far-seeing  love  of  mankind  which  unites 
men   of   all    countries     in     a     common 
brotherhood    of   humanity    have    rallied 
and  won  against  it.    When,  half  a  cen- 
tury  ago,    we    had    the    same    cries    of 
"manifest      destiny."     the    "conquering 
Saxons."   *'exitansion,"  and  all  the  rest 
we  are  hearing  over  again  now,  Ameri- 
cans as  radically  opposed  to  each  other 
in  most  things  as  were  Calhoun  and  Cor- 
win  joined  with  Clay,  Webster.  Ljwell, 
Clayton   and  Clemens  against   it.     Ala- 
bama  and    South   Carolina   joined   with 
Massachusetts  to  defeat  it,  even  thouga 
they  were  then  at  daggers  drawn  on  the 
issue  of  slavery.       The  anti-exr>ansion 
speeches  of  these  stalwart  Americans  do 
not  sound  as  if  they  were  spoken  over 
forty  years  ags.    Ttiey  sound  as  if  they 
were     spoken     now   by    some   German- 
American,   who     declares     that   he   has 
given  up  home,  friends,  the  scenes  of  his 
youth,  and  has  come  thousands  of  miles 
into  an  unknown  country  for  the  deep 
love,  n  >t  of  British  colonialism,  but  of 
American   republicanism.     To   that    the 
German-Americans   are   loyal   now   and 
alwavs    will   be.     To  Americanism,   not 
to    the    British    commercialism    of    the 
bayonet,    which    so    lately    has    doomed 
millions    to   death    by     war     in      South 
Africa,  by  plague  and  famine  in  India 
and   so   many    other   millions   to   worse 
than   death    in   order   to   raise   revenue 
from  the  sale  of  its  opium   in   China— 
to  Americanism,  to  liberty,  to  progress, 
to  freedom  from  militarism,  to  the  ex- 
pectation  of  a  time  to  come  when   t!ie 
world    will    be    no    longer    shackled    by 
imperialism       with   its    bayonets       and 
iVtters— to  that  the  German-Americans 
who   renounced    imperialism    in   Europe 
are  as  devoted  now  as  they   were  fifty 
years  ago.  when  Seward  spoke  of  these 
.'^ame    expansionists:     "Sir.    they    have 
sent  the  American  eagle  abroad  bearing 
not  the  olive  branch,   but  a.  shackle  in 
his  talons."    The  flag  of  this  great  re- 
public   .4ands    now— not    for    what    the 
London  Times  approves— but   for  what 
it   meant   when   Seward   stood   unfler   it 
to  utter  this  immortal  sentence.    What 
would    he    have    said    of    the    policy    of 
buying  slaves  by  the  million  and  killing 
them   under  the   flag   by    the   thousand 
because  they  do  not  willingly  submit  to 
1  e  shackled? 

Such  Republicanism  as  this  was  not 
his  nor  is  it  that  of  any  loyal  German- 
American.  Such  ideas  will  never  prevail 
in  America.  The  party  which  com- 
mitted itself  to  them  will  encounter  de- 
feat and  the  leaders  who  attempted 
to  check  civilization  and  progress  under 
American  in.«titutions  and  through 
American  principle?  will  be  repudiated; 
any  foreign  nation  which  for  its  own 
brutal  and  .selfish  purposes  attempts 
to  use  the  American  people  as  a  cats- 
paw  in  schemes  of  fraud  and  violence, 
will  find  itself  the  victim  of  the  reactions 
of  it.s  own  malevolent  scheming. 
Justice,  liberty— progress  through  justice 
—and  liberty  until  the  whole  world  is 
elevated  by  our  national  life  a»  it  has 
been  bv  the  individual  life  of  Washing- 
ton—that is  the  manifest  destiny  of 
America:  for  that  the  flag  stands  and 
for  that  German-Americans  are  willing 
now  as  they  have  always  been  to  stake 
everything,  knowing  that  when  issues 
are  made  against  lil>erty  and  in  favor  of 
imperialism  everything  is  at  stake  for 
them,  for  the  American  flag  and  for  all 
that  is  worthy  of  survival  in  the  world. 


These  are  the  views  upon  this  matter, 
as  I  honestly  believe,  of  the  majority  of 
the  German-Americans,  not  alone  of 
this  city  and  this  state  but  of  the 
whole  United  States  and  the  questions 
propounded  to  me  with  your  letter  are 
fully  answered  herewith.  It  follows 
from  above  statements  that  W'illiam 
Jennings  Bryan  will  get  next  November 
the  majority  of  the  (Jerman-American 
vote  which  was  cast  in  1S96  for  Mr. 
McKinley,  and  that  this  will  result  in 
the  defeat  of  the  Republican  national 
ticket.

Alaska, 
is  at  the  head  of  i\u  lakes  for  a  two 
months'  vi^;lt  with  relatives  before  his  re- 
turn to  tht  North.  Mr.  Logue  has  been 
located  in  the  gold  region  for  several 
years  and  this  is  his  lirst  visit  to  the 
states  In  over  two  years.  Dawson  City, 
Mr.  Logue  characterizes  as  a  ver.v  moilern 
eity.  with  its  electric  lights.  waUMworks. 
itgoiarlv  laid  out  .streets  and  tine  brick 
buildings.  The  minInK  situation  at  Daw- 
son, he  sayti.  !..<  very  iiuiet.  most  of  tlu' 
claims  are"  taken  up  and  a  great  many 
miners  leaving  because  of  taeir  dissatis- 
faction wlt>i  the  mining  laws  there.  It  is 
said  to  be  difUcult  for  one  to  determine  if 
he  has  a  legal  claim.  Mr.  Logue  says 
there  is  more  excitement  on  the  Tanan.i 
river  and  the  creeks  emptying  into  it, 
about  i:!5  miles  from  the  Yuktoi.  This  is 
in  American  territory  and  the  mining  law.- 
are  said  to  be  more  satisfactory  to  the 
miners.  The  wajjes  at  Dawson  range  from 
G<>  cents  to  -i  dollar  an  hour,  with  board  la 
the  hotels  from  $2.50  to  $6  per  day.  Rail- 
road fare  is  high,  the  150-mi!e  ride  from 
Skaguav  to  Horseshoe  RapiJs  costing  $3>. 
It  takes  but  ten  hours  to  make  the  trip. 
Mr.  Logue  said  there  were  but  few  >-iii- 
demlc  diseases  at  the  hospital  when  lie 
left,  just  two  cases  of  smallpox,  and 
those  in  no  danger.

A  MILiTABY  FUNERAL 

Potor  E.  Anderson  Laid  to  Rest  With

About  as  mean  and  grasping  a  thing 
in  the  octopus  line  as  anybody  has  yet 
reported  is  the  banana  trust,  which  con- 
trols the  price  and  output  of  the  succu- 
lent yellow  fruit  that  is  so  prominent  a 
feature  of  the  average  six  by  eight 
candy  stand.  It  seems  incredible  that 
corporate  greed  could  go  to  the  extent 
of  corralling  the  supply  of  bananas  and 
fixing  the  price  that  the  people  should 
pay  for  one  of  their  favorite  frui^ts.  It 
v.ould  be  almo.st  as  easy  to  imagine  a 
peanut  trust,  for  though  they  are  of 
widely  varying  vegetable  families,  and 
though  they  come  from  entirely  different 
localities,  t'ne  peanut  and  banana  go 
hand  in  hand,  figuratively  speaking,  as 
common,  plebian  friends  of  the  common 
people.  When  the  banana  is  attacked  it 
will  bring  the  evils  of  the  trust  system 
home  to  the  people  with  greater  force 
than  almost  anything  else,  and  it  would 
i.e  well  for  the  trusts  to  beware  of 
Heading  on  such  dangerous  ground. 

Yet  the  trust  that  controls  the  des- 
tinies of  the  banana  is  alniut  a.'^  evil  and 
I  ompletely  successful  a  thing  as  there  is 
in  that  line.  According  to  a  Duluth 
commission  man  it  has  eve*  gone  to  the 
length  of  dumping  a  great  quantity  of 
Viananas  into  the  water  to  keep  the  price 
from  slumpin.g.  This  seems  an  outrage, 
to  think  that  a  grasping,  soulless  cori>or- 
ation  should  curtail  the  supply  of  the 
people's  fruit  and  cause  such  a  reck- 
less, extravagant  waste  merely  to  put  a 
few  more  dollars  in  its  strong  box,  but 
it  i«  vouched  for  iiy  .gooj  authority,  and 
there  is  no  riuestiun  but  that  it  is  true. 

This  manipulatinn  has  not  resulted  in 
raisin.g  the  price  of  bananas.  !>ut  it  has 
saved  it  fnmi  a  slump.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  do  this,  because  just  at  this  time 
of  the  year  the  banana  gets  the  most 
competition.  There  are  in  the  market  a 
variety  of  other  and  more  aristocratic 
fruits,  if  any  of  the  products  of  a  boun- 
tiful nature  can  be  cla.«.sed  as  aristo- 
cratic, which  are  at  their  cheapest  and 
Commonest  season.  These  more  juicy 
and  m'-^ve  sweetly  flavored  fruits  have 
their  vogue  for  a  tifne,  and  this  reduces 
the  call  for  bananas.  The  consequence 
is  that  the  price  is  about  25  cents  per 
bunch  lower  than  it  was  six  weeks  ago. 
II"  any  great  quantity  of  bananas  had 
l)een  dumvied  on  the  market  it  would 
have  effected  even  a  .greater  drop  than 
this,  so  the  trust  took  a  large  quantity  of 
its  stock  and  fed  it  t.;  the  fishes  of.  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  The  result  is  that  the 
price  is  kept  up  fairly  well.  After  the 
other  fruits  go  out  of  the  market  the 
price  will  go  up  again,  for  the  tru.-^t  has 
Iteen  keei)ing  it  up  to  a  pretty  steep 
level  foi    several  years.

1.<I2.  There  were  several  hailstorms  in 
parts  of  Marshall,  Red  I^aiie  and  Polk 
counties,  which  ^vere  very  destructive  to 
standing  crops  in  comparativel.v  small 
areas.  The  week  was  very  hot,  wkh  tem- 
peratures of  10(1  degrees  in  parts  of  the 
west  and  southwest  on  the  2nd.  The  hot. 
drv  weather,  acompanied  by  high  south 
winds,  was  tryin.?  to  corn,  potatoes,  pas- 
tures and  root  crops  in  central  portions 
before  the  rain  fell.  The  harvest  of 
wheat,  barlev  aid  oats  has  progressed 
rapldlv.  and  in  the  southern  half  of  the 
state  the  cutting  of  all  the  grains,  except 
tiax.  is  neariv  finished.

Much  of  the  earl  >•  flax  is  very  good;  some 
of  the  late  flax  is  good  and  some  is  nearly 
worthless.

HE  WANTS  IT  BUILT 


Is  Anxious  to  See  DuiutI) 

Adopt    His   Idea    and 

■al(es  Inducements. 


M.  Arnndin.  inventor  of  the  famou.« 
"aerial  ferry"  bridge,  which  has  been 
One  <»f  ^rurope's  engineering  sensations 
of  reifent  years,  has  consented  and  even 
offers  inducements,  for  the  building  of 
his  bridge  in  this  city.  He  has  examin- 
ed the  plans  and  correspondence  sent 
him  by  Mayor  Hugo,  and  has  replied 
saying  thai  the  bridge  would  be 
thoroughly  practical  across  the  ship 
canal  to  Park  point  and  that  it  would 
not,  in  the  least,  inconvenience  navi- 
gation. In  this  he  confirms  the  report 
made  to  the  war  department  by  Maj. 
Clinton  B.  Sears. 

M.  ArntHiin  usually  charges  10  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  for  the  use  of 
his  patent,  but  in  order  to  have  Duluth 
introduce  it  in  America,  he  is  willing  to 
conct-de  half  of  that.  » 

It  IS  understood  here  that  the  Lake 
Carriers'  association  is  not  opposed  to 
the  bridge  providing  it  can  be  built  of 
sufficient  height  as  not  to  interfere  with 
navigation.  The  city  officers  will  allow 
the  lake  carriers  organization  to  fix  the 
height  of  the  bridge,  which  will  pro- 
bdl)ly  be  between  142  and  L'jO  feet. 

Mayor  Hugo,  several  days  ago,  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  French  inventor, 
which  was  translated  yesterday,  and  in 
which  M.  Arnodin  says: 

"I  am  of  the  conviction  that  Duluth. 
is  effectively,  a  city  with  a  future,  and 
a  bridge  across  the  ship  canal  is  re- 
quired. It  is  likewise  proper  over  the 
natural  entry  al  the  Wisconsin  side.  The 
bridge,  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to 
l»e  the  invtntor.  is  the  only  system 
which  in  such  places  can  give  satis- 
faction, where  land  transportation  is 
desired  with  full  resp^fct  to  the  first 
rights  of  the  free  passage  of  navigation. 

"The  most  simple  .solution,  in  ord^r 
to  realize  these  conditions,  would  If 
that  the  stale,  county,  or  municipality 
establish  the  construction  on  its  own 
account.

struction, but  that  there  may  be  no 
charge  against  it  on  the  budget,  it 
estaldished  u  toll  which  should  meet 
the  cost  of  the  execution  oi  the  woric 
i:;id  the  Inteit.^ts  on  the  capital  engastd. 

"I  believe  that  this  is  the  best  method 
(if  liuilding,  but  another  method  is  gen- 
erally preferred.  It  is  that,  which  we 
have  used,  on  the  bridge  at  Rouen, 
Nates,   (France)  and  at  Bilboa.  (Spain.) 

"It  consists  of  IjuiUling  the  structure 
by  the  aid  of  private  capital,  which  is 
remunerated  by  levying  a  toll;  it  is  in 
Huni  and  substsance.  the  formation  of  a 
I»rivale  company  with  concessions. 

"My  knowlegde  of  matteis  in  Duluth, 
is  for  the  present  insufficient  to  give  you 
:>ny  advice  upon  any  of  these  solutions. 
^^  hich  are  susceptable  of  l>eing  best  ad- 
apted to  your  finanies,  resources,  and 
jiopuiation,  together  with  your  needs. 
It  belongs  to  you  to  decide  thi.s  matter. 

"As  for  myself,  the  only  thing  I  can 
positively  say,  is  that  I  am  at  your  dis- 
l)0.-;al.  to  study  with  all  possible  care, 
the  technical  part  of  the  work,  under- 
standing that  the  financial  part  will  be 
managed  in  Duluth. 

"In  either  case  it  should  be  allowed 
me.  for  the  production  of  the  prelimi- 
naries of  the  project  (that  is.  the  plans 
without  calculatiims  and  without  de- 
signs for  execution).  1  per  cent  of  th>- 
amount  of  the  project. 

"For  the  production  of  definite  studies, 
with  calculations,  specifications,  designs, 
execution,  dim'^nsions  of  all  oabies.  fast- 
enings, foundations,  c.implete  details  for 
rolling  car.  method  of  propulsion  by 
eit^ctric  power.  5  per  cent  of  the  cost  cf 
the  work. 

"For  the  right  of  patent  and  con.struc- 
tion  and  suiierintendence  I  would  charg<! 
5  Iter  cent  .>f  the  total  cost,  and  if  neces- 
sary to  visit  America,  travel  expenses 
would  be  added. 

"From  this  simple  information  I  can 
even  now  state  that  a  bridge  of  TitJ 
meters  <:530  feet)  and  46  meters  in 
height  (l.il  feet),  capable  of  carrying  a 
l.>ad  of  .-ixty-five  tons,  would  cost  7."»0.(>oij 
francs,  or  about  $150,000.  but  possibly 
ytiu  cculd  calculate  a  smaller  sum.  as  1 
btlieve  that  materials  are  cheaper  in 
America  than  France. 

"At  all  events  I  would  have  you  no- 
tice that  this  kind  of  structure  is  not 
yet  public  property,  and  that  one  might 
be  exposed  to  many  disappointments  and 
serious  vexations  in  employing  work- 
men without  knowledge  of  the  system. 
I  beg  of  you  to  trust  the  .sinceritv"of  my 
most  respectful  sentiments. 

"M.  ARNODI.V    " 

The  city  offlt  ials  appear  well  pleased 
with  the  inventor's  letter,  but  believe 
that  the  work  can  be  done  much  cheaper 
in  this  country  than  he  estimates. 

Prominent  vesselmen  and  expert  engi- 
neers .say  that  it  is  the  only  practical 
.solution  of  the  Park  Point  ferry  ques- 
tions, and  plans  will  now  be  pushed  to 
bring  about  definite  action. 

The  proposed  bridge  consists  of  two 
steel  pillars,  nearly  200  feet  high,  which 
would  be  erected  on  Lake  avenue,  on 
either  side  of  the  canal.  Whih  massive 
and  strong,  these  pillars  would  be  grace- 
ful. Between  them  at  a  height  to  admit 
the  passage  of  the  largest  vessel.s.  a  sort 
of  susj.ension  liridge  would  be  built,  con- 
sisting of  a  horizontal  platform,  support- 
ed by  strong  steel  cables,  stretched  b.-- 
tween  the  summits  of  the  pillars.  The 
platform  or  base  of  this  o\-erhead  bridge 
would  be  at  least  142  feel  above  the 
water.  T'pon  it  would  be  several  steel 
tracks,  along  which  wheels  would  roll, 
carrying  vertical  cables  and  the  aerial 
ferry  car  attached  to  them. 

This  car  would  he  moved  acros.«  the 
canal  with  great  rapidity  by  electrical 
apparatu.s.  It  would  be  but  a  few  feet 
above  the  water,  and  would  have  a  ca- 
pacity fcr  passengers,  teams  and  street 
cars.  Four  of  these  bridges  are  now  in 
successful  operation  in  Europe.

While  the  excessive  rains  of  last  week 
are  a  great  benefit  to  the  loggers,  they 
have  been  the  cause  of  the  closing  down 
cf  two  of  the  West  Duluth  s.iwmills.  for 
a  few  days  at  least.  The  Mitchell  & 
McCIure  mill  itiut  ilown  at  noon  yester- 
day on  account  of  the  lumber  steaming 
on  the  docks,  and  not  because  of  a  lack 
of  dock  roDm,  a."?  was  reported  in  this 
morning's  i)aper.  The  company  has 
room  for  3.000,000  or  4,000,0000  feet  cf 
lumber  yet  available.  One  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  compajiy  said  this  morninc 
that  never  before  in  the  experience  of 
the  company  has  it  been  so  troubled  as 
at  present  with  the  lumber  steaminir. 
The  heavy  and  continuous  rains,  together 
with  the  heat  and  little  wind,  have 
brought  about  conditions  not  at  all  fa- 
vorable. The  company  will  start  up  the 
mill  again  as  soon  as  there  is  a  change 
of  weather. 

The  St.  Louis  Lumber  company's  mill 
closed  down  last  night  becau.se  of  a  lacii 
of  logs  to  cut.  The  company  has  a  lot 
of  logs  on  the  Nemadji  river,  which  were 
to  have  been  rafted  down  after  Satur- 
day's jfain.  This  river  is  very  susceptible 
to  the  effects  of  a  hard  rain,  and  then- 
has  been  such  a  freshet  since  the  ieavv 
showers  that  it  has  not  been  advisabl" 
to  commence  the  rafting.  The  river  wa? 
ten  inches  lower  ^londay  morning  ti!ian 
on  Sunday  night,  and  it  was  arranged 
"to  begin  the  rafting  today.  The  rains 
of  last  night  are  already  raising  to  the 
level  of  Sunday  night,  and  by  tonight  it 
is  expected  that  the  high  water  mark 
will  be  above  any  iioint  yet  reached  tfnis 
season.'  The  St.  Louis  company  will, 
hjwever,  have  the  mill  running  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  rafting  com- 
mences. While  the  Merrill  &  Ring  com- 
pany is  bavins  the  .same  lumber  steam- 
ing trouble  as  the  Mitchell  &  McClure 
people,  the  mill  is  still  running,  and  the 
report  that  it  will  close  down  is  denied.

IS  KILLED 


Buried  Under  a  Wreck 
the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  Road. 


RESULT  OF  WASHOUT 


Engineer  Peifibone  Escaped 

Willi  Injuries  of  Only  a 

Slight  Nature. 


Th;-  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  train  No.  3, 
which  left  here  at  6:15  o'clock  this  morn- 
inE',  was  wrecked  at  Knife  river,  owing 
to  a  washout,  with  Fireman  Bruley 
killod  and  Engineer  Pettibone  sllgtitly 
injured.  The  train  was  proceeding  at 
the  usual  rate  of  speed  when  it  ran  into 
a  washed-out  culvert  ju.st  north  of  mile- 
lX)sl  "2,  the  other  side  of  Knife  river,  the 
accident  occurring  about  7  o'clock.    Six 

cars  were  overturned  and  the  engine  de- 
railed and  comnletely  overturned  and 
thrown  on  to  its  side.  So  auickly  did 
the  accident  occur  that  Engineer  Petti- 
bone  and  Fireman  Bruley  had  but  short 
warning  of  the  danger.  They  stuck  tj 
their  posts  and  Bruley  was  crushed  to 
death  under  the  engine.  Pettibone  escap- 
ing with  injuries  of  a  slight  nature. 

One  freight  car,  the  caboose  and  the 
foach  did  not  leave  the  track,  so  none  of 
the  crew  or  passengers  were  injured. 
Immediately  after  the  wreck  Conductor 
VVojlen  walked  back  to  Knife  river  and 
wired  to  the  offices  in  this  city  fcr  as- 
sistance. The  wrecking  train,  bearing 
I  .Superintendent  Thomas  Owens,  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  A.  D.  Halloway 
and  Roadmaster  John  Shay,  left  for  the 
scene  of  the  accident  without  delay,  but 
up  to  a  late  hour  this  afternoon  the  track 
had  not  been  repaired  so  as  to  permit 
the  running  of  any  other  trains. 

Hurley's  body  could  not  be  found  at 
first,  so  completely  was  it  buried  under 
the  wreck.  The  remains  were  taken  io 
Two  Harbors.  He  formerly  resided  at 
Endion.  in  this  city,  but  is  said  to  have 
removeil  to  Ely  since  some  changes  in 
the  running  time  on  the  road. 

Engineer  Pettibone  was  taken  to  his 
home  at  Two  Harbors.  He  formerly 
resided  in  this  city,  his  mother  living 
iiut  on  London  road  at  the  present  time. 

President  Greatsinger  of  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  road  was  not  in  the  city  to- 
day. He  is  tied  up  at  Rice  Lake.  Wis., 
by  a  washout  on  the  Omaha  road.  Owing 
to  the  weakened  condition  of  the  track, 
.  aused  by  last  night's  freshets,  the 
Omaha  train  was  nearly  three  hours  late 
into  this  city. 

Another  small  washout  is  reported 
farther  up  on  the  Iron  Range  road,  but 
no  serious  damage  was  done. 


A  BOND  ISSUE. 

Proposition  For  One  For  Build- 
ing Court  House  May 
Be  Submitted. 

The  people  of  St.   Louis  county  may 

have   a    chance   to   vote    this   fall   on    a 

proposition  to  issue  bonds  to  build  a  new 

court  house  for  .St.  Louis  county.     This 

is  n'^t  detorniined  upon  as  yet,  l)ut  tt  is 
a  possibilit>    and  not  a  very  remote  one 

The  matttr  depends  upon  the  action  <if 
the  county  board  tm  the  proj)osition  to 
sell  the  county  the  balance  of  the  court 
house  block  lor  use  as  a  site  for  the 
new  building.  This  has  been  before  the 
!)oard  for  some  time,  and  it  is  likely 
that  some  action  will  be  taken  upon  it 
at  the  next  meening  of  the  board,  which 
takes  place  Friday  afternoon.  The  pro- 
position is  to  sell  the  county  all  of  the 
eastern  half  of  the  block  for  $47,750  ex- 
cepting the  two  l«)tR  on  the  corner  of 
Third  street  and  Seventh  aveniie  east, 
which  can  probably  be  included  for  an 
additioni.l  payment  of  about  J.'iOOO  or 
less.  When  the  proposition  was  maiie 
some  months  ago  It  was  referred  to  a 
committee  of  the  board,  and  it  has 
been  there  ever  since.  It  has  not  been 
considered  :or  a  time,  but  of  late  it  has 
been  taken  up  again,  and  there  is  a 
chance  that  action  will  be  taken  on  it 
at  the  coming  meeting,  if  the  committee 
reports. 

It  it  is  decided  to  accept  the  proposition 
the  rest  will  follow.  Before  building  a 
court  hou.se  it  is  necessary  ti  issue 
bonds,  and  before  bonds  can  ,be  issued 
it  is  necessary  that  the  will  of  the  peo- 
ple .shall  be  recorded.  This  must  li'' 
done  ot  an  «leetion  held  for  that  pur- 
l>ose.  If  this  election  is  held  with  the 
general  election  this  fall  the  county  will 
save  the  expense  of  a  special  election, 
which  would  amount  to  $3000  or  $0000. 
Therefore,  if  the  board  buys  this  jtro- 
perty,  the  proposition  will  be  submitted 
this  fall.  It  will  be  to  bond  the  county 
for  $2.')0.(K>0  or  $.^00,000  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  new  court  house  on  the  lilock 
now  occupied  by  the  ruin  that  has  done 
service  as  a  court  house  foi-  many  years.' 

The  half  if  the  block  upon  which  t'ne 
old  building  is  located  was  given  to  the 
county  provided  it  is  used  for  court 
house  purpo.-ses.  If  the  court  house  is 
jnoved  it  w  »uld  be  necessary  to  give  up 
the  title  to  the  property,  as  the  title  Is 
continngeni  on  the  permanent  location 
of  the  court  house  there.  Otherwise  there 
might  lie  talk  of  moving  the  site,  but 
f€w  of  iho.«e  who  have  discussed  it  lavor 
giving  up  the  property  evt^n  if  a  better 
site  could  be  secured.  The  county  would 
not  have  to  issue  lion<ls  to  Iniy  the  re- 
mainder of  the  block,  for  it  has  money 
enough  on  hand  to  buy  property  at  the 
price  at  which  it  is  offered.

COUNTY  FUNDS, 

June  Apportionment  Is  Com- 
pleted—The Distribution 
of  Funds. 

The  June  apportionment  of  funds  col- 
lected at  the  office  of  the  county  trea- 
suier  up  to  June  1  has  just  been  com- 
pleted in  the  office  of  the  county,  with 
the  exception  of  a-  small  amount  of  re- 
funds, whi(  h  are  to  be  credited  off  from 
the  totals.  The  amount.  $«31.0!)4.0S.  ir- 
not  only  smaller  than  last  yeWr.  which 
was  the  biggest  June  apitortionment 
ever  made  in  this  cunty.  l»ut  it  falls  be- 
low the  average  June  ai)|iortlonrnent  for 
the  p.ast.  This  d'les  not  mean,  however, 
that  tho  jjcople  are  not  paying  thoi-,- 
taxes  j)romptly.  On  the  contrary,  it 
means  that  th»^y  are  paying  them,  para- 
doxical as  it  may  seem. 

The  reason  the  amount  is  very  much 
smaller  than  that  of  last  year  Is  that  in 
lS!»!t  the  rtceipts  includtnl  the  proceed.- 
of  the  forfoitetl  ta-x  sale,  the  settlement 
of  taxes  offered  by  the  county  board, 
and  the  heavy  payments  of  taxes  for  1S9S, 
18'.;",  and  1M)6  that  followed  both  of  thes- 
settlements.  The  te.-ult  was  that  nearly 
all  of  the  back  taxes  were  cleaned  up 
then,  so  th»Me  were  few  to  pay  this  year. 
This  and  the  fact  that  peoi)le  are  mon 
and  more  .aking  advantage  of  the  sy.-- 
tem.4hat  permits  them  to  pay  half  their 
taxe^n  the  spring  and  half  in  the  fail 
are  responsible  for  the  fact  that  the  Jun- 
ajiportionnamt  this  year  does  not  com'- 
up  to  the  average  of  the  pa.«t.  The  pay- 
ment of  current  t.ixes  i.<s  very  much 
larger  than  ever,  and  there  is  little  pay- 
ing of  back  taxes  because  there  are  few 
back  taxes  due. 

The  total  amount  is  divided  among  the 
various  subdivisions  of  the  county,  and 
out  of  the  total  the  county  only  gets 
$t»N.S94.01.  The  state  gets  $47.4.S:',.71.  the 
state  school  fund  gel.>  $.34.1.V2.58.  and 
state  loans  get  ?'.i.".21«.ft€>.

;  were  revoked,  and  rushed  Griffin  to  the

j  the  way  Sam  Atkinson  was  put  out  of 

business. 

Then,  flushed  with  victory,  the  lieu- 
tenant stepwd  behind  the  bar,  placed 
his  mighty  right  on  the  pugilist's  collar, 
and  when  he  came  to  after  the  count  he 
was  dreaming  those  soft,  pathetic 
dreams  that  one  is  suijject  to  while  sleep- 
ing on  the  chilled  concrete  floor  of  the 
ram  pasture  at  headouarters. 

The  scene  shifts  again.  'Twas  a  dark 
and  dreary  morning.  This  morning  is 
referred  to.  A  man  guarded  by  a  police 
officer  .slowly  wended  his  way  into  police 
court.  Sadness  and  gloom  hung  over  his 
manly  brow  as  he  sat  in  his  corner 
through  the  wierd  preliiTiinaries.

Dogwood  has  been  found 
to  serve  the  purpose  excellently,  as  it  can 
he  stained  a  fine  black,  and  oiled  and  pol- 
ished until  it  equals  ebony  both  in  dur- 
ability and  appearance,  says  the  New- 
York  Sun.  The  industry  of  cutting  and 
marketiuK  dogwood,  once  a  valueless  tree, 
for  this  purpose  is  already  giving  employ- 
ment to  a  considerable  number  of  people.

TEMPERATURE  NOT  HiGH. 

But  (he  Humidity  Maices   the  Air 
Oppressive.

They  knew 
that  it  was  hotltr  than  the  other  day 
when  the  liiermometer  registered  W.  and 
they  ligured  oiu  that  there  must  be  some- 
thing the  matter  with  the  machine  up  in 
the  federal  building  when  it  registere<t 
only  S«  degrees.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  both 
the  weather  man  and  these  people  are 
right.  While  the  thermometer  showeu 
only  Si;  degeers  i)eople  suffered  more  from 
the  heat  than  they  did  when  it  was  Vo. 
The  reason  for  this  is  a  condition  talked 
about  so  much  in  cities  where  they  suf- 
fer more  with  heat  than  they  do  here, 
which  is  called  humidity.  It  is  humid- 
ity, or  an  atmosphere  soaked  with  mois- 
tiire,  that  makes  the  most  overwhelming 
and  unpleasant  heat,  and  that  is  what  Di;- 
luth  was  en  loving  yesterday.  There  was 
a  little  more  of  tiie  same  today,  but  not 
in  so  marked  a  degree  as  yesterday,  for 
the    temperature    was    lower.

The  majority  of  the  boats  are  tow  barges. 
I:j2  feet  long,  15  or  Iti  feet  beam  and  carry- 
ing ir.0  to  17.0  tons  at  a  draught  of  about 
?  feet.  As  the  Itoats  generally  go  towanl 
Berlin  loaded,  returning  empty,  it  has 
been  customary  to  emploj-  horses  for  tow- 
ing on  the  Beriii  trip  and  men  as  tow  ani- 
mals on  the  return.  The  speed  have  avei- 
aged  about  Wi  riiles  an  hour.  Along  the 
.  xperimental  se?tion,  which  was  chosen 
liecause  it  is  t  ic  mo.st  difficult  on  the 
eanal.  being  full  of  curves  and  spanned 
bv  bridges,  a  iifcht  railway  of  1  metre  < ". 
feet  i  3-S  inches)  was  laid,  the  outer  rail 
of  IS-pound  stee  and  the  inner  of  only  !1- 
pound  .section.  On  the  larger  rail  was 
bolted  a  steel  rack  to  give  the  towing  lo- 
comotive the  nc'iessary  resistance,  as  the 
weight  of  tlie  Itcomotive  was  insufficient 
to  cause  very  poweiful  adhesion.  The 
locomotive  was  electrical,  driven  from  a 
trolley  wire  suspended  above  the  track 
in  the  usual  way.  While  the  experiments 
have  only  just  begun  they  have  progres.s(-d 
for  enough  to  ^;how  that  electrie  motor 
towage  will  work  more  economically  than 
the  older  methods  and  give  much  bcitcr 
results. 


THE  TELEPHONOGRAPH. 
The  telephonograph  is  a  new  invention 
which  comes  to  us  from  Denmark,  savs 
the  London  Daiiv-  Mail.  Not  quite  for  the 
first  time,  for  v/e  had  heard  of  it  about 
a  year  ago;  sine  ?  then,  though,  the  inven- 
tors have  made  progress.  The  telephono- 
graph is  a  comolnatlon  of  the  telephone 
with  a  newlv  constructed  phonograph, 
which  makes  it  j  osslble  to  fix  and  preserve 
eonversations  ir  the  absence  of  the  iii- 
'tended  hearer,  :?o  that  he  can  listen  to 
the  message  after  his  return.  But  the 
importance  of  tl  e  invention  reaches  much 
further.  Throu  rh  the  use  of  masrneto- 
phonography  it  .s  possible  to  multiply  the 
effect  of  the  sornd  and  to  give  the  sound 
greater  force.

Chinese  at  Yangtsun.

.seventeen  pirates  ani;  brigands  were  be- 
headed at  Canton  .\ng.  S. 

Dispntches  received  from  Berlin  say 
that  Kmperor  Franc"^  Jo.«eph  and  Kins 
N'ictor  PJmmanuel  III  have  telegraphi  d 
to  Field  Marshal  Count  Von  Waldersce 
(ongratulating  him  on  his  appointment 
to  the  ctiief  command  of  the  allied  troops 
in    China. 

Field  Marshal  Y'^\  Waldersee,  it  is 
announced  here,  will  sail  Aug.  21  or  23 
from  an  Italian  roft  and  that  he  will  go 
to  Shanghai  first.

murdering,  pillaging  and  committing 
atrocities. 

It  is  reported  that  Prince  Tuan  hafe  left 
Pekin  and  joined  Gen.  Sung  in  his  posi- 
tion. 20  miles  northward,  the  dowager 
emprws.«,  having  issued  an  imperative 
command  for  the  re-occupation  at  Tien 
Tsin  and  Taku.

All  efforts  on  tho  part  of  the  Rritish  and 
foreign  governments  to  stop  the  supply 
of  war  ni;:terial  to  the  Chinese  are  des- 
tine<l  lo  prove  of  no  avail  as  long  as  the 
ihamber  ef  comineree  and  legislative 
council  of  Hong  Kong  maintain  their  sel- 
1i.-h  resistance  to  the  execution  of  the  re- 
strictive nie.isurftt  decreed  by  the  pow- 
er.*  prolilhltiiig  the  export  of  war  mater- 
ials t<i  China. 

An  ininieiise  trade  is  done  at  Hong  Kong 
in  the  sale  of  arms  and  ammimifion  to 
l.iith  lli(!  Chinese  and  to  the  FiMi)lno  in- 
surgents. lnd<'ed,  the  latter,  as  well  as 
tli<^  Cliinese.  draw  nil  their  supplies  of 
this  kind  from  Hoiik  Kong,  where  the 
merchants  arc  determined  to  resist  any 
ii.terfucnce   with    their  luisiness. 

Hong  KonK  has  no  lustom  house  and 
h:ts.  therefore,  no  ine.nns  ef  cheeking  the 
imports  or  exports  if  the  shijipers  do  not 
choose  to  make  a  purely  voluntary  dc- 
cliiration   at  the  harbor  office. 

The  cli.imber  of  commerce  and  the  legis- 
I;iii\t'  e(nin<-il  <if  Hong  Kon.ir  are  resolved 
to  WiihX  tlie  government  tooih  and  nail  in 
the  matter,  declaring  that  it  will  consti- 
tute a  lilow  at  the  ir;idiliunal  •'tiei-doin  ef 
the  port  of  Hong  Kook'  and  have  engaged 
Queens  C'ouncellor  Fianeis.  the  chief  of 
the  colonial  bar,  to  dianipion  their  views 
in  the  matter. 


"Washington,  Aug.  10.— Admiral  Dewt?y 
.said  today,  speaking  of  a  published  story 
of  an  interview  witii  him  in  relation  to 
Philippines  and  Chinese  affairs: 


'•My  attenton  has  been  drawn 
to  the  article  as  published  in 
the  Brooklyn  }']agle.  I  made 
use  of  no  words  saying  or  in- 
timating that  whatever  show

"I  regard  the  situation  in  China  as  ex- 
c(.'edingly  grave.  The  difficulties  that 
our  soldiers  will  have  to  contend  against 
are  many  and  various.  The  conditions 
that  exist  there  are  very  much  the  same 
as  those  in  the  Phi  ippine  islands."

RUSSELL  DEAD. 

Chief    Justice  of    Eng;land 

Passes  Away  After  an 

Cperation. 

London,  Aug.  10.— Baron  Russfcll  of 
Kiloween,  lord  chief  justice  of  England, 
died  this  morning. 

Baron  Kussell  hid  been  ill  for  some 
time.  Yesterday  an  ojieration  was  per- 
formed, which  tfie  patient  is  rei>orted  t.» 
have  passed  lhrou-;h  in  goud  condition. 
This  oi)eration,  however,  resulted  in  hi.s 
death.  It  was  performed  by  Dr.  Treve. 
Various  reiiorts  have  been  circulated  as 
to  the  disease  from  which  ffie  lord  chief 
justice  suffered.  According  to  some,  his 
malady  was  a  gastric  disorder,  while 
other  reports  were  that  he  had  a  tumor 
in  the  stomacli. 

Lord  Russoll  suffered  from  gastric 
catarrh.  The  fart  of  his  illness  was  not 
generally  known  until  it  was  announced 
that  at  a  coni^ultatinn  held  yesterday 
Uetween  Doctors  Sir  "William  Henry 
Hroadbent,  Frederick  Trever,  Steiihen 
Mackenzie  and  Sanuel  Herbert  Haber- 
shon,  it  was  decided  that  an  operation 
was  imperatively  necessary.  It  was  af- 
terwards said  that  the  patient  had  st'iod 
the  operation  well  and  that  his  strenstn 
was  maintained. 

At  (i  o'clock  last  evening,  however, 
Lor<l  Russell  look  a  turn  f  )r  llie  worse, 
soon  became  uncon.scious  and  passed 
away  peacefully  a:  3  a.  m. 

The  war  office  telegraphed  the  news  of 
the  chief  justice's  deatti  to  his  youngest 
son,  Hon.  Bertraiid  Joseph,  who  is  at 
present  serving  a:;  a  lieutenant  of  the 
Royal  Artillery  in  South  Africa.  The 
Hon.  Charles  Russ  11,  another  son  of  the 
deceased,  is  now  in  Canada. 

The  courts,  generally,  suspended  busi- 
ness t.Mlay,  and  the  judges  and  other 
distinguished  lawxers  eulogized  the  di  - 
teased  chief  justice. 

The  premier,  Lcrd  Salisbury,  will  se- 
lect the  successor  of  Lord  Rus.sell.  with 
the  queen's  appioval.  "Lord  Alver- 
Htone,"  Sir  Rich.^rd  W«_bster,  the  atto:- 
ney  general,  and  now  master  of  the  rolls, 
will,  it  is  generally-  thought,  be  appoint- 
ed lord  chief  justi  -e  of  England.

Dredge  Knocks  Out  Supply  of 

Electricity  of  Park  Point 

Railway. 

Not  since  the  last  "blind  pig"  raid  has 
Minnesota  Point  had  such  a  iialnitatin.g 
sensation  as  it  has  had  today.  The 
trolley  of  the  street  railway  is  off  and 
everybody  has  developed  a  fad  for 
pedestrianism.  When  the  campers  woke 
up  during  the  early  morning  houns,  to 
refresh  themselves  in  the  damit  air  and 
listen  to  the  buzz  of  young  mosquito.^, 
t/tey  discovered  thai  the  railway  wa^ 
out  of  commission,  and  then  irritation 
and  steadily-rising  vocal  intlections 
sljwly  zigzag.ged  throu,gh  the  fog. 

Last  eveinng  a  dredge  seeking  to  re- 
store the  government  gravel  pile  to  its 
former  state  of  rotundity,  picked  up  the 
wire  cable  which  transmits  the  street 
railway  power  acroi^s  the  canal,  and 
broke  it.

TUie  break  is  just  off  the  iVar- 
son  bo.it  cmstructi  >n  plant,  and  in  a 
way  is  the  outconu'  <jf  the  I'aik  I'oitil 
people's  objecting  to  the  cnnlraelin.g 
lirm  of  LJutler  i^i  Kyan  removing  gravel 
from  the  IVant.  i Sutler  &  Kyan  hail  bor- 
rjwcd  the  gravel  fioni  the  governmem 
stock  pile  ami  intended  replacing  it  with 
the  gravel  from  the  two  lots  recently 
jrtirchased  down  on  the  Point.  The 
Park  Pointers  objected  to  this  on  the 
ground  t2iat  it  might  damage  adjoining 
property.  The  giavel  hail  to  be  replaced, 
so  a  dredge  was  lUit  ti  work  on  the 
gravel  bott'jm  just  inside  the  south  sidi; 
of  the  canal.  The  supply  wire  of  ih> 
Park  Point  company  curves  west  from 
the  Lake  avenue  slip  out  into  the  har- 
bor, and  as  misfortune  would  have  it. 
strikes  the  gravel  bed  of  the  harbjr, 
just  where  the  dredge  sc><jp  struck  it.

MARINE  NEWS. 


THE  ST.  CLAIR  CHANNEL. 
So  far  as  the  resurvey  has  progressed  in 
the  St.  Clair  channel  tne  engineers  have 
found  the  channel  fairly  well  preserved. 
The  passing  of  so  many  vessels  helps  to 
preserve  the  depth.  There  are  a  few  shoal 
places  below  the  government  canal  and 
.iust  above  the  Grosse  Point  cut  where 
hummocks  have  been  thrown  up  by  the 
grounding  of  big  boats  and  the  consequent 
agitation  of  the  water  in  the  efforts  to  re- 
lease them.  The  depths  of  these  places 
are  17i,<.  to  18  feet.  "These  places  are  be- 
ing marked  and  will  be  properlv  improv- 
ed," said  L'nited  States  Engineer  Lydeck- 
er.  "If  heavily  loaded  vessels  grounded 
in  the  channel  would  immediately  lighter 
before  attempting  to  work  off.  they  would 
be  released  much  quicker  and  the  chan- 
nel would  not  be  disturbed.  Where  the 
wheels  of  the  loaded  steamers  and  those 
of  wrecking  tugs  create  so  much  agitation 
they  cannot  help  but  throw  up  the  soil 
and  create  shoals  in  the  channel." 

THE  MURPHY'S  FIRST  ORE  CARGO. 
The  new  steamer  Simon  J.  Murphy,  of 
the  Eddy-Shaw  fleet,  has  just  discharged 
her  first  cargo  of  ore  at  Cleveland.  She 
caried  6.S.S1  tons,  381  tons  more  than  her 
builders  gave  her  credit  for  in  assembling 
her.  and  the  Eddy-Shaw  people  are  much 
elated  over  the  performance  of  making 
the  2000-mile  round  trip  on  190  tons  of 
coal  with  an  average  loaded  speed  of 
twelve  miles,  making  an  interesting  bit 
of   gossip    for   vesselmen.

STYLES  OFJCNAPSACKS. 

Those  Cflfrisd  By  English  Soldiers 
Are  the  Lightest. 

When  the  Germans  heard  of  the  recent 
enormous  casualty  list  on  the  fatal  Al- 
dershot  field  day,  ahiut  which  official  In- 
ciuiry  has  been  held,  there  was  much  self- 
complacent  head-wagging  and  many  un- 
kind things  were  sale  regarding  the  stam- 
ina and  marching  caiiaclty  of  Thomas  At- 
kins. 

.\s  a  matter  of  fac;,  any  body  of  troops 
under  identical  corditlons  would  have 
had  an  equal  casualty  list,  but  the  Ger- 
mans do  not  realize  these  conditions,  be- 
cause in  their  maneuvers  they,  and  indeed 
all  the  crack  confine  ntal  armies,  without 
doubt,  "do  these  things  better."  But  the 
Germans  can  march  and  so  can  thii 
Frenchmen  and  Rusdans,  and.  moreover, 
the  two  former  in  "marching  order"  c-arry 
a  bigger  load  on  tlieir  Imcks  than  tiic 
British  soldier.  Marching  with  them  is  an 
important  accomplishment,  and  one  not 
to  be  taken  for  granted,  says  the  London 
Express. 

The  German  recruit,  after  he  has  had 
his  parade-drill  ground  thoroughly  into 
him.  is  taken  out  to  -trelch  his  legs.  First 
lie  marches  in  uniform  only,  then  he  is 
given  a  rifio  to  carry,  next  his  knapsack. 
and  so  on  until  his  marching  order  Is  at 
full  weight. 

During  all  this  the  distances  are  being 
gradually  lengthenec3  .and  finally  the  pa(  e 
is  increased.  Wht^n  trained  he  is  going 
his  twenty  miles  regularly  twice  .i  week, 
and  he  may  be  called  upon  to  do  a  SO-miU- 
march  occiusionally.  and  fit  as  he  Is,  he  ac- 
c-omplishes  it  "on  his  head." 

That  Tommy  Atkins  can  march,  loo, 
nobody  will  deny,  but  when  comparing  his 
c  umparatively  spa.'^inodic  pedestrian  ef- 
forts with  those  of  he  foreigner,  general 
conditions  must  be  taken  into  account, 
and  here  he  does  not,  as  a  rule,  compare 
loo  favorably  except  after  a  fortnight  or 
less  in  the  field. 

Then,  again,  though  some  of  our  au- 
thorities differ  on  the  point,  he  must  have 
a  breakfast  to  march  uptm.  and  a  small 
amount  of  food  ever.'  live  hours  or  so,  and 
an  occasional  mouthful  of  water  to  wash 
the  (lust  out   of   his   throat. 

They  i,'et  all  these  things  In  the  ccmti- 
iicnlal  maneuvers,  as  a  matter  <if  course. 
In  ours  it  is  iioe  always  so— in  fact,  an  of- 
ficer writing  from  the  front  has  said  that 
so  far  as  hardships  and  lack  of  food  are 
concerned,  the  Tra  isvaal  is  a  fiiradise 
compared  to  Salisbu-y  iriain  as  it  former- 
Iv  was. 

The  continental  soldier  carries  a  heavier 
kit  on  his  back  than  the  Briti.'-h  soldier 
becau.se  he  relies  lejs  upon  his  transport, 
.-ind  no  matter  whe -e  the  liaggag.-  tr.iiii 
is  he  f  .m  always,  pitch  his  lent  at  night 
and  roll  himself  up  la  his  blanket. 

AN'hcn  in  heavy  miuiching  order  Tommy 
.\lklns  carries  a  eo;.t  and  cape,  mess  tin 
(comprising  plate,  frying  pan  and  ketile>. 
a  valise  licdding  spare  uniform,  shirts, 
socks,  bo.its.  brushes  etc..  a  c.invas  h.iver- 
pack  for  small  articl.>s  and  .i  water  bottle 
This  weighs  complete  with  rillc,  pouche.-^. 
bayonet  and  KXt  rounds  of  ammunition 
.-ixtv-six  pounds. 

Tlie  German  is  provided  with  a  great 
coat,  one  blanket  and  ground  sheet,  a  quar- 
ter of  a  tent  ami  pole,  a  mess  tin  (whhh 
for  the  present  is  also  bis  water  botlie) 
and  an  ax.  His  valise  contains  a  spaic 
pair  of  boots,  three  pairs  of  sinks  (or 
foot  rags  if  he  "is  a  Bavarian),  spore  uni- 
form and  fatigue  dr  ss.  I^ruslies.  etc.  The 
whole  CMiulpment.  w  th  bayonet,  rifle  and 
i:.0  rounds  of  ball  c.irtridge,  weighs  sev- 
entv-two  pounds. 

The  Frenchman  carries  much  the  same, 
including  tent  section  and  blanket,  but  no 
waterproof  sheet  or  haversack.  The  com- 
jianv  cooking  pots  ere  divided  up  among 
the  "men.  A  drinking  cup  and  spade  com- 
Iik'tes  his  rig-out.  wl  ich  weighs,  with  rit'.e, 
bayonet  and  lOO  rojnds  of  ammunition, 
seventv-two   pounds. 

■*  The  Russian  carires  only  sixt.v-eighl 
iv)unds  of  kit,  but  'hen  he  has  no  blan- 
ket or  waterproof  sieet.  He  is  only  bur- 
dened with  sevent>-five  rounds  ol  ain- 
munilion.  which  is  lastened  about  him  in 
somewhat  clumsy  farihion. 

S<J  far  as  food  is  concerned  the  redcoat, 
lor  all  the  million.-;  that  are  spent  on 
!iim,  really  fares  ncirse  than  his  con- 
s<ript  comrades.  With  them  bisc-uit  aim 
(•off.  (•  or  chocolate  at  5  ;i.  m.  is  the  rule.

Whenever  a  group  .if  Massachusetts 
lawyers  get  lo  lenin.g  yarns,  it  is  doll-jirs 
to  doughnuts  that  one  or  more  will  con- 
cern the  late  Henry  W.  Paine,  of  Cam- 
bridge. One  of  the  most  hriUianl  lavvycr.-« 
of  Ills  generation,  it  is  probable,  nevur- 
thelc-ss.  that  he  will  be  chie»fly  remem- 
bered for  his  excpiisite  gift  of  rciiarteo. 
says  the-  New  York  Sun. 

It  was  Paine  who.  op  being  interrupteil 
during  an  argument  by  a  notoriouslv 
liriisijue  sunrenie  court  justice  with  th^ 
remark.  "Mr.  Paine,  that  is  not  law," 
reidied  instantly: 

"tt  wa,s  law   until  your  honor  spoke." 

On  one  occasion  while  riding  from 
Cambridge  to  Hosbm  on  the  hor.se  car.^ 
with  a  green  bag  full  of  sheep-covered 
volumes  in  his  lap,  Paine  was  addressed 
by  a  youthful  ac«(uainfance,  a  Harvard 
student,   with   the  rema«<: 

'You  have  cjuite  a  load,  Mr.  Paine. 
Law  books.  I  sinm^se?" 

"Oh,  no,"  .said  Paine.  "Merely  su- 
preme court   reports." 

Not  long  before  his  death  Paine  be- 
came interested  in  a  case,  as  a  matter 
of  charity,  in  which  a  lad  of  .simie  1.'. 
years  was  charged  with  arson.  Paint- 
defended  the  boy  and  offered  concluisive 
evidence  that  he  was,  ti»  all  practieal 
piirpo.ses,  an  idiot  and  totally  irrespon- 
sible. Nevertheless  the  jury  in  the  case, 
after  a  charge  from  the  court  which  was 
virtually  an  order  for  acriuittal.  brought 
in  a  verdict  of  guilty.  That  presiding 
judge  then  addressed  Paine: 

"You  will  move  for  a  new  trial,  I 
presume,  Mr.  Paine?" 

Paine  rose  with  a  demeanor  that  was 
painful  in  its  solemnity. 

"I  thank  your  honor  for  your  suRges- 
tion,"  he  said,  "but  I  am  oppressed  with 
the  gravest  doubts  whether  I  have  the 
right  to  nvn'e  for  a  new  trial  in  this  ca.se. 
Your  honor.  I  have  already  asked  for 
and  have  received  for  my  idiot  client  th»- 
most  precious  heritage  of  our  English 
and  American  common  law — a  trial  by 
a  jury  of  his  peers." 

The  judge  then  ordor«?d  the  verdict  set 
aside.

Overpower   fhe    Wafchman 

and  Take  Their  Boofy 

fo  La  Crosse. 


La  Crosse,  Wis.,  Aug.  10.— It  was  dis- 
covered today  that  a  party  of  twenty- 
two  men  from  La  Cro.sse,  who  make  log 
stealing  a  profession,  had  attacked  the 
raft  of  W.  J.  Van  Zant,  which  was  tied 
at  Dresbach.  Minn.,  and  recovered  sev- 
eral hundred  logs  from  it,  which  are 
valued  at  $1000  or  more.  The  men  weiit 
up  in  sixteen  skifl's  and  overpowered  the 
watchman,    and    after    taking  the    logs 

came  to  La  Crosse  with  them  and  sold 
them  to  a  local  lumberman.  Detectives 
are  working  on  the  case. 

Log  stealing  is  a  profession  of  which 
little  is  known  or  heard.  They  have  a 
protective  a.ssociation,  and  all  members 
are  pledged  to  the  utmost  secrecy.  Men 
who  are  in  a  imsition  to  know  about 
their  movements,  such  as  bridge  engi- 
neers, never  tell  on  them,  as  they  know 
it  means  death,  or,  at  least,  great  per- 
sonal violence.  Duiyng  the  past  twenty 
years  $1,000,000  worth  of  logs  have  been 
stolen.

she  shrieked  and  ran  from  the  housi, 
having  found  her  husband  lying  dead  on 
the  lloor. 

She  was  totally  unprepared  for  the 
tragedy,  although  shi  iliotighl  it  oud  that 
the  house  was  not  open  to  receive  tiio 
morning  air. 

Holgate  lay  on  the  Hoor  of  the  sitting 
room  with  his  coat  and  vest  off.  Near 
him  stood  a  nearly  empty  can  of  larg;<> 
proportions,  whieli  had  been  hlled  with 
beer.    The  latter  told  the  whole  story. 

The  dead  man  has  been  <lrinking  heavily 
of  late,  and  Wt'dnesdsiy  night  was  no  ex- 
ception.  A  neighbor  named  Fonteln  went 
in  that  evening  aii<l  laid  Holgate  on  the 
sofa,  and  that  was  tlw  last  seen  of  him 
alivi'.  It  is  suppo.^ed  Holgate  drank  Vi^ry 
heavily  ami  that  the  effects  of  the  Ibpior 
<  ombined  with  the  intense  heal  caused  hi.-; 
dtath. 

Coroner  Kelson  viewed  the  remains  and 
ordered  them  taken  to  Nagle's  undertak- 
ing rooms  where  an  autojisy  will  be  held. 
The  dead  man  was  a  butcher. 

The  coroner  after  investigation  decided 
tliat  an  imiuest  was  unnecessary,  and 
;;ave  thi'  cause  of  death  as  heart  failure 
eaiiscd  by  exeessive  alcoholism.  Mo|f;:atf. 
in  the  opinion  of  the  coroner.  h;ui  bi-eii 
dead  ten  hours  before  his  liody  was  dis- 
covered.    Holgate  was  X{  years  of  age.

Norfh  Dakota  Druggists  De- 
mand Liquor  Law  Re- 
pealed—Railroad Tax. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Fargo— The   North       Dakota       druggists 

have  taken  unusual  axtion.  At  their 
meeting  a  resolution  was  adopted  pro- 
testing   against    the    position    they    were 

placed  in  by  the  present  prohibitory  law 
of  the  state.  Under  the  measure  they  are 
made  blind  piggers.  and  odium  is  reflected 
on  the  ancient  and  honorable  profession 
of  pharmac.v.  They  ask  for  a  repeal  of  the 
law  and  the  adoption  of  a  measure  pre- 
venting their  handling  intoxicants. 

Sudden  and  compiite  loss  of  his  eyeslgbt 
caused  John  Prunty.  of  Barnesville,  to 
come  to  Fargo  for  treatment  with  a  spt - 
cialist.  He  was  working  in  a  harvest  field 
when  his  sight  failed  him  all  at  once.  It 
is  suppo.sed  to  have  been  the  result  of 
a  sunstroke. 

Fargo  people  are  alarmed  over  the  di])h- 
theria  epidemic  in  Moorhoad.  wliich  has 
caused  one  death  and  is  reixirted  to  be 
prevalent.  The  Moorhead  authorities  are 
maintaining  a  strict  iiuarantine,  but  there 
is  so  much  traveling  back  and  forth  be- 
tween the  two  towns  it  is  feared  there 
may  be  danger  for  this  side  of  the  river. 

Professor  Bolley.  of  the  state  agricul- 
tural college,  has  di.<covered  that  the 
reason  there  is  so  much  diseased  and 
spotted  flax  in  the  slate  is. thai  a  fungii. 
belonging  to  the  genus  Fusarum  attacks 
the  root  of  the  plant  and  kills  il.  The 
spores  of  the  fungus  remain  in  the  grounci 
from  year  to  year  and  may  be  started 
from  seed.  The  fungus  grows  worse  each 
succeeding  year  and  after  six  years  flax 
cannot  be  grown.  The  professor  is  inves- 
tigating a  large  number  of  methods  for 
killing  the  fungus  and  hopes  to  be  able  to 
find  a  euri^. 

R.  Gallup,  of  Castleton.  was  held  under 
$.'jOO  bonds  to  the  district  court  on  the 
charge  of  embezzlement.  It  is  alleged 
that  as  agent  for  Ingra  Olson  he  traded 
farms  for  her  and  received  $liK)0  cash 
as  boot  money.  This,  it  is  claimed,  he 
failed  to  turn  over.  In  a  civil  suit  -the 
jury  found  for  her  the  amount  alleged 
and  the  criminal  action  followed.  Gal- 
lup was  for  many  years  county  justice  at 
Casselton  and  is  in  the  divery  buusiiies.s 
there. 

Mavor  John.son  has  secured  a  special 
rate  of  {S.-'JO  to  the  Minnesota  fair  for  the 
Fargo  firemen,  aud  they  will  visit  that 
institution  In  a  body.  The  continentals 
have  comi)leted  arrangements  for  the  trip 
and  expect  to  renew  aciiualntances 
there.

Hong  Kong  Correspondent 
Tells  of  the  Great  Mission 
Entrusted  to  the  Crafty 
Chinese  Diplomat. 


Hong  Konff,  July  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— This  is  the  most  memorable 
Fourth  of  July  that  we  Americans  ever 
have  known  out  here.  The  gloom  which 
the  almost  positive  assurance  that'  our 
people  in  Pekln  have  been  massacred 
naturally  causes  prevents  ajiy  attempt 
at  jollification  and  although  our  pat- 
riotism Is  at  just  as  high  an  ebb  as  ever 
we  have  not  the  heart  to  go  in  for  the 
usual  celebrations. 

All  sorts  of  rumors  are  In  the  air  here, 
but  the  question  everyone  seems  to  be 
asking  Is  -What  does  Li  Hung  Chang 
know  and  what  will  h&  do?" 

Twenty  four  hours  ago  he  requested 
the  American  admiral  to  furnish  him 
transportation  on  a  gunboat  to  Pekin, 
and  there  are  a  thousand  conjectures 
raised  by  this  latest  and  sudden  move 
on  the  part  of  the  w  ily  old  diplomat. 

His  professed  attention  is  to  see  that 
the  legations  are  protected,  which  every- 
one believes  is  a  ruse,  because  it  is 
thought  no  hope  remains  for  the  doomed 
creatures  who  wore  penned  up  in  their 
Iragile  walls. 

No,  Pekin  is  in  peril  and  the  "foreign 
devil"  will  shriek  for  vengeance  as  s«Jon 
as  he  learn»«  the  awful  details  of  the 
massacre  planned  by  bloodthirsty  Tuan. 

Htt  will  rush  troops  to  the  saci'ed  city 
and  as  a  supreme  piece  of  revenge  he 
will  raze  its  sacred  walls  to  the  ground, 
destroying  all  that  the  devotion  and 
Worship  of  the  Chinese  heart  has  con- 
secrated for  innuiperable  centuries. 

The  loss  to  China  would  be  irreparable 
It  would  be  i^  of  the  heart  of  its  f<iur 
hundreds  of  millions  of  people  were 
pulled  out  by  the  roots.  Only  those  who 
know  the  Chinaman  thoroughly  could 
form  a  remote  opinion  what  the  de- 
struction of  pekiii  would  mean. 

It  is  this  menace  to  the  siicred  •ity 
which  has  brought  the  fiendi.osh  old 
dowager  empress  to  her  .senses— the 
last  card  which  Li  Hung  Chang  has  to 
play  in  his  gainu  for  the  preservation 
oi'  the  emi>ire. 

It  is  only  this  argument  In  hand  that 
the  wily  Chang  will  face  the  brutal 
luan.  unprotected  except  by  a  meagre 
body  guard  which  would  be  helpless  to 
protect  him  did  he  not  rely  ui)on  a  more 
cogent  reason  for  obtaining  costrol  of 
his  rebellious  brother  viueroy  whom  it 
IS  supposed  he  will  be  commission«»<l  to 
depose. 

There  is  a  possibility  hinted  at  of  Tuan 
being  the  subject  of  a  mock  trial  and  ex- 
ecuation  if  he  w  ill  conscmt  to  banishment 
and  agree  to  hide  himself  till  the  present 
troubles  are  over. 

'Hie  accompanying  spectacle  of  the  ex- 
ecution of  a  few  dozen  Boxers  to  be 
convicted  of  rioting  would,  it  is  supposed 
go  far  to  satisfy  the  f.jreigners  when  the 
awful  truth  is  at  last  divulged  that 
China  intends  to  do  them  adequabL- 
justice  at  any  cost.n. 

The  report  that  Tuan  had  gone  mad 
may  bo  another  ruse  to  get  him  out  of 
the  way  and  at  the  ."^ame  time 
precious  rascal's  iie<^k. 

It  is  now  more  than  a  week  since 
.sepulchral  silence  settled  on  Pekin  At 
that  time,  the  British  legation,  where 
all  foreigners  had  gathered  for  .safety 
was  under  heavy  fjie  and  there  was 
little  food  left.  Hope  therefore  seems 
absurd,  as  Tuan  had  only  to  press  the 
assault  to  cverconie  the  small  and  de- 
voted band  within  its  flimsy  walls. 

Besides  having  to  look  after  the  secur- 
ing of  Pekin  from  destruction,  Li  Hung 
Chang  must  do  all  that  he  can  to  save 
Tien  Tsin,  which  is  a  most  important 
point  to  Chinese  commerce,  the  des- 
truction of  which  would  cause 
distress  to  the  government. 

Proofs  that  the  dowager  empress  has 
yielded  to  the  firm  "hand  of  the  old 
viceroy  are  very  ai)parent.  No  wne 
doubts  the  story  about  the  diabolical 
proposition  which  she  made  to  the  Mik- 
ado some  time  ago  in  which  she  tried  to 
induce  him  to  join  hands  with  her  in 
murd»>ring  all  foreigners  In  the  Orient 
and  dividing  the  territory  from  Burmah 
to  .Siberia. 

No  one  doubts  that  the  same  murder- 
ous mind  planned  the  massacre  of  the 
foreigners  in  Pekin  and  has  been  the 
principal  supporter  of  the  Boxer  move- 
ment, encouraged  to  forward  her  own 
plans  for  the  expulsion  of  foreigners 
from  the  empire. 

Infinitely  more  far  seeing  than  any  of 
those  which  are  the  'tsponsibilitles  of 
the  government  with  him,  and  a  devoted 
Chinaman,  Li  Hung  Chang  saw  the 
danger  to  Pekin  to  be  expected  when 
the  powers  were  roused  to  wrath  and 
vengeance. 

No  other  mind  in  China  could  grasn 
the  possibility  of  dealing  with  such  .a 
situation  as  an  outraged  Europe  pre- 
sent* and  the  old  diplomat  will  have  his 
nerve  tried  to  the  utmost.  He  will  be 
ooliged  to  feel  his  way  cautiouslv  and 
to  stand  as  a  buffer  between  China  and 
tne  world. 

His  program  will  involve  duplicitv  of 
course,  for  while  ostensihlv  professing 
to  be  doing  his  best  to  r.rotect  and 
assist  foreigners,  he  will  have  to  be 
organizing  or  permitting  other.*  to 
mobilize  enormous  armies  with  which 
to  m.'ct  the  attacks  which  mav  be 
naturall.v  expected  by  way  of  reprisal, 
i  here  is  only  one  man  who  can  pJay 
this  double  handed  game  and  since  tke 
chancc.«  of  retaining  her  emi)ire  depend 
"pon  the  old  vicei-fiy's  strategy  the 
dmvagcr  empret«f.  har.  ha<i  to  give  the 
man  »h.-  loves  least  among  her  le.-,di  is 
the  control  of  the  whole  situation  Should 
any  evidence  of  trickery  be  f.nind  in  his 
dealings  with  the  foi^^ign  poweis,  fh,.(e 
IS  every  re.a.snn  to  believ*  that  Li  Hum,- 
<  hang  would  prompilv  be  ma.le  a 
pn.soncr.  in  which  event  he  would  al- 
most certainl.v  l»e  sent  here.

Thirty  years  ago  all  the  sardines  eaten 
In   this   country     were     imiwrted   from 
PYance.      Today    nearly    three-quart«rs 
of  the  sardines  sold  hero  ai^  put  up  in 
fifty-one  packing  hou.scs  in  Maine.  These 
concerns  are  controlled  by  a  trust  com- 
pany which  employs  COOO  workmen,  whi 
can   turn  out   1,500,000  cases  of  the  fish 
annualjy. 

'"In  Maine  sardines  are  caught  off  the 
wcstc*rn  shores  of  St.  Croix  river  and 
Passamaquoddy  bay.  The  fishing  season 
commences  early  in  May  and  lasts  until 
late  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  The  fish  are 
-taken  in  brusii  weirs,  resembling  ordin- 
ary pound  nets,  into  which  they  are  led 
by  means  of  large  leaders  and  wings, 
which  terminate  in  a  funnel-shnped  en- 
trance. Their  escape  is  prevented  by  th<? 
extension  of  these  wings  into  the  in- 
clogure,  thereby  forming    a    triangular

Uook  at  each  end  of  it,  so  that  the  fish, 
as  they  circle  inside  the  \v«ir,  are  direct- 
I  d  past  the  entrance.  When  the  fish  are 
i)Ientiful  in  the  nets,  luantities  of  scales 
apijear  ui»on  the  surface  of  the  water. 
The  nets  are  then  lifted  and  their  con- 
tents are  dumped  by  the  fishermen  into 
'.heir  boats.  The  fitti  make  a  little  squeak 
when  taken  from  the  water,  and  die  al- 
most instantly.  An  ordinary  catch  of 
•sardines  givwe  ta  ea -h  boat  anywhere 
from  2000  to  6000  fish,  the  price  of  which 
is  from  $2  to  $2.r(0  per  1000,  according  to 
Ihe  iiuantity  of  fisli  that  are  being 
caught. 

"Arriving  at  the  racking  fiouse,  the 
?ish  are  carefully  cleaned.  This  opei.i- 
tir^n  over,  they  are  s»rted  accord injj  to 
size  and  carried  int(»  another  part  of 
tile  establishment,  w  lere  they  are  put 
into  nickle. 

"The  length  of  tinii>  required  by  this 
o|>eration  varies  according  to  the  size  of 
the  fish.  After  this  tlio  fish  are  washed 
and  i>laced  with  care  upon  wire  net.s, 
called  'grills,'  on  which  they  are  sent  t 


the  drying  r-wm,  where  they  are  dried 
by  means  cr  large  fans  or  ventilators 
run  by  pjwerful  machinery.  When  dry, 
and  while  still  upon  the  grills,  the  ILsii 
are  cooked  by  plunging  ttiem  int<j  tanks 
containing  bailing  olive  oil.  After  thi-= 
cooking,  the  sardines,  still  uoim  the 
.grills,  are  left  to  coo],  and  when  cold  the 
work  of  placing  them  in  halves  and  quar- 
ter cans  filled  with  olive  oil,  tomato  and 
mustard  sauce  is  begun.  This  work  done, 
the  cans  are  sealed  with  solder  and  are 
ready  to  be  put  in  cases,  holding  100  tins, 
for  the  market. 

"Like  canned  goods  of  every  de.scrip- 
ti<.n.  .s-irdines  are  <heaper  now  than  they 
fjrmerly  were,  and  .\merican  sardines 
an-  sold  for  less  than  the  imported. 
American  .sardines  are  now  exjMjrtcd 
fntm  this  countrv  to  the  West  Indies  and 
South  America."

Mr.  McKlnley.  will  you  tell 
hj*  how  it  ane  al>out  that  we  are  at  war 
with  the  Filipia-i.s?  A.— Admiral  iJevvey 
took  th-  I'^iilippiHe  i>*land>'  as  a  war 
nieasui  It;   ihv    war   with.    Spain; 

they  u« ,  cc'led  to  us  by  the  treaty 

of  l'ari*<.  and  whi^h  was  ratified  by  the 
senate  of  the  I'niled  .States;  but  the 
inhal'itant.H  of  tho.se  Itslandt*  revolted 
axainsl  the  treaty  and  our  prudama- 
liims:  therefor"-  resort  to  the  military 
and  nsival  powtr  was  neoeiisai-y- 

Q.— Is  ill  not  w  fact  that  up  to  Aug.  VA. 
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ed  Filipinos,  less  the  number  that  have 
died  of  their  wounds?  A.— Unfortunately 
no  other  conclusion  is  tenable. 

Q. — How  many  dependent  ones  are 
suffering  because  of  this  slaughter  and 
maiming?    A.— About  300,000. 

Q.— Was  there  not  also  much  property 
destroyed,  churches  desecrated  and  used 
for  militarj-  purposes?  A. — Yes,  but  it 
was  unavoidable. 

Q.— Is  it  true  that  an  invading  army 
of  aliens  is  now.  and  always  has  been, 
regarded  as  a  grave  danger  to  virtue? 
A.— Yes. 

Q.— Thus  far.  then,  you  have  made  a 
deplorable  failure  of  your  effort  to  bring 
the  Filipini*  happ<net»s  and  order?  A.— 
Yes,  but  they  would  not  submit  without 
the  use  of  force. 

Q.— !»;  It  not  a  fact  that  .the  government 
of  the  Filipinos  not  only  did  not  a.sk 
military  aid  from  this  government,  but 
cjnstantly  protested  that  they  would 
tight,  as  they  have  fought,  for  indepen- 
dence? A.— Y'es,  but  I  did  not  think  that 
they  meant  it  seriously;  and  I  thought 
that  they  did  not  know  what  was  good 
for  them. 

Q. — Perhaps  it  was  upon  the  same 
ground.--  that  you  refusetl  to  wait  for  the 
actlm  of  congress,  when  you  took  the 
initiative  in  a  new  war  by  placing  3r>,000 
men  on  the  islands  and  taking  possession 
of  Iloilo  during  the  jieace  interim?  A.— - 
My  advisers  said  it  would  add  prestige 
to  our  country,  insure  the  domination  ■.{ 
the  Kepublican  party  for  years  to  ome, 
and  forever  make  me  a  prominent  figure 
in  history. 

Q.— What  precedents  did  they  quote 
you,  if  any?  A. — Louisiana.  Florida. 
Texas,  the  forcible  retention  of  the 
S«juthern  states,  and  Alaska. 

C2.— Was  there  in  any  one  of  these 
eates  a  protest  Iry  the  inhabitants    A.— 

No. 

Q.— Is  It  not  also  true  that  In  the  case 
of  the  first  two  It  war  a  foreign  govern- 
meat  relinquishing  contiguous  territory? 
A.— Ye«. 

Q.— And  in  the  case  of  the  third,  that 
there  was  an  Independent  government 
for  several  years,  through  which  they 
asked  and  pleaded  for  annexatijn?  A.— 
Yea. 

Q.— The  case  of  the  South  simply  de- 
cided the  question  whether  the  republic 
e«juld  use  force  to  sulxlue  rel)ellion 
xvithin  its  own  borders,  was  it  not?  A.— 
Yes. 

Q.— And  that  of  Alaska  was,  again, 
that  of  a  foreigner  relinquishing  Ameri- 
can territory,  the  nog  ttiations  springing 
from  a  friendly  act  of  Ru.«sia  during  the 
n-belli<jn?     A.— Yes. 

Q.— .\nd  Is  It  not  also  true  that  in  every 
one  of  those  cases  congrees  and  congress 
alone  was  the  determining  power?  A.— 
All  that  is  undeniable,  but  my  friends 
did  not  present  tho.-e  precedents  In  that 

way. 

Q.— Have  vou  any  otlier  excuse  foi 
sending  the  troops  to  the  Philippines,  the 
mobilization  of  whit*i  congress  ha«l  au- 
thorized for  the  liberation  '>f  Cuba? 
A  — Si>ain  had  cetled  the  islands  to  ns. 
and  I  knew  it  weuld  take  at  least  40,000 
men  to  hold  them. 

Q.— Y'  .u  mean  to  say  that  you  knew 
that  Snain  would  cede  them  and  that 
( ongress  would  ratify  the  cession;  for 
you  had  the  re(!uired  number  of  men 
on  the  ground  when  congress  at  last  did 
ratify.  But  tell  us,  was  tthe  cessbm  of 
the  Philipi'ines  included  In  the  term.x 
under  whi'h  the  war  closed?  A.— No: 
but  the  term*  pnn'ided  f  ir  a  commission 
that  should  determine  their  dls:>oKition. 
and  that  commission  decide!  to  cede 
them. 

Q._X-nd.  r  the  terms  --f  t.:e  inare  pro- 
toe  I  could  the  word  "disposition"  h  tn- 
orablv  mean  anything  else  than  eith  r 
retention  by  Spain  or  independence,  with 
a  coaling  station  in  either  case?  A.— 
It  is  true,  in  our  negotiations  with 
Cambon  we  relinquished  the  demand  f  )r 
the  i.slands. 

Q.— And  it  is  al.«o  true  that,  m  spite 
of  the  terms  agreed  upon,  you  threatened 
v^pain  with  renewal  of  h  •stilities  if  she 
refus.d  to  cede  the  I.slands?    A.— Y'es. 

Q.— And  It  is  further  true  that  the 
treaty  !>assed  tSie  senate  only  be-causc 
senators  were  led  to  believe  that  you 
would  nnally  give  the  Filipinos  Inde- 
pendi-nce?      A.— Yes. 

Q.— The  Philippines,  then,  came  to  us 
by  viur  usurpation  of  powers  vested 
Bolelv  in  congress,  by  treachery  and  de- 
ception? A.— They  came  to  us  by  shrewd 
diplomacy. 

Q.— It  is  charged  that  you  an<l  your 
advisers  refused  a  respe<tful  hearing  t » 
duly  accredited  envoys  of  two  republics, 
sorely  pressed  by  a  monarchy.  England. 
Is  that  true?  A.— Yes.  for  our  neutrality 
forbade  us  ti  recognize  them. 

Q._Then  your  neutrality  must  be  of  a 
different  kind  than  any  hitherto  known 
to  tho  rcoublic.  For  is  it  not  true  thnt 
never  before  were  envoys  on  a  similar 
mission  refused  a  respectful  hearing, 
iK^th  by  congress  and  the  president?    A. 

Yes.   but   we   are   confronted   by   new 

conditions. 

Q.— Is  it  not  true  tint  you  allowed, 
without  protest,  the  seizure  by  Englami 
of  three  rargocs  of  Hour,  for  use  of  ii.^ 
army  in  South  Africa,  simply  by  paying; 
the  merchants  for  it?  A  .—Yes. 

Q._And  that  you  discredited  your  rep- 
resentatives at  Pretoria  and  Ijorenzo 
Marquis,  and  such  men  as  Webster 
Davis,  and  accepted  the  representations 
of  rtie  Fnglish  government  regardni;.; 
South  Afriean  affairs?    A.— Y'e.s. 

Q. — Whom  did  y<»u  appoint  to  till  tiie 
pt)sition  \ac.U(d  by  M  ;etinii  at  Pretoria? 


A.— The  son  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

Q. — Did  he  go  direct  to  his  post,  or  did 
he  tarry  by  way  at  the  court  of  St. 
James?    A. — He  stopped  at  London. 

Q. — Was  that  done  with  your  consent? 
A.— Y'es. 

Q. — Your  idea  of  neutrality  was  that 
the  English  should  have  an  opportunity 
to  have  a  hearing  l)y  your  young  repre- 
sentative, but  that  the  Boers  should 
not  have  a  hearing  at  the  capital  of  the 
leading  republic.  Is  not  this  very  strong 
evidence  that  you  Jiave  more  confidence 
in  monarchy  than  in  democracy?  A. — 
Xo.  I  simply  .sought  the  advice  of  Eng- 
lish statesmen,  for  the  reason  that  they 
had  had  experience  in  the  lines  into 
which  this  country  was  forced. 

Q. — This  throws  light  on  your  other- 
wise inexplicable  conduct  towards  tho 
Filipinos.  But  tell  us  what  possible 
harm  could  have  come  to  the  republic  if 
you  had  firmly  and  manfully  expressed 
the  .sympathy  of  the  republic  to  the 
South  African  republics?  A.— England 
might  have  taken  offence. 

Q. — Unreasonably  so,  'tis  true;  bit  you 
could  have  referred  to  historical  prece- 
dents. Besides.  England  has  been  offen- 
ded at  us  a  great  many  times  before, 
'but  we  have  succeeded  admirably  in 
spite  of  her.  Have  you  ever  tried  to 
think  in  what  way  harm  could  come  to 
the  republic  if  the  agreement  that  ended 
the  war  with  Spain  had  lieen  strictly  ob- 
served— if  you  had  not  forced  the  an- 
nexation of  the  Philippines?  A.— We 
would  not  today  have  the  power  and  in- 
liuenoe  among  the  nations  that  we  now 
have. 

Q.--It  would  .seem,  then,  that  you  have 
more  confidence  in  the  sword  than  in 
the  principles  of  a  peace-loving  republic. 
The  ijower  and  inlluence  thus  gained  by 
the  sword  must  be  maintained  by  the 
sword— is  that  not  true?  A.— That  is 
true;  liut  no  nation  can  be  great  without 
making  .sacrifices. 

Q.— Did  you  not  .solemnly  promise  the 
people  of  this  country  and  the  nations 
of  the  world  that  the  army  you  asked 
for.  and  granted  by  the  people's  repre- 
sentatives, would  not  be  used  for  con- 
quest? A.— Yes,  I  meant  it  then,  but 
changed  my  mind. 

ii. — Did  you  not  use  these  words  at  a 
N«^w  England  dinner  in  Philadelphia,  in 
ISStO:  •"The  government  of  the  people 
must  be  by  the  people,  and  not  by  a 
few  of  the  people:  it  must  rest  upon  tht- 
free  consent  of  the  governed,  and  on  all 
of  the  goveraed.  Power,  it  must  V)e  re- 
memljered.  which  is  .secured  by  oppres- 
sion, or  usurpation,  or  by  any  form  of 
injustice,  is  soon  dethrone<l.  We  have 
no  right  in  law  tjr  morals  to  usurp  that 
\>hich  belongs  to  another,  wheiher  it  i> 
property  or  power."  A. — Yes;  but  I 
thought  the  people  would  overlook  thosi. 
utterances  in  the  victories  of  war. 

Q.— You  have  testified  that  you  are. a 
Christian— a  follower  of  Christ.  Do  you 
think  Christ  will  Justify  you  for  the 
manner  in  which  you  have  conspired  for 
the  con(|Uest  of  th-?  Philippines,  and  the 
death  and  destruction  by  which  you  seek 
iv  aeeomplish  it?  A.— All  th^  will  ulti- 
mately re<iound  to  the  happiness  and 
l)rosperity  of  the  conqueiL-^l. 

Q.— But  were  yeu  not  taught  to  look 
v.ith  abhorrence  on  the  idea,  "the  end 
justilles  the  mea;;s."  So  that,  for  in- 
stance, if  you  could  gain  an  enreire  by 
the  taking  of  one  life,  your  Christian 
con.science  would,  nev«'rtheless,  forbid 
you  taking  that  tme  life?  A. — Y'oii 
speak  of  murder.  1  eommitted  no  mur- 
der; I  uimply  defended  the  Hag. 

Q.— But  you  force<l  the  Hag  upon  the 
inlands,  acroiding  to  your  own  testi- 
mony, during  an  Interval  of  peace,  not- 
withstanding the  friendly  advances  bj 
the  Filipinos,  that  they  would  do  any- 
thing to  avert  bloodshed  except  giving 
up  their  independence— is  that  not  true? 
A. — Yes. 

Q.— Did  you  fear  an  invasion  of  this 
country  by  tht*  Filipinos,  in  case  you 
withdrew  from  the  islands?    A.— Xo. 

y. — Then  you  were  not  only  the  ag- 
gressor, but  you  were  also  jiowerful 
enough  to  have  withdrawn  from  the 
carnage  without  material  injury  of  any 
kind  to  the  republic?    A.— Y'es. 

Q.— Do  you  hold  that  men  having  a 
Hag  and  dressed  in  uniform  are  therel)y 
released  from  the  moral  law?  A. — Xo. 
Q. — Or  are  the  men  temporarily  hold- 
ing national  positions  not  as  much  liouud 
by  the  laws  of  Christ  as  is  the  humblest 
citizen?    A. — Y'es. 

Q. — Can  you,  as  president  of  the 
United  States  and  commander  of  tlu 
army  and  navy,  take  the  life  of  a  citizen 
without  process  of  l.aw,  except  in  self- 
defense,  and  not  l>e  guilty  of  murder? 
A.— Xo. 

a. — But  you  can  .so  outside  ami  kil. 
aliens  liy  the  thousand  and  still  claim  <.o 
be  a  follower  of  Him  who  said.  "Blessed 
are  the  peaeemakers,  for  they  .shall  U 
called  the  children  of  God."  ".Ml  thing.-, 
therefore,  whatsoever  ye  would  thai 
men  do  to  you,  do  you  also  to  them." 
"You  cannot  serve  (bul  and  mammon." 
"Thou  Shalt  not  kill;  thou  shall  not 
steal:  thou  shall  not  bear  fitils-  witness, 
ihou  shall  not  civet."  ".Ml  that  take 
the  sword  shall  perish  by  the  sword." 
and  "know  you  not  that  the  unju.st  shall 
not  possess  the  kingdom  of  God?"  A.— 
My  advisers  are  at  fault. 

By  your  admissions,  then,  you  ar» 
guilty  of  having  i>roPtltuted  the  martial 
sjiirit  of  the  republic,  aroused  in  hu- 
manity's name,  to  do  just  those  things 
for  the  suppres.sion  of  which  it  wa.^ 
called   forth. 

You  have  surroundeil  yourself  with 
unscrupulous  advisers,  some  of  whom  at 
least,  are  foreigners  and  inimical  to  re- 
publican ririnciplos. 

You  have  diverted  the  revenue  of  the 
nation  to  the  prosecution  of  "criminal 
aggression." 

You  are  guilty  of  unparalleled  treach- 
ery to  a  people  who  aided  us  against 
Spain,  with  arms  given  to  them  by  us.

CHINESE  NANES. 

Significant  to  Thost  Who  Understand 
the  Langusgo. 

We  are  leading  ju.st  imw  of  many 
Chinese  districts,  towns  and  rivers. 
Many  of  these  geographical  names 
doubtless  appear  repellant  and  unpro- 
nounceable to  all  except  a  few  persons 
who  are  familiar  with  them.  But  if  we 
had  a  better  acquaintance  with  these 
names,  and  knew  their  meaning,  they 
would  be  found  to  be  full  of  interest. 
They  are  often  condensed  descriptions  oi" 
the  place  or  feature  to  which  they  are 
applied.  They  are  far  more  instinct  with 
life  than  many  geographical  names  in 
other  countries.  Suppose  we  had  never 
heard  f>f  Shanghai,  for  example,  but 
knew  the  meaning  of  the  two  words 
composing  the  name.  We  would  know 
at  once  that  the  "city  near  the  sea" 
must  apply  to  a  seaport.  Yun  ho  means 
"the  river  of  transi)ortation,"  and  we 
naturally  infer  that  the  waterway  thu.s 
designated  must  be  commercially  im- 
portant. Yun  ho.  in  fact,  i.s  the  Chinese 
name  of  the  (jrand  canal,  which  plays  so 
large  a  part  in  the  freight  service  of  East 
China. 

However  many  syllables  there  may  bo 
in  a  Chinese  place  name,  it  is  composed 
of  as  many  words  as  there  are  syllables; 
for  all  Chinese  words  are  monosyllabic. 


If  we  know  the  meaning  of  even  one  of 
the  words  in  a  geographical  name,  it 
helps  to  convey  a  definite  idea.  Tlie 
words  ho  and  kiang.  for  example,  both 
mean  "river,"  and  when  we  see  them  on 
a  ma;)  we  know  that  they  refer  to  a 
river  or  a  stream.  Mjaiy  of  the  names 
of  rivers  are  descriptiv.'  of  them.  Hoang 
ho,  for  example,  means  "yellow  river;" 
Tsin  kiang  means  "dea  •  river."  Ob.sorve 
'low  definite  is  the  idea  expressed  in  the 
name  of  each  of  the  three  rivers  which 
converge  upon  Canton.  One  of  them  is 
the  Si  kian.g,  or  "wesi  river;"  another 
the  Pe  kiang,  or  "north  river;"  the  third 
is  the  Tung  kiang,  or  "east  river."  The 
names  of  these  rivers  tell  the  direction 
from  which  they  coire.  They  help  to 
simplify  the  study  of  the  geography  of 
that  part  of  China.  When  they  unite 
they  form  the  Chu  itiang,  or  "Pearl 
rivi-r."  The  Chinese  n;aned  their  largest 
rivi-r  in  the  north  the  Hrwing  ho,  because 
it  cuts  its  bed  through  yellow  soil,  from 
which  It  derives  its  color.  The  yellow 
flood  it  PQurs  into  the  sea  colors  that 
part  of  the  ocean  yelliw,  and  hence  tCie 
Chinese  call  the  sea  Hoang  hai,  or  Yel- 
low .seta. 

The  Chinese  unite  tho  words  in  a  name 
so  that  they  form  one  word.  Just  a.c  we 
write  Newtown,  Harford  or  Deerfiehl. 
Sometimes  we  unite  the  words  in  a  Chi- 
nese name  and  sometimes  we  fleoarate 
them,  but  there  is  no  rea.son,  for  ex.tin- 
ple,  why  Vv-e  should  write  Tien-Tsin  when 
we  do  not  write  Pc-Kin,  says  the  New 
York  Sun.  Each  of  th  ?se  names  is  com- 
po.sed  of  two  words.  Pe  means  "north" 
and  kin  means  "the  capital"  or  "the 
king'.s  household,"  and  thus  Pekin  means 
the  northern  capital.  Tien  means 
•heavenly"  and  Tsin  means  "place,"  and 
thus  the  name  of  tC.e  largest  city  in 
Northeast  China  means  "heavenly 
place"— a  name  It  ha.s  borne  for  manv 
centuries.  When  Mano  Polo  visited  thr- 
city  in  the  thirteenth  century  he  trans- 
lated its  name  into  "Citta  C-eleste." 

Many  Chitifse  navies  we  see  in  t'le 
ncws.')a|>er.H  and  do  nf  t  even  attempt  to 
pronounce  would  give  us  as  much  infor- 
mation, if  We  could  tr  laslate  them,  as  a 
ling  sentence  might  do.'  Hankow,  for 
example,  is  the  name  of  a  very  inipor'^- 
ant  city  on  tho  Yang  Tse  kiang.  Thorf- 
are  only  six  letters  in  the  name,  and  yet 
anv  Chmttie  bov  would  know  from  the 
two  short  words  composing  it  that  it  is 
til.;  name  of  the  tow  i  standing  at  li.e 
"kow"  or  mouth  of  a  river  named  Han. 
TEie  Han  i.s  the  greatest  tributary  of  thi 
Yang  The  kiang  and  plays  a  most  im- 
portant part  in  the  <  ommercial  lifi;  of 
that  teeming  valley;  jind  the  city  buili 
an  tho  spot  where  th  ?  Han  mingles  its 
waters  with  the  Yan?  Tse  is  Hankow, 
i.  e.  the  town  at  tie  mouth  at  the 
Han. 

The  word  yang  m  -ans  "ocean."  tse 
means  "son."  and  th-i  name  Yang  Ts  ^ 
kiang  which  the  Chinese  applied  ages 
ago  to  their  greatest  river  shows  that 
they  did  not  ni^an  to  depreciate  its  im- 
portance. Some  writers  say  the  earlv 
Chinese  believed  their  largest  river  con- 
tributed more  water  to  the  making  of 
the  ocean  than  any  01  her  stream  In  the 
world,  and  so  in  the  name  of  the  river 
they  conveyed  the  idea  that  the  ocean 
was  its  son.  The  name  is  often  errone- 
ously translated  the  Blue  river. 

Pekin  has  net  alwaj  s  been  the  capital 
of  the  empire,  but  Nankin,  a  city  far  to 
the  south,  was  long  t  le  seat  of  govern- 
ment; and  as  the  name  Pekin  means 
"northern  cajtital,"  so  the  name  Nankin 
means  "southern  capital."  "White  river" 
is  tlie  meaning  of  P.'i  ho.  near  who.>»»' 
mouth  are  the  forts  just  seized  by  the 
powers. 

In  some  books  and  maps  we  see  the 
words  "fu"  or  "hieii"  added  to  tho 
names  of  many  towns  These  words  are 
not  a  part  of  the  naims,  and  some  of  the 
best  atlases  omit  therr,  for  they  lengthen 
the  name  and  make  it  more  formidable 
to  the  foreigner.  Fu  means  the  capital 
of  one  of  the  departments  into  which  a 
province  Is  divided;  in  other  words,  it  U 


the  residence  of  the  olTlclal  at  the  head 
of  the  department.  Hien  signifies  one  of 
the  districts  intt>  which  a  department  Is 
divided,  and  when  attached  to  a  place 
mime,  means  that  the  olflclal  In  ch;vrge 
of  the  district  lives  there.  It  i.s  Ix-tter  to 
omit  these  merely  political  designations. 
When  we  have  more  intimate  dealings 
with  China  and  better  knowledge  of  the 
people  and  their  country,  we  shall  have 
uniformity  In  the  spelling  of  China's 
place  names,  and  know  what  tht^se  names 
means;  and  we  shall  see  clearly  that 
these  names  show  con.siderable  Imajfin- 
atlve  and  descriptive  facility,  and  ti:at 
they  are  really  helpful  In  the  study  of 
Chinese  geography.

GOVEHXjaMiXT  OF  CHINA, 

Excluding  Manchuria,  Mongolia  and 
the  Central  Asia  dominions,  China  is 
divided  Into  eighteen  provinces.  At  the 
head  of  each  one  of  these  provinces  1.*? 
a  governor;  In  several  Instances  two  or 
three  provinces  are  grouped  together 
under  a  governor  general,  commonly 
called  a  viceroy.  The  most  Important 
of  these  lie  in  the  basin  of  the  Yang  Tse, 
with  Nankin,  Wu  Chang  and  Cheng  Tu 
respectively  as  headquarters.  Of  al- 
most equal  importance  is  the  viceroyalty 
of  Canton.  These  provinces  contain  a 
population  of  over  200,000.000  and  con- 
tribute about  three-fourths  of  the  rev- 
enues of  the  empire.  For  all  purposes  of 
internal  administration  the  various  pro- 
vincial governments  are  practically  in- 
dependent of  the  general  government. 
l-Iach  collects  Its  own  revenue,  pays  its 
own  army  and  civil  service,  and  in  the 
seaboard  and  riverine  provinces  main- 
t.iins  a  flotilla  of  war  vessels  and  con- 
structs coast   defenses. 

In  times  of  peace  and  under  ordinary 
circumstances  death  sentences  require 
allirmation  from  Pekin.  but  each  viceroy- 
is  armed  with  extraordinary  power 
which  he  may  use  at  discretion  In  times 
of  public  danger,  and  which  enable  him 
to  mete  out  summary  justice  at  short 
notice.  The  principal  hold  which  the 
covernment  at  Pekin  has  up)n  the  pro- 
vincial officials  is  the  right  of  appoint- 
ment and  removal.  All  officials  an;  ap- 
I'ointed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  emperor 
and  can  be  removed  in  like  manner  and 
without  assigning  any  reason.  In  this 
manner  the  Chinese  bureaucracy  is 
fjrmed  and  occupies  a  position  between 
the  general  government,  the  emperor 
and  the  people.  The  emix?n>i's  decrees 
are  made  to  the  viceroys,  and  thty  in 
turn  give  them  out  to  the  governors, 
who  promulgate  them  to  the  peoph-.  All 
grievances  of  the  people  g)  through  the 
govertK>rs  to  the  viceroys  and  arc  there 
investigated  and  redressed. 

As  all  needed  legislation  also  emanates 
from  them,  the-  viceroys  are  the  actual 
government  of  China.  They  form  an 
eflicient  check  on  the  autocratic  power 
of  the  emperor  or  whcH-v«'r  may  for  the 
time  being  constitute  the  general  govern- 
ing power.  Of  course,  they  are  loyal  to 
the  reigning  dynasty.  They  necessarily 
must  be,  as  they  can  be  removed  at 
{tleasure.  At  tlic  same  time  the  general 
government  dtn-s  not  attempt  to  make 
any  decided  move  without  consulting 
them.  The  Pekin  government  has  no 
revenues  of  its  own,  but  is  dependent 
for  what  money  it  needs  on  the  pro- 
vinces. All  revenues  for  the  support  of 
the  Manchu  troops  and  the  imperial 
household  are  derived  from  the  pro- 
vinc-es.  Each  »irovince  is  assessed  ac- 
cording to  its  means,  and  when  reason- 
able the  assessment  is  collected  without 
great  difticulty.  Should  the  province.-! 
withhold  their  contributions  the  army 
would  be  forced  to  disband,  and  to  ob- 
tain the  needed  revenues  any  war  must 
be  made  a  national  one.

are  capable  of  di.soharging  their  duties 
as  such.     The  acquisiti>)n  of  the  Jyaiisi- 
ana  territory,  Florida,  Texas  and  other 
tracts    which    have    l>een    secured    from 
time  to  time,  enlarged  the  republic,  and 
the  constitution   followed   the  flag  into 
the  new    territory.     It   is   now    i)ropo.sed 
to  sieze  ujion  distant   territory  already 
more  den.sely    populated   than  our  own 
country,  and  to  force  ut>on  the  puiple  a 
governtnent  for  whieh  there  is  no  war- 
rant  in  our  constitution   or  our   law.-!." 
Th«>    distinction      between     expansion 
and   imperialism   is    well   stated    by   Mi. 
Bryan.    There  is  a  vast  difference    be- 
tween     exiitmsion,  as      favored      by  th< 
Democratic      party,    and     the    imperial 
ptdicy  of  the  Republican  party.    As  Mr. 
Bryan  p<uiited     out.     every  fout  of     the 
gn-at  territory      added      to      the  I'nited 
States  by  Democratic  ex|iansion  is  now 
under  the  American  flag,  under  the  con- 
stitution   and    under   the    laws     of     the 
United  States.    Every  citizen  of  the  ter- 
ritory included   in   the  expanded  limits 
tirought    about     by  Democrat!.;     states- 
manship is  a  citizen  of  the  United  i^tates 
and  guaranteed  all  the  rights,  privileges 
and    immunities   guaranteed     to     other 
citizens  of    the     United     States.     Trade- 
and  commerce  is  free  and  unrestricted 
between    tlie    territory    added      to      the 
United  States  by  cxi»aiision  as  advocat- 
ed by  democracy  and  the  original  states. 
The  treaty  enlarging  the   l>oundaries  so 
as  to      include      new      territory  coining 
within    the   jurisiliction    of   the     United 
States  by  reason      of      tlie      DeniiKratic 
poliiy  of  «'Xpansion  guaranteed  the  peo- 
ple of  the  new  territory  that  they  might 
achieve  slatehixxl  for     their     territories 
and  full      citizenshii)      for      themselves.

Dem- 
ocracy   opposes    the   annexalicm    of   any 
territory    that   can    not    l)e    guaranteed 
statehood.     It    opposes    a    i>olicy    which 
means  taxation  without   representation, 
violation  of  the  constitution  and   aping 
of  European  forms.

There  Is  now  assembled  In  Chinese  wat- 
ers the  greatest  aggregation  of  naval 
force,  excepting  the  naval  parade  at  the 
Queen's  Jubilee,  that  the  world  has  ever 
^seen,  and  a  comi>arlson  of  the  elements 
which  compose  thl.-«  force  will  doubtless 
prove  interesting.  The  most  powerful  of 
these  is  the  British  fleet,  which  includes 
two  first-class  battleships,  the  Centurion 
and  Barfleur,  sister  ships  of  I0,.'i00  tons, 
having  a  speed  of  ISVi  knots  per  hour.

gunboats,  torpedo  boats  and  transports. 
The  force  that  is  pledged  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  integritv  of  China  is  practlc.il- 
ly  double  that  of  all  possible  oi)i>osition. 
and  international  peace  seems  likely  to  be 
maintained- a  new  and  jiowerful  illustra- 
tion of  ih<>  wlsiloni  of  the  saying  thati 
peace  is  preserved  by  readiness  for  war.

OLD  nPEWRITERS. 

Sf  tclmens  That  Mark  tht  Maohina's 
Diivalopmant. 

As  early  as  iri4  a  typewriting  machine 
•vs-as  made  and  patented  by  Henry  Mill 
in  England,  arid,  strangely  enough,  Mr. 
Mill's  invention  had  several  features 
in  common  with  writing  machines  of  the 
present.  It  was  designed  mainly  to 
print  embossed  letters  for  the  blind.  The 
machine  was  t  f  little  commercial  value 
and  served  chiefly  to  mark  the  com- 
mencement of  the  typewriter  era.  Since 
that  invention  a  legion  of  devices,  in- 
genious and  otherwise,  have  been  made 
to  do  the  work  of  the  pen.  Most  of  them 
have  had  only  a  small  sale;  but,  even 
if  they  proved  to  be  failures  commer- 
cially, they  opened  the  way  for  other 
inventions  which  were  destined  to  com- 
pletely fill  tht  requirements.  Probably 
nowhere  outside  of  the  patent  office  at 
W'a^shington  is  to  be  found  a  larger 
collection  of  curious  old  typewriters  than 
may  be  seen  in  the  shops  of  dealers  in 
second-hand  \v'rlting  machines  in  this 
cit.v,  says  the  New  York  Sun.  The  re- 
porter visited  recently  the  office  of  a 
dealer,  who  ha^  perhaps  handled,  at  one 
time  or  another,  every  machine  of  this 
sort  w  hich  has  not  with  any  marked  de- 
gree of  succesf  in  the  last  twenty  years. 
In  cabinets  and  showcases  and  on 
shelves  and  tables  throughout  his  place 
may  be  seen  specimens  of  <iueer  and 
awkward-look  ng  contrivanci?s  intended 
to  supplant  thi  pen,  whose  construction 
has  bewildereo  and  peiplexed  the  minds 
of  typewriter  inventors  during  the 
lJ*.'riod  named. 

One  of  the  first  curios  to  attract  the 
attentitui  is  a  device  called  the  "Coffee 
-Mill."  This  it;  a  small.  lightweight 
machine,  insignificant  in  appearance, 
with  a  metal  disk  at  the  top  and  a 
hard  rubber  knob  by  means  of  which 
the  operator  does  his  work.  To  the 
ordinary  observer  the  "Coffee  Mill"  at 
once  suggests  the  little  machine  so 
generally  used  tor  performing  bank 
checks,  inasmuch  as  its  manipulator 
whirls  the  knob  around  on  the  disk 
until  he  finds  the  character  he  wishes 
to  print  and  then  dei)resses  It  through 
a  groove,  which  guides  the  tyjie  to  its 
proper  place.  To  judge  from  a  brief 
illustration  of  its  possibilities,  a  fairly 
expert  orerator  upon  it  would  require 
nearly  a  fortnight  to  do  what  would  be 
regarded  generally  as  a  day's  work  for 
the  average  amanuensis. 

Conspicuous  among  other  relics  of  the 
typewriter's  history  was  a  machine 
called  the  "Danish  Writing  Globe." 
which,  as  its  name  imi>lies.  is  a  device 
of  foreign  make.  Every  part  of  it,  ex- 
cept the  type  ind  springs,  was  of  burn- 
ishejrl  brass,  and  in  appearance  It  was 
a  part  of  a  globe  supported  upon  a 
square  frame  of  brass.  Through  the 
top  of  the  con''ex  part  jirojected  a  num- 
liifr  of  rigid  wires,  each  having  a  disk  at 
Che  ujiper  end  bearing  a  letter  of  the 
Mlphabet;  and  when  one  of  the  disks,  or 
keys,  was  depressed  by  the  finger  it 
jointed  a  letter  on  the  paper  beneath. 
-Vt  the  top  of  the  oval  the  wires  were 
spread  out  over  a  space  of  perhajis  five 
ur  six  inches,  while  beneath  they  were 
all  concentrated  at  a  given  point,  below 
which  was  an  inked  ribl)on  that  worked 
automatically  between  the  type  and  the 
.paper.  The  roller  which  guided  the 
paper  was  scaixely  larger  than  wne's 
finger,  and  Its  movement  was  accomiili- 
shed  by  an  eccentric  operated  by  the 
type'  action.  While  the  "Writing  Globe" 
was  ingenious  and  extremely  service- 
able as  a  key  to  future  typewriter  de- 
velopment,  it  was  in   itself  imi»ractical.

found,  pressed  down  to  make  an  iniues- 
sion.  A.s  the  types  of  this  machine 
were  metal,  mainfold  work  could  be 
done  upon  it;  but  the  device  was  not 
durable  and  was  al>andoned.  It  had  a 
speed  of  about  600  words  an  hour,  or 
about  400  or  [.00  words  less  than  could 
bo  written  in  that  time. 

A  flat  and  complicated  specimen, 
which  occupied  the  centre  of  a  row  of 
mechanical  curiosities,  was  known  as 
the  "Maskeline"  typewriter.  The  work 
doni?  on  this  machine  was  in  idain  sight 
of  the  operator,  as  were  also  the  type 
levers,  and  \.hen  the  latter  were  in 
moticm  they  leminded  one  of  a  lot  of 
grasshoppers  springing  fr<mi  one  point 
tp  another.  The  "Maskline"  was  made 
in  England  and  in  many  ways  showed 
evidences  of  is  foreign  construction.  It 
was,  however  by  no  means  a  useless 
machine,  and  in  many  important  re- 
spects it  resembles  some  of  the  type- 
writers in  use  in  this  country  today. 

Another  machine  of  English  manu- 
facture was  unique  by  rea.son  of  the  un- 
eommonl.v  sinall  size  of  its  keyboard. 
Each  key,  liowever,  represented  four 
characters — for  example,  two  letters  of 
the  ali)habet  and  two  numerals.  The 
operator  of  this  typewriter  should  have 
had  no  trouble!  in  memorizing  the  posi- 
tion of  the  keys,  but  how  to  strike  ac- 
curately the  various  types  they  repre- 
sented throungh  the  manipulation  of 
otlier  keys  and  le\'eis  must  have  been 
quite  a  diffii-uU  matter. 

Naturally,  as  America  is  the  acknow- 
ledged home  of  the  typewriter,  more 
si>e<-iinens  of  the  work  of  .American  in- 
vtmtors  in  thi-s  line  are  to  be  seen  tlian 
of  that  of  o' her  nationaliies.  One  is 
snmgly  imiiressed  while  examining  tl^< 
other  different  models,  praticuH.v  those 
of  the  ITnited  States  and  England,  b.v 
the  greitcr  fimplicity.  comparatively, 
of  those  made  in  this  country.  The 
latter  are.  for  the  most  part,  peculiar 
for  their  absence  of  the  springs,  wires, 
levers  and  intricate  mechanism  which 
lender  the  typewriters  of  foreign  make 
¥A>  comidex  ard  difficult  of  repair.

ton,"  a  somewhat  crude  device  of  more 
or  less  utility;  the  "Typograph,"  a 
machine  approaching  closely  in  con- 
struction the  typewriters  of  the  present 
and  the  "L.  Road"  typewriter,  con- 
spicuous for  its  smallness,  simplicity 
and  all-round  uselessness  for  practical 
work. 

It  would  be  unfair  to  overlook  the  real 
pioneer  of  American  writing  machines, 
invented  about  thirty  years  ago — the 
Sholes  &  Glidden  max^hlne.  Although 
this  model  is  large  and  clumsy  in  ap- 
pearance its  essential  details  corres- 
pond in  a  striking  manner  to  the 
mechanism  of  the  most  popular  type- 
writer in  use  at  present. 

CANINE  yS^FELINE. 

Point  in  tha  Argumant  on  Thair  Rala- 
tlva  Marlta. 

It  is  time  that  the  controversy  con- 
cerning the  superiority  of  cat  or  dog 
should  be  discussed  on  some  more  gen- 
eral ground  than  that  of  British  feeling 
or  humane  egotism.  The  ca.se  is  pre- 
judged, if  we  are  to  weigh  the  cat'.-< 
merits  on  practical  grounds,  for  the  cat  is 
es.sentially  dramatic;  or  if  we  are  to  esti- 
mate her  charac^ter  from  the  Western 
judnt  of  view,  for  the  cat  is  an  Oriental; 
or.  finally,  if  we  are  to  consider  the 
moral  qualities  of  the  cat  S(dely  in  rela- 
tion to  the  desires  of  the  human  being. 
In  all  suoh  cases  the  vulgar  estimate  of 
the  cat  would  be  the  true  one,  and,  ac- 
cording to  this  vulgar  estimate  the  cat 
is  a  domertlc.  comfortable  animal,  usu- 
ally found  <urlej  up  like  an  Ammonite, 
essentially  selfish,  essentially  cruel  and, 
apart  from  these  two  drawbacks,  essen- 
tially feminine.  "The  cat  is  .selfi.sh  and. 
the  d«ig  is  faithful."  This  sums  up  a* 
Judgment  founded  on  wilful  denseness 
and  gross  egotism.  In  respect  to  wh;it  is 
the  dog  faithful  and  the  cat  selfish?  The 
judgment  rests  on  thii< — that  the  human 
being  Is  a  very  little  portion  of  the  cat'« 
world,  but  it  is  the  all-alis^ybing  obj«vt 
of  the  dog.  Here,  plainly.  Greek  meets 
(Jreek.  and  we  had  better  let  the  a(-cus;i- 
tion  of  egotism  alone,  says  the  London 
Spectator. 

It  is  commonly  said  that  <-als  are  de- 
VotcMl  to  jdaces  and  not  to  |)ersons.  Wu 
have  never  found  this  true,  but  if  It  is 
the  (-ase  it  not  improbably  results  fiom 
the  fact  that  many  people  ate  devoted  t<» 
kittens,  but  not  to  (-ats.  Then  the  c;*t'!< 
devoticm  is  transferre<l  to  tlK-  scene  <d 
her  lomances.  the  corners  where  she  h.is 
lain  in  ambush,  the  pla«.-e  where  she  li.is 
secretly  viewed  the  movements  of  he;- 
foe  or  of  her  prey,  the  place  where  Av 
has  experienced  the  .surprising  and  .ib- 
Korbing  joy  of  her  kittens.  The  truth  i.^ 
that  the  scope  of  a  cat's  emotion  and  ex- 
periences too  nearly  resemldes  our  own. 
We  prefer  the  devotee.  It  is  thus  this 
#;eneral  scope  of  life  that  chiefly  differs 
between  different  races  of  animals.  The 
mtu-al  (jualities  differ  from  individual  to 
individual. 

The  dog's  (-onscience  takes  a  Siune- 
what  higher  rank  than  the  cat's,  for  the 
thief  part  of  his  moral  code  he  accepts 
as  a  law  gi\en  liy  a  higher  being.  He 
shows  a  (iesire  for  moral  ai>probalio:i 
when  he  has  iiehaved  well:  he  is  de- 
pressed by  moral  disapjindiation  ipiite 
aj'art  fjom  the  fear  of  the  whl|>.  But  a 
cat  defies  the  external  (-ode  If  it  dare, 
and  covets  .tdmiration  rather  than  moral 
ai)iu-ol>ation. 

Aesthetic  sentltivenops  .seems  more 
developed  in  the  eat  than  in  the  dog. 
The  keenness  of  a  dog's  intelligence, 
combined  with  the  inferiiuity  of  nature 
that  lies  behind  it  makes  the  emplo;'- 
metn  of  the  ."iciises  almost  enliiely  utili- 
tarian. Among  aesthetic  sensiiiilities 
tht^  enjoyment  of  music  is  the  keenest 
and  most  common,  and  the  pen-eption  of 
color  perhajis  the  rarest.  Neither  the 
c-at  nor  the  dog  can  compare,  of  c-iuiise, 
in  musii-al  sust-eptibility  with  the  parrot, 
who  is  shaken  b.v  storms  of  emotion:  but 
we  have  known  a  cat  show  v»-ry  marked 
pleasure  in  ;i  whistksl  tune.  It  is  com- 
mon to  find  do^s  who  "sing"  folhiwiiig. 
to  some  rough  extent,  high  or  low  n<des 
of  music-;  but  erne  doubt.o  if  such  imita- 
tion is  conscious,  or  based  at  all  «m  «mi- 
jo.vmcmt.  The  dog  apr»ears  depressed, 
v.ith  Icrtvered  hc^ad  and  tail,  <u-  uneom- 
fnrtabl.v  excited,  and  a  kind  of  thrill 
I)recedcs  the  sounds.  On  the  other  hand, 
lioth  cats  and  dogs  artpear  to  be  tiiiL-on- 
scious  of  the  sounds  they  utter  until  ex- 
)>erienee  or  definite  teaching  has  shown 
th»'m  th(^  rc^Hulf.  Facts  seem  to  point  to 
the  c-cmc-iusion  that  the  voice  Is  not  pur- 
posely pioduc-cHl:  and,  that  though 
sounds  nia>-  give  warning  or  guidance  to 
other  animals,  the  utterance  In  depen- 
dent on  physical  impulse  When  the  im- 
pulse is  imitative,  it  may  d«  jiend  ulti- 
mately on  sn(-h  sensation  as  is  fcdt  by 
some  people  in  the  throat  when  a  Bour- 
don sto|)  is  on  'the  organ,  .ind  liy  most 
'people  when  thty  hear,  for  instance,  thw 
t-heering  of  a  large  crowd.  If  this  is  so. 
we  are  on  the  wrong  track  in  <"<mi|»ariiig 
the  sounds  of  animals.  varie<l  and 
specific  though  they  are.  to  language, 
and  should  rather  compare  them  to 
weeping  and  laughter,  w  hich  provoke  an 
imitative  reaponse.  or  even  to  the; 
sounds  of  n  man  who  has  early  become 
dumb  through  doafness.  For  in  sitch 
cases  it  is  not  purpose,  liut  #fflcient 
cause,  that  must  be  the  subject  of  in- 
quiry. 

With  regard  to  c(il>r,  l)oth  cat."?  and 
dogs  appear  to  have  little  ac-sthetic  jter- 
ception.  We  have  heard  of  a  dog  ap- 
pearing to  prefer  scarlet  to  blue,  but  it 
is  dinicult  to  eliminate  the  effect  of  as- 
sociation in  dealing  with  a  single  in- 
stance. Cats.  howev(-r.  .seem  to  show  a 
definite  aesthetic  r>eroeption  of  textui-e  — 
aesthetic,  for  it  is  not  ordinary  bodil.v 
comfort  which  rules.  They  may  like  t(j 
slcH'i)  on  Velvet,  but  they  revel,  waking, 
in  the  feeling  of  crackling  paiK-r  or 
texture  of  stiff  silks.  And  there  is  :i 
well-authenti(-al<-d  story  of  a  eat  whir^h 
goes  into  tlie  garden  to  lick  the  under 
sides  of  foxglove  leavt  s  and  emnot  be 
kept  from  trying  with  bis  tongue  th«! 
texture;  of  flannelette.  But  the  keenest 
aesthetic  plea.«ure  for  a  cat  lies  in  the 
region  of  smell.  The  dog  uses  smell 
trierely  as  a  medium  of  information,  but 
the  oat  revels  in  it.  She  will  linger  near 
a  tree  trunk.  stu(dling  each  separate 
aromatic  leaf  for  the  pure  pleasure  of  it. 
not  like  a  clog,  to  trace  friend,  foe  or 
prey.  If  the  wind<»w  of  a  close  room  is 
opened  the  cat  runs  out.  smelling  the  air. 
New  dn?sses  are  snudt  partly,  |»crha|ts. 
for  future  recvjgniticm,  but  also  appa- 
rently for  pleasure.  A  strong  snu-ll. 
above  all  a  spiritous  smell,  is  not  cmly 
disagreeable,  but  absolutely  painful. 
Eavender  water  may  plea.se  a  tiger,  l>ut 
it  will  put  a  cat  to  flight. 

This  apparent  piwer  of  aesthetic  en- 
j<»yment  in  the  cat  is  counterbalftncej 
in  the  dog  by  a  quality  we  are  wont  t.i 
rank  highly,  yet  not  without  a  haunting 
misgiTing.  The  dog  has  rudiment:iiy 
sen.se  of  humor.  It  is  the  comm(mest 
thing  in  the  world  to  .see  a  petted  d»»g 
try  to  laugh  off  a  .sc-olding.  If  he  is  en- 
couraged, if  his  fooling  is  suc-<-<-.ssfuI.  he 
will  repeat  il  again  and  again  with 
giMwing  exaggeration,  will  ndl  with  wide 
mouth  and  absurd  eontortions.  or  fly  at 
one's  face  tc»  lick  it.  i)n  the  other  hand, 
he-  will  rec-ognize  that  teasing  i.s  a  hum- 
orous prcx?eeding.  and.  when  he  begins 
to  get  bored,  will  try  to  stop  it  humor- 
ously. 

Now.  the  cat  Is  solemnity  incarnate. 
To  punish  it  is  to  cause  instant  offence, 
to  tease  it  is  \.o  outrage  its  dignity.  The 
better  l»red  a  cat  is  the  more  easily  is  it 
offended.  But  the  ".sense  of  the  ridicu- 
lous" is.  after  all.  a  gross  quality:  and 
the  humor  of  one  age  seems  vulgarit.v 
to  the  next.  A  cat  Is  never  vulgar.  The 
old  Egyptiarfs  said  that  a  cat  reasoned 
like  a  man.  and  the  root  of  the  matter  is 
there.  In  the  dog  there  Is  a  quicker  in- 
telligence, a  greater  adaptability  and 
more  facility  in  planning.  But  a  dog 
cannot,  as  a  cat  i^an.  determine  its  own 
end  and  purpose  and  five  Its  own  life. 
He  is.  after  all.  the  kinsman  of  Br'er 
Fox.  but  the  cat  is  a  scion  of  royalty.

A  MANDAMUS. 

Butler-Ryan  Company  Appeals 

to   District  Court  In 

Gravel  Matter. 

The  Butler  &  Ryan  company  has  ap- 
plied to  the  district  court  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus  compelling  the  board  of  pub- 
lic .works  to  grant  their  application  for 
a  permit  to  take  sand  from  Minnesota 
Point,  or  to  show  cause  why  ftiey  do 
not.  The  petition  states  that  the  oeti- 
tloners  are  engaged  in  fulfilling  a  con- 
tract for  the  United  States  government 
o»n  the  ship  canal;  that  they  are  em- 
ploying a  large  number  of  m«n  and 
are  under  bonds  to  speedily  perform  the 
work;  that  they  need  a  lot  of  sand,  and 
that  they  purcliased  the  right  to  take  it 
from  some  lots  on  Minnesota  Point. 
There  is  an  ordinance  which  prohibits 
the  taking  of  sand  from  the  Point  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  board  of  public 
works,  and  this  the  board  has  refused. 
It  is  claimed  that  the  removal  of  this 
sand  will  be  no  detriment  to  tbe  Point 
or  the  harbor. 


RARVESTIN8  PRACTICALLY  OYER. 

South  Dakota  Crop  Report  Com- 
ments on  the  Hot  Spell. 

The  effect  of  the  severely  hot  weatlier 
in  South  Dakota  last  week  constitutes 
the  principal  topic  in  the  crop  report 
from  that  state  for  the  weex  ending 
Monday.  It  is  as  follows: 
The  temperature  averaged  much  above 
the  normal,  with  a  maximuvn  of  lOo  de- 
grees or  higher  over  all  of  Liie  state  the 
fore  part  of  the  week,  and  in  some 
middle  and  northern  sectjons  it  attained 
that  degree  for  several  days  in  sucres- 
sion.  The  nights  were  generally  warm. 
A  maximum  temperature  of  110  degrees 
occurred  at  Pierre  on  the  1st.  On  Sat- 
uiday  and  Sunday  generous  rain  oc- 
curred over  the  middle-eastern  and 
northeastern  sections  and  the  lower 
counties  of  the  Missouri  valley  section. 
The  excessive  heat  injured  pastures, 
llax.  com  and  very  late  spring  wheat  in 
some  Mlssoip-i  valley,  middle-eastern 
and  northeasterrulocalilies.  but  the  sub- 
sequent rains  are  thought  to  have  avert- 
ed serious  permanent  damage  In  most 
affected  localities,  except  probalily.  in 
shrinking  of  berry  of  late  unharvested 
wheat.  In  the  Middle  and  Noi'thern 
Missouri  valley  counties,  where  no  rain 
of  consequence  fell,  the  injury  was  seri- 
ous. 

Spring  wheat  Is  practically  all  in 
shock  or  stack  in  the  southeastern  coun- 
ties, and  in  good  condition.  Harvest  is 
far  advanced  toward  comi)letion  in  the 
middle,  and  is  general  in  the  northern, 
counties,  but  more  late  wheat  is  lieing 
cut  for  fodder  than  it  was  expected  theie 
would  i)e.  It  is  probable  tshat  the  qual- 
itv  of  late  unharvested  wlieat,  which, 
however,  is  a  small  percentage  of  the 
whole  crop,  will  be  affected  as  a  result 
of  the  excessive  heat;  otherwi.se.  reports 
continue  to  indicate  that  the  crop,  as  a 
whole,  will  be  good  quality.  Threshing 
Cn.m  shock  is  in  progresss  in  the  south- 
ern counties. 

While  the  excessively  hot  sunshine 
v.as  not  the  Ijest  condition  for  corn  in 
its  pre.=cnt  stage  of  advancement,  the 
crop  has  done  fairly  well.  No  injury  i.s 
reported,  except  as  before  stated,  and 
in  the  middle  and  southern  counties 
considerable  of  the  early  is  in  the 
roasting  ear  stage  and  some  be^^inning 
to  harden. 

Except  where  injured  by  the  heat,  flax 
has  progres.sed  fairly  well,  is  generally 
in  blossom  in  the  northern,  and  ripening 
in  the  southern  counties.  Some  early 
j)ieces  have  lieen  harvested.  In  the  for- 
mer section  a  poor  to  fair  yield  is  ex- 
pected; in  the  latter,  fair  to  good. 

Haying  has  progressed  satisfactorily. 
Pasturage  continues  good  except  in 
some  northern.  Missouri  ralley  and 
Black  Hills  districts,  where  a  .serious 
shortage  of  hay  is  expected. 

AWARDED  PREMIUMS. 

Five  Schools  In  County  Win  Honors 
From  the  State. 

Five  school  districts  in  this  county 
have  been  awarded  premiums  under  a 
law  to  encourage  a  better  condition  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  state.  Three  ot 
the  schools  come  under  the  semi-graded 
class,  and  they  are  at  Sparta,  Proctor- 
knott  and  Mountain  Iron.  The  other  two 
are  rural  .schools  in  Districts  29  and  ZO. 
The  first  three  receive  $57.59  each  and  the 
other  two  are  entitled  to  $60.60.  The 
law  was  enacted  by  the  last  legislature, 
.Tnd  it  makes  the  governor,  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  and  th.? 
president  of  the  univernity  of  Minnesota 
members  of  a  board  which  appoints  in- 
spectors who  are  to  visit  the  schools  at 
intervals  and  judge  as  to  which  are  en- 
titled to  state  aid.

It  is  hard  to  estimate  the 
vast  waste  of  money,  time  and  opportn- 
nity  entailed  by  the  wretched  roads  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  United  tSates  In  Mary- 
land the  state  geological  survey  bureau 
has  just  issued  its  report  for  ISOO.  Froni 
the  carefullv  compiled  data  given  it  ap- 
pears that  $'6.<«30,0lK)  has  been  «pei>t  on  the 
ho-called  repair  and  construction  of  the 
roads  in  that  state  during  the  last  leii 
years.  Yet  at  present  it  Is  estimated  that 
the  annual  loj-s  to  the  farmers  ot  the  state 
due  directly  to  poor  road.-;— that  '^  Jj^,^ 
excess  cost  on  good  roads— i.*  $3,000,000. 
The  United  States  department  of  aRri- 
cultsre  in  a  report  made  a  few  years  ago 
Sivine  data  from  1200  counties  ir.  various 
states,  showed  the  average. cost  of  hauling 
one  ton  one  mile  on  the  ordinary  Ameri- 
can dirt  road  to  be  2.'^  cents;  this  is  just 
tbree  times  as  much  as  the  average  eost 
of  the  same  hauling  on  the  macadam 
roads  of  six  European  countries.  If  the 
loss  from  bad  roads  to  the  farming  inter- 
ests of  the  one  state  of  Maryland  is  &'.- 
0O0,0<J0  annually  the  total  loss  in  the  United 
must  be  enormous.

They  Walk  Apln  and  Their  Sterics 
Are  Retold. 

That  Hampton  Court  Palace  is  reputeil  to 
be  haunted  is  by  no  means  the  leatt  of  Its 

Jny  and  nndojubted  attractions,  and 
bin  the  last  few  days  some  consterna- 
tion has  been  cause*!  by  the  apparition  of  a 
spectral  hawl  moving  over  the  old  Flemish 
tapcsitrles  in  the  guard  chamber. 

An  artist  from  the  South  Kensington  mu- 
s'um,  who  has  until  lately  been  engaged 

in  copying  the  old  tapestries,  asserts  tli^t 
a  ghostly  hand— that  of  a  woman,  wearing, 
aniuiig  others,  a  beautiful  niauyuise  ring- 
frequently  appeared  h<ivwring  <n'er'the  tap- 
estry, so  .unnerving  him  that  he  <li9*ion- 
tinued  his  work,  says  tlu-  l^ndon  Leader. 
It  is  generally  supposed  in  the  palace,  saya 
the  Leader  representative  who  made  In- 
QUiries  recently,  that  it  is  the  hand  <if 
Catherine  Howard,  whose  ghost  has  long 
been  supposed  to  tiuunt  ||u-  gaUerle*. 

Ernest  Law,  the  hiBtorian  of  the  palace, 
smiled  enigmatically  when  1  «juestioned 
him  as  to  Ihe  authenticity  of  the  ghost. 
and  dfcliiied  to  commit  kiinself,  referring 
me  to  his  history  of  Humiiton  Court,  where 
he  also  carefully  avoids  pitfalls,  am*  ob- 
serves that  it  would  be  indiscreet  to  in- 
quire too  particuhirly  after  the  author- 
ities for  H  story  of  the  kind. 

Catherine  Howard  secuis  to  b?  rnMier 
liuublesome,  for  not  tnily  din^s  she  appear, 
but  slu-ieks  wildly  through  the  old  myster- 
ious "hauntid  gallery."  Jt  was  here  that 
.'.he  escaped  from  her  ihamber,  when  Uij- 
pnsoned  there  liefore  being  sent  to  tlio 
Tower,  and  ran  along  to  seek  an  interview 
with  Henry  YJH,  who  was  hearing  mass 
in  the.  chapid.  Just  as  she  reaihed  the 
door  the  guards  seizfd  her  and  carried  lier 
back,  wliiile  her  ruthless  husbaivl,  in  spife 
of  her  iiierchig  scr«ams.  whk  li  were  heard 
almost  all  over  the  palace,  continued  bis 
devotions  unmoved.  And  In  this  gallery  a 
female  form  dressed  in  white  has  been 
i^e^'n  coming  toward  the  door  of  the  royal 
pew.  and  just  as  she  reachts  it  hurri>s 
back  witii  a  ghastly  look  of  dlspair.  utter- 
ing unearthly  shrieks  till  she  passes 
through  the  door  at  the  end  of  the  gallery. 
Th<'  gallery  is  now  the  lumlH-r  room  for  old 
pictures,  and  as  th.^  staircase  is  locked  np 
till-  voice  of  th«  shrieking  oueeti  IS  but 
larf-Iy  lieard.  Another  of  Henry's  wivi-s, 
Jane  S<«jmour,  also  haunK*  the  old-wor'.d 
looms.  A  spectre  hjis  lieen  seen  to  emerge 
from  the  doorway  in  the  queen's  okl  apart- 
ments and  wander  about  with  a  UglUid 
taper  in  her  hand  on  the  stairs  and  in  the 
neighboring  silversiick  gallery. 

.Another  and  bitter  linown  Hampton 
Court  ghost,  the  accounts  of  whose  ap- 
pearances are  miadi  more  dellnite  and  cir- 
cumstantial than  are  usually  forthcoming 
in  such  cases,  is  that  of  Mistress  Sib'!! 
Penn.  who  in  ()ctol>er.  ir»2S— exactly  a  year 
after  Jane  Seymour's  deatli — beeamo  fosti  r 
mother  to  the  young  Prince  Edward.  She 
died  at  Hampton  Court  in  l.'i(;2.  juid  was 
buried  in  Hampton  church,  which  was 
pulled  down  in  1S2ft.  and  Mistres.**  PemrB 
tomb  was  irreven-ntly  disturbed  and  her 
remains  scattered,  although  one  account 
.states  that  the  body  h«d  previously  been 
removed. 

But.  whenever  the  desecration  occurred, 
certain  it  is — so  the  story  goes— tliHt  imme- 
diately after  the  shifting  of  Mistr  ss 
Penn's  monument  strange  noises,  as  of  a 
woman  working  at  a  spinning  wheel,  atid 
muittrins  the  while,  were  heinrd  through 
the  wall  of  on<-  of  tlie  rooms  in  the  large 
ajiartmenl  in  the  southwest  wing  «f  the 
I)a!lace.  When  search  was  made  by  the 
board  of  works  in  the  direction  whence 
th"se  mysterious  sounds  proceeded,  an  ati- 
cieiit,  and  until  then  unknown,  chamlur 
was  discovered,  in  which  an  antique  sinn- 
niiii;  wheel  was  found,  antl  the  old  oak 
planks  were  seen  to  be  worn  awny  wh<fe 
the  treadle  struck  the  tloor.  Tho  idea 
broactied  at  tl.'-  lime  was,  that,  on  ai:- 
<-ount  of  the  dc-ieci-aiion  ui  her  tomb,  her 
spirit  had  returned  to  haunt  the  rooms  she 
had  occupied  durihg  life. 

No  further  manifistations  were  notic-?d 
until  a  few  ye;irs  ago.  when  th«  phenom- 
ena wero  renewed,  and  have  since  beewmo 
increasingly  frequent  and  startling.  .The 
low  whirr  of  an  unseen  spinning  wheel,  the' 
weird  mutterings  of  a  sepulchral  voice, 
and  the  stealthy  tread  of^  invisiBle  feet 
have  been  heard  h.v  martjr,  and  It  is  furthtT 
afllrme<l  that  Mistr»«ss  IVnn's  tall,  gHunt 
form,  dress*'*!  in  a  h>nff.  Krafy  robe,  ■with  a 
hood  over  her  head,  «io  long  hands 
stret<-hed  out  before  h«r.  has  lieen  seeri  in 
th?"  haunted  chamber.  "Ptiis  supernatural 
vi.-<iiaiion  wa.*^  rendered  the  more  impres- 
sive from  the  narrator  t>eing  a  recent  ar- 
rival at  the  palace  and  ignorant  of  the  le- 
gend. 

The  judgment  of  even  the  mfist  ske^tlcai 
has  been  shaken  by  Mistre.ss  Sibell's  vag- 
aries, and  she  may  certainly  claim  to 
rank  among  the  best  authenticated  of  his- 
torical ghosts.

A 
dish  of  charcoal  In  a  closet  or  r<  f riger- 
alor  \^U  do  mucii  toward  making  these 
places^\cet.  The  jiower  of  chartoa!  to 
.absorb  odor^^Js  much  greater  directly 
after  it  has  l)eqp  burned  than  wlnti  It  lias 
been  exposed  to  the  air  for  a  length  of 
time.  tMiarcoal  may  be  MU'ilied  and  used 
again  and  again  by  heating  it  to  a  rci 
heat.

The  upper  portion  of  Caiie  Colony  is 
known  as  the  "Kaino."  From  th<-  coast. 
where  the  vegetation  is  luxuriant,  the 
bind  gradually  ris.s  tow.ird  the  interior 
until,  far  inland  at  rhe  latitude  of  nearly 
¥<(Kt  feet,  the  Karoo  country  begins. 

The  further  away  from  the  coast,  tlie 
barer  and  more  stony  the  soil  becomes, 
and  the  aspect  of  the  sarl-coIore<l  \el.lt. 
l.rok'-n  her.  .md  th.fc  by  (  hains  of  low. 
s  .ony  kopj.  s,  is  m.iiirnful  in  the  extreme. 
Forth.'  newly  arrived  •'ritliu.k  r"  it  is 
depressing  iiid'ecil  to  view  these  regions  of 
•rt.flnite  flatness  and  inriidte  fpa.  p,  where 
loneliness  and   silence    reign   supreme. 

October  is  the  month  of  spring  in  the 
Karoo.  Heavv  rains  fall,  and  for  a  ftw 
.ahort  weeks  the  face  of  the  land  is  green 


and  pleasant  to  look  upon;  but  with  the 
scorching  days  of  summer  the  grass  with- 
ers fiist.  and  the  veldi  soon  resumes  its 
normal  desert-like  apyieai  miicc.  Grcu 
herds  of  sheep  and  iioats  pasture  on  a 
small,  drv-looking  bush,  which  grows 
sparselv  amid  the  sand  and  stones 
Strangely  enough,  th.y  thrive  ui>on  U,  an.l 
the  flocks  of  the  more  progressive  tann- 
ers, who  import  prize  stock  from  lime  to 
time  are  as  fine  as  any  in  the  more  fer- 
tile pastures  of  lower  Cape  Colony, 

To  a  woman  I'itiander,  accustomed  to 
life  in  F^ngland  or  America,  existence  ni 
a  Karoo  village  jiresents  few  duti.-s  and 
fewer  i.leasurcs  to  brc.ik  IJie  monot.Miy 
..f  ih.^  w.arisomi  days,  says  the/\ouths 
Companion.  After  a  week  of  rain,  when 
the  sun  is  shining  once  more,  gathering 
up  moisture  trom  the  soak**!  earth  in  m:s- 
tv  clouds,  a  drive  out  into  the  veldt  is  full 
of  interest.  Th..-n  the  Karoo  teems  with 
life  that  is  hidden  beneath  the  ground  m 


hot,  dr.v  weather.  Meerkats  run  out  of 
their  holes  and  sit  up  on  their  hind  legs, 
while  their  bushv  l;iils  wave  nervouslj,  and 
their  bf.idy  little  ey..s  keep  vigilant  watch. 
Small  tortoises  scut  He  by.  and  perhaps  in 
the  distance  a  fain  l.v  of  korhaan  m.iy  i»c 
detected  by  tln-ir  h;  rsh,  dt«p  cro.ik,  beau- 
tifully plumaged  birds  as  large  as  guinea 
fowl,  with  feathers  of  reddish  brown  and 
blue  gray. 

Some  )iar(s  of  the  veldt  are  scattered 
with  huge  ant  hills,  three  or  four  feet 
high,  made  by  colories  of  huge  black  anis. 
Boers  as  well  as  K;<fTlrs  use  these  ant  hills 
as  ovens  for  cioking  when  camping  on; 
in  the  vt  Idt.  It  is  easy  to  start  a  flre  at 
the  bottom  with  a  few  sti<-ks.  and  when 
once  ali«:ht  a  hill  will  burn  slowl.v  and 
evenly  for  some  hours.  The  earth  of  which 
these  mounds  are  composed  if,  very  fri- 
able, and  Is  satuiated  with  some  sub- 
stance by  the  ant  builders  which  makes  it 
aombustible. 


After  rain  flowers  spring  up  everywhere. 
Brilliant  s<arkt  lillies  abound,  branching 
from  .1  single  bare  stalk  that  ri.'-es  out  of 
tiie  st'in.v  ground,  with  ten  or  a  dozen 
lovely  Idossoms  at  Its  head.  Another  curi- 
ous fil.v  rests  flatly  on  the  earth,  and  con- 
sists of  two  round,  while,  flcsnv  leave.-, 
with  a  small  golden  <-enter.  The  Boers 
have  little  love  for  Ikiwt-rs;  but  the  exilo 
from  a  fertile  land  delights  to  cultivate 
the  tinv  pateh  of  ground  belonuinK  to  his 
house  in  the  little  Boer  villag.-.  With  a. 
K.ilflr  boy  as  assistont  gardener.  and 
with  a  reckless  .lisregard  for  the  sc.iiit  r'  - 
soun-es  of  the  ba<-k  yard  well.  It  i<  possi- 
i>|p  to  mak.'  the  land  blossoni  like  t:.- 
ros«-,  even  amid  the  stony  wilds  of  lb> 
Karoo.

NOT  MUCH  CHANBE. 

Tht  firavity  of  ihi  SHuition  Is  Not 
Abated. 

Washington,  Aug.  U.— The  gravity 
of  the  Chinese  situation  was  in  no  way 
abated  by  the  developments  of  today. 
The  state  department  early  posted  a 
bulletin  giving  another  dispatch  from 
United  .States  Minister  Conger,  trans- 
mitted through  Consul  MeWade,  at 
Canton.  This  showed  that  the  situation 
practically  was  unchanged  and  that  the 
minister  was  maintaining  a  stout  heart 
in  his  present  ordeal.  A  dispatch  from 
Admiral  Remey  gave  a  few  military 
details,  bijt  nothing  which  shed  light 
on  the  future  military  operations. 

Acting  Secretary  Adee  had  long 
conferences  with  Secretay  Root  in  refer- 
ence to  the  latest  developments,  but  the 
official  maintained  much  reserve  as  to 
the  governments  procedure.  For  the 
moment,  attention  i.«  strongly  directed 
toward  the  situation  at  Shanghai,  where 
vice  Admiral  .Sevmour  has  determined 
to  land  British  troops.  The  influen- 
tial Southern  viceroys  of  China,  includ- 
ing Li  Hung  Chang,  have  united  in  a 
communication  to  Washington,  asking 
that  the  ITnlted  States  use  its  good 
offices  with  the  powers  towards  seeing 
that  foreign  forces  are  not  landed  at 
.Shanghai. 

The  message  was  presented  to  the 
state  department  tod:^  by  Minister  Wu 
who  received  it  from  China  last  night. 
It  developed  the  fact  for  the  first  time 
that  an  agreement  was  made  about  one 
month  ago,  under  which  the  protection 
of  the  city  of  Shanghai  is  placed  in  the 
care  of  the  foreign  authorities.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  this  pdotection  can  be 
exercised  best  by  united  action  of  all 
the  governments  without  the  landing  of 
troops  by  any  one  or  more  of  them,  and 
as  an  evidence  that  this  protection  is 
ample  at  present,  it  is  stated  that 
twenty  foreign  warships  the  in  the  off- 
ing, it  is  understood  that  the  actual 
landing  of  troops  has  not  yet  occurred, 
but  a  British  force  for  this  purpose 
now  en  route  from  India.

BRITONS  ARE  StfSPICIOUS. 

Think  They  Havi  New  Proof  of  Rus- 
sian Duplicity. 

London.  Aug.  11.— The  Russian  govern- 
ment's permission  to  M.  De  Giers  and 
his  staff  to  leave  Pekin  under  Chinese 
guarantees,  wliile  the  United  States  and 
other  governments  tell  their  ministers 
to  hold  out  till  relieved,  is  the  subject  of 
much  comment  in  London,  where  sup- 
posed Russian  designs  are  closely  scrut- 
inized. 

A  special  dispatch  from  St.  Petersburg 
attributes  to  Russia  the  intention  to  fill 
Manchuria  with  troops  and  not  to  let  go 
that  territory  when  the  present  ebuli- 
tion  is  over  The  Russian  war  office  ex- 
pects to  have  142,000  men  and  242  guns 
in  Siberia  by  the  end  of  September. 

Shanghai  has  received  no  news  from 
Che  Foo  or  Tien  Tsin  today,  but  a  dis- 
patch boat  from  Taku  is  expected  at  Che 
Foo  tonight. 

The  total  number  of  allies  in  the  oro- 
vince  of  Pei  Chi  Li  is  38,000,  with  111 
guns.  The  total  August  30  is  expected  to 
be  78.000.  with  280  guns. 

CABLE  FROM  REMEY. 

Amiricans  Had  the  Rifht  In  Attack 
at  Yanftsun. 

Washington.  Aug.  11.— The  following 
cablegram  has  been  received  at  the  navy 
department  from  Admiral  Remey:

DUE  TO  WAR  POLICY 


FIRHT  AT  YAN6TSUN. 

Allies  Charge  Thres  Miles  Under 
a  Scathing  Fire. 

Washington.  Aug.  11.— The  cablegram 
of  Admiral  Remey,  transinitting  the  re- 
port of  Gen.  Chaffee  as  to  the  battle 
of  Yangtsun.  together  with  the  report 
of  Gen.  Gasele,  the  English  command- 
er at  the  front.  contain.s  few  details  not 
already  known.  Gen.  Caselee's  report 
says  the  allied  forces  were  obliged  to 
charge  over  a  stretch  of  country  three 
miles  in  length,  direc-tly  in  the  teeth  of 
rifle  and  shell  fire  from  the  enemy.  The 
intense  heat  of  this  sea.son  gives  the 
officials  at  the  war  department  a  full 
realization  of  the  arduous  work,  and  the 
news  that  there  were  many  prustrations 
and  deaths  from  sunstroke  creates  little 
surnrise. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  state- 
ment in  the  dlspatih  is  the  one  that 
the  next  move  of  the  allies  is  as  yet 
unknown.  Whether  Aumira!  Remey 
makes  this  statement  on  his  own  account 
or  whether  he  intends  it  to  be  under- 
stood that  the  seamen  was  included  in 
Gen.  Chaffee's  telegram  from  the  front, 
the  officials  at  neither  the  war  nor  the 
navy  department  are  certain  from  the 
wording  of  the  cablegram.  The  general 
belief.  however.  is  that  it  is  Gen. 
Chaffee's  own  statement.  It  is  known 
that  the  commanders  of  the  allied  forces, 
when  they  arranged  for  the  advance 
from  Tsien  Tein  had  agreed  to  make 
Yangtsun  the  oi)jective.  This  state- 
ment wa«  contained  in  Gen.  Chaffee's 
dispatch  outlining  the  plan  of  the  ad- 
vance movement.  It  is  presumed,  there- 
fore, that  having  carried  out  success- 
fully the  plan  for  the  movement  as  far 
as  Yangtsun,  the  commanders  of  the 
allies  will  have  to  go  into  consultation 
again  to  decide  the  future  of  the  advance 
from  that  point   to  Pekin. 


AN  APPEAL. 

Viceroys  Asic  Our  Officers  to 

Stop  Landing  Troops  In 

Shanghai. 

Washington,  Aug.  11. — ^The  viceroys  of 
China,  including  Li  Hung  Chang,  have 
addressed  a  request  to  the  I'nited  States 
government  to  use  its  good  offices  with 
the  powers  to  stop  the  landing  of  foreign 
troaps  at  Shanghai.  The  state  depart- 
ment received  the  communication  today 
from  Minister  Wu,  who  received  it  late 
last  night.  The  document  states  that  an 
agreement  was  made  about  a  month  ago 
by  the  foreign  governments  exercising 
the  right  of  protection  over  the  city  of 
Shanghai.  This  protection,  it  is  claimed, 
can  be  amply  carried  out  without  the 
landing  of  troops,  as,  the  viceroys  state, 
twenty  foreign  warships  are  now  in  the 
harbor  and  are  able  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  foreigners  and  maintain  order. 
The  viceroys  also  urge  that  the  landing 
of  troops  will  incite  disorder. 

ROBERTS  ON  THE  PLOT. 

He  Is  Evidently  Not  Much  Disturbed 
By  It. 

London.  Aug.  11.— Lord  Roberts  wires 
to  the  war  office  from  Pretoria,  under 
yesterday's  date,  as  follows: 

"A  plot  to  carry  me  off  has  been  dis- 
covered. It  was  clumsily  conceived. 
The  ringleaders  and  all  concerned  are 
now  under  arrest." 


Oohimhus,  Ohio,  .Aug.  11.— A  daring  mur- 
(\fr  and  rohliery  was  committed  on  the 
Pennsylvania  passenger  train  No.  8. 
which  arrived  here  from  St.  Louis  at  11:45 
last  night.  Charles  Lane,  an  Adams  ex- 
pre.ss  messenger,  was  shot  and  killed 
shortly  Vjefore  the  train  reached  the 
Union  station  in  this  city,  and  the  "local " 
safe  was  robbed  of  all  the  money  and  val- 
uables which  it  contained.  The  robbers 
escaped,  and  they  ^ere  not  seen  by  any 
living  person,  so  far  as  known.  The  af- 
fair is  shrouded  in  mystery.  How  mucii 
bo«)ty  the  robbers  secured  is  purely  a 
matter  of  speculation.  The  safe  robbed 
contained  only  the  packages  of  money  and 
values  collected  after  the  train  left  St. 
Louis  and  the  officials  of  the  express  com- 
pany insist  that  the  sum  was  not  large. 

The  crime  was  not  discovered  until  the 
train  pulled  into  the  Union  station  here. 
When  Extra  Messenger  Sheldon,  of  the 
Adams  transfer  office  at  the  station,  went 
to  the  car.  he  was  surprised  to  find  the 
side  door,  which  is  usually  opened  by  the 
messenger  as  the  train  pulls  into  the  sta- 
tion, closed.  Pushing  the  door  back, 
Sheldon  was  startled  by  the  sight  of 
Lane's  body,  lying  face  downward  in  a 
pool  of  blood,  between  the  stove  and  ihj 
side  of  the  car,  in  the  forward  end.  The 
body  was  found  to  have  been  riddled  with 
bullets,  and  there  were  evidences  that  a 
desperate  struggle  had  taken  place.  No 
less  than  eight  bullet  wounds  were  found, 
three  in  the  right  side  of  the  back,  one  In 
the  left  side  and  four  in  the  right  leg. 
It  seemed  that  two  of  the  bullets  migin. 
have  been  tired  into  the  man's  back  as  he 
lay  on  the  floor.  The  bullets  extracted 
were  of  38  caliber. 

The  robbers  had  taken  the  key  to  the 
local  safe  from  the  messenger's  pocket, 
opened  the  safe  and  looted  it  of  every- 
thing of  probable  value.  The  key  was 
left  sticking  in  the  safe  door.  The  mes- 
senger's revolver,  wdth  two  chambers 
emptied,  was  found  in  the  .safe,  where  it 
had  probably  been  laid  by  the  robbers, 
afte:-  being  wrenched  from  his  hand. 

The  murder  was  prol)ably  commit  led 
just  after  the  train  left  Milford  Center, 
twenty-eight  miles  west  of  Columbus, 
where,  it  is  believed,  the  robbers  boarded 
the  train.  Conductor  Taylor  '  saw  .and 
talked  with  Messenger  Lane  there.  When 
the  l)ody  was  dl.scovered  it  was  cold  an<l 
the  blood  clotted,  showing  that  death  had 
occured  at  least  a  half  hour  previous. 
Lane  had  washed  and  onanpfd  his  cJothcB. 
prejjaratory  to  leaving  the  train,  when 
attacked  bv  the  rol)l)ers.  This  he  prob- 
ably  did   near   Milford    ("enter. 

The  robbers  bad  no  difliculty  in  getting 
into  the  car  after  boarding  the  train,  as 
the  end  door  had  been  left  open  on  ac- 
count of  the  heat.  The  train  made  only 
two  stops  between  Milford  Center  and 
Columbus,  one  at  Plain  City  and  the  other 
at  Marble  Cliff,  the  latttr  live  miles  out 
of  the  city.  At  the  latter  place,  the  train 
was  flagged  to  take. on  a  passenger,  an  old 
man. 

The  police  were  first  inclined  to  the  be- 
lief that  the  robbers  got  on  the  train  at 
Marble  ClitT.  btit  the  express  officers  do 
not  entertain  that  theory.  They  think  it 
more  likelv  that  the  robbers  got  off  there, 
as  the  train  slowed  up,  coming  hito  the 
city. 

All  the  city  detectives  were  immediately 
s.-nt  out  aloiig  the  line  of  the  railroad  and 
thev  are.  scouring  all  the  neighboring 
country.  How  many  of  the  robbers  there 
were  is  not  known,  but  it  is  considered 
certain  that  there  were  at  least  two  be- 
cause of  the  number  of  bullets  fired  into 
the  body  of  the  express  ines.senger. 

Early  this  morning  two  tramps  were 
found  in  a  box  car  near  Marble  t'liff  and 
sent  in  on  suspicion,  but  it  is  not  really 
believed  they  had  anything  to  do  with  the 
crime.  Lane,  the  murdered  mes.senger, 
was  28  yeaxs  old  and  leaves  a  wife  and 
child.  .  .,    ^, 

The  express  officials  say  that  until  the 
wavbills  from  all  stations  between  this 
city  and  St.  Louis  have  l>een  checked,  th  -re 
1«  lio  manner  in  which  they  can  fix  the  .lo.ss. 
The  engine  which  was  sent  out  on  the 
line  early  this  morning  In  an  effort  to  se- 
cure some  trace  of  the  murderers,  has  re- 
turned with  absolutely  no  clue  to  the  rob- 
bers. ^.        „  .    ,    , 

The  only  light  thrown  on  the  affair  Is  by 
John  Fletcher,  baggagemaster  of  the  train, 
who  occupied  the  car  directly  in  the  rear 
of  the  one  in  which  the  murder  occurred. 
As  a  result  of  his  narrative,  the  police  are 
looking  for  four  persons,  of  whom  they 
have  slight  descriptions. 

HAVE  NO  FACTS. 
Chicago,  Aug.  11.— Local  officials  of  the 
Adams  Express  company  here  claim  to  be 
in  poi^.sesslon  of  no  facts  concerning  the 
robbery  of  the  Pennsylvania  express  near 
Columbus.  Ohio,  lat  night,  and  the  murder 
of  Messenger  I>ane.  They  state  that  the 
«afe  opened  was  a  local  on.^  not  likely  to 
contain  a  large  sum.  and  that  the  los.ses 
probably  will  not  be  known  until  shippers 
make  their. claims. 

THE  TRIAL  OF  POWERS. 


That  Is  Respensible  For  the 

Strong  Feeling  Against 

the  President. 


Rome,  Aug.  11.— King  Victor  Emanuel 
III  took  the  formal  constitutional  oath 
today,  before  parliament.  The  senate 
chamber  was  draped  with  mourning,  the 
l)enehes  and  tribunes  being  covered 
with  black  furnishirgs,  bordered  with 
silver.  The  chamber  was  filled  with 
senators  and  deputies,  royal  missions, 
high  officials  of  stsite  and  the  diplo- 
matic corps. 

The  booming  of  cannon  announced  the 
departure  of  the  royal  party  from  the 
Quirinal.  All  along  the  route  large 
crowds  were  assembled,  and  gave  the 
new  king  an  ovation.  He  was  received 
on  the  steps  of  the  senate  by  the  com- 
mittees of  the  chambers  of  deputies  and 
senate,  in  a  pavilion  especially  erected 
and  handsofely  de<orated.  When  the 
cortege  entered  the  senate  chamber,  the 
king,  being  accompanied  by  the  Duke  of 
Aosta,  the  court  of  Turin  and  the  duke 
of  Genoa,  the  deputies  and  senators 
arose  and  then  begin  a  long  and  ex- 
citing scene  of  enthusiasm. 

His  majesty,  took  the  oath  and  de- 
livered an  address.  The  weather  was 
beautiful. 

The  king,  in  his  address,  referred  to 
the  evidences  of  mourning  here  and 
abroad,  and  snoke  oi  the  friendship  un- 
iting Italy  with  all  foreign  power.  He 
said  Italy  ^vill  be  a  forceful  instrument 
of  concord  and  will  assist  in  maintain- 
ing peace,  and  asked  for  internal  ac- 
cord, as  the  monarchy  and  j^olitical 
movements  continue  united.  The  mon- 
arch knows  his  riglits  and  duties  and 
feels  tCnat  he  will  always  have  the  full 
confidence  of  the  liberal  institutions  of 
Italv  and  will  vigor. 'Usly  defend  her  in- 
stitutions. 

His  majesty  invoked  God  to  witness 
his  promises  and  assured  his  hearers 
that  he  would  work  with  all  his  heart 
for  the  grandeur  and  prosperity  of  Italy.

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The  EYidenee  on  Rebuttal  Is  About

Georgetown,  Ky.,  Aug.  11.— When  court 
convened  today  in  the  Powers  trial,  it 
was  the  prospect  that  the  rebuttal  evi- 
dence for  the  prosecution  would  be  com- 
cluded  some  time  today. 

W.  F.  Grayot,  assistant  state  auditor 
produced  the  books  of  the  state  auditor. 
In  response  to  a  subpoena  duces  tecum, 
to  show  what  amount  of  the  $100,000 
reward  appropriated  by  the  legislature 
had  been  expended  in  the  search  for, 
and  prosecution  of  those  accused  of  the 
crime.  The  record  showed  that  in  all 
$5000  had  been  drawn. 

Mr  Grayot  also  produced  the  record 
showing  that  W.  H.  Culton  was  paid 
his  full  salary  as  a  clerk  in  the  auditor  s 
office  for  December  and  part  of  the 
month  of  January.  This  was  done  to 
contradict  ex-Auditor  Stone,  who  charg- 
ed Culton  with  stealing  $1000,  and  who 
stated  that  he  dismissed  Culton  and 
caused  Auditor  Sweeney  to  refuse  to 
give  him  a  clerkship. 

D.  P.  Mayhew,  of  Knox  county,  said 
he  saw  Wharton  Golden  at  Barbour- 
ville,  just  before  his  confession.  Golden 
did  not  display  a  roll  of  money  and  said 
nothing  about  obtaining  part  of  the  re- 
ward.

Dr.  Wolfenstein,  an  Ohio  Re- 
publican, tfiiU  ^ot  Vc^ie 
For  McKinley. 

Dr.  S.  Wolfenstein  and  son,  Leo  Wolf- 
enstein, of  Cleveland.  Ohio,  arrived  on 
tht  North  I^nd  last  night,  returning  on 
the  same  Iioat  this  alternoon.  Dr.  Wolf- 
enstein has  been  for  the  past  twenty- 
two  years  superintendent  of  the  Jewish 
Orphan  asylum  at  Cleveland,  one  of  the 
oldest  and  largest  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  the  countr>,  and  supported  by 
the  Jewish  society  ef  Bnal  Biith.  The 
asylum,  itself,  is  thirty-two  years  «Ui. 

Dr.  W(dfenslein  is  very  enthusiastic 
over  the  resulLs  obiained  through  his 
asylum.  He  says  the  age  limit  for  re- 
ceiving Jewish  orphans  is  from  .".  to  12 
years  old.  Each  child  is  given  a  tho- 
rough education,  the  training  inclining 
greatly  toward  i  idividuallzit^g.  The 
a.sylum  is  equipped  \vith  a  manual  train- 
ing department  and  an  elec-trii  plant, 
and  Dr.  Woltenstein  says  they  have  been 
enabled  to  turn  out  a  great  many  more 
1  ui)jls  as  skilled  mechanics  and  elec- 
tricians at  a  comparatively  youthful 
age.  The  instituticn  turns  out  about 
sixty  graduates  every  year,  and  has  a 
steady  attendance  of  500.  Fifteen  is  the 
average  age  of  the  ..graduates.  Tln're  is 
at  present  one  graduate  of  the  institu- 
tion at  the  head  of  the  lake,  Albert 
Rotschllds,  with  ihi  I.  L.  Lamm  com- 
pany, at  West  Superior.  Dr.  Wolfen- 
stein says  that  he  runs  across  former 
pupils  in  every  psrt  of  the  United 
States. 

Dr.  Wolfenstein  says  that  he  has  al- 
ways voted  the  Rei)ublican  ticket  until 
this  year,  and  although  he  is  personally 
acquainted  with  Prt  sident  McKinley,  be 
cannot  conscientiously  vote  for  the  ticket 
that  he  heads  this  year.  The  doctor 
savs  that  Mr.  McKinley  is  not  at  all 
sure  of  carrying  Oliio  this  y-;-ar.  The 
Gei  man  element,  which  is  so  strong  in 
that  state,  he  says,  s  down  on  McKinley 
and  militarism.  They  had  enough  of  the 
latter  in  Germany. 

Dr.  Wolfenstein  believes  the  Chinese 
trouble  has  been  briught  a!x)ut  through 
the  duplicity  of  the  Chinese  government, 
and  predicts  that  a  quietus  will  be  put 
on  affairs  there  wiien  the  allied  forces 
enter  Pekin.  He  says  that  it  may  result 
in  an  overthrow  of  the  Chinese  g'^vern- 
ment.  and  that  possibly  trouble  may 
arise  later  between  the  European  allies 
that  are  so  anxious  for  a  piece  of  the 
empire.  Dr.  Wolfenstein  believes  that 
the  United  States  ^^  ill  have  a  prominent 
part  to  play  in  the  settling  up  of  the 
Chinese  matter,  because  it  is  the  only 
country  not  looking  for  acquisition  of 
territory  wh'en  the  .rouble  is  settled. 

This  is  the  doctor's  first  visit  to  the 
head  of  the  lake,  and  he  :s  very  much 
impressed  with  Du  uth. 

"You  have  here."  he  .said,  "a  very  pro- 
gressive city,  and  oae  that  I  have  heard 
will  become  a  great  commercial  center." 
•  Dr.  Wolfenstein  says  that  the  city  of 
Cleveland  is  prospering,  and  that  it  is 
fully  believed  that  the  last  census  hg- 
uies  will  show  an  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion there  from  2fi5.(tOO  to  380.000  people.

Rugged  and  buoyant  as  when  his  dash 
and  brillancy  of  leadership,  coupled  witJi 
personal  bravery  and  daring,  made  him 
the  most  famous  of  Indian  fighters.

SET  COOLER  WEATHER. 

St.   Paul  and   Milwaukee    Report 
Lower  Temperature. 

St.  Paul.  Aug.  11.— The  worst  of  the 
present  hot  j^ell  seems  to  be  over  In  the 
Northwest,  the  mercury  early  today 
beine  down  to  66  and  heavy  rain  and 
the  electric  storm  last  night  having  ma- 
terially Improved  the  air.

Grace- 
vllle.  Grand  Rapids.  Lake  Crystal.  Lake- 
field.  Ijong  Prairie.  New  Paynesvlllp,  KpI 
l^ke  Falls.  Ru.sh  City,  Stewart vllle  and 
White  Bear.  Fourteen  applicants  for  po- 
sitions on  the  state  high  school  list  had 
failed  to  meet  the  conditions  and  were 
not  listed. 

Inspector  Alton  recommended  that  the 
four  Minneapolis  high  schools.  which 
have  not  been  on  the  state  list  for  some 
time,  be  relisted,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion was  approved.  These,  with  tne 
fourteen  new  ones  added,  provide  a  list  of 
115  entitled  to  participate  In  the  high 
school  apportionment.  They  will  receive 
about  $700  each.

-Mr.  Herrick  was  the  senior  member 
of  the  firm  of  E.  P.  Herrick  &  Co., 
brokers.  His  marriage  with  Mrs.  Mac- 
deline  Limenburter,  a  servant  of  the 
household,  followed  soon  after  the  death 
of  his  wife  and  brought  on  an  estrange- 
ment with  his  two  children,  Edward  T. 
Herrick  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Parcell.  They 
are  the  persons  who  are  not  satisfied 
that  their  father  died  of  heart  disease 
simply.

MAY  BE  GOOD  FAITH 


Belief  Tliat  tlie  Cliinese  In- 
tend to    Deliver  the 
Ministers  Safe. 


New  York,  Aug.  11. — A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  The  ap- 
pointment of  LI  Hung  Chang  as  the 
Chinese  plenipotentiary  for  the  negoti- 
ation of  terms  of  peace  has  been  receiv- 
ed with  various  feelings  here.  Those  who 
know  the  far  East  have  deep  distrust  of 
the  astute  old  viceroy,  and  they  insist 
that  his  nomination  can  bode  no  good  to 
this  country. 


If  not  hostile  to  all  for- 
eigners, he  ;s,  at  any  rate,  a 
determined  opponent  of  the 
Hritish,  whom  he  has  always 
disliked,  notwithstanding  his 
personal  relations  with  Gen. 
Gordon  and  other  Englishmen. 


On  the  other  hand,  some  Chinese  ex- 
perts contend  that  the  appointment 
show.s  that  the  Manchu  government, 
realizing  that  the  powers  are  in  earnf^st. 
relies  on  Elarl  Li  to  arrange  terms  and 
to  patch  up  an  accommodation  as  he 
did  after  the  Tien  Tsin  massacres  in 
1870. 

The  latest  batch  of  ci[»her  messages 
received  from  the  ministers  at  Pekin  is 
considered  to  he  significant,  and  in  some 
degree  re-assuring.  There  are  deter- 
mined septics  and  croakers  such  as  tho.se 
who  were  provic^lng  a  month  ago  cir- 
cumstantial ac'ounts  of  an  alleged 
wholesale  butchery  at  the  legations,  who 
still  throw  doubt  on  the  genuineness 
of  these  dispatches,  but  not  much  at- 
tention is  paid  to  them.  The  wisdom  of 
the  ministers  in  declining  to  leave  Pekin 
unless  adequate  prf)tectlon  can  be  secur- 
ed for  them,  is  oovious  to  everybody.  It 
is  not,  however,  regarded  as  absolutely 
certain  that  the  offer  to  escort  foreign- 
ers to  Tien  Tsin  is  really  a  trap.  To 
judge  from  previous  experiences  of 
Chinese  methods,  it  is  possible  that  the 
tsung  Ii  yamen  intends  ultimately  to 
deliver  the  legation  staffs  in  safety  to 
the  allied  commanders,  but  it  will  pro- 
crastinate and  iirevaricate  as  long  as 
possible,  and  will  certainly  maintain 
its  hold  on  the  diplomatists  while  there 
seems  a  remote  prospect  of  using  them 
as  hostages  to  extort  favorable  terms  of 
.settlement. 

Whether  the  government  could,  in  any 
case,  convey  the  800  foreigners.  Includ- 
ing women  and  children,  unharmed 
through  the  lines  of  Boxers  and  the 
military  rahble,  is  a  point  no  one  can 
determine.  Influential  members  of  the 
Chinese  mercantile  community  believe 
the  tsun  Ii  yamen  could  do  so  if  it 
pleased,  because  they  are  firmly  con- 
vinced that  the  whole  anti-foreign  move- 
ment has  been  deliberately  constructed 
in  the  imperial  palace,  which  ts  still 
1  apable  of  controlling  the  storm  ii  has 
evoked. 

.Mr.  Goodnow's  dispatch  stating  that 
-Shanghai  merchants  believe  the  landing 
of  British  troops  will  do  mischief  by 
exciting  the  natives  only  confirm  some 
misgivings  already  expressed  here.

Into  a  Total  Collapse  After 
the  Fifht. 

.N'ew  Y'lrk.  Aug  II.— "(ius  ■  iiiihlin,  who 
was  knoi-kei]  out  in  the  sixth  round  !iy 
l'"iizsimmons  last  night  in  the  i;ontest  at 
iMadison  Stpiarc  Garden,  is  at  the  home 
ot  •"Billy"  Marlden,  in  lirookb  n,  recover- 
ing from  the  terrible  punishment  of  the 
ligiu. 

For  several  hours  after  he  received  the 
knoekout  blow,  after  he  had  been  taken 
to  a  Turkish  bath  house,  his  condition  was 
considered  so  serious  that  medical  aid 
was  summoned.  The  defeated  mans 
friends  were  .so  much  alarmeil  that  they 
helieved  lie  was  knocked  oui  for  f;oou. 
Iluhlin  had  violent  hemorrhages  in  inc 
nose  and  was  l>;eedinK  from  the  eiir. 
When  the  tloclor  reached  the  patient,  the 
latter  was  nncons-cious  and  only  regained 
his  senses  under  ihe  influence  of  powirfnl 
stimulants.

SELECTINB  COOKINO  UTENSILS. 

Oot  Only  tho  Nooossary   Articles 
First. 

So  many  earnest  and  ambitious  young 
housekeepers,  in  their  zeal  to  begin  just 
right,  invest  in  manj-  expensive  as  well 
as  unnecessary  cooking  utensils,  that 
prove  but  a  care  and  vexation  of  spirit, 
when  they  discover  that  they  can  be  used 
only  on  rare  occasions,  and  then  by  a 
sklded  professional  cook.  When  arrang- 
ing your  list,  gel  only  those  needed  for 
everyday  use  at  first.  Additions  may  be 
made  from  time  to  time  as  required,  in 
this  way  you  can  gradually  increase  your 
list  without  any  useless  expense  and  yet 
have  a  well  and  conveniently-furnished 
kitchen. 

THl-:  BEST  IS  THE  CHEAPEST. 

In  making  your  selection  choose  only 
those  of  the  best  materials  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  to  be  used,  and 
let  them  be  of  the  simplest  construction. 
These  will  last  the  longest  and  are  much 
easier  to  keep  clean.  If  judgment  is  uscl 
in  buying  in  the  beginning  you  will  not 
feel  the  drain  on  your  jjurse  that  would 
be  entailed  by  the  attempt  to  buy  every- 
thing at  once  that  you  may  possibly  need 
In  the  future. 

QUALITIES  CONSIDERED. 

There  are  not  many  materials  that  com- 
bine all  the  qualities  desired  in  cooking 
utensils.  First,  there  must  be  the  ability 
to  stand  a  high  temperature  without  melt- 
ing, cracking  or  becoming  roughened. 
Then  smoothness  of  surface.  The  mate- 
rials must  be  impervious  to  the  absorp- 
tion of  grease  or  flavors.  .\nd  all  mate- 
rials must  be  avoided  that  discolor  or  im- 
part a  flavor  to  foods  prepared  in  them. 
GRANITE  AND  ENAMEL  WARE. 

The  best  grade  of  those  materials  Rive 
the  most  general  satisfaction  for  most 
purposes.  They  are  light  in  weight,  with 
smooth,  even  surface,  and  refpilre  very 
little  labor  to  keep  clean.  They  are  not 
acted  upon  by  the  acids  contained  in 
many  foods.  With  ordinary  care  the.v 
can  be  made  to  last  as  long  as  iron,  and 
are  manv  times  more  durable  than  tin. 
I'TENSILS  OF  IRON  .\ND  STEEL. 

This  material  is  desirable  in  such  uten- 
sils as  frying  pans,  frying  kettles,  omelet 
pans,  waffle  irons  and  griddles.  But  as 
their  weight  Is  a  great  objection  to  their 
general  use.  only  these  lighter  utensils 
are  used.  If  proper  care  is  given  them, 
they  grow  smoother  with  constant  use. 
Never  cook  fruits  or  an.v  foods  contain- 
ing adds,  such  as  tomatoes.  In  Iron  or 
steel  utensils;  the  food  will  be  discolored 
and  have  a  very  objectionable  flavor,  be- 
side being  unwholesome. 

TIN   AND   WOODENWARE. 

The  great  objection  to  tinware  is  that 
this  metal  melts  if  subjected  to  a  tem- 
perature of  442  degrees  Fahr. ;  therefore 
must  not  be  exposed  to  as  high  a  tem- 
perature as  Is  required  for  frying,  nor 
can  it  be  placed  directly  over  the  fire  or 
In  the  oven  unless  filled  with  some  liquid 
such  as  milk  and  water.  Water,  or  mate- 
rials in  which  water  enters,  has  a  tend- 
ency to  reduce  tempera :ure,  while  fatty 
substances  increase  it.  Besides,  the  out- 
side surface  Is  easily  affected  by  changes 
in  surrounding  temperature  and  m;iking 
It  dlfhcult  to  keep  the  cooking  uniform. 
Woodenware  Is  objectionable  for  all  cook- 
ing purposes,  and  shotild  only  be  used 
when  utensils  cannot  be  made  of  other 
materials.  Wood  absorbs  fats  and  flavors. 
Even  when  used  for  rpceptacles  for  flour 
and  cereals  they  shoiiid  be  lined  or  they 
will  be  filled  with  weavils. 

OTHER   MATERIALS. 

For  many  ordinary  purposes  the  com- 
mon stone  and  earthenware  will  answer. 
But  for  baking  dishes,  especially  those 
that  are  sent  to  the  table,  nothing  is  so 
satisfactory  as  the  French  fireproof  ware. 
The  cost  is  trifling  when  compared  lo 
their  durability  In  comparison  to  the 
cheaper  ware;  the  glazing  of  the  latter 
soon  cracks  and  they  become  saturated 
with  fats  and  odors  which  destroy  flavors 
of  foods  cooked  in  them. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  batters  and 
<ioughs.  the  yellow  or  white  earthenware 
bowds  are  most  convenient  in  shape  and 
generallv  have  a  smooth  finish. 

THE  CARE  OF  UTENSILS. 

.-\s  much  of  the  success  and  healthfni- 
ness  of  the  food  depends  largely  on  the 
cleaning  and  proper  care  given  the  uten- 
sils, it  is  well  to  consider  this  point 
when  buying,  with  the  view  to  saving 
much  time  and  labor  by  selecting  dishes 
for  utility  only  and  avoiding  all  unneces- 
sary ornamentation.  No  matter  how  fine 
the  china  and  table  accessories  or  how 
much  care  is  bestowed  upon  them,  if  the 
(•ookiuB  utensils  are  not  Riven  the  same 
amount  of  care  and  consideration  the  re- 
sult must  be  Inharmonious.  I'npalatab.e 
food  cannot  be  made  to  taste  any  better 
bv  servlnp  in  the  most  beautiful  china, 
although  the  eye  may  be  deceived.  The 
proof  of  the  pudding  Is  in  the  eatins. 
Plenty  of  hot  water,  soap  and  clean,  soft 
towels  and  willing  hands  are  all  that  is 
demanded  to  keej)  utensils  In  good  con- 
dition. Wash,  wipe  and  dry  them  as  carc- 
fidlv  as  von  would  votir  finest  china,  es- 
pecially if  they  are  of  iron  or  tin.  The 
most  expensive  tin  moulds  are  often 
ruined  after  the  first  using  for  want  of 
proper  care  In  washing  and  drying.

FRIED  SPRING  CHICKEN. 
(Southern  St.vle.) 

Cut  a  small  chicken  in  four  pieces;  dip 
each  piece  quickly  in  ice-cold  water:  sea- 
son with  salt  and  pepper  and  cover  well 
with  flour.  Have  bottom,  of  fr.ving  pan 
well  covered  with  hot  fat.'  Lay  the  pieces 
of  chicken  in  this  and  fry  a  deep  ricli 
brown  on  both  sides.  When  done,  drain 
and  arrange  on  a  hot  platter:set  where  the 
meat  will  not  get  cold  while  you  make 
the  dressing  or  sauce.  Take  two  table- 
spoonfuls  of  the  fat  remaining  in  the  pan. 
place  in  a  saucepan  with  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  flower,  and  stir  to  a  smooth  paste; 
then  pour  in  one  cup  of  good  rich  milK 
and  stir  constantly  until  it  boils:  season 
with  half  a  teaspoonful  salt  and  two 
dashes  white  pepper.  Let  boil  three  min- 
uutes,  then  pour  over  the  chicken  and 
sjjrinkle  a  little  minced  parsley  over  the 
whole. 

WHITE    MT'FFINS. 

Sift  one  and  one-half  cups  of  flour,  half 
lup  of  sugar,  one  and  one-half  cups  bak- 
ing powder  and  half  a  tablcsponful  salt 
together  until  thoroughly  mixed.  Then 
add  about  half  a  cup  of  water  and  beat 
smooth.  Soften  one  tablespoonful  of  but- 
t<'r  and  mix  well  into  the  batter.  Give  it 
a  vigorous  beating:  then  fold  in  the  whites 
of  three  eggs  beaten  to  a  froth.  Bake  in 
miiflin  tills  or  rings. 

SUMMER   SQUASH. 
(With   Melted    Butter. 

Two  summer  sipiashes.  peeled  and  cut 
into  tighths.  removirg  seeds  If  they  are 
large:  boil  in  sailed  water  for  twenty 
minutes.  AVhen  tender  drain  and  arrange 
on  a  dish  of  toast.  Sprinklo  v^lth  salt  and 
pepper  and  serve  with  English  drawn 
butter. 

POTATOES  AU  (IRATIN. 

I'an;  and  par-boil  six  medium  -sized  po- 
tatoes. When  cold  cut  in  slices  and  put 
into  a  baking-dish.  Molt  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  butter  in  a  saucepan:  add  same  ain- 
oinit  of  flour  and  stir  until  smooth:  let 
eor)k  a  few  minutes,  then  add  a  cup  of 
milk  or  half  a  cupful  of  milk  and  half  a 
cupful  of  white  stock.  Stir  and  j-ook  un- 
(  til  it  boils  up  well.  Remove  from  the  fire: 
'  stir  in  the  beaten  volks  of  two  eggs  and 
two  heaping  tahlespoonfnis  grated  cheese. 
Season  to  taste  with  salt  and  C3ycnne. 
Pour  this  sauce  over  the  potatoes,  cover 
top  with  thin  layer  of  bread  crumbs,  and 
bake  in  a  moderately  hot  oven  until  the 
notatoes  are  well  done-  and  a  nice  color  on 
ton.  Serve  from  dish  in  which  they  are 
baked. 

FRO'/EN   FRUIT   PUDDING. 

Add  half  a  cui>  of  sugar  lo  one  pint  of 
ra-spherrv  inice  and  heat  in  a  double  inil- 
<T  until  sugar  is  dissolved.  Moisten  fo\ir 
level  tablospoonfuls  enrnstareh  in  a  lil- 
tle  of  the  cold  fruit  juice  and  stir  into 
the  h(d  svrup.

11.— Three  miles 
east  of  here  yesterday,  the  men  who  Sun- 
day last  robbed  a  Union  Pacific  train  in 
Colorado  and  killed  a  pa.ss' nger.  were  sur- 
rounded by  local  officer-!.  A  fierce  exchange 
of  shots  ensued  during  which  one  ttf  the 
robbers  was  killed.  J.  Briggs.  owner  of 
the  Commercial  Indel  of  Goodland.  and 
George  Cullins,  meni'boih  of  the  posse,  wer. 
severely  and  perhaps  fatally  wounded,  ami 
anolh<>r  of  the  pursuing  jmrly,  name  un- 
known, was  wounde<l  .>-llglilIy. 

About  4  o'cbx'k  some  men,  b.v  crawling 
through  a.  coriUield.  go:  to  a  shed  near  the 
house  and  fntm  Ibis  place  threw  two  rail- 
road fuses  onto  the  ro(  f  of  the  house,  .sel- 
ling it  on  tin".

Xevv  Yoik,  Aug.  11.— A  dispaldi  to  the 
Tribune  from  Londcm.  says:  Vi^v  the 
moment,  the  Chinese  tjucstion  is  «*<lips<'(| 
in  iiulilic  interest  by  the  report  of  the 
Pretoria  conspiracy  lo  murder  the 
British  officers  and  to  kidnap  I.i<u-«1 
Roberts.  This  is  the  talk  of  the  <lub.s, 
where  the  correctness  of  the  report  Is 
not  dimbted,  though  some  <aufious  per- 
sons believe  that  the  jdot  may  turn 
out  to  be  a  much  smaller  affair  than 
it  seems  at  first  sight. 

The  revelatiims  will,  at  any  rale, 
strengthen  the  hands  of  tho.se  who  have 
been  loudly  exclaiming  for  weeks  past 
that  Lord  Roberts  has  been  absurdl.v 
moderate  in  his  methods,  and  that  thenr 
must  be  an  end  of  misplac<-<l  leniency 
which  has  only  encouraged  the  Roers  to 
prolong  their  resistance  after  all  chance 
of  successfully  opposing  the  British  ad- 
vance in  the  field  is  at  an  end.  They 
are  in  faVor  of  treating  the  Boers  now 
in  arms  as  mere  banditti  instead  <»r 
soldiers.  an<l  they  argue  that  the 
pacification  of  the  country  will  be  in- 
definately  postponed  unless  drastic  ex- 
amples are  promptly  made.  They  say 
snipers,  train  wreckers  and  buighers 
found  in  arms  afier  taking  the  oath  of 
allegiance  should  be  promptly  shot  and 
their  property  confiscated. 

The  fact  is.  Englishmen  are  bi'ginning 
to  lose  their  temper  over  the  irritating 
delay  of  the  Boer  war.  and  Lord  Roberts, 
if  his  cjwn  prudence  and  sen.se  of  justic 
would  permit,  might  adojd  a  vigorous 
policy  of  repression  without  being  con- 
demned b.v  public  opinion  at  home.

Greater  and  grander  than  ever.  Buf- 
falo Blir.s  world-famed  cavalade  of 
rougti  riders  paraded  thr^'ugh  the  down 
t  )wn  streets  this  morning,  admired  by 
thousands.  The  Wild  West  has  alwavs 
been  a  great  attraction  for  Duluthians.

According  to  the  Times,  an  examination 
of  the  accounts  of  twelve  of  the  principai 
lines  shows  a  net  decrease  in  revenue  for 
the  six  months  ended  June  30,  of  £.538.000  or 
3  S-Ki  per  cent.

He  has  shown  that  he  is  ready  to 
pull  it  down  at  the  demand  of  or  at  the  so- 
licitation of  the  Knglish  government.  He 
has  haided  down  the  American  flag.  An 
«>nler  lias  been  issued  with  his  approval  by 
Se.r.tary  of  Slat-  John  Hay.  directing  the 
I'nited  States  auihoriti.^  no  longer  to 
claim  jurisdiction  over  3»i<H)  square  miles  of 
territory  of  Alaska,  as  they  are  the  pos- 
session of  (;reat  Britain.  On  the  disc<n-ery 
of  gold  in  Alaska  tho.se  'Mm  square  miles 
were  in  the  i>ossession  of  the  United  Sta'es. 
They  were  covered  by  the  c  ssion  of  Russia 
to  the  Inited  States  on  the  payment  of 
millions  of  dollars,  and  were  just  as  much 
a  part  of  Alaska  as  any  other  foot  con- 
veyed. On  the  discovery  of  gold  the  Eng- 
lish government  found  that  they  had  no 
p<irt  on  that  i>art  of  the  Pacitic  ocean 
north  of  the  British  pos.sessions  and  con- 
tiguous to  an  uninhabitable  spur  which 
peiirtrated  to  the  north  toward  the  Klon- 
<like  country.  When  the  development  of 
the  g(>ld  region  began  the  British  minis- 
try, true  to  the  instinct  and  practice  of 
iho.so  mini-stries  which  have  preceded  them 
for  more  than  a  century,  determined  to 
relieve  tht  ir  un<'omfortable  commercial  sit- 
u.'iiion  by  claiming  a  port.  Three  years  ago 
the  claim  was  made  and  the  attention  of 
our  government  called  to  it.  It  was  in- 
stantly and  justly  rejected.  The  country 
was  in  possession  of  American  citizens, 
miners  who  were  developing  the  richest 
gold  plact-r  in  the  territory  of  Alaska.  The 
English  sent  a  conatabulatory  force  to  the 
disputed  land  with  orders  to  take  posses- 
ion of  it  and  imt>ose  Canadian  mining  laws 
on  those  who  were  gathering  gold  on  it. 
The  .American  miners  repelled  the  inter- 
ference and  refused  obedience  to  the  Can- 
adian laws.  The  government  of  the-  Unit- 
ed States  sustained  the  action  of  the  Al- 
aska miners,  and  the  people  endorsed  the 
action  of  our  governm  nt.  But  John  Hay 
was  not  secretary  of  state  then,  and  it  was 
previous  to  the  secret  understanding  since 
reached  between  the  governments  at 
Wa.shington   and  London.

PRiSON   LABOR  PROBLEM. 

In  another  column  will  be  found  a 
letter  addressed  by  Ciovernor  Lind  to 
Senator  Charles  O.  Baldwin,  in  which 
he  announces  the  appointment  of  a 
comnii.s-sion  to  investigate  the  problem 
of  employing  prison  labor  and  recom- 
mend the  best  means  of  utilizing  the 
time  of  convicts  at  Stillwater,  at  the 
same  time  keeping  in  view  the  reform- 
ation of  the  convicts.  The  commission 
appointed  by  the  governor  consists  of 
Dr.  W.  W.  Fohvell  of  the  state 
university.  Senator  C.  O.  Baldwin  of  this 
city  and  Senator  George  Somerville  of 
Sleepy  Eye.  This  is  an  excellent  com- 
mission and  its  report  and  recommend- 
ation are  likely  to  lie  of  great  value  In 
reaching  a  solution  of  the  great  problem 
which  they  are  instructed  to  investigate. 
The  appointment  of  Senator  Baldwin  is 
a  high  compliment  to  that  gentleman  as 
indicating  the  confidence  reposed  in 
him  by  the  governor  and  the  respect 
entertained  for  his  ability  and  judgment 
in  conducting  an  inquiry  of  this 
character. 

In  his  letter  to  Senator  Baldwin,  Gov- 
ernor Lind  says:  "It  is  hardly  necessary 
for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  employment  of  convicts  in  in- 
du^itrial  competition  with  free  labor  and 
free  production  is.  as  a  rule,  not  only  a 
disturbing  element  in  trade,  but  a  men- 
ace to  free  production  and  to  the  best 
interests  of  free  labor.  The  only  legiti- 
mate exception  that  I  know  of  in  this 
regard  is  the  manufacture  of  binding 
twine  as  now  carried  on  in  the  state 
prison.  Besides,  it  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  the  fiber  trade  was  and  is  con- 
trolled by  one  of  the  most  vicious  trusts 
Oppressing  the  people.  The  product  is 
one  of  prime  necessity,  which  is  Indis- 
pensible  to  the  carrying  on  of  the 
greatest  industries  of  the  state,  and  any 
gain  resulting  therefrom  is  distributed 
among  the  people  who  carry  the  burden 
of  society." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  suspend  the  prison 
twine  factory  in  carrying  out  the 
general  idea  of  removing  convict  labor 
from  competition  with  free  labor  em- 
ployed in  private  industry.  The  twine 
factory,  however,  does  not  and  cannot 
give  employment  to  all  the  convicts  at 
Stillwater,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
conimi.ssion  to  devise  some  .satisfactory 
plan  for  utilizing  the  time  of  those  now 
unemployed,  not  only  in  the  state  prison 
but  in  the  reformatory,  at  St.  Cloud. 
Humane  treatment  of  the  convicts  de- 
mands that  they  shall  be  given  em- 
ployment. It  is  cruel  to  keep  them  idle, 
as  the  results  are  disastrous,  producing 
sickness  and  in.sanity. 

The  commission  has  a  stupendous  task 
before  it,  and  if  it  shall  succeed  in 
solving  the  problem  that  has  preplexed 
other  states  and  countries  it  will  be 
entitled  to  high  praise.  In  any  event 
Messrs.  Baldwin.  Fohvell  and  Somerville 
will  be  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
public  for  devoting  their  valualde  time 
to  a  sul)ject  that  is  of  great  Importance 
to  the   whole  state.

The  St.  Cloud  Journal-Pre.ss  says: 
"The  Duluth  Herald  says  that  the  Buf- 
falo l>uyers  are  perfectly  .satisfied  with 
the  Lind  inspection,  and  that  Minnesot.i 
grades  stand  higher  than  ever  before. 
Will  The  Herald  please  explain  why  Mr. 
Clau.sen  is  employed  by  the  Eastern 
buyers  to  make  a  second  in.spection  ?" 

It  is  evident  that  the  Journal-Press  is 
not  acquainted  with  the  facts  about  Mr. 
-Clausen's  business.  His  occupation  is 
that  of  decrying  the  Minne.sota  inspec- 
tion, and  the  more  successful  he  is  in 
discrediting  the  state  in.spection  the 
more  money  goes  into  his  pockets.  There 
are  private  inspectors  in  other  markets 
who  follow  the  same  line  of  business, 
and  they  are  more  suc.-'essful  than  is 
Mr.  Clausen,  because  the  inspection  in 
.some  other  states  does  not  stand  as 
high  in  the  estimation  of  Eastern  grain 
buyers  as  does  the  Minnesota  inspecti.^n. 

Mr.  Clau.sen  endeavors  to  per.suade 
Eastern  buyers  that  the  grain  they  buy 
here  should  be  inspected  out  of  the 
elevators  under  his  supervision,  and  in 
order  to  persuade  them  to  incur  this 
extra  expense  he  attacks  the  Minnesota 
grades  a,nd  maligns  the  inspection  de- 
partment. It  is  not  surprising  that  he 
succeeds  in  a  few  cases,  but  grainmen 
in  this  market  say  that  he  does  rot  gvt 
much  wheat  to  inspect,  because  not 
many  buyers  in  the  East  are  fooled  by 
his  talk,  and  it  is  claimed  he  doe:e  not  do 
enough  business  in  that  line  to  more 
than  pay  his  office  expenses.  Grainmen 
here  are  well  satisfied  wijh  the  way  the 
grain  inspection  department  is.  con- 
ducted, and  they  say  that  the  reputation 
()f  Minnesota  grades  was  never  higher  in 
the  Eastern  markets  than  at  present, 
which  explains  why  Mr.  Clausen  does 
not  find  himself  rushed  with  work.  The 
farmers  are  well  satisfied  with  the 
grades  given  to  their  wheat,  as  the 
Journal-Press  can  quickly  learn  by  in- 
quiring in  the  proper  quarter.  Even  if 
Mr.  Clau.sen  inspected  every  bushel  of 
grain  out  of  the  Duluth  elevators,  the 
farmers  would  not  lose  a  cent.  The  ex- 
pense would  fall  solely  on  the  Easter.i 
l)uyers. 

Some  people  wonder  why  Mr.  Clausen 
keeps  an  office  here  when  he  has  so  little 
inspecting  to  do.  This  is  easily  ex- 
plained.

The  commercial  editor  of  the  Minne- 
apolis Journal.  H.  V.  Jones,  whose  esti- 
mates of  the  spring  wheat  crop  in  former 
years  have  turned  out  quite  accurate, 
yesterday  published  his  ninth  annual 
report  on  the  yield  in  Minnesota  and  the 
Dakotas.  In  view  of  the  cry  raised 
some  time  ago  that  the  spring  wheat 
crop  would  be  practically  a  failure  and 
the  later  claims  that  the  best  that  could 
be  expected  would  be  half  a  crop,  it  is 
gratifying  to  learn  from  this  excellent 
authority  that  the  total  crop  will  be  far 
greaer  than  the  figures  of  most  of  the 
estimators.  Mr.  Jones  assjerts  that  the 
states  of  Minnesota,  North  Dakota  and 
Souh  Dakota  have  raised  approximately 
136,000.000  bushels  of  wheat.  This  is 
about  67.000.000  less  than  the  three  states 
raised  in  1899. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  conditions 
since  the  crop  was  sown  in  April  have 
been  unusual.  Two  months  ago  thf^ 
situation  was  very  discouraging  and  the 
prospect  was  for  a  yield  of  wheat  not 
much  above  100,000,000  bushels.  But 
heavy  rains  about  July  1  turned  the  un- 
favorable prospect  toward  improvement, 
and  the  result  is  a  yield  of  wheat  that 
is  very  satisfactory  when  all  the  con- 
ditions are  considered. 

The  government  has  prophesied  a  total 
yield  of  wheat  for  the  three  states  of 
about   7r.,000,00(i   bushels.  Other   esti- 

mators have  made  it  80,000,000  to  99,000,- 
000.  No  one  had  ventured  above  100,000,- 
000  or  110,000,000  when  the  Journal  some 
time  ago  announced  its  expectation  of 
a  yield  of  13r.,000.000  bushels  for  the 
three  states.  This  report  was  so  much 
at  variance  with  popular  opinion,  that  it 
was  at  once  subjected  to  such  hostile 
criticism  as  has  never  been  bestowed 
on  a  crop  rept-rt  before.  But  notwith- 
standing all  this  adverse  criticism,  Mr. 
Jones  says  he  is  unable  to  reduce  the 
estimate  of  13r,000,000  bushels,  and  be- 
lieve the  final  result  will  sustain  the 
figures. 


The  Boston  Transcript  (Rep.)  says: 
"Charles  A.  Towne's  withdrawal  from  the 
race  for  the  vice  presidency  leaves  him  for 
the  first  time  since  1894  a  candidate  for  no 
elective  office.  After  his  successful  cam- 
paign on  the  Republican  ticket  for  con- 
gress in  that  year  he  has  twice  tried  to 
enter  congress  from  the  Duluth  district 
as  a  sllverite.  The  fact  that  he  was  beat- 
en by  only  400  votes  two  years  ago.  with 
a  rather  weak  man  as  opponent,  would 
seem  to  have  warranted  his  expectation 
that  he  might  win  another  year.  But  he 
evidently  understands  that  the  judgment 
of  the  people  of  Duluth  on  his  candidacy 
is  final,  and  his  only  political  future  is 
some  possible  honor  from  a  Bryan  admin- 
istration." The  Transcript  is  somewhat 
in  error.  Mr.  Towne  would  have  been 
elected  to  congress  this  year  bad  he  de- 
cided to  run,  but  he  felt  he  could  do  more 
good  to  his  party  by  stumping  the  coun- 
try. As  for  the  judgment  of  the  people  of 
Didulh.  the  Transcript  should  not  forget 
that  two  years  ago  Mr.  Towne  carried 
every  ward  and  precinct  In  the  city  of  Du- 
luth and  he  carried  the  county  in  which 
Duluth  is  situated.  He  could  have  done 
the  same  this  year.

Outlines    tha    Plan    Under 

Which  They  Are  te  Be 

Worked. 


Th«  board  of  county  commlesioneri? 
yesterday  afternoon  carried  out  the  plan 
of  Assistant  County  Attorney  McClin- 
tock.  which  was  announced  In  The  Her- 
ald some  months  ago,  to  provide  for 
working:  county  prisoners.  The  local 
justices  throughout  this  county  have 
been  requested  to  include  hard  labor  in 
the  sentences  of  all  prisoners  for  such 
offneses  as  vagrancy  and  drunkenness. 
Ttiere  is  plenty  of  work  on  county  roads 
and  at  the  poor  farm,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  prospects  of  hard  work  instead 
of  cooline  their  heels  and  eatine  thre«- 
auqares  a  day  in  the  county  jail  will 
lessen  the  number  of  prisoners. 

The   board's   resolution   is  as   follows- 
"Resolved,  that  in  all  cases  where  able- 
bodied  male  prisoners  over  the  age  of  16 
years  and  not  over  the  age  of  50  years 
now  or  hereafter  confined  in  the  county 
Jail    of      St.    Louis    county,    under    tfne 
judgment  of  any  court  of  record  or  jus- 
tices' court  and  duly  sentenced  to  hard 
labor  for  the  violation  of  the  statutes  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota,  as  provided   in 
chapter  127  of  the  general  laws  of  Min- 
nesota for  1897,    the  sheriff  of  said   St. 
Louis  county  is  required  to  superintend 
the  performance  of  the  labor  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned  and  to  place  in  charge  of 
Buch    prisoners    one    deputy    sheriff    for 
everv  ten  prisoners,  or  fraction  of  that 
number,  the  compensation  of  every  sucfti 
deputy  not   to  exceed   the  sum  of  $2.50 
per  day  for  each  day  he  is  actually  so 
employed.     All  such  prisoners  shall   be 
required  to  work  ten  full  hours  each  day, 
Sundays  and  legal  holidays  alone  except- 
ed, but  such  prisoners  siiall  not  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  the  rain  or  weather 
too  inclement  for  the  health  and  wtHfarp 
of  said  prisoners.    The  time  necessarilv 
Included  in  going  to  and  from  said  work 
shall  be  included  in  the  ten  hour.s  above 
referred  to.    All  such  labor  shall  bo  per- 
formed    on      the    county    roads,    public 
streets,   highways,    public     buildings  or 
grounds  or  in  connection  therewith,  until 
the  further  order  of  this  board,  regard 
being  had  to  distance  from   th»^  lounty 
jail  and  means  of  going  t<>  and  rcturninK 
from  such  points.     Where  necessary  th< 
street   railway    may   be   used   for   tran-<- 
portation  of  prisoners  to  an*!  from  their 
•work  at  the  expense  of  the  county  upon 
the   presentation   of  proper   billH   there- 
for.    Where  the  work  of  .such  prisoners 
is   more   than   one-half    mile     from    ihe 
county  jbil,  such  prisoners  shall  t>e  re- 
turned  to  the  Jail    but   once  each   day. 
and  then  only  after  the  day's  work  has 
been    completed.     In    case    of    doubt    as 
to  the  age  of  any  such  prisoners,  or  :is 
to  whether  any  of  such  prisoners  are  or 
are   not    ablebodied.     the     county    phy- 
sician shall    determine    such    questinns 
•without    charge    to    the    county.    Sui  h 
labor  and  prisoners  shall  be  under  the 
general  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
committee  of  this  board  on  roads     and 
bridges,  which    committee    shall    make 
provision  for  such  tools  and  implements 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution 
of  such  work.     The     foregoing     regula- 
tions may  be  suspended,  revoked,  added 
to  or  amended,  from  time  to  time  as  the 
board  of  commisioners  may  see  at." 
The  board  took  favorable  action  on  the 
petition  for  a  township  organization  for 
62-18,  and  the  first  meeting  was  fixed  for 
Aug.    ^0.    The    petition    asked    that    the 
town  be  named     Gothenburg,     but     the 
first  two  syllables  were  cut  off  and  the 
town  will  be  called  Burg.     An  election 
district  was  made  in  58-19  at  the  vill«»se 
of  Sharon,  with  the  polling  place  at  the 
office  of  the  Sharon  Ore  company.    The 
judges  of  election  are  John  Mewhinney. 
John  Sullivan  and  George  Gill. 

The  board  decided  to  buy  the  paint  for 
the  Miller  trunk  road  bridges  at  Chi- 
cago and  have  the  work  done  at  once. 
Commissioner  Kauppi  wanted  the  two 
corduroy  bridges  on  the  Miller  trunk 
road,  this  side  of  Nelson's,  repaired  with 
money  borro^ved  from  next  year,  but 
there  was  no  second  to  his  motion, 
though  the  board  admitted  that  the 
work  was  needed. 


The  News  Tribune  yesterday  morning 
urged  that  the  United  States  proceed  hasti- 
ly to  take  a  census  ot  the  Philippine 
islands.  That  is  a  most  excollent  idea. 
That  census  should  be  begun  ImmedlateJy. 
not  only  because  it  will  be  a  good  thing  to 
have  It  done  but  because  it  will  provide  a 
n-.ultltude  of  jobs  for  the  aspiring  Repub- 
licans who  have  not  yet  been  recognized 
by  the  administration.  If  there  are  any 
such.  There  will  probably  be  work  enough 
to  keep  them  all  going  for  some  time,  and 
it  will  surely  prove  very  interesting  work.

His  motives  are  mis- 
understood, his  questions,  though  couched 
in  unfamiliar  English  and  therefore  not 
grHOped  at  all,  are  regarded  with  sus- 
picion, and  the  pack  of  dogs— if  there  are 
dogs  In  connection  with  the  average  Fili- 
pino household— is  set  upon  him.  Behold 
William  Getty  rapidly  disappearing  ove." 
an  adjacent  hilltop,  with  the  dogs  in  vig- 
orous pursuit.

ORANGE  STRIPS. 
A  most  delicious  confection  that  is  rare- 
ly seen  is  made  as  follows:  Take  the  or- 
ange rinds  that  are  left  over  from  break- 
fast, cut  them  into  strips,  removing  care- 
fully the  bitter  white  pith  from  the  Inside. 
Put  them  into  water  and  boil  until  they 
are  quite  tender.  Xow  make  a  syrup  by 
putting  four  tablespoonfuis  of  water  to  a 
cup  of  sugar.  Place  this  over  the  tire  ami 
bring  to  the  crackling  point,  then  put  in 
the  orange  strips  and  cook  for  five  min- 
utes. Remove  from  the  stove  and  leave 
the  rinds  in  the  syrup  until  it  cooks;  then 
drain  on  sieve  and  roll  in  Kranulatod  sugar. 


There  Is  always  a  good  deal  of  criticism 
of  anything  that  exists,  but  those  who 
have  occasion  to  examine  its  workinKs  ail 
find  out  that  the  government  of  i'r.cle 
Sam  comes  pretty  near  being  a  good  thing.

On  Aug.  8  the  local  oltice  re- 
ported that  the  papt  r  was  being  reguiariy 
received.  In  locaiiUK  the  error  and  to.- 
recting  it  ttie  matter  passed  through  many 
different  hands,  and  in  the  correspondence 
on  the  matter  there  are  thirty-two  slips 
besides  The  Herald's  complaint.

Chief  Clerk  Stoughton  referred  the  mat- 
ter to  Chief  Clerk  A.  J.  Bradley,  of  De- 
troit, with  this  direction:  "Please  note. 
Will  vou  kindly  take  the  desired  action?" 

Chief  Clerk  Bradlev  referred  the 
prowing  bunch  of  correspondence  to  J.  J. 
Potter,  postal  clerk  at  Detroit.  In  the  fol- 
lowing manner:  "Please  have  watch 
kept  for  this  paper  in  tr  10,  the  14th.  and 
state  how  disposed  of  if  received."  On 
the  same  slip  the  reply  was  noted  as  fol- 
lows: "Received  JulyH,  disposed  In  sack 
marked  Toronto.

COATS   OF   ARMS. 

Every  one  who  adopts  arms  not  his  own 
by  inheritance  from  some  one  to  whom 
they  were  granted  by  the  crown,  or  not 
his  own  by  patent  granted  lo  himse  f, 
creates  himself  'noble'  by  his  own  wlU 
and  fantasy.  If  people  understood  this, 
perhaps  they  would  not  set  up  crests  and 
arms.  and.  of  course,  ro  noble.sse  Nob- 
lesse is  now  a  mere  survival:  in  Europe, 
however,  it  does  surviv,^;  in  the  states  it 
does  not.  though  man>-  American  laml- 
lies  of  English  or  other  European  descent 
have  a  hereditary  rlKht  to  bear  arms.  In 
the  same  wav,  says  Andrew  Lang  In  tne 
London  News,  an  American  citizen  repre- 
sents the  title  of  Fairfax,  but.  of  course, 
he  does  not  bear  it.  The  repub.ic,  like 
England  since  the  last  visitation  of  arms 
under  the  restoration,  takes  the  affeirs  of 
heraldry  verv  easily,  a  id  Americans  can 
use  armorial  bearings  withoui  offending 
the  law.  The  roval  ar  ns  of  Bruce  have 
actually  been  seen  on  American  note 
paper,  though  it  is  hard  to  know  how  any- 
one can  have  a  right  10  them:  certainly 
it  cannot  be  through  mile  legitimate  des- 
cent from  the  hero  of  Bannockburn.  In 
short,  things  heraldic.  as  commonly 
treated,  are  in  a  kind  o'  chao:^.  and  many 
coats  are  as  arbitrarily  decMirative  as 
monograms.

The  Insurance  Agents  Elect 

Officers  and  Conclude 

Their  Business. 


REPORT  OF  OFFICERS 


President  and  Secretary  Pre- 
sent Interesting  Reviews- 
Paper  By  a  State  Agent. 


The  second  annual  convention  of  tlie 
.Minnesota  Association  of  Fire  InsuraniO 
.\gents  came  to  a  do.se.  after  a  business 
session  this  morning,  in  the  sun  parlor 
of  the  Spalding  hotel.  At  the  meeting 
this  morning  officers  were  elected  for  tlie 
ensuing  year,  and  a  number  of  residu- 
I'on.-  'vere  adopted. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  forenoon 
was  a  paper,  entitled  "The  Point  cf  Con- 
tact." hy  Walter  H.  Cobban,  state  agent 
for  the  Manchester  In.=5urance  company, 
and  one  of  the  brightest  lights  in  stite 
insurance  clrcle.s.  Mr.  Cobbans  rt- 
rnarks  were  of  special  interest  to  local 
asont?,  whom  he  referred  to  as  the 
points  of  contact  berween  the  insurance 
companies  and  the  insuring  public.  Ht 
ouvocated  the  hiring  by  the  companies 
of  the  best  r.'.or  availai)le.  those  '.vhoss 
honor  and  integrity  are  above  rep-'oach. 
for  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  the  compary 
is  measured  by  its  agent.  Mr.  Cobban 
al.-^o  recommended  that  the  a«=o -ation 
take  active  .ste;»s  toward  getting  ihcnugh 
new  insurance  laws.  At  the  close  of  .lis 
lalk  he  was  extended  a  vote  of  thrnk?. 
and  the  a.ssociation  voted  to  ha\'^  copies 
if  his  paper  printed  and  disrribu '^d 
among  the  local  agents  throughout  the 
state. 

Tl;e  annual  address  by  F.  IT.  Wagiiei. 
the  retiring  president,  was  a  very  abie 
one.  and  was  heartily  endor.-sed  by  the 
as.^'ociation.  Mr.  Wagner  said  tliat  nhile 
thi'  growth  of  the  association  Ihrougli 
tho  past  year  has  been  gratifying,  yet  it 
ha.^  not  lieen  as  large  a-s  the  tenefi; 
which  accrue  to  the  members  e,o.;  l 
>\  arrant.  He  urged  the  members  to  be 
still  active  in  increasing  the  meinbe;  - 
ship  this  yeai.  Referring  to  the  legisla- 
tive session  next  winter.  Mr.  Wagne.- 
said  that  there  would  be  likely  some 
legislation  inimical  to  the  interests  of 
the  insurance  agents'  business,  and 
while  some  of  the  legislation  might  not 
be  aitned  directly  at  the  local  agents, 
yet  e\ '-ry  law  that  is  antagonistic  to 
the  interests  of  the  companies  leave's  its 
mark  au  the  agent.  The  'onipanies.  hi: 
said,  will  welcome  fair  and  equitable 
legislation  that  will  throw  aii4)Ut  'he 
polio  holder  even  greater  safeguards 
that  can  be  asked  for  in  rea.«on:  legisla- 
tion insuring  full  and  ample  protection 
tc  everj-  honest  claimant.  Mr.  Wagnct 
affirmetl  that  it  i.^  one  cf  the  ainij?  of 
the  .state  and  national  association  to  use 
their  inlluence  toward  wiping  off  the 
statute  lM>oks.  and  to  keep  from  such 
li(  oks  laws  that  place  a  premium  on 
arson:  laws  th.it  are  contrary  to  public 
jidicy.  and  laws,  the  burden  fif  which 
must  ultimately  l>e  borne  by  the  insu-- 
ing  public. 

Mr.  Waftner  strongly  advocated  that 
the  fire  marshal  law  of  Massachusetts  be- 
( I  me  a  law  in  this  state.  He  said  that 
in  a  Mas.sachusetts  the  law  has  already 
reduced  to  a  great  extent  the  so-calleo 
"suspicious  fires,"  and  aided  in  th.- 
prosecution  of  incendiaries.  Mi.  Wag- 
ner believes  much  good  will  result  from 
the  establishment  by  the  insurance  com- 
panies of  "bureaus  of  information," 
where  the  general  public  may  become 
ac<iuainted  with  the  methods  of  con- 
ducting an  insurance  business. 

The  insuring  public,  said  he,  can  be 
tuade  to  understand  that  idemnity 
against  the  fire  fiend  cann')i  be  furnish- 
ed at  less  than  cost,  that  i-otupacts  and 
I'oatfis  ar»'  n'»t  nionoi)olles  antl  trusts, 
but  that  their  maintuinance  Is  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  public,  and  for 
fair  and  cMuitable  system  of  rating,  and 
if  it  can  be  impressed  on  legislators  that 
unjust  and  antagonistic  laws  are  de- 
trittiental  and  harmful  to  the  beat  in- 
terests of  our  state  and  every  citizc>n 
theteof,  and  can  dissuade  them  from 
enacting  such  laws,  no  tme  need  fear  that 
the  insurance  <  onipanies  will  assume  an 
unfair  and  arbitrary  position  in  treat- 
ing with   the   public,  or  their  patrons. 

rfciietary  C.  P.  Preston's  annual  re- 
port was  no  less  interesting  and  was 
valuabb'  in  that  it  suggested  a  number 
of  goiKl  methods  of  increasing  the  mem- 
bership. Mr.  Preston's  rep«>rt  was  in- 
•  iorsed  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  ex- 
lend«d  for  his  very  able  work  in  the 
interests  of  the  association.  Itesolutions 
were  also  adoiited  «'xpressing  a  deep 
sense  of  loss  in  the  death  of  Vice 
I'resident  H.  B.  Prince,  of  Stillwater. 
Minn.,  and  extending  to  his  family  tlie 
sympathy  of  the  associattoi:. 

The  visiting  members  of  the  associ- 
ation expressed  the  greatest  appreciation 
for  the  efforts  of  the  local  agents  in 
l>reparing  the  round  of  pleasure  that 
has  been  provided  for  them,  ever  since 
they  reachf'd  the  city,  and  a  resolution 
extending  the  thanks  of  the  association 
was  uiianiiously  adopted.  The  visitors 
also  passed  resolutions  thanking  the 
management  of  the  Spalding  hotel  for 
its  attentittn  and  courtesy,  and  the  press 
for  Its  liberal  treatment,  during  the  con- 
vention   in    Duluth. 

.\t  the  close  of  the  .session,  retiring 
President  W^agner  and  several  other 
memljers  of  the  association,  visited  th*> 
central  file  hall.  where.  under  the 
direction  of  Chief  Black,  the  firemen 
gave  I  short  exhibition  showing  the 
efficiency  of  the  department.

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I  MEDICAUNSPECTOR. 

State  Beard  of  Health  Wants  Ooo 
For  Cverv  School  District. 

I3r.  H.  M.  Bracken,  of  the  state  boatd 
uf  health,  has  directed  the  following  let- 
ter to  the  different  suoerintendents  if 
schools  and  other  men  in  charge  of 
schools  throughout  the  state: 

"The  state  board  of  health,  recognizing 
that  there  is  always  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  infet  tious  dis- 
eases upon  the  opening  of  schods  in 
the  fall;  that  the  transmission  of  i\\r- 
ease  from  one  pupil  to  another  is  a  com- 
mon cause  of  this  increase;  that  it  is 
impossible,  through  sch<K)l  teachers  and 
other  school  authorities,  to  discover  the 
presence  of  an  infectious  disease  during 
its  early  stages;  that  the  prompt  dis- 
covery of  an  infectious  dis-ea.se,  with  te.ij- 
norary  exclusion  from  school  of  the  pa- 
tient, will  do  much  to  prevent  dem  uali- 
zation  of  school.^,  as  well  as  the  great 
expenditure  of  life  and  property,  would 
recommend  that  all  school  boards  in 
cities  and  villages  througJiout  the  state 
be  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  em- 
ploying a  medical  inspector  to  carry  out 
the  following  suggestions: 

"First.  To  visit  the  schools  within  nis 
jurisdiction  daily,  in  order  that  he  may 
examine  any  teacher  or  pupil  complain- 
ing or  appearing  ill.  or  showing  any  sus- 
picious rash  or  symptoms.

"Second.  To  reieive  infortnation  from 
principal  or  teachers  of  absentees,  and 
to  satisfy  himself  as  to  whetfier  the  ab- 
sence of  such  teacher  or  pupil  is  due  lo 
any  illness  of  an  infectious  nature. 

"Third.  To  exclude  from  schools, 
teachers  or  pupils  suffering  from  an  in- 
fectious disease,  such  as  diphtheria,  scar- 
let fever,  measles,  smallnx.  t^hicken- 
pox.  whooping  cough  and  other  con- 
tagious and  infectious  disea.ses.  until  all 
source  of  danger  from  infection  has  dis- 
appeared. 

"Fourth.  To  exclude  teachers  or  pupils 
"living  in  close  ass)clation  with  those  ill 
with  any  of  the  above  diseases  until  ali 
danger  of  carrying  infection  has  be-n 
rem>Dved. 

"Fifth.  To  exclude  from  school  any- 
one suffering  with  any  parasitic  di.«ease. 
such  as  scabies,  pediculi,   tineae.  etc. 

"Sixth.  To  exclude  from  schoo)  all 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. 

"Seventh.  To  make  su(  h  rep<uts  to 
the  secretary  of  the  state  b"ard  of  health. 
to  the  local  health  officer  and  to  tlie 
school  board  employing  him  as  may  be 
required,  upon  blanks  an<l  fuins  fui- 
nlshed  him. 

"A  medical  inspector  should  l)e  chosen 
atul  [laid  by  the  school  board.  He  shoubi 
wiuk  in  harmony  with  the  local  and  state 
sanitary  authorities.  He  should  in  00 
way  interfere  with  the  famil.v  physician. 
He  should  be  faithful  and  conscienti  jus 
in  his  work. 

"The  board  again  urges  the  necessity 
for  thorough  vai  <ination.  It  is  worthv 
of  note  that  with  smallpox  ap|M>aring  in 
a  place,  the  condition  of  the  .scho  )1  chil- 
dren as  to  vaccination  will  largely  de- 
termine whether  schools  shall  be  closed 
or  not. 

"Since  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  began 
in  Minnes«»ta  January.  1899.  there  were 
1IH4  cases  with  -X  deaths  up  to  July  1, 
l!MMl.  The  disease  has  occurred  in  114  dif- 
ferent localities  iti  4S  counties.  At  pres- 
ent it  exists  in  32  different  localities  in  I'J 
"counties,'*

Wahpeton— The  most  disastrous  fire  that 
has  occurred  in  RIchlanci  county  for  manv 
years  took  place  on  the  Adanis  farm,  12 
miles  southwest  of  this  city,  when  aVwut 
$30,000  worth  of  property  was  consumed. 

The  fire  originated  in  a  bolt  of  lightning 
which  struck  the  barn.  There  were  ir>ti 
horses  and  mules  in  the  building,  but  the 
flre  had  made  such  headway  that  It  Was 
impossible  to  get  many  of  the  animals  out. 
and  In  a  few  minutes  they  were  smothered 
h.v  the  dense  smake  and  died  in  their  stalls. 

The  building  burned  was  the  mule  barn, 
which  contained  all  the  available  work 
horses  and  mules  on  the  farm  besides  har- 
ness feed  and  about  100  tons  of  hay.  Three 
men  who  were  sleeping  in  the  barn  were 
stunned,  and  barely  escaped  with  their 
lives,  as  the  lightning  seemed  to  have 
spread  all  over  the  building,  and  the  hav 
burst  into  flames  in  a  dozen  places.  The 
heavy  rain,  almost  a  cloudburst  that  ac- 
companied the  storm  was  all  that  saved 
the  surrounding  buildings.  \ 

The  horses  and  mules  were  all  valuabl-f 
animals  some  being  almost  full  bloods, 
and  many  teams  were  rated  at  $400  to  %M\. 
Sixteen  grade  Percheons.  nineteen  common 
horses,  thirty-one  brood  mares,  flftv-three 
mules  and  three  saddle  hor.ses  burned  to 
death. 

The  barn,  harnesses  and  hav  was  fullv 
insured,  but  Mr.  Adams  will  lose  heavllv 
on  the  horses,  which  were  Insured  at  $li'> 
each.  Many  of  the  animals  were  worth 
twice  that  amount.  The  insurance  was 
carried  by  eight  companies  In  the  David- 
son and  Barber  agencies,  and  amounts  to 
about  $10,000. 

Velley  City— The  prelimittarv  examina- 
tion of  J.  D.  Freeman,  the  man  who  is 
charged  with  the  shooting  of  voung  Hills- 
man  and  Liene  on  last  Saturday  evening, 
in  this  city,  had  his  preliminary  examin- 
ation on  the  charge  of  shootitig  :i  person 
with  intent  to  kill  and  was  held  unde: 
bonds  of  $1000. 

On  the  .second  charge  of  manslaughter. 
Freeman  waived  examination  and  bail  was 
fixed  at  $.'.00. 

The  young  fellows  who  were  the  victims 
of  Freeman's  markmanship  talk  freelv  of 
the  matter  and  say.  ;imong  other  thliigs. 
that  they  knew  Freeman  w:is  httving  a 
tete-a-tet"  with  his  htindsoinc  stenograph- 
er in  the  evening  in  question  and  thiil 
they  thought  they  would  h.ive  a  little 
good-natitred  fun  at  his  expense,  so  thev 
proceeded  to  bombard  the  rear  dooj-  of  his 
apartment  with  missiles,  varying  in  siz*" 
from  a  small  stick  of  wood  to  an  able 
bodied  beer  bottle.  Neither  one  of  the 
wounded  men.  It  Is  said,  can  swear  that 
it  was  Freeman  who  fired  the  shot,  as  they 
were  running  away  from  the  scene  of 
their  bombardment  at  the  time  they  were 
hit.  Both  men  are  recovering  from  their 
injuries.

Inflamed  By  Cartoons 


I  Chinese   Mandarins    Promulgating   Mur- 
j      derous  Outrages  By  Means  of  Vicious 
I  Pictures  Designed  By  Clumsy 

5  Artists* 


Shanghai.  July  1."..— To  apprecialf  tnor- 
nughly  ihe  bitter  feelings  with  whitti 
ibe  mnr*'  isnorant  classes  of  the  Chinese 
ovt-rH'tw  towards  foreigners,  it  is  nei.-<-s- 
sary  to  study  the  »arto)ns  drawn  by 
natives  which  are  being  circulated 
throughout   the   Middle   Kingdom. 

These  cart'xms  typify  the  absolute 
Kui thing  which  is  felt  among  a  large 
fiercentage  of  Kwang  Su's  subjects  for 
llie  ■•barbarian.«"  from  the  West. 

Their  very  conception  and  the  methol 
of  their  circulation  is  sufficient  to  d«- 
monstrale  that  they  are  the  emanation 
of  the  most  embryonic  class  of  mind,  as 
they  betray  no  ciualities  l>eyon«l  a  brutal 
coarseness  designed  to  misrepresent  and 
not  to  satirize  any  ♦'Xisting  condition  of 
things. 

[f  the  Chinese  are  the  literateurs  and 
artists  that  they  profess  t>  be.  there  is 
scant  evidence  of  their  ability  furnished 
by  these  cartoons. 

Of  (H/Urse.  the  miserable  travesties  of 
an  which  are  intenden  to  wnrk  the  bv- 
night^'d  populace  into  a  state  of  frenzy 
ag.iinsi  the-  foreigners  are  ordered  and 
paid  for  by  the  mandarins,  who  also  pay 
f  »r  their  circulation  wherever  they  ccm- 
sicler  it  necessary  to  carry  on  the  propa- 
ganda. 

These  mandarins  are  keeping  up  the 
must  profitable  bluff  game  of  the  pre.sent 
•lay.  as  they  derive  practically  all  of 
their  immense  wealth  from  robbing  their 
ignorant  and  helpless  dependents. 

It  is  their  hatred  which  is  constantly 
rli'Visitig   new    menaces   to   the  safety   >ti 
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thing  to  get  a  book  of  these  cartoons. 
A.«»  a  Cfmseauence  the  interested  parlies 
are  compelled  not  only  to  go  to  the-neavy 
expense  of  publishing  them,  but  also  t  > 
pay    the    expense    of    their    dissemlna- 

The  mandarins  are  supported  by  the 
officials  in  this  literary  propaganda,  and 
both  furnish  funds  liberally  to  meet  the 
expenses,  much  in  the  .same  fashion  that 
a  certain  class  of  i>oliticians  in  civilized 
countries  contribute  generously  to  cjr- 
ruption  funds,  and  with  about  the  .same 
purpose,  i.  e..  to  enable  them  to  hold  the 
reins  of  power. 

The  Christian  religion  Is,  of  course,  the 
chief  recipient  of  this  ash-barrel  abus'2 
at  the  hands  of  the  junk  artist.  Curious- 
ly enough,  Hunan  has  been  little  troubled 
with  missionaries,  and  consequently  trie 
native  mind  has  to  draw  upon  Its  own 
resources  to  supply  the  vividly  grotesque 
assaults  on  Christianity.  That  it  Is  not 
found  wanting  may  b*  judged  from  the 
-vvell-established  reputation  of  the  CiM- 
nese  for  tergiversation. 

One  of  the  principal  works  of  this 
character  which  has  had  a  large  circ«ula- 
tion  is  entitled  "Heresy  Exposed,  in 
Resnectful  Obedience  to  the  Sacrcl 
Kdict."  The  "Sacred  Edict"  was  pro- 
mulgated two  or  three  centuries  ago  by 
two  «anonized  emperors,  beljnglng  to 
the  Manchu  dynasty,  and  has  not  there- 
fore, apparently  outlived  its  usefulness. 
The  Sacred  Edict  is  considered  to  be  one 
of  the  most  sweeping  anti-Christiati 
pronunciamentos  ever  i.ssued,  and  should 
be  embalmed  as  the  epitome  of  pagan 
bla.sphemy.

thw  education  furnished  by  the  later  to    clas.ses  towards  Christianity. 

Til  those  who  have  seen  these  cartoons 
the  wonder  is  that  a  missionary  remains 


the  pe  iple  shed  upon  their  own  atitions 
would  speedily  serve  to  put  the  mandar- 
ins out  of  business. 

The  Chinese  voc-abulary  of  opprobrious 
epithets  is  not  particularly  original  nor 
extensive,  being  rather  disappointing  in 
that  respect  to  the  educated  mind,  al- 
though it  is  probable  that  its  simple 
brutality  appeals  m  »re  forcibly  to  the 
credulous  ma.«ses  than  anything  more 
€»laborate  would  do. 

In  Chinese  vituperative  phrai*eology 
foreigners  are  '•goats"  and  Christians  are 
"pigs." 

We  may  assume  from  this  that  neither 
the  goat  nor  pig  are  highly  considere<i  in 
China,  except  possibly  from  a  culinary 
pcint    »f  view. 

The  mandarins  of  Hunan,  the  great  in- 
terior province,  whither  very  few  f4»r- 
eigners  go,  have  been  bu.sy  for  years  past 
circulating  tht«^e  ridiculous  cartoons, 
many  of  which  are  too  obscene  for  re- 
pritducti:)n, 

T'-ie  sole  desire  of  the  artist  is  to  de- 
grade the  foreigners  or  "white  devils" 
and  disDlay  the  mighty  prowess  of  the 
always  triumphant  and  invincible  na- 
tive. 

Toe  cartoons  in  all  cases  reyresent 
things  imaginative  instead  of  real  issues. 
In  them  foreigners  are  depicted  in  the 
commissions  of  crimes  toj  revolting  for 
description  and  of  which  they  are  per- 
fectly inncK-ent.  Others  show  the  poor 
little  "pigs"  and  "goats"  being  either 
chopped  up  by  Chinese  "dragons"  or  de- 
voured by  Chinese  lions  and  tigers.  In 
all  there  is  such  an  absurd  display  of 
inane  iMimbast  as  to  make  th.e  t'lin?  ri- 
€liculous  to  civilized  minds,  although 
upon  the  ignorant  native  mind  the  effect 
must  be  to  rouse  the  lowest  passions 
agaiust  the  eli-n.enl  attacked. 

Suited  as  they  c.iay  be  to  their  low- 
grade  mental  capacities,  the  poor  Chi- 
nese would  never   think  of  passing  any- 


alive  in  China,  or  even  a  foreigner. 

One  of  the*  first  ste!)S  taken  by  the 
allied  powers  in  the  reorganization  »f  the 
nrpire  should  be  the  suppression  «»f  all 
sut+i  villainous  and  detratcive  literature. 
The  promoters  of  the  piiipaganda  should 
be  promptly  punished,  as  there  cannot  be 
the  slightest  doubt  that  the  native  mind 
has  been  violently  inflamed  by  such  pub- 
lications and  that  many  outrages  on  mis- 
sionaries might  be  tlirectly  traced  to 
their  influence. 

The  authorities  have  on  several  occa- 
sions at  the  request  of  the  foreign  con- 
suls pretended  to  atteipnt  the  suppres- 
sion «>f  these  works,  but  as  in  most  cases 
where  the  desire  has  been  contrary  to 
the  performance  of  the  work,  there  has 
been  only  a  shallow  pretense  made  of 
protesting  to  the  local  authorities  against 
their  circulaticjn,  and  the  distribution  ha.s 
consequently  continueil  unabated.  Dur- 
ing the  last  few  weeks  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  these  books  have  been  scattered 
broadcast  in  all  .sections  of  the  empire.

Of  ail  sub- 
stan«'es  polished  silver  has  the  hlshest  re- 
tlei'ting  power,  varying  from  HI  to  •».'.  per 
«enl  according  to  the  color  of  the  light, 
says  the  New  York  Sun.  For  yellow  light 
various  substances  have  the  following  per- 
centages of  reflecting  power:  Silver.  92.ri; 
nickel.  62.6:  steel.  ."».!;  gold,  74.7:  copper, 
r>9..'):  glass  mirrors  with  silver  hacking.  S2 
to  S.S:  glass  mirrors  with  ordinary  or 
quicksilver  backing,  71.

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The  Negro  National  Democratic  league 
^eld  its  sixth  biennial  convention  in 
Kansas  City,  Mo..  July  4.  .".,  6.  There 
6r.8  delegates  in  attendance,  representing 
twenty-seven  states  and  Indian  ter- 
ritory. There  was  great  enthusiasm 
throughout  and  much  work  done  pre- 
paratory to  the  campaign  to  folhiw.  The 
candidacy  of  Bryan  and  Stevenson  was 
endorsed  and  the  platform  of  the 
Democratic  party  wan  unanirn<»usly  ad- 
opted as  the  fuiidatnental  principles  of 
the  league. 

Oeorge  i-:.  Tay'.or,  of  Oskaloosa,  Iowa, 
was  elected  president  of  the  league.  Mr. 
Taylor  was  born  August  4th,  1857.  at 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  his  mother  being  free 
and  his  father  a  slave.  At  the  age  of 
tour  years  he  was  left  an  orphan.  When 
sevett  years  old  he  was  taken  to  La 
Crosse  county.  Wisconsin,  and  was 
bound  out  to  a  Negro  farmer,  with 
whom  he  remained  until  he  was  2(»  years 
old.  While  on  the  farm,  he  attended  a 
country  district  school,  during  the  winter 
months  and  thus  acquired  a  cotnmon 
school  education.  When  twenty,  he 
entered  Wayland  university  wheie  he 
remained  for  three  years,  working  to 
pav  his  expenses.  Twelve  years  ago  he 
moved  to  Itiwa,  where  he  now  resides 
and  became  active  in  politics,  and  in 
lSit2  was  e!e«-ted  an  alternate-at-large 
to  the  Reiniblican  national  ci>nvention. 
He  was  bitterly  opposed  to  the  re-nom- 
ination of  Benjatnin  Harrison  and  the 
Kepuidican  policy  of  tariff,  and  left  the 
party  as  soon  as  Harrison  was  renom- 
inated. In  the  lampaign  of  1892  he 
stumped  Iowa,  Illinois.  Indiana  and  Ohio 
in  the  interests  of  Demociacy  and  in 
1SJ»()  was  the  leading  Negro  Democratic 
national  campaign  oiator.  being  held  in 
high  esteem  bv  the  national  committee. 
.Mr  Tavlor  has  been  an  ardent  atlmirer 
I'.r  William  J.  Bryan  for  many  years. 
Having  been  requested  to  make  a  public 
I  statement  of  the  attitude  of  his  race 
toward  the  coming  piesidential  cam- 
paign, he  submitted  tlie  following: 

Oskaloosa.  Iowa,  Aug.  11.— During  all 
the  years  that  have  pas.sed  since  the 
Ni'gro  was  granted  suffrage,  we  have 
drilled  along  with  the  tide  of  politics 
(ltepubli«'an)  without  seriously  i-ontem- 
plating  the  issues  that  have  been  pre- 
sented bv  the  different  parties  up  to  the 
campaign  of  18t»6.  I  do  not  mean  by 
this,  that  we  have  all  voted  the  Kepubli- 
ean  ticket  up  to  1.S96.  I>ut  il  cannot  be 
denied  that  there  were  comparatively 
l.ut  few  among  us  Vi  ho  voted  any  other 
than  the  Republican  ticket  up  to  that 
lime.  Not  because  we  favored  the  so- 
called  protective  tariff  policy  of  the 
I»:uty  not  bei-ause  we  favored  any  par- 
lieular  issue  v.hich  that  party  stood  for. 
l>ut  because  we  were  once  slaves,  and, 
that  Abraham  Lincoln,  pronounc-ed  the 
proclamation  declaring  us  free,  and,  be- 
cause Lincoln  was  elected  president  of 
the  Kepulilican  ticket.  It  seemed  hard 
for  us  to  realize  that  Lincoln  died  many 
years  agi>  and  that  every  issue  that 
maintained  during  his  administration 
had  long  since  been  buried  and  forgotten 
by  the  Itt  publican  party. 

The  present  administration  has  im- 
piessed  the  Negro  as  being  un-Ameri- 
can, out  of  tune  with  the  constitution 
and  ruinous.  We  have  conc-luded  that 
President  .McKinley  and  his  advisers  are 
more  concerned  about  the  acquisition  of 
foreign  territory  and  the  success  of 
corporations  than  they  are  about  the 
welfare  of  the  repuldic  and  the  c-ommon 
people,  hence,  we  are  waking  up  and 
studying  the  issues,  which  forces  us  to 
ally  ourselves  with  the  party  that 
pledges  protection  to  American  in- 
stitutions, the  American  masses,  and 
the  promulgation  of  American  principles 
namely  the  Democratic  party. 

There  are  nearly  two  and  a  half  mil- 
lion Negro  votes  in  the  United  States, 
of  which  number  about  10  per  cent,  voted 
for  Bi-yan  in  1896,  and  it  is  conservative 
to  estimate  that  2.5  per  cent  of  the  Negro 
vote  will  be  cast  for  Bryan  this  year. 
In  1896,  there  was  but  one  issue  to  which 
the  Negro  clung  tenaciously,  and  that 
was  the  free  silver  coinage  issue. 

No  Republican  or  gold  bug.  will  ever 
live  long  enough  to  convince  an  intelli- 
gent, thoughtful  Negro,  that  it  is  good, 
proper  or  right,  to  discriminate  against 
silver  to  the  aggrandizement  of  gold; 
so  long  as  the  Negro  breathes  the  atm(;s- 
phere  of  reedom.  and  feasts  upon  the 
aconrs  of  historj-  and  the  fruit  of  mod- 
ern factfi;  he  cannot  be  persuaded  to 
sanction  unjust  discrimination  of  any 
charactei',  either  between  money,  metals 
or  men  and  woman,  because  of  natural 
differences  of  complexion  or  peculiar 
characteristics.  All  Negros  are  by 
natural  instince  bimetalists,  and  by 
temporal  acquisiti<m  and  inherent  de- 
votion to  the  lays  of  God  and  the  teach- 
ings of  Christ,  supplemented  by  the 
declaration  of  independence  and  the  cr>n- 
stitution.  immutable  adherants  to  the 
broad  princeples  of  justice,  equality  and 
freeday,  hence  our  opposition  to  the  Re- 
publican policy  of  finance  and  expansion 
or  imperialism. 

As  a  race  we  worship  the  constitution 
and  the  amendments  thereto;   we  adore 
the  histcrv       made       by       Washington. 
Jefferson.   Monroe  and   Lincoln;    indeed, 
the   public   utterances  and   acts   of   this 
illustrus    quartette    are    to    us    sacred, 
and  if  this  be  true,  how  could  we  favor 
the  gold  standard  theory  of  basic  money, 
when  the  cnstitution  and  the  utterances 
of   the   founders  and   savior  of   the  re- 
public  declare   that  gold  and  silver  are 
primary—basic    money?    How    can    we 
favor    militarism,    expansion    by    "crim- 
inal  aggression"    or   imperialism,   when 
every  tenet  of  our  republic,  every  sen- 
tence of  the  declaration  of  independence 
and  every  precept  of  American  law  and 
every  argument  of  American  statesmen 
from   Washington    down    to    McKinley's 
administration.       including       McKinley 
himself.   UP   to   the  date  of  his  "uncon- 
ditional   surrender"    to    Dictator    Mark 
llanna,    stand    out    in    bold    and   defiant 
relief  in  opposition  to  the  same,  and  for 
freedom,     liberty    and    justice,    not    for 
freedom   according  to   the  ancient   idea 
of    imp''''i>lists.     but     for    the    modern. 
American  idea  of  freedom,  which  holds 
that   it   Is  slavery    to  force  a   people   to 
submit  to  government  without  their  con- 
sen. 

As  a  race,  we  yielded  to  no  class  of 
American  citizen  In  point  of  patriotic 
zeal  to  secure  to  the  Cuban  freedom 
from  the  yoke  of  Spanish  tyranny  but 
we  bitterly  condemn  the  McKinley 
Cuban  and  Porto  Rican  policy  since  the 
al)andoiTient  of  the  islands  by  Spain.  We 
contend  for  the  absolute  freedom  of  the 
islands.  Whether  the  itihabitants  are 
capable  of  governing  themselves  or  not, 
it  is  a  question  for  them  and  their  God 
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to  determine,  and  not  McKinley.  Mark 
Hanna,  or  the  American  trusts  and  cor- 
poration kings. 

A  majority  of  the  intelligent  Negroes 
of  the  country  endor.se  the  position  of 
the  Democratic  party  upon  the  pro- 
position above  mentioned. 

When  the  negro  contemplates  the  fact 
that  President  McKinley  has  oontiacted 
with  the  sultan  of  Sulu,  admitting  him 
with  his  300  wives  and  innumeral)le 
slaves  to  come  under  the  flag,  in  direct 
oppcjsition  to  the  injunctions  of  the  con- 
stitution, the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence arid  the  proclamation  of  emanci- 
pation issued  by  Lincoln,  he  becomes 
overawed  with  consternation  and  pro- 
claims, "can  it  be  that  the  leader  of  the 
party  of  Lincoln  has  so  forgotten." 

In  tears  he  droops  his  head  and  vows 
to  revenge  the  treacherous  action  by 
sustaining  the  candidacy  of  Bryan  and 
Steven.=!on,  believing  that  to  defeat  Mc- 
Kinley and  Roosevelt  will  po.ssibly  cause 
the  Republican  party  to  retlejt  and  go 
back  to  its  "first  love."

Missionaries  Least  to  Blame   and    First 

to  Suffer  In  China  Says  Rev*  Dr» 

George  W*  Chalfant* 
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que.stion  of  who  introduced  negro  slav- 
ery in  the  territory  now  known  as  tho 
United  States  is  not  and  cannot  be  made 
an  issue. 

Hence,  as  the  negro  above  all  others 
should  stand  for  human  freedom  and 
the  principle  of  self-government,  we  aro 
forced  to  oppo.se  President  McKinley's 
South  African  policy  and  favor  the  posi- 
tion of  Bryan  and  the  Demcjcratic  party 
on  this  i.ssue. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are 
many  minor  reasons  why  the  negro  op- 
poses the  re-election  of  McKinley,  each 
of  which  are  to  the  race  very  significant, 
but  time  or  the  space  allotted  me  for 
this  brief  statement  will  not  admit  more 
at  this  time.  I  may  suggest  that  every 
leader  of  the  race,  from  Booker  Wash- 
ington and  Bishop  Walters  down,  has  for 
the  past  two  years  advised  the  negro  to 
quit  voting  the  Republican  ticket  en 
masse,  and  the  stretching  out  of  our 
political  arms.  We  have  learned  by 
bitter  experience  the  necessity  of  acquir- 
ing new  friends  (our  old  friends  either 
having  die<l  or  forgotten  us),  and  by  the 
platform  adopted  by  the   Democracy  at 


Fresh  from  tho  scene  of  the  present 
rebellion  in  China,  the  Rev.  Dr.  G.  W.

The  present  retrograde  move- 
ment whic-h  is  developing  in  China 
under  the  leadership  of  the  fanatical 
Boxers  is  responsible  for  the  present 
antl-fcreign  derronstrations  and  Euro- 
pean aggressiveness  has  been  the  prin- 
cipal cause  of  the  outbreak. 

Pittsburg.  Au;?.  11.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  has  been  quite  common  for 
a  certain  class  of  writers  and  corres- 
pondents to  attribute  all  the  outbreaks 
and  disturbances  in  China  to  the  exces- 
sive zeal  and  indi.scretlon  of  the  mis- 
sionaries or  to  some  overt  acts  on  their 
part  in  invading  the  privilege  of  the 
people? — interfering  unnecessarily  with 
native  magistrates  in  the  execution  of 
the  law  enforcing  Sabbath  observance — 
or  yielding  to  a  hasty  temper  in  the 
treatment  of  servants  and  employes 


pire.  Port  Arthur  was  given  to  the  Rus- 
sians, Wei  Hal  Wei  to  the'  British  and 
smaller  concessions  to  Francie  and  Italy. 
Germany  demanded  and  .secured  Tsln 
Tau  and  a  large  money  indemnity  for 
the  murder  of  two  priests  by  a  mob.  All 
t.'iis  was  done  under  pressure  from  for- 
eign rations,  and  the  Chinese  are  an  ex- 
ceedingly proud  and  .sensitive  people. 

There  are  two  great  parties  in  China, 
one  faVorable  to  the  Introduction  of 
modern  science  and  metliods,  led  by 
such  men  as  Li  Hung  Chang,  the  late 
Prince  Kung  and  the  Emperor  Kwjng 
Su  himself.  When  we  were  in  Pekin  the 
emperor,  at  the  suggestion  of  Prince 
Henry  of  Germany,  who  was  then  on  a 
visit  to  the  capital,  was  about  to  go 
down  to  Tien  Tsin  to  review  his  army,  as 
European  monarchs  do.  and  was  having 
built  a  handsome  railroad  train  for  tho 
journey. 

All  this  was  most  dista.steful  to  the 
Conservative  or  reactionary  party  led  by 
such  men  as  Prince  Tuan.  In  JiUy.  1898, 
the  tsung  li  .vamen,  the  principal  cab- 
inet of  the  emperor,  was  holding  session 
daily  and  sometimes  all  night,  and 
party  spirit  in  Pekin  was  at  fever  heat. 
The  emperor  issued  about  that  time  his 
famous  edict,  substituting  a  thesis  on 
chemistry  or  phllcmophy  for  the  ancient 
literary  essay  as  the  test  of  scholarship 
land

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negro,  like  the  Irish,  naturally  sympa- 
thizes with  a  down-trodden,  weak,  semi- 
civilizeil  nation  like  the  Filipinos.  We 
rtalize  that  should  we  favor  tho  civilizn- 
lion  of  the  people  of  the  Eastern  archi- 
(telago,  by  that  stern  argument,  the 
bullet,  we  would  in  a  measure  be  heap- 
ing condemnation  upon  our  own  head 
for  our  unceasing  clamor  has  been  sinc-^ 
l.SCS  fcsr  "protection"  against  the  very 
treatment  the  McKinley  administration 
is  forcing  upon  the  Filipino,  the  Cuban 
and  Porto  Rico. 

We  firmly  lK?lieve  that  the  tendency 
of  the  MoKinlcy  administration  is  to- 
ward an  imperial  form  of  government, 
whic-h  we  believe  to  be  ruinous,  dangei- 
>  us  and  fatal  to  every  American  inter- 
est and  principle. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  produce  argument 
to  convince  the  negro  that  he  should 
oppose  trusts  and  combines,  and  the 
same  is  true  as  to  the  McKinley  tariff 
policy.  There  is  not  an  intelligent  negro 
in  the  country  who  has  the  hardihood  to 
declare  in  favor  of  trusts  or  nrotective 
tariff.  Why?  Because  among  the  en- 
tire 10,000  negroes  in  the  country,  not 
one  holds  an  Interest  claim,  or  stock  in 
a  single  "trust  combination,  or  a  single 
enterprise  that  is  materially  fostered  by 
the  protective  tariff  policy  idea.  In- 
deed, the  negro  laborer  is  excluded  by 
ever.v  corporation  or  combination  that  is 
included  in  the  "trust"  or  "protected" 
class.  Then  it  is  clear  that  we  are  foccd 
by  natural  laws  to  oppose  the  propaga- 
tion of  trusts  and  the  promulgation  of 
the  so-called  protective  tariff  policy  so 
sacred  to  President  McKinley  and  his 
adherents. 

It  only  remains  to  establish  in  the 
minds  of  the  negro  the  undisinited  fact 
that  the  re-election  of  McKinley  means 
the  endorsement  of  trusts  and  combine.s. 
and  the  die  is  cast  so  far  as  the  negro 
vote  is  concerned. 

That  fhe  McKinley  administration  has 
forced  "Cnde  Sam"  to  make  a  secret 
alliance  with  Johnnie  Bull,  thus  com- 
mitting the  sympathy  of  I'nited  States, 
officially,  with  the  British  monarchy  as 
against  the  Boer  republic,  no  student  of 
international  affairs  can  even  douot 
much  less  deny.  The  Republican  party 
leaders  have  made  and  are  making  a 
gigantic  struggle  to  capture  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  negro  by  digging  up  the 
bloody  shirt  cf  1620  and  daunting  it  Iw- 
fore  his  vision,  saying  "you  must  sus- 
tain McKinley  in  this  measure,  bec^au.se 
it  was  the  Dutchman  who  first  brought 
negro  slaves  to  this  country  and  planted 
them  upon  Virginia  soil."  This  net  is 
too  delicately  woven  to  hold  many  cr 
large  fish. 

Admit  that  the  Hollander  introduced 
slavery  in  the  United  States,  then  also 
admit  that  it  was  England  who  fought 
through  two  wars  to  enslave  our  coun- 
try. But  neither  of  these  propitsitions 
are  germane  to  the  issue  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  Boer  is  entitled  to  the  sym- 
pathy of  Americans. 

The  principle  upon  which  rests  the 
war  in  South  Africa  is  that  of  human 
lil>erty;  have  the  Boers  the  (Jod-given- 
right  to  govern  them.selves  according  to 
their  own  dictates,  or  sh<iuld  they  be 
coerced  by  England  becau.se  of  her  su- 
perior strength?  Shall  we  stand  for  the 
freedom  and  liberty  guaranteed  liy  our 
own  mcKlern  idea  of  a  republican  form  of 
gin-crnment,  or  must  wc  go  back  to  the 
decayed  theory  of  expansion  by  con- 
quest, which  means  the  survival  of  the 
fittest,  or  "might  makes  right."  This 
i-!  the  only  principle  involved  in  the 
British  invasion  of  the  Transvaal.    The 


Kansas  City  we  see  that  the  principles 
we  stand  for  are  advocated  by  the  party 
of  Bryan  and  Stevenson  and  not  by  the 
party  of  McKinley  i^nd  Roosevelt. 

The  race,  like  the  nation,  has  lost  faith 
in  McKinley,  for  he  has  proven  untrue 
to  the  trust  repo.sed  in  him  in  1896.  He 
has  violated  every  pledge  he  made  to  the 
people.  He  has  proven  his  unfriendli- 
ness to  the  negro  in  every  instance,  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Spanish-American 
war  to  the  close  of  the  Philadelphia 
convention. 

As  for  Col.  Roo.sevelt,  we  never  count- 
ed him  a  friend:  he  comes  from  that 
kid-gloved  aristocracy  that  has  ever  and 
anon  been  an  enemy  to  the  common  folk. 
He  has  thrust  against  the  teeth  .>f  th' 
negro  an  insult  that  grates  upon  the 
sensibilities  of  every  member  of  the 
race,  and  he  will  get  his  just  reward  (?) 
from  the  negro  next  November. 

Summing  up  this  brief  review,  I  can- 
not see  how  the  negroes  of  New  York. 
New  Jersey,  Delaware.  Maryland.  West 
Virginia.  Ohio.  Indiana.  Michigan,  Illi- 
nois, Kansas  and  other  Eastern  and 
Western  states  can  do  otherwise  than 
.support  Bryan  and  Stevenson  in  the 
coming  campaign.

traders  and  attiches  of  the  diplomatic 
and  naval  service  supposed  to  justify 
this  charge,  and  sotnetimes  these  stories 
are  dignified  by  the  official  notice  of 
consuls  and  naval  officers  of  some  prom- 
inence. 

It  is  wise  not  to  lend  too  ready  an  ear 
to  what  is  largely  smoking  room  and

of  the  underlying  causes  of  the  present 
violent  uprisint;  in  North  (Ttiina. 

Having  recently  traveled  .some  thou- 
sands of  miles  by  cart  and  shentza  and 
wheelbarrow  and  house  boat  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  provinces  of  Kiangsu, 
Shantung  and  (!hihli— from  Shanghai  to 
the  great  wall— having  visited  some 
scores  of  missicns  of  all  denominations. 
Catholic  and  Protestant,  in  the  region 
now  chieily  disturbed  by  the  so-called 
Boxers.  Having  conversed  on  this  point 
with  men  of  all  professions— many  of 
them  old  and  highly  respected  residents 
of  the  East— and  having  fir  years  been 
in  correspondence  with  missionaries  and 
inteUigent  natives  away  from  the  open 
r>orts— we  are  convinced  that  the  blame 
of  riots  generally  and  of  this  great  riot 
in  particular  belcmgs  In  a  very  slight  de- 
eree  if  at  all  to  the  missionaries.  The 
latter,  of  course,  are  not  and  do  not 
claim  to  bo  faultless  saints.  Some  of 
them  are  weak  and  Illy  adapted  for  the 
work  they  hav.»  undertaken.  Instances 
Of  zeal  without  knowledge  and  even  if 
sheer  stupidity  irfight  be  cited.  But 
taken  as  a  whole  they  are  a  body  of  peo- 
ple remarkable  for  intelligence,  patience, 
discretion  and  moral  purity.  This  we 
should  expect  to  find  when  we  know*,  as 
do  I,  that  the  great  majority  who  are 
sent  out  by  the  mission  boards  of  ti.e 
churches  and  a  considerable  part  of  them 
employed  by  such  independent  societies 
as  the  Chinese  Inland  Mission,  are  spe- 
cially  selected   njt   only    for   their    piety 


Then  came  the  coup  d'etat  In  the 
palace,  the  setting  aside  of  the  (Emperor 
and  the  return  to  the  regency  under  the 
Empress  Tschi.  Prince  Tuan  and  his 
party  gained  the  ascendency:  China  was 
to  go  back  to  the  ancient  pjllcy  of  isola- 
tion and  exclusion  of  everything  for- 
eign. There  was  even  an  order  that  the 
army  should  resume  its  drill  with  the 
bow  and  arrow. 

Now  the  Boxers  begin  to  get  promin- 
ent and  to  drill  here  and  there  through- 
out the  northern  country  much  aflTec-ted 
at  the  capital.  They  are  recruited  like 
the  army  largely  from  the  young  village 
bullies.  The  bully  gets  his  chief  local 
leputation  from  the  ability  clalme<l  of 
kncK'king  a  brick  out  of  a  solid  wall 
with  his  fist.  The  Belgians  are  build- 
ing their  railroad  through  Pao-tlng-fu 
toward  Haukan:  the  (iermans  are  build- 
in.g  theirs  from  Tsingtao  tiirough  Wei 
Hsein  toward  Chlnan  fu.  They  are  alsc> 
opening  coal  mines  with  foreign  machin- 
ery at  Pang-tse. 

These  railroads  are  disturbing  the 
graves  of  the  ancestors — they  are  de- 
stroying the  Fung  swei.  that  is  the 
"luck"  of  the  country.  Then  comes  a 
great  drought,  crops  fail,  starvation 
threatens.  The  foreigners  are  enraging 
the  dragons  and  bringing  ruin  t>n  the 
whole   land. 

Meantime  the  anti-foreign  leaders  are 
encouraging  the  unrest  of  the  people  and 
making  use  of  the  B>xers  for  their  own 
party  purposes.  The  rulers  are  divided 
among  themselves:  the  superstitions  o£ 
the  population  around  the  army  is  sedi- 
tious. 

The  storm  breaks  and  overwhelms  the 
capital  Itself,  and  Tien  Tsin.  with  its  al- 
ways turbulent  pc^pulation,  and  all  the 
adjacent  region  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
howling  mob. 

Some  such  combination  of  causes  may

but  for  their  talents  and  accomplis.i- 
ments— that  they  are  educated  for  spe-

So  in  the  r  resent  movement  we  see 
that  the  Belgian  engineers  building  the 
railroad  towa -d  Pao-tslng-fu  and  the 
Germans  sin^ilarly  engaged  back  of 
Tsing-tas  in  Southeastern  Shantung,  and 
the  forelgil  legations  In  Pekin,  have  been 
as  much,  or  e\'en  more,  the  objects  of  the 
ha.tred  of  the  mob  as  the  missionaries 
Ihemselve.s.  In  regard  to  the  Boxer  out- 
break we  do  not  need  to  make  a  scape- 
goat of  the  missionaries. 

The  Japanese  war  resulted  In  the 
alienation  cf  Korea,  long  regarded  by 
the  Chinese  as  a  dti>endency  of  the  em-

Baldwin.  r»uluth.  Minn.— Dear  Sir:  As 
you  are  probably  aware,  three  methods 
of  employinp  convict  labor  have  prevail- 
ed in  this  state  at  different  times.  For 
many  yeaxs  our  statutes  authorlze<1.  ana 
It  was  the  custom  of  the  state  prison  to 
contract  the  prison  labor  at  a  stipulalotl 
price  per  day.  It  was  under  this  legisla- 
tion and  practice  that  the  Threshing  Ma- 
chine company,  of  Stillwater  and  other 
concern?  had  contracts  with  the  state  for 
the  emplovment  of  convicts.  While  tliU 
SAstem  probably  had  some  advantages 
■when  the  state  was  new  and  Its  Institu- 
tions indifferently  organized  and  equipped, 
It  on  the  whole  proved  very  unsatisfac- 
torv  and  demoralizing  both  as  to  the 
prisoners  and  the  civilans  employ€>d  with- 
in thf-  prison.  It  was  certainly  not  con- 
ductive to  good  discipline  and  the  refor- 
mati'in  of  the  convicts,  which  ought  to  be 
one  of  the  aims  of  any  method  of  em- 
ploying iind  caring  for  prisoners.  This 
pra.tice  has  been  dls<ontinued  and  in  lieu 
of  H  two  other  methods,  known  as  the 
pie«e-i"ii  ►•  <vstem  and  production  for 
Stale  are  now  in  vogue. 

On  I  day  of  September.  1896.  the 

then  prison  managers  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  Mr.  J.  B.  Tarbox.  of  this  citv, 
for  the  emplovment  of  convicts  at  Still- 
water in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  under 
the  piece-price  system  at  the  following 
rates:  For  unlined  shoes,  6  cents  per 
pair;  for  lined  shoes,  lo  cents  per  pair:  for 
w^elt  shoes.  12  cents  per  pair:  for  boots. 
12  cents  per  pair  for  the  f^rst  three  years 
of  the  contract,  and  an  increase  of  1  per 
cent  per  pair  during  the  second  two  years, 
and  of  an  additional  cent  per  pair  during 
the  la.«t  three  vears  of  the  contract.  Mr. 
Tarbox  guaranteeing  that  the  prisoners 
actually  employed  at  labor  for  nlrTe  ana 
one-third  hours  per  day  should  earn  not 
less  than  r.0  c^nts  at  the  lowest  rate  or 
compensation  and  fiO  cents  at  the  highest, 
this  contract  to  continue  for  eight  years. 
Some  time  subserpiently  Mr.  Tarbox  as- 
sumed to  assign  this  contract  to  the  un- 
ion Shoe  and  Leather  company,  a  corpora- 
tion in  whl(  h  he  was  interested.  This  as- 
signment the  prison  managers  refused  to

LABOR  NOTES. 

Des  Moines  is  to  have  a  labor  temple. 

There  are  people  living  In  the  WaMorf- 
Astoria  who  pay  $100  a  day  for  their  rooms 
the  year  round. 

The  movement  to  unite  the  various  in- 
dependent labor  organizations  in  the  tex- 
tile industry  under  one  head  is  fast  tak- 
ing definite"  shape,  and  bids  fair  ^o  be- 
come operative  within  a  very  short   time. 

The  servant  girls  of  Watertown.  N.  Y.. 
are  organizing  a  union.  They  will  demai.d 
shorter  hours,  higher  wages  and  mot.- 
afternoons  off.  Thev  want 'hours  from  7 
a.  m.   to  7  p.  m..  ana  wages  of  from  U  f' 

Kansas  City.  Ka.s..  Trades  Assembly  re- 
cently elected  Miss  Bertha  McPherron 
vice  president,  and  the  Industrial  Council 
of  Kansas  Cltv.  Mo.,  followed  suit  and 
elected  Miss  Chat  Hunter  to  till  the  same 
position  in  that  body. 

A  Minneapolis  clothing  house  sent  in  a 
communication  to  the  council,  proposiag 
to  give  a  banner  to  the  most  popular  or- 
ganiziition  of  labor  In  the  city,  such  pop- 
ularity to  be  decided  by  the  vote  of  the 
Trades  and  I.,abor  council. 

Resolved,  that  hereafter  when  a  delegiite 
in  this  body  uses  profane  or  insulting  Ian 
guage.  his  organization  shall  be  Immed- 
iately notified  and  requested  to  withdraw 
him  as  a  representative.  This  resolution 
was  adopted  by  the  New  York  Central 
Federated  union. 

The  Boston  Central  I.«ibor  union  now 
debars  all  but  men  actually  engaged  ut 
their  trade,  except  victimized  members  or 
the  agents  of  the  respective  iinhnis,  from 
.seats  In  the  body.  This  provision  applies 
to  men  who  hold  political  positions  and 
who  still  retain  membership  in  the  union 
of  their  former  occupation. 

In  New  York  state  910  iier.sons  were 
killed  and  about  40,000  woundcvl  In  the 
factories  last  year.  In  the  war  with  Spain 
20S  Americans  were  killed  and  '.tOO.OOO 
wounded. 

At  a  meeting  in  Boston  communications 
were  received  from  all  textile  unions  of 
the  South  aproving  of  tht"  nian  of  organi- 
zation, and  pledging  their  hearty  support' 
to  the  movement.

The  Herald.)— The  amount  of  new  work 
In    progress    at    the    Calumet    &    Hecla 
mine    is    probably    as   great    as   at   any 
previous    reriod    in    the    history    of    the 
mine,   despite   the   pre-eminent   position 
already  attained  among  the  world's  gre  it 
mines.    The  new  work  is  not  confined  to 
any  single  department,  but  is  evident  a» 
every   point.     The  old   workings  on    the 
conglomerate,  which  have  already  netted 
nearly    $75,000,000    for    the    shareholdei?, 
are  being  worked  on  the  same  compre- 
hensive scalo  as  for  years  past,  and  gooit 
stoping    ground    is    opened    for    .several 
years  ahead,  while  tiie  shafts  are  down 
to  a  point  which  provides  for  about  Ir-ii 
years'  future  requirements.     In  addition 
to    this    regular    work,    a    great    mine    is 
being  opened  on  the  Osceola  amygdaloid 
lode,    which   comes   to   surface    7:;0   feel 
east  of  the  outcrop  of  the  Calumet  con- 
glomerate reef.     Five  shafts,  all  of  large 
size  and  with  powerful  equipments,  are 
being  opened,  and  the  amygdaloid  mine 
nf  the  Calumet  &   Hecla  company  will 
rank  with  the  Quincy  and  Osceola  pr  ip- 
erties   a   few   years  hence.     Three   per- 
manent engine   houses  for  these  shafts 
are  nearing  completion,  being  located  al 
shafts    Nos.    13,    14   and    15.      A    mcmster 
new  warehou.se  is  also  nearing  comiile- 
tion.  while    at    Torch    lake    one    of    the 
largest  coal  wharves  ever  built  is  being 
put  up.     It  will  have  a  ground  space  of 
more  than  25.000  square  yards,  all  under 
cover,   and    will    hold    more    than    100.000 
tons  of  coal.     It  is  in  twenlv-seven  sec- 
tions, each  estimated  to  store  4000  tons 
of  coal,  and   will   be  equipped  with   the 
latest  hoisting  and  conveying  machinery. 
The  company  has  deepened  its  canal  be- 
tween Portage  and  Torch  lakes  and  now 
has  a  clear  channel  of  twenty-one  feet. 
A  single  cargo  unloaded  last   week  con- 
sisted of  5000  tons  of  soft  coal,  being  the 
largest   ever   brought    into   the    Portage 
lake  waterways. 

Work  at  the  new  stamp  mill  which  is 
to  treat  amygdaloid  rock  is  progressing 
nicely,  and  a  row  of  twenty-five  hand- 
some dwtMings  is  to  be  constru'ted  l>e- 
tween  Lake  Linden  and  S<iuth  Lake 
Linden.  This  terrace  will  be  backed  and 
fnmted  by  beautiful  natural  narks  of 
large  hardwood  trees,  and  the  housinir 
of  miner  employes  of  the  company  it 
Lake  Linden  will  compare  favoraibly 
with  that  of  any  but  the  most  fortunate 
millionaire!!,  of  New  York.  The  com- 
pany's policy  is  on  as  liberal  a  scale  as 
its  profits,  and  there  are  go.Td  reasons  fir 
the  immunity  of  the  great  mine  from 
labor  troubles.  The  employes  do  not 
strike  because  they  have  nothing  what- 
ever to  c(  niulain  about. 

At  Calumet  the  company  is  doing  an 
immense  amount  of  building.  It  is  prob- 
able that  nearly  200  dwellings  in  all  will 
be  erected  this  season.  Nearly  fifty  fine 
houses  have  already  been  built  in  the 
new  suburb  of  Albion,  one  of  the  score  or 
more  which  collectively  constitute  the 
great  mining  metropilis  of  Calumet,  a 
mining  cf.rr..n  vying  with  Butte  for  the 
hocnr  of  being  the  largest  in  the  nnited 
States,  tt  is  probable  that  Butte  and  its 
environs  have  about  50,000  people,  while 
Calumet,  covering  three  townships  and 
parts  of  two  counties.  3tas  upwards  of 
40,000  souls,  to  half  of  vyhich  number  the 
Calumet  &   He<la  dire<dly  give  a  liveli- 


Ste.  Marie's  shaft.  A  third  test  of  1000  | 
tons  of  rock  will  be  made  later.  The 
results  of  the  two  previous  tests  have 
been  satisfactory,  but  the  management 
wishes  to  be  doubly  sure  before  engaging 
extensively  in  the  opening  of  the  new 
ground. 

Seven  barrels  of  mineral  have  been 
shipped  to  the  Dollar  Bay  smelter  from 
the  little  experimental  mill  placed  on 
the  Franklin  sands  by  T.  G.  Mays,  of 
Dubuque,  Iowa.  The  proce.«s  has  been 
proven  a  success  mechanically,  and  all 
that  i.s  lequlred  for  the  earning  of  profits 
is  the  construction  of  large  perm.inent 
mills,  with  a  daily  capacity  of  ."^00  to  1000 
tons  each. 

Excavating  for  the  Baltic  mill  has  been 
finished  and  work  is  now  i^  progress  on 
the  new  dam  at  the  mouth  of  the  Salmon 
Trout.  Some  heavy  work  is  required  on 
the  latter,  which  will  be  by  far  the 
biggest  dam  in  the  district  and  will 
impound  sufficient  water  to  guarantro 
ample  .=;upplies  to  both  the  Atlantic  and 
Baltl.c  mills  during  the  dryest  seasons  of 
the   f'lture. 

It  is  stated  locally  that  the  Copner 
Range  railroad  earned  a  surplus  of  isOOO 
during  July.  Traffic  .  Is  improving 
noticeably  and  the  management  is  much 
encouraged  by  the  business  now  being 
done,  as  well  as  by  the  phenomenal 
showing  of  copper  at  the  Champion  mine, 
of  which  the  Copper  Range  company  is  a 
ha'f  owner. 

A  shipment  of  twenty  tons  of  copper 
ore  from  the  Sudbury  district,  east  of 
Lake  Superior,  has  ijeen  received  here 
for  smelling.    Tte  ore  is  nickel-liferous. 

The  Franklin  is  cutting  up  a  mass  of 
native  copper  estimated  to  weigh  fifty 
tons,  which  was  recently  found  in  one 
of  tlie  upper  levels  of  the  old  mine.  The 
upper  stretches  of  ground  in  the  Frank- 
lin were  long  condemned  as  worthless, 
but  with  modern  milling  and  cheap  min- 
ing are  proving  highly  remunerative.  A 
fine  shute  of  copper  has  recently  been 
struck  on  the  sixteenth  level  of  No.  1 
shaft  of  the  Franklin  Junior.  It  is 
making  northward,  like  nearly  all  the 
copper  courses  in  the  various  lodes  of 
the  Calumet  district,  and  gives  promise 
of  something  good  in  the  Rhode  Island, 
at  greater  depth,  incidentally  offering 
encouragement  to  the  Tecumseh,  which 
lies  just  north  of  the  Rhode  Island. 

The  Baltic  product  of  mineral  for  July 
was  upwards  of  100  tons— much  the  larg- 
est in  the  history  of  the  mine.  Milling 
has  now  been  in  progress  for  nearly  one 
year,  and  the  Baltic  is  assuredly  out  of 
the  experimental  cia.ss.  With  two  heads 
running  full  time,  when  everything  at 
the  mine  is  in  readiness,  the  property 
should  be  capable  of  a  sus?tained  pro- 
duction ranging  between  125  and  150 
tons  per  month,  perhaps  exceeding  the 
larger  figure  occasionally.  With  copper 
at  its  nresent  price,  such  a  nroduction 
would  not  only  defray  all  mining  ex- 
penses, including  construction  work,  but 
will  leave  a  con.«*iderable  surplus  each 
month  for  carrying  to  the  account  of 
profit.  The  lode  of  the  Baltic  is  of  ex- 
ceptional width,  and  in  consequence  its 
rock  can  be  broken  cheaply  and  in  large 
volume.  The  Baltic  has  earned  its  pro- 
motion into  the  class  of  profit-earning 
copner  mines  and  is  certain  to  be  fol- 
lowed within  the  next  two  years  by  both 
the  Trimountain  and  Champion  mines, 
which  curry  the  southerly  extension  of

The  annual  report  of  the  Wolverine 
shows  earnings  of  more  than  $7  per  share 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.

The  new  mill  has  demonstrat- 
ed its  abillt  yto  save  at  least  5  cents 
per  ton  in  stamping  charges,  or  nearly 
one-fifth  cent  per  pound  on  the  fin- 
ished copper. 

.Seme  work  is  still  in  progress  at  the 
Washington  mine,  in  Keweenaw  county. 
The  Arnold,  which  has  dropped  out  of 
sight  as  a  furnisher  of  news  items.  Is 
still  producing  copper  at  the  rate  of 
about  sixty  tons  of  mineral  per  month, 
and  is  doing  the  work  more  cheaply  than 
e^'cr  before. 

The  Quincy's  nroduction  of  806%  tons 
of  mineral  for  July  was  the  largest 
month's  output  made  so  far  this  year. 
When  the  new  shafts  begin  production

Washington,  Aug.  11.— (Special  to    The 
•Herald.)— According  to  I'rofessor    F.  11* 
Chittenden,  assistant  entomologist,    de- 
partment of  agriculture,  there  are  vari- 
ous and  sundry  species  of  fleas  to  try  the 
patience  of   men  and    women,     to     say 
nothing  of  the  annoyance  given  to     the 
animal    kingdom.    The    observations    of 
the  flea  man  shows  that  an  entire  gen- 
eration of  fleas  may  develop  in  a  little 
more  than  a  fortnight,   hence  a  hou.se- 
keeper  cloBing  her  house  for  a  few  week« 
in  summer  need  not  be  surprised  to  find 
the  establishment  filled  with  the  pestif- 
eious  insects  when  she  opens  it  again. 
Examination  of  many  specimens  sent  to 
the   department   in   recent   years  show* 
that  the  species  which  commonly  over- 
tuns  houses  in  damp  summers,     in    our 
Eastern  cities  at  least,  is  not,  as  many 
have  supposed,  the  human  flea,  but  the 
common   cosmopolitan   flea   of   the   dog 
and  cat.    There  is  a  widespread  ignor- 
anca  as   to   the  transformation   of   this 
insect,  and  even  the  average  entomolo- 
gist is  puzzled  where  to  consult  good  fig- 
ures of  the  different  stages  and  a     de- 
tailed account  of  the  life  history.  While 
a  very  small  insect,  his  life  as  figured 
out  and  studied  by  the  entomologists  of 
the   agricultural  department    would   fill 
many  pages.     Briefly,   Mr.  Flea  belongs 
to  the  fourth  order  of  insects,  sucterea, 
comprising   the   single   genus   pulex     of 
lineaeus.    The  flea  is  chiefly  character- 
ized by  the  entire  absence  of  wings,  by 
having   the   body   compressed,    the    legs 
long  and   stout,    the  coexa   remarkably 
well    developed,    giving    great     leaping 
power;  the  mouth  parts  are  adapted  for 
suction,  and  he  is  clothed  in  armor  quite 
as  indestructible  as  that  of  a  knight  of 
old. 

Among  the  several  species  of  fleas 
which  have  received  the  attention  of  the 
government's  entomologists  are  the 
human,  jigger  or  chigoe,  hen  opossum, 
house  bird,  rat  gopher,  squirrel,  rabbit 
mouse,  spermophile,  dog,  mole,  cat  and 
sand.  Of  all  these  it  has  been  difficult- 
impossible — to  determine  which  particu- 
lar species  gives  the  greater  annoyance. 
All  are  bad  and  many  worse — tormen- 
tors of  the  most  pronounced  type- 
Great  fleas  have  lesser  fleas. 

And  these  have  less  to  bite  'em: 
These  fleas  have  le.sser  fleas. 
And  so,  ad  infinitum. 


It  will  be  recalled  that  a  flea  in  .shape, 
but  a  devil  in  spirit,  came  to  torment  St. 
Dominic  while  .seated   in  his  cell,  calm 
and   passionless;    many  an  old   German 
legend.  Bavarian     and     Swedish    story, 
and  many  an  old  French  song  have  had 
the  flea  for  their  hero,  and  so.  it  must  be 
that  the  flea  has  its  place.    Ancient  my- 
thology relates  that  Orion  was  a  giant, 
hunting  wild  beasts,  and  like  them,  very 
naturally  coarse  and  unrefined.     Earth, 
disgusted,   killed     him     by     a  scorpion. 
Pan  became  enamored  of  his  sister,  and 
Diana,  to  rescue  her.  turned  her  into  a 
flea;  "and  all  that  now  remains  of  her," 
adds  Miss  Catherine,     in     one     of     her 
rhymes,   "is   the  fear,   the  cunning  and 
the  name."    The  flea      has      teen      em- 
balmed in  classic  lore;  it  was  considered 
among    the    gods    becoming    enough    lo 
serve  as  a  metamorphose  in  extremeties. 
In  Hindoostan,  where  the  belief  that  the 
metampsychosis    still    exists— wherever, 
in  fact,  linger  in  the  East  legends  of  the 
philosophical    dogmas    of    Pythageras— 
are  to  be  found  hospitals  where  beggars- 
are  paid  a  stipulated  price  to  pass     the 
night  that  vermin,  -such  as  fleas,   bugs, 
etc.,  may  be  fed  at  the  expense  of  their 
life-blood.     Imagine,  if  you  can,  such  a 
night   with   a   thousand   rampant   beaks 
stuck     Into     your     anatomy.     The     flea- 
overrun    districts   of    New    eJrsey     and 
ocerrun     districts   of  New  Jersey     and 
said,  are  nothing  compared  to  this. 

If  fleas  could  be  tamed  they  would  be 
profitable,  hut  entomologists  are  of  the 
conviction  that  fleas  are  tamed  about  ds 
mu<;h  as  the  zebra  or  the  present  day 
Populist.    'Mouffet   tells   of   a   mechanic, 
named   Marks,    who  made  a  gold  chain 
as  long  as  his  finger,  with  lock  and  key, 
which   a    flea   dragged   after    him.     and 
there    was    a    golden    chariot    which    he 
drew    likewise.     Bingley    mentions    that 
Mr.  Boverick.      a      watchmaker      in  the 
Strad.    exhibited    an    ivory    chaise,    with 
four  wheels,  the  figure  of  a  man  .sitting 
on    the   box,    all  drawn    by    a    flea.     Tli>- 
same  man  afterward  constructed  a  lan- 
dau, with  figures  of  six  horses  harnessed 
to  it— a  coachman  on  the  box,  a  dog  be- 
tween his  legs,  four  persons  inside,  two 
footmen  behind  and  a  postillion  on  the 
fore  horse,  all  of  which  were  drawn  by 
a  single  flea.     Latreile      tells  of      a    flea 
which  dragged  a  silver  cannon  twenty- 
four  times  its  own   weight,  mounted  on 
wheels,  and  manifested  no  alarm  when 
it  was  charged  with  gunpowder  and  fired 
off.     It    is   said   that    the   silver  cannon 
with  which  Queen  Christiana  of  Sweden 
shot    fleas    is   still   on    exhibition    in    the 
royal  arsenal  at  Stockholm,  and  if  th" 
"entanglements"  with  China  ciuitinue  it 
may   be   found    highly   serviceable,     for 
there  are  said   to   be  fleas  of   immen.se 
size  in  the  Flowery  Kingdom. 

There  is  a  story  of  a  flea  performance 
before  the  sovereign  of  one  of  the  Ger- 
man states.  Some  were  harnessed  as 
horses,  others  dressed  to  represent  cele- 
brated characters.  After  the  perfo.- 
mance  had  commenced  the  exhibitor  ap- 
peared verv  anxious;  the  exhibition  Wi\s 
stopped;  tlie  king  Insisted  upon  knowing 
the  cause.  At  last  the  truth  leaked  out; 
the  Napoleon  of  the  fleas  had  taken  ref- 
uge with  Princess  H .  She  was  or- 
dered to  produce  him;  retired  for  the 
search,  and  presently  returned  and 
handed  over  a  flea.  Amidst  much  em- 
barrassment the  exhibitor  was  forced  to 
declare  that  this,  though  a  flea,  was  not 
his  much-prized  Napoleon.  The  prin- 
cess retired  and  continued  the  search 
until  the  truant  Jumper  was  found. 

It  is  no  fairy  tale  alxiut  fleas  being 
expert  pugilists.  He  will  fight  to  the 
death,  and  land  .such  blows  as  would  put 
Corbett^  McCoy  and  gentlemen  of  that 
IIU  to  shame.  If  a  dozen  or  more  are 
put  in  a  gla.ss  jar  for  a  day.  you  will 
.soon  perceive  the  remains  of  the  dead 
and  wounded  as  the  result  of  the  cham- 
pionship. They  will  stand  on  their  hind 
legs  and  buffet  their  opponents  with  the 
others;  they  will  roll  and  to.«s  and 
tumble,  until  it  is  a  pitiable  sight  to  see 
the  wrecks  left  behind.  One  champion 
lived  ten  days  with  no  antennae,  qne  eye 
gone,  three  plates  in  the  side  smashed 
in.  and  only  the  first  joints  of  four  legs 
to  go  upon.  But  he  was  game  to  the  last 
and  died  breathing  defiance,  the  rays  of 
light  sclntilating  from  his  black  eye 
with  the  l»rllliancy  of  a  blacksmith's 
forge  in  full  blast  on  a  'dark  night.  His 
power  is  in  his  legs,  and  he  is  the  most 
accomplished  of  vaulters:  no  position 
appears  too  difficult  for  him  to  assume; 
attitude  in  every  variety  is  familiar  t" 
him;  he  leaps  upwards,  sideways,  for- 
ward, (tossways.  backward,  and  takes  a 
dozen  .somer.saults  while  you  are  won- 
dering   where    he    will    alight.

ITHE  BETTING  WAS  EVEN  1 


Xew  York,  Aug.  11. — Bob  Filzsimmon.s 
of  Au.'^tralia,  but  now  an  American 
«"iiizen,  met  Gus  Ruhlin.  the  Akron 
giant,  last  night  before  the  Twentieth 
Century  club  at  Madison  Square  gar- 
den, and  won  by  knocking  the  Ohioan 
down  and  out  in  the  sixth  round.  Be- 
fore the  fight  and  for  some  weeks  past 
there  haw  been  many  reports  to  the 
e'Tet-t  that  Fitz.e!immon.«  was  too  old  to 
cope  successfully  with  his  younger  op- 
ponent. It  was  argued  that  Fitzsim- 
mons well  known  knowledge  of  the 
game  and  his  capability  of  hard  hitting 
would  not  h*'  able  to  counter  balance 
the  youth  and  strength  as  well  as  the 
recently  required  ring  tactics  of  the 
Ohio  man.  Last  night  Fitzsimmons  did 
the  trick,  cleanly  and  cleverly. 

It  was  a  fierce  and  bloody  battle  while 
it  lasted  and  at  times  it  looked  as  if 
Huhlin  would  get  the  better  of  the  other 
man,  but  Fitz.simmons  at  the  proper 
time,  would  cut  loose  and  finally  snuffed 
o;it  the  Ohio  boy's  light. 

The  betting  had  favored  Fitzsimmons. 
many  wagers  at  the  rate  of  IW  to  SO 
on  Lanky  Bob  being  made,  but  last  night 
at  the  ringside  there  was  a  flush  of 
money  which  forced  the  odds  to  take  a 
turn  in  Ruhlin's  favor  at  the  rate  of 
1<»0  to  90.

Riund  2.— Gus  was  the  aggressor.  Bob 
ducked  a  left  swing  and  they  exchanged 
rights  and  lefts  on  the  face  and  a  rat- 
tling exthange  followed.  Fitz  hooked 
his  left  to  the  nose,  bringing  blootl,  and 
another  lapid  mix-up  followed.  Bob 
b  »red  in,  but  Gus  met  him  with  left  and 
right  lo  the  face.  Both  swung  wildly. 
Fitz  sent  a  hard  left  to  body  and  fol- 
lowe<l  with  right  and  left  to  the  body, 
■w  hich  made  Gus  wobble  and  he  clinched. 
Ruhlin  sent  a  left  to  the  face  and  re- 
peated the  blow.  Fitz  shot  his  left  on  to 
the  ear  and  brought  his  right  up  to  the 
bjdy.  A  left  jolt  put  Gus  off  his  feet. 
Fitz  left  jabbed  to  face  and  drove  his 
left  hard  into  the  »#ody  over  the  heart 
and  sent  him  to  the  ttcntr.  He  took  the 
count.  Neither  of  them  heard  the  bell, 
and  each  was  so  rattled  that  he  did  not 
know   his   corner.  ,     »,   . 

Round  ;V-t;iis  came  out  very  slowly  but 
sailed  in  and  exchanged  lefts  on  the  body. 
Fitz  missed  a  ieft  swing  to  the  head  out 
followed  with  a  right  on  the  jaw.  Htz 
hooked  u  left  to  the  head.  They  exchans^d 
Iffts  to  the  face.  Gus  kept  jabbing  until 
Fitz  suddenly  slde-stepfwd  and  swung  Jiis 
right  to  the  head.  Both  men  were  wiUl 
missing  several  swings.  Fitz  was  the 
steadier  and  drove  a  hard  right  to  the 
bodv,  but  Gus  countered  with  a  left  to  tlie 
fact-  Both  stood  still  glaring  at  each 
other.  Fitz  sent  a  hard  left  to  the  wind. 
Gus  clinched  but  held  on,  but  broke  at 
the  referee's  bidding.

Round  4— Fitz  was  first  up  but  Gus  met 
him  with  a  right  on  the  chest  and  l-iiz 
swung  left  and  right  to  the  head  and  they 
came  to  a  clinch  on  the  ropes.  Gus  tried 
a  left  to  the  head  but  fell  short.  Gus 
clinched.  When  tht-v  broke  away  Gus  put 
left  and  right  to  the  head  and  jabl>ed  a 
left  to  the  head.  Fitz  missed  a  left  swing 
and  Gus  got  his  right  to  the  iKxly.  Gus 
sent  tnrec  lefts  to  the  face  and  then  s<ent  a 
left  and  right  in  that  shook  Fitz  to  his 
knees  flinches  are  frequent  and  both 
men  are  verv  tired.  Work  on  both  sides 
was  wild.  After  the  clinch  Gus  sent  rlKht 
and  left  to  the  head  three  times.  Fitz 
went  back  with  left  to  the  scoiar  plexus 
and  forct-d  Gus  to  the  oflor  where  he  took 
the  count.

Round  r>— Fitz  came  out  the  fresher.  Gus 
trieil  a  left  swing  but  Fitz  dodged.  Fitz 
sent  a  left  swing  to  the  face  and  they 
clinched  again.  P'itz  landed  a  stiff  left  over 
the  heart.  Fitz  kept  boring  in.  He  dropped 
his  left  to  the  stomach  and  right  to  the 
jaw.  Thev  exchiinged  lefts  and  rights  on 
the  l»odv.  Fitz  jabbed  left  on  face  and  Gus 
swung  his  right  to  the  nose.  Both  coun- 
tered with  lefts  on  the  b^idy  and  clinched. 
Gus  j.ibbeil  left   to  the  face  and   Fitz  sent 


left  to  face.  Fitz  then  put  a  hard  left  to 
the  body  and  threw  his  right  over,  bitz 
sent  left  and  right  to  the  head  and  sent 
Gus  reeling  around  the  ring.  Both  were 
bleeding  from  mouth  and  no.se.  The  round 
ended  with  Fitz  smashing  Gus  on  the  face 
with  both  hands,  the  Ohio  man  being  on 
the  rop-s  when  the  bell  rang. 

Round  *;— Gus  was  very  slow  coming  out. 
They  exchanged  light  lefts  and  clinched. 
(Jus  got  his  right  inside,  landing  on  the 
<  hin  and  Fitz  countered  with  a  left  on  the 
eye,  raising  a  big  lump  over  Gus'  eyt-. 
Gus  broke  ground  with  Fitz  following  him. 
Ruhlin  attempted  to  stave  off  Bob's  leads 
with  a  straight  left.  Fitz  bored  in  .sending 
his  right  to  the  b<Kly  and  Ruhlin  dinche*! 
in  the  rope.«.  After  the  break-away  Fitz 
beat  his  man  down.  After  they  broke  away 
Fitz  followed  Gus  up  with  lefts  and  rights 
to  the  head.  With  lefts  to  body  and  jaw 
he  dropped  him  to  the  floor.  Gus  took  the 
count,  but  when  he  arose  Fitz  gave  him  no 
time  but  landed  a  right  swing  to  the  jaw 
and  put   him  out. 

Ruhlin  was  carried  to  his  corner  and 
Fitz  was  declared  the  winner.  Time  of 
round  two  minutes  and  ten  seconds. 

Ruhlin  was  in  a  sort  of  a  trance  and 
it  was  a  long  time  befor-  he  fully  under- 
stood that  he  had  been  defeated.  He  was 
badly  brui.'sed  about  the  head  and  both  eyes 
were  almost  closed.  He  did  not  care  to 
talk,  but  managed  to  say:  "1  did  the  best 
1  could;  and  no  man  can  do  more.  Fitz 
whipped  me  and  that's  all  1  can  .say  about 
it."

race  between  Michael  and  Monroe.  The 
race  wag  fifteen  miles,  motor  paced,  and 
Michael  used  a  new  motor  with  three 
and  one-half  horse- power  and  a  fancy 
set  of  water  coolers,  which  were  nothing 
more  than  wind  shields,  so  constructed 
as  to  evade  the  rules.  Quite  a  number 
of  experts  were  present  to  see  the  new 
machine  work,  as  Michael  was  matched 
to  ride  Nelson  at  Boston  a  few  days 
later  for  the  championship.  As  was  ex- 
pected, the  m«)tor  did  not  work  well,  and 
at  the  end  of  ten  miles  it  went  up.  The 
contract  for  the  race  called  for  Kennedy 
to  furnish  pace  for  both  riders.  When 
Mchael's  pace  went  wrong  he  tacked  on 
to  the  read  wheel  of  Monroe,  whose  pace 
makers,  being  Michael  men,  slackened 
up.  The  next  few  miles  were  ridden  at 
a  2.20  gait,  and  the  crowd  howled  with 
rage.  The  referee  instructed  the  moror- 
neera  to  give  Monroe  pace  but  they  re- 
fused, and  the  force  went  on  for  a  few 
miles  until  the  referee  called  Monroe 
from  the  track  and  awarded  him  the 
race  at  the  end  of  the  fifteen  miles.  The 
time  for  the  fifteen  miles  was  31.32,  four 
minutes  slower  than  the  amateur  re- 
cord. 

The  board  of  control  claimed  that  the 
pacemakers  were  acting  under  instruc- 
tions from  Kennedy,  and  he  would  not 
let  them  go  on  pacing  Monroe,  and  in 
this  way  defeat  Michael.  For  this  of- 
fense Kennedy  was  fined  $100. 

Following  the  action  of  the  board  of 
control  came  the  report  that  Michael 
could  not  ride  at  Bridgeport  last  night, 
and  this  gave  ri.se  to  a  rumor  that  Ken- 
nedy refused  to  allow  Michael  to  ride  be- 
cause the  board  of  control  took  the  lib- 
erty to  fine  him  $100.  Kennedy  denies 
this  and  makes  the  announcement  that 

Michael   is   sick.

Lovette  Rockwell,  formerly  baritone  of 
the  Boston  Lyric  Opera  company,  who  is 
on  the  staff  of  the  Evening  Bulletin  at 
Honolulu,  Hawaiian  islands,  sends  the 
following  account  of  his  trip  to  a  leper 
settlement,  to  his  old-time  friend  and 
manager,  Col.  W.  A.  Thompson: 

■•From  the  obscurity  of  their  partial 
hiding  he  heard  these  words,  the  sad- 
dest, most  dreadful,  must  utterly  de- 
spairing of  the  human  topgue. 

"  'Come  not  near  u.s — unclean,  un- 
clean.' 

"The  men  flared  their  torches  while 
they  stared  at  each  other. 

"  'Unclean,  unclean!'  came  from  the 
corner  again — a  slow,  tremulous  wai!, 
exceedingly  .sorrowful.  With  such  a  cry 
we  can  imagine  a  spirit  vanishing  from 
the  gates  of  Paradise,  looking  back  the 
while. 
"She  and  Tirzah  were  lepers.'" 
It  was  thus  that  Gen.  Lew  Wallace,  in 
his  famous  book.  "Ben  Hur."  described 
the  opening  of  the  living  tomb  in  whicn 
the  mother  and  sister  of  his  hero  had 
been  confined  for  eight  years  by  order  of 
the  Roman  Gratus,  and  when  their  tomb 
was  opened  it  was  to  bring  them  into 
light  and  the  world,  only  to  be  sent 
forth  as  living  dead:  as  belonging  to  the 
unclean. 

I  have  read  of  the  dread  di.sease  of 
leprosy  and  marveled  at  its  awful  loath- 
someness, but  never  in  my  most  vivid 
imagining  was  it  possilde  for  me  to 
form  even  the  faintest  <'onception  of 
the  dread  mi,sery  of  this  must  awful  of 
all  the  curses  God  ever  placed  upon  the 
children  of  men. 

And  yet  men  told  me  on  the  trip  to 
Molckai  last  Saturday  that  they  looked 
upon  lepers  with  complacency  and  could 
see  nothing  so  very  dreadful  about  it, 
excepting  that  it  was  hard  for  lepers  to 
ije  separated  from  those  near  and  dear 
to  them. 

Perhaps  some  men  are  thus  consti- 
tuted, but  if  so  I  cannot  comprehend  it. 
The  sight  at  Molokai  is  the  most  awful, 
the  most  gruesome,  the  most  soul-dis- 
piriting of  any  I  ever  witnes.setl.  And  I 
have  witnes.sd  many  horrible  sights.  I 
have  seen  men  drowned  in  the  sight  of 
those  who  could  not  help  them.  1  have 
seen  six  young  women,  one  after  the 
(ther,  leap  from  the  sixth  story  of  a 
burning  building  to  the  cruel  pavement 
below,  their  battered  and  lifeless  forms 
picked  up  by  willing  hands  and  carri(  d 
out  of  the  way  of  fire  and  falling  walls. 
1  have  been  in  a  railroad  collision  and 
seen  the  killed  and  mangled  and  help- 
less of  the  wreck,  some  of  them  pinior.ed 
tmder  car  timbers,  gasping  in  the  last 
throes  t»f  the  terrible  agony  of  such  a 
death.  1  have  stoo<1  in  the  moreu'^  and 
seen  the  wife  and  mother  recognize  the 
blackened  and  disfigured  body  if  hus- 
liand  and  son  as  they  were  brought  in 
from  the  debris  of  a  collapsed  buiUling. 
And  I  have  seen  the  fiancee  stand  over 
such  an  awful  sight  and  finally  declare 
that  the  almost  unrecognizal>le  mass  be- 
fore her  was  the  body  of  her  intend'-d 
husband. 

All  these  scenes  have  fallen  to  my  lot 
in  the  midst  of  a  busy  life,  but  never 
have  I  seen  the  agony  of  expression  on 
any  living  human  face  1  saw  lictureil 
at  Molokai  last  Saturday.  To  the  witV 
or  mother  bending  over  a  blackened 
body  in  the  morgue  there  is  the  satis- 
faction—if there  can  be  such  a  thing  as 
satisfaction  under  such  circumstances — 
of  knowing  at  least  that  the  one  neir 
and  dear  to  them— the  one  they  loved  as 
life  itself— is  at  least  out  of  a  world  of 
suffering;  that  they  are  dead.  But 
what  of  the  leper  in  his  more  than  liv- 
ing death?  What  can  and  must  be  the 
feeling  of  brother,  sister,  husband,  wife, 
father,  mother  to  know  that  one  who 
stands  within  the  portal  of  life  is  yet 
without  life — is  worse  than  dead— for 
what  is  so  horrible  as  this  monatrous, 
living  death'.' 

But  picture  to  yourself,  if  it  be  pos- 
sible, that  more  awful  anguish  of  a 
mother  whom  the  doctors  pronounce 
unclean,  and  who  goes  to  a  living  death 
at  Molokai.  There  is  such  a  one  there 
now — a  white  woman,  too — a  German 
woman,  sent  there  a  few  months  ago 
from  the  Island  of  Kauai.  She  does  not 
believe  she  is  a  leper,  but  even  the  lay- 
man can  see  the  evidences  of  the  dread 
disease  which  makes  her  an  object  to 
be  shunned  by  all  the  world.  Back  at 
her  home  in  Kauai  is  a  husband  and 
five  motherless  children,  the  youngest  a 
babe  of  less  than  six  months.  Gone- 
gone  forever  are  they  to  her  and  she  to 
them.  Dead!  Aye,  no;  wish  to  God  she 
were  Worse  than  dead,  worse  than 
living,  cursed  of  God  and  man,  shut  off 
from  all  that  makes  life  worth  living  or 
striving  for. 

"A  slow,  tremulous  wail,  exceedingly 
.sorrowful."  That  was  the  sound  that 
greeted  my  ear  as  T  came  through  the 
landing  house  and  started  to  the  visitors' 
J)uilding  at  Molokai.  It  was  the  wail  of 
fathers,  motlfers.  brothers,  sisters,  who 
came  to  the  settlement  by  permission  of 
the  board  of  health  to  visit  their  relatives 
in  the  settlement.  "It  was  like  the  wail 
of  a  lost  soul  vanishing  from  the  gates  of 
Paradise  itself,  if  we  but  think  so  and  try 
to  atone  our  lives  to  it.  And  then  to  be 
shut  out  from  it  all.  to  be  .set  away  from 
thf  haunts  of  men.  to  be  set  aside  wheiv 
the  world  and  man  shall  know  us  no  mon- 
forever  and  where  our  friends  and  rela- 
tives speak  of  us  only  in  bateil  breath,  tor 
fear  the  very  mention  of  our  name  would 
i-onjure  up  some  terrible,  horrible  thing 
that  would  pollute  them.  too. 

Brother  Dutton  took  me  through  tne 
Baldwin  house,  showing  me  his  treasures 
accumulated  in  fourteen  years  among  the 
lepers,  among  them  being  a  bathtub,  con- 
structed for  the  brother  by  Father  Da- 
meln,  with  whom  Brother  Dutton  was  a 
co-laborer  for  two  years  before  his  fath- 
er's death.  After  the  usual  routine,  he 
conducted  me  to  the  hospital  ward, 
where  the  helpless  lepers  are.  Of  the 
eight  helpless,  four  were  blind,  their  eyes 
having  been  eaten  out  by  the  ravages  of 
the  di-sease.  One's  mind  was  a  blank,  the 
poor,  simple   fellow  hurrahing  at   the  top 


tomp,  and  Time,  Nature's  great  healer, 
finally  sears  the  wound,  but  put  a  dear 
one  away  in  this  living  death  and  noth- 
ing can  sear  the  wound  till  death  comes  as 
a  most   welcome   visitor.

of  his  voice  and  crossing  himself  as  he 
heard  the  sound  of  the  brother's  footstep. 
One  man  was  partially  stripped,  and  this 
gave  me  an  opportunity  to  see  the  rav- 
ages of  leprosy  on  other  parts  of  the  body 
besides  the  face  and  hands  and  feet.  Great 
sores  covered  the  legs,  particularly  over 
the  knees,  being  very  much  like  those 
which  had  eaten  away  the  eyes.  Pain, 
did  vou  sav?  Yes,  they  suffer  some  pain 
In  the  joints,  but  aside  from  this,  none, 
as  fortunately  the  nerves  die  with  lep- 
rosy's advance. 

I  shan't  attempt  to  describe  the  grlmness 
of  the  scenes  of  this  ward  for  the  help- 
less: I  cannot.  My  pen  fails  me.  It  jieeds 
even  more  than  a  Dante  to  describe  it  as 
it  appealed  to  me.  It  was  the  very  acme 
of  all  that  Is  awful,  of  all  that  is  terrible 
in  its  offenslveness.  of  all  that  Is  horrify- 
ing in  Its  loathsomeness.  I  said  to  Broth- 
er Dutton  as  we  emerged:  "Dore  should 
have  been  there  l)efore  he  illustrated 
'Dante's  inferno.'  It  Is  more  horrible 
than  even   Dante  could  describe." 

I  have  often  thought  I  would  like  to 
visit  the  leper  settlement  at  Molokai.  that 
I  would  like  to  see  what  It  was  and  learn 
something  about  It.  My  wish  has  been 
gratified,  and  I  wish  it  had  not.  The 
scene  is  one  that  will  linger  with  me  for 
years.  To  me  It  is  inexpressibly  sad,  as 
well  as  terrible.  It  depicts  an  existence 
without  hope,  without  life;  it  protra.vs  a 
living  death. 

One  can  put  away  father,  mother,  wife 
or  child  into  the  silent  watches  of    the

GOOSEBERRY  RBCIPES. 

The  gooseberry  is  .somewhat  neglected 
by  the  majority  of  housekeepers.  It 
make.s  moat  delicious  jelly  and  preserves 
and  Is.  besides  that,  good  in  some  des- 
sert dishes.  Per  instance,  says  an  ex- 
change, wash  a  quart  of  gooseberries, 
having  removed  all  the  stems.  Make  a 
syrup  of  one-half  cup  of  water  and  two 
cups  of  sugar,  and  let  it  boil  five  min- 
utes. At  the  end  of  that  time  add  the 
gooseberries,  and  let  them  cool  till  tend- 
er enough  to  mash.  Crush  them  and  set 
tfiem  aside.  Put  two  cupfuls  of  milk 
on  the  stove  to  heat,  and  when  the  ber- 
ries are  thoroughtly  cool  stir  ttiem  in 
and  let  them  simmer  gently  for  five 
minutes.  A  little  nutmeg  grated  over 
the  top  is  an  improvement.  Finally  re- 
move from  the  fire  and  add  the  wellbeat- 
en  yolks  of  two  eggs.  This  is  to  be  ser-*"- 
ed  very  cold  with  cream  and  sugar. 

A  sort  of  jam  that  Is  an  excellent  and 
an  inexpensive  filling  for  tarts  when 
cold  weather  makes  such  things  .seem 
appetizing  may  be  made  from  gooseber- 
ries. Put  six  pounds  of  ripe  go<»se- 
berries  to  cook,  with  a  cupful  of  current 
juice.  Let  them  boil  rapidly,  and  si'r 
with  a  wooden  spoon.  Wlien  the  ber- 
ries begin  to  burst,  add  three  pounds  of 
sugar  and  just  simmer  till  the  fruit  is 
reduced  to  a  jam.  It  requires  long 
cooking.  Turn  this  jam  into  glass  jars, 
and  if,  after  three  days  the  syrup  and 
the  fruit  have  separated,  it  must  all  be 
reboiled.

The  California  oragne  crop  fur  the  season 
low  closing  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  orange  growing  in  that  state,  amount- 
ing to  between  IH.IXXI  and  17.00(1  carloads  of 
about  :!<!')  iKixes  to  the  car,  says  the  New 
York  Sun.  There  was  a  time,  and  that  not 
.so  verv  many  years  ago.  when  Southern 
California  chuckled  a  little  over  the  ship- 
ment of  oranges  In  carload  lots:  now  train- 
load  shipments  of  oranges  are  common.

Some  oranges  ar»  imported  from  Jamaica 
and  Mexico,  but  S.=i  per  cent  or  more  of  the 
oranges  eaten  in  this  country  are  now- 
grown  here,  and  of  this  percentage  by  tar 
the  larger  iiroportion  comes  from  Oalitor- 

Considerable  quant itivs  of  lemons  are 
now  shipped  from  California,  some  of  this 
fruit  coming  as  far  East  as  New  York  but 
most  of  It  being  distributed  lietween  Cali- 
fornia and  Chicago.  The  bulk  of  the  lem- 
ons consumed  in  this  country  still  come 
from  Mediterranean  ports,  whence  they 
are  Imported  in  steamer  loads.

New  England,  wtiich  has  been  delayed 
1  >nger  than  expe.-ted;  but  our  strengtii 
is  evidenced  to  the  world  by  the  over- 
subscription here  of  the  new  British  loan 
of  $10,000,000  on  about  3%  per  cent  basis, 
of  which  over  ha  f  is  allotted  to  Ameri- 
can applicants. 

London  sales  ol  40,0o0  shares  of  stock.^ 
and  some  bonds  and  American  pur- 
chases of  the  new  foreign  loan,  explain 
why  gold  goes  out  in  the  face  of  foreign 
commerce  returns  whicii  show  for  New 
York  alone,  for  .he  week,  an  excess  cf 
exports  over  imports  of  more  than  $500,- 
000.  Exports  for  the  week  of  more  than 
$12,763,719  were  more  than  double  those 
tor  the  same  period  of  1899,  and  for  the 
vear  the  gain  is  over  $85,000,000,  while 
imports  gain  only  $20,000,000.  The  money 
market  is  untroubled  by  financing  of  the 
foreign  loan,  though  the  volume  of  new 
commercial  loans  is  w-ell  sustained. 

Cotton  fell  so  sharply  that  some  re- 
covery occurred  in  an  oversold  specu- 
lative market,  ard  spot  sold  at  10  cents 
when  the  official  report  appeared,  not- 
withstanding many  indications  of  fur- 
ther reduction  in  consumption.  Wheat 
advanced  about  a  cent,  helped  by  poor 
foreign  crop  repo-ts.  The  domestic  out- 
look is  fairly  che<  rful,  and  farmers  have 
marketed  freely.  Receipts  at  interior 
cities  aggregate  (.,287,510  bushels  against 
::. 918.216  last  year  and  2.446,417  in  1898. 
Exports  from  Atlantic  ports  were  only 
1.7:;u.963  bushels  wheat,  flour  included, 
against  2,503,344  list  year,  although  pur- 
chases en  foreign  account  were  large 
and  promise  an  Increased  movement 
hereafter.  Corn  gains  nearly  2  centb, 
with  the  aid  of  d-y  weather  reports,  and 
is  8  cents  above  the  price  at  this  time 
last  year.  Both  eceipts  and  exports  for 
the  week  fell  more  than  a  million  bush- 
els below  the  sanie  week  in  1899. 

Improvement  is  slow  in  boots  and 
shoes,  with  only  a  small  percentage  of 
Eastern  shops  at  work.  The  textile 
markets  have  been  free  from  such  fea- 
tures as  marked  revision  of  prices,  but 
business  is  of  fair  volume.
